Report — 

That  they  have  carefully  considered  this  bill,  and  have  proposed  some  verbal' 
amendments  therein. 

They  have  received  a  communication  from  Mr.  justice  Cargill,  one  of  the 
puisne  judges,  objecting  to  the  bill  on  grounds  personal  to  the  puisne  judges. 
They  have  also  received  a  communication  from  Mr.  justice  Ker,  the  other 
puisne  judge,  who  does  not  agree  with  the  view  expressed  by  Mr.  justice 
Cargill,  and  does  not  object  to  the  bill.  These  two  communications  are  an- 
nexed. The  chief-justice  has  intimated  to  the  committee  his  approval  of  the 
.bill,  and,  at  the  same  time,  has  expressed  his  readiness  to  take  the  whole  civil 
business  of  the  Kingston  court,  if  such  a  course  should  be  thought  desirable* 

The  committee  see  no  force  in  Mr.  Cargill's  objections.  They  could  not 
admit  that  it  would  be  an  objection  to  the  bill,  that  it  gives  additional  busi- 
ness to  the  puisne  judges,  even  if  such  would  be  the  effect  of  the  measure  to 
any  material  extent ;  because  at  present  the  time  of  the  two  puisne  judges  is, 
as  Mr.  justice  Ker  observes,  insufficiently  occupied.  But  the  bill  will  not 
(78) 
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give,  to  any  material  extent,  these  judges  any  more  business  than  they  are  now, 
by  the  law  as  it  stands,  liable  to  have.  There  are  now  three  Kingston  circuit 
courts  held  in  the  year,  at  each  of  which  one  of  the  puisne  judges  is  liable  to 
be  required  to  sit,  and  does  sit,  together  with  the  chief-justice.  It  is  now  by 
law  expressly  provided  that  such  puisne  judge  shall  be  empowered  to  act  in  his 
second  or  separate  court,  "as  a  judge  of  assize  oyer  and  terminer  and  gaol 
delivery,  and  also  as  a  judge  at  nisi  priusfor  the  trial  of  civil  and  criminal  suits 
fully  and  effectually  to  all  intents  and  purposes."  This  bill  will  have  the 
legal  effect  of  dividing  the  Kingston  business  between  six  courts,  instead  of 
three  ;  and  in  practice  the  result  will  be  that  a  puisne  judge  will  sit  three 
times,  alternately  with  the  chief-iustice,  instead  of  three  times  together  with 
him  ;  the  work  remaining  exactly  what  it  is  now.  It  is  true  that  the  practical 
effect  of  this  law  may  be  to  give  the  puisne  judge  a  share  of  the  civil  business, 
whereas  the  practical  effect  of  the  existing  law  has  been  to  give  the  whole  of 
the  civil  business  to  the  chief7justice.  But  the  committee  do  not  think,  this 
to  be  an   undesirable  result. 

The  chief-justice,  besides  his  share  of  the  ordinary  business  of  the  supreme 
and  circuit  courts,  has  duties  which  the  puisne  judges  have  not.  The  whole 
business  of  the  court  of  chancery,  and  of  the  court  of  vice-admiralty,  falls  to 
the  chief-justice,  besides  the  assistance  which  he  gives  to  the  judge  of  ordinary 
as  surrogate  of  that  court.  Practically  the  chief-justice  has  had  the  trial  of 
the  whole  of  the  important  civil  cases  that  occur  in  the  colony  ;  and  the  com- 
mittee do  not  expect  that  this  bill  would  make  any  material  alteration  in  this 
respect.  The  committee  think  that  it  is  not  likely  that  thejgovernor,  if  the  bill 
becomes  law,  will  be  called  upon  to  exercise  the  power  of  appointing  a  puisne 
judge  to  sit  in  Kingston  together  with  the  chief-justice.  But  they  think  itas  well 
that  the  law  should  remain  in  the  statute  book  as  exceptional  circumstances 
may  occur  which  would  render  its  application  convenient.

Sir, 

I  am  favoured  with  the  bill  for  the  more  frequent  sitting  of  the  circuit 
courts  in  Kingston,  on  which  I  would  observe,  that  by  the  19th  Victoria, 
■chapter  10,  the  work  of  the  Kingston  court  was  given  to  the  chief-justice ; 
that  by  law  2  of  1870,  the  work  of  the  Kingston  court  was  continued  to  the 
chief-justice,  there  having  been,  when  either  law  was  passed,  three  circuits 
during  the  year  in  Kingston.  By  the  proposed  law  there  are  to  be  six  cir- 
cuits in  the  year,  three  to  be  held  by  the  puisne  j udges.  This  just  takes  away 
half  of  the  Kingston  work  from  the  chief-justice  and  throws  it  on  the  puisne 
judges.  Moreover,  if  the  law  28  of  1870  be  continued,  while  a  puisne  judge 
could  get  no  assistance  when  sitting,  the  chief-justice  could,  so  that  about 
three-fourths  of  the  work  of  the  chief-justice  in  Kingston  would  be  imposed  on 
the  puisne  judges.  I  cannot  believe  this  to  be  the  intention,  though  un- 
doubtedly it  would  be  the  effect  of  the  proposed  law,  and  it  is  strange  that  no 
previous  intimation  of  this  should  have  been  given  to.  the  puisne  judges. 

Ifthislawbe  carried  any  further  it  will  be  my  right  and  my  duty  to  carry 
my  objection  to  it  to  the  utmost, 

To  make  other  objections  in  detail  to  the  bill  would  oblige  me  to  review 
the  laws  and  rules  of  the  practice  adapted  for  three  circuits,  one  after  each  su- 
preme court. 

In  England  there  have  been  four  terms,  two  of  which  are  issuable  terms,  and' 
two  civil  assizes,  in  each  year.  Here-  we  have  had  three  terms,  all  issuable  terms 
and  three  assizes,  which  have  been  found  sufficient  when  the  business  was  ten 
time  what  it  is  now.  Therefore  the  best  objection  to  the  proposed  law  is  that 
it  is  unnecessary.  The  district  courts  have  taken  the  greater  part  of  the  civil 
business,  and  what  remains  is  not  much  for  one  circuit  court  after  each  term — 
I  have  had  frequent  opportunities  of  conversing  with  the  lawyers  and  suitors, 
and  they  do  not  desire  more  civil  courts,  but,  that  by  a  better  disposal  of  the 
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criminal  business,  the  judges,  lawyers,  and  jurors  may  come  fresh  to  the  civil 
business  of  each  court.  This  would  be  accomplished  by  a  bill  similar  to  that 
which  I  have  now  sketched  and  herewith  send  you,  to  which  I  will  gladly  make 
any  alterations  or  additions  required.  Will  you  have  the  goodness  to  submit 
the  draft  to  his  excellency  the  goyernor  ?

I  have  not  seen  the  bill  referred  to  in  Mr.  CargilFs  letter  (the  clerk  of  the 
legislative  conncil  not  having  sent  me  a  copy ;  but  I  was  not  aware  that  it  was 
one  of  its  provisions  "that  there  are  to  be  six  circuits  in  the  year,  three  to  be 
•held  by  the  puisne  judges."  I  was  (and  am  still)  under  the  impression  that 
the  chief-justice  was  to  take  his  share  of  the  work  at  each  of  the  courts  as  here- 
tofore. 

If  this  supposition  is  correct,  then  Mr.  Gargill's  grievance  is  at  an  end,  be- 
cause under  the  new  arrangement  no  additional  duty  will  be  thrown  upon  the 
judges,  but  only  the  existing  duty  be  differently  distributed. 

But  even  if  the  intention  of  the  bill  is,  as  Mr.  Cargill  concludes-,  still  it  is  clear 
to  me  that  he  has  no  just  cause  of  complaint  against  the  government.  If  the 
public  interests  at  this  moment  require  that  the  puisne  gudges  should  do  more 
work  than  they  have  been  accustomed  to  do,  it  is  not  for  them  to  raise  any 
objection.  As  public  servants  they  are  bound  to  place  the  whole  of  their  time 
and  attention  at  the  public  disposal.  And  it  cannot  be  said  that  they  are  over- 
worked. So  far  from  this,  from  the  great  falling  off  in  the  business  of  the 
supreme  court,  consequent  upon  the  establishment  of  the  district  courts,  they 
are  latterly,  perhaps,  the  most  unoccupied  men  in  the  colony.  For  myself  it 
is  a  constant  source  of  regret  that  my  opportunities  of  being  in  the  line  which 
I  follow  of  any  service  in  the  community  are  so  few  and  insignificant^ 

I  cannot  approve  the  tone  of  Mr.  Cargill 's  letter,  and  as  little  its  reasoning. 
Its  reasoning  is  this,  that  the  amount  of  work  that  can  be  required  of  a  judge 
(or  any  other  public  officer,  perhaps),  is  a  thing  fixed  once  for  all  when  he 
enters  upon  his  appointment,  and  cannot  afterwards  be  increased  by  legislative 
authority — a  wholly  untenable  proposition.

That  they  have  carefully   considered  the  said  bill*  and  proposed   several 
amendments  therein,  as  well  as  a  re-arrangement  of  its  various  clauses. 

They  beg  further  to  report  that,  in  connexion  with  the  bill,  they  considered 
a  report  made  by  Mr.  Bowrey,  the  island  analytical  chemist,  in  respect  of  test- 
ing petroleum  oils,  and,  after  personal  consultation  with  that  gentleman,  and 
witnessing  various  experiments  made  by  him,  the  committee  have  adopted  his 
method  of  applying  the  flashing  test  to  the  oil  in  preference  to  the  method  set 
forth  in  the  English  act,  deeming  it  to  be  more  simple  and  more  perfect  in  its 
results  than  the  last-named  method.  There  is,  however,  but  little  real  differ- 
ence in  the  two  methods,  the  principal  point  of  difference  being  the  glass  cover 
in  Mr.  Bowrey's  method  by  which  the  vapor,  when  given  off,  is  confined  within 
the  vessel,  and  does  not  mingle  with  the  surrounding  air.  For  this  reason  the 
flashing  point  is  attained  at  a  much  lower  temperature  than  by  the  English 
method  ;  and  the  experiment  can  be  more  conveniently  made  by  using  warm 
water  to  fill  the  outer  vessel,  as  suggested  by  Mr.  Bowrey,  instead  of  using 
cold  water  and  heating  it  by  the  application  of  fire,  as  in  the  English  system 
Experiment  has  shewn  that  the  difference  of  temperature  between  the  two 
systems  is  seventeen  degrees,  that  is  to  say,  that  by  Mr.  Bowrey's  method 
the  same  results  are  obtained  at  a  temperature  of  eighty-three  degrees  Fahren- 
heit, as  would  be  obtained  by  the  English  method  at  one  hundred  degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

Considering  the  different  circumstances  of  climate  between  Jamaica  and 
England,  the  committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  degree  of  temperature  fixed 
upon  by  the  English  act  is  too  low  for  Jamaica ;  they  therefore  propose  to 
raise  it  by  twelve  degrees,  so  that  after  the  date  fixed  no  petroleum  shall  be 
sold  in  Jamaica  which  gives  off  an  inflammable  vapor  at  a  less  temperature 
than  one  hundred  and  twelve  degrees,  it  the  test  were  made  by  the  English 
method.  By  the  method  the  committee  submit  for  adoption,  the  equivalent  of 
this  is  ninety-five  degrees,  and  that  is  the  rate  of  temperature  fixed  upon  in 
the  bill. 

The  committee  understand  that  all  the  better  class  of  English  mineral  oils 
will  readily  stand  this  test,  but  they  are  not  aware  whether  all  the  American 
oils  are  equally  safe.  The  samples  of  American  oils  procured  in  Kingston 
and  tested  by  Mr.  Bowrey  were  found  to  give  off  an  inflammable  vapor  at  a 
less  temperature  than  one  hundred  degrees,  when  proved  by  the  English 
method  ;  but  the  committee  have  no  means  of  knowing  whether  those  samples 
were  of  the  best  quality  of  American  oils  or  not. 

The  committee  further  submit,  that  the  title  of  the  bill  should  be  altered 
from  "  A  bill  for  the  safe  keeping  of  petroleum"  to  "  A  bill  to  regulate  the 
sale  and  storage  of  petroleum." 

The  bill,  so  amended  by  them,  they  now  beg  to  submit  for  the  consideration 
of  the  legislative  council.

THE  EARL  OF  KIMBERLET  TO  THE  OFFICER  ADMINISTERING  THE  GOVERNMENT.

Downing  Street,  IQth  August,  1870. 


"With  reference  to  the  correspondence  which  has  taken  place  on  the  subject  of  the  payment  of 
compensation  to  the  owners  of  the  "La  Have"  for  the  seizure  of  the  cargo  of  that  vessel,  I  have 
the  honour  to  inform  you  that  the  lords  commissioners  of  the  treasury  have  decided  to  reim- 
burse the  government  of  Jamaica  the  expenses  incurred  on  this  account. 

The  officer  in  charge  of  the  treasury  chest  has,  therefore,  been  instructed  to  pay  to  the  colo- 
nial government  the  sum  of  eight  thousand  and  twenty-nine  pounds,  seven  shillings  and  three- 
pence. (^£S029  7s.  3d.)  being  the  amount  advanced  by  the  colony  for  redeeming  the  promissory  note 
(with  interest)  given  by  Sir  J.  P.  Grant.

Despatch  from  Secretary  of  State  on  the  subject  of  compulsory  Vaccination* 


Downing  Street,  17th  October,  1870. 


In  his  circular  despatch  of  the  3rd  of  September,  1867.  the  duke  of  Buckingham  and  Chando* 
communicated  to  you,  for  the  consideration  of  your  government,  a  copy  of  the  imperial  act, 
thirtieth  and  thirty-first  Victoria,  chapter  eighty-four,  for  amending  and  consolidating  the  law 
relating  to  vaccination  in  England. .  It  is  well  known  that  that  act  was  enacted  for  England  in  view 
of  the  very  remarkable  success  which  had  attended  the  system  of  compulsory  vaccination  intro- 
duced into  Ireland  by  sir  Eobert  Peel's  act  of  1863.  Since  the  date  of  the  duke  of  Buckingham's, 
despatch  the  progress  made  in  stamping  out  small-pox  in  Ireland  has  been  still  more  remarkable 
than  in  previous  years  j  and  I  think  it  may  be  well  to  put  you  in  possession  of  the  facts  of  the 
whole  case. 

In  the  year  1851  an  act  of  parliament  was  passed,  called  "  The  Medical  Charities  Act  (Ireland), 
1851,"  by  which  it  was  made  part  of  the  official  duty  of  every  dispensary  medical  officer  in  Ireland 
to  vaccinate,  gratis,  all  persons  coming  to  him  or  brought  to-  him  for  that  purpose.  In  the  ten. 
years  previous  to  the  passing  of  this  act,  the  deaths  from  small-pox  in  Ireland  had  averaged  three 
thousand  eight  hundred  a-year  ;  in  the  seven  years  subsequent  to  the  act,  from  1851  to  1857,, 
they  averaged  about  one  thousand  five  hundred  a-year. 

In  1858  Lord  Mayo  carried  through  parliament  an  act  providing  that  the  poor  law  medical  officers-, 
shouldreceiveagratuityof  one  shilling  for  every  successful  vaccination  performed.  Owing  to  the  im- 
petus given  to  vaccination  by  this  latter  act,  the  deaths  from  small-pox,  in  the  years  from  1858  to  1863„ 
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did  Dot  average  more  than  one  thousand  a-year.  On  the  1st  of  January,  1864,  commenced  the 
operation  of  the  act  of  1.863,  which  rendered  vaccination  compulsory,  and  which,  it  should  be 
observed,  continued  the  provision  in  Lord  Mayo's  act,  whereby  the  medical  officers  had  been 
given  a  pecuniaiy  interest  in  the  efficiency  of  the  system  they  were  called  on  to  administer.  The 
effect  of  the  act  of  1863,  in  stamping  out  small-pox,  is  shewn  by  the  following  table  of  deaths 
resulting  from  that  disease,  in  the  years  since  its  enactment.

The  man  who  died  in  1869  was  a  Swedish  sailor,  who  came  to  Ireland  with  the  disease  al- 
ready on  him. 

In  1870,  as  far  as  the  returns  have  been  ascertained,  only  one  man  has  died  of  small-pox,  and 
only  forty-eight  cases  of  it  have  been  treated,  and  of  these  thirty-two  are  referable  to  contagion 
imported  from  England,  Scotland,  and  Norway ;  and  in  no  case  of  outbreak  did  the  disease  be- 
come epidemic. 

The  poor  law  commissioners  for  Ireland  give  it  as  their  experience,  that  whilst  it  is  undoubt- 
edly the  case  that  vaccination  does  not  in  every  instance  render  the  person  vaccinated  proof  against 
the  disease,  yet  it  does  so  in  a  very  large  proportion  of  cases,  and  when  the  disease  does  attack 
tho&e  who  have  been  vaccinated,  it  comes  in  a  modified  form,  and  is  far  less  fatal,  as  will  be  per- 
ceived from  the  following  table,  which  has  been  compiled  by  Mr.  Simon,  medical  officer  of  the 
English  privy  council.

I  need  only  further  observe,  thai  the  efficient  working  of  a  compulsory  vaccination  act  must 
be  wholly  dependent  on  an  efficient  registration  of  births.  Such  success  as  has  been  attained  in 
Ireland,  cannot  be  looked  for,  if  any  appreciable  number  of  the  infant  population  are  left  unvac- 
cinated, and  this  cannot  be  guarded  against  unless  the  registration  of  births  is  as  nearly  perfect 
as  may  be.  In  Ireland,  parliament  has  clone  the  utmost  that  can  be  done  to  prevent  anything  of 
the  kind,  by  combining  the  duties  of  registrar  with  those  of  medical  officer  and  public  vaccinator; 
those  who  have  a  pecuniary  interest  in  the  extension  of  vaccination  being  thus  put  in  a  position 
to  know  of  every  case  in  which  it  may  be  performed. 

You  will  communicate  this  despatch  to  the  legislature  of  the  colony  under  your  government, 

at  the  same  time  bringing  the  act,  forwarded  to  you  by  the  duke  of  Buckingham,  again  under  its 

notice,  unless  the  colony  has   already  adopted  the  compulsory  system,  but  in  any   case  it  will  be 

useful  that  the  remarkable  facts  as  regard  small-pox  in  Ireland   should  be  made  publicly  known.

Sib, 
I  have  the  honor  to  hand  you,  for  the  information  of  his  excellency  the  governor,  my  third 
annual   report  on  the  immigration  department,  from   the    1st  October,    1869,   to  30th   Sep- 
tember, 1870. 

REPORT. 
1st.  During  the  twelve  months  embraced  by  this  report,  two  ships  with  East  Indian  immi- 
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orants  have  arrived  from  Calcutta.  The  "Alnwick  Castle"  with  259  adult  males,  118  adult 
females,  27  boys,  11  girls  and  22  infants;  total,  437.  The  "  Poonah"  landed  290  adult  males, 
114  adult  females,  18  boys,  17  girls  and  30  infants ;  total,  469.  Making  the  importation  for  the 
year  906. 

2nd.  The  deaths  on  the  voyage  were  (nine)  9  in  the  "  Alnwick  Castle,"  or  2.20  per  cent. ;  in 
the  "  Poonah"  fifteen  died,  or  3.09  per  cent. 

3rd,  Of  the  Coolies  introduced  in  the  year  1867  there  were  1305  alive  on  the  30th  September, 
1869,  from  which  date  to  the  30th  September,  1870,  there  have  been  thirty-four  deaths,  or  2.60 
per  cent. ;  forty-four  births,  or  3.37  per  cent. ;  thirty-five  desertions,  or  2.6S  per  cent.  Of  those 
introduced  in  1869  there  were  1304  alive  on  the  30tb  September,  1869,  from  that  date  to  the 
30th  September,  1870,  one  hundred  and  twelve  have  died,  or  8.58  per  cent. ;  births,  twenty-two, 
or  1.68  per  cent. ;  desertions,  fourteen,  or  1.07  per  cent.  Of  the  nine  hundred  and  six  Coolies 
landed  in  February  and  March,  1870,  ex  ships  "Alnwick  Castle"  and  Poonah,"  there  have  been 
to  the  30th  September,  1870,  sixty-seven  deaths,  or  7.39  per  cent. ;  four  births,  or  00.44  per  cent. ; 
four  desertions,  or  00.44  per  cent. 

4th.  In  all  the  districts  where  Coolies  are  settled  their  health  has  been  very  good,  except  in 
the  Plantain  Garden  River  district  of  Saint  Thomas,  there  the  sickness  and  mortality  has  been 
very  great,  and  does  not  seem  to  abate.  Why  this  should  be  the  case  I  cannot  explain ;  the 
climate  and  situation  is  no  worse  than  many  parts  of  Saint  Mary's  and  Westmoreland,  where  the 
Coolies  are  healthy. 

5th.  Two  union  hospitals  have  been  opened  during  the  year,  one  at  Dry-River,  in  Clarendon, 
and  one  at  Lionel  Town,  in  Vere,  making  seven  in  operation,  not  including  the  Cooly  depot. 
There  are  two  more  hospitals  about  to  be  opened,  one  at  Chapelton,  in  Clarendon,  and  one  at 
Annotto  Bay,  in  Saint  Mary's. 

6th.  These  hospitals  have  been  placed  under  the  supervision  of  a  superintending  medical 
officer,  so  that  a  great  improvement  in  their  working  may  be  looked  for. 

7th.  There  are  still  several  districts  requiring  union  hospitals,  namely,  Plantain  Garden  River 
and  Morant  Bay,  districts  of  Saint  Thomas;  Port  Maria,  district  of  Saint  Mary's  ;  and  the  Leward 
district  of  Westmoreland. 

8th.  The  Coolies  by  the  ships  "  Rajasthan"  and  "  Themis"  have  this  year  (1870)  completed 
their  term  of  ten  years'  residence,  and  those  who  have  served  their  five  years  of  industrial  resi- 
dence became  entitled  to  a  return  passage  to  India,  or  to  remain  in  the  island  receiving  a  bounty 
of  ,£12  (twelve  pounds)  for  adults,  and  £6  (six  pounds)  for  children  from  three  to  sixteen  years  of 
age  in  lieu  of  a  return  passage. 

9th.  According  to  the  best  information  I  can  obtain,  there  are  about  400  (four  hundred)  who 
are  eligible  for  either  a  return  passage  or  bounty,  of  those  261  (two  hundred  and  sixty-one)  have 
elected  to  remain  in  the  island,  and  have  been  paid  the  bounty,  the  remainder  (one  hundred  and 
thirty-nine)  139  have  decided,  as  far  as  I  can  learn,  on  returning  to  India. 

10th.  The  applications  for  Cooly  labourers  for  the  year  1870-71  are  1645,  for  which  orders 
have  been  forwarded  to  the  agent  in  India. 

Dth.  The  conduct  of  the   Cooly  labourers  generally  has  been  very  satisfactory,  and  a  good 
understanding  exists  between  them  and  their  employers.     Complaints  from  either  side  have  been 
remarkably  few,  and  none  of  a  serious  character.

DR.  BOWERBANK  TO  THE  COLONIAL  SECRETARY. 

Kingston,  5th  August,  1869. 
Sir, 
At  a  meeting  of  the  municipal  board,  held  on  the  2nd  instant,  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  the 
estimates  for  the  year  ending  30th  September,  1 870,  there  were  several  points  concerning  which 
I  was  requested  by  the  board  to  communicate  with  the  government. 

ECCLESIASTICAL. 

The  sexton  has  informed  the  Board  that  the  burial  ground  which  was  consecrated  or  opened 
few  years  back  is  now  very  nearly  full,  and  that  a  new  ground  is  necessary  at  once.

May  pen,  on  the  Spanish-Town  road,  situate  at  the  first  mile  stone  from  Kingston,  and  contain- 
ing, I  think,  some  eighty-five  acres  of  land,  extending  from  the  road  to  the  sea,  the  property  of  the 
parishes  of  Kingston  and  St.  Andrew,  and  was  bought  some  years  back  for  the  purpose  of  a 
cemetery,  the  members  of  assembly  for  the  two  parishes  being  trustees  for  the  same. 

During  the  epidemics  of  Choleia,  in  1850  and  1853,  some  two  or  three  thousand  bodies  were 
buried  here  ;   and  it,  or  a  portion  of  it,  was  subsequently  consecrated  by  the  bishop. 

The  property  had  a  very  good  substantial  brick  built  house  upon  it,  but  this,  or  rather  the- 
wooden  portions  of  it  were  burnt  down  some  years  back  by  an  ignited  rocket  falling  upon  it. 
Lately  it  has  been  in  the  possession  of  the  Boys'  Reformatory,  and  for  some  two  years,  or  so,  a 
portion  of  it  was  planted  in  cotton  by  the  "  Kingston  Cotton  Company." 

The  bodies  of  paupers  and  inmates  of  the  penitentiary  and  lunatic  asylum  have,  for  a  long 
time  past,  and  still  are  interred  here. 

The  sexton  reports  that  the  place  is  much  strayed  upon  by  stock,  and  that  before  it  can  be 
used  as  a  general  burial  ground  it  will  require  to  be  enclosed.  He  estimates  that  the  sum  of 
.£1000  will  be  necessary  to  enclose  the  portion  already  used  with  a  sufficient  additional  space  to 
last  for  some  years. 

Atthe  strangers'  burial  ground,  opposite  the  railway,  the  tombs  have  unfortunately  been  allowed 
to  get  into  very  bad  repair ;  and  in  clearing  it  up  some  few  years  ago  several  thousand  loose 
bricks  were  collected  and  arranged  in  piles.  It  is  proposed  to  use  these  for  the  enclosing  waily 
and,.  I  believe,  they  would  go  far  in  erecting  it.  It  would  be  well  that  these  bricks  should  be  made 
use  of,  as  their  number  is  gradually  diminishing. 

This  subject  having  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  board  they  consider  it  right  to  include  a 
sum  for  it  in  the  estimates  for  next  year  ;  but  it  would  be  well  that  the  ground  should  be  sur- 
veyed, and  a  full  and  distinct  plan  and  specification  be  drawn  up.  Perhaps  the  government, 
would  request  the  director-general  of  public-  works  to  report  upon  it,  and  it  will  also,  be  necessary 
to  ascertain  the  views  or  wishes  of  the  parish  of  St.  Andrew. 

Bearing  in  mind  the  reported  changes  to  be  made  as  regards  the  established  church,  the  board 
think  it  right  to  mention  that  of  the  burials  which  occur  in  the  parish  of  Kingston  each  year,, 
upwards  of  two-thirds  are  performed  by  the-  clergy  of  the  established  church.  _ 

They  would  also  observe  that  the  burial  grounds  of  the  several  denominations  are  all  private 
property,  and  have  been  established  by  the  respective  denominations  to  which  they  belong. 

The  board  consider  that  there  is  great  necessity  for  a  registration  of  births  and  deaths,  and 
would  urge  upon  the  government  the  propriety  for  such  a  legislative  measure ;  in  the  meantime- 
valuable  information  might  be  obtained  by  ascertaining  from  each  denomination  the  annual  num-. 
ber  of  burials  in  their  respective  grounds  for  a  series  of  years.

With  regard  to  the  want  of  a  new  public  cemetery  for  all  communions,  I  am  to  remark  that  it 
would,  be  better  to.  make  the  matter  a  subject  of  separate  correspondence,,  when  it  will  receive 
full  consideration.

DR.  BOWERBANK  TO  THE  COLONIAL  SECRETARY. 

Kingston,  10th  November,  1869;. 


In  a  communication,  from  your  office  No.f f §-§-,  of  the  date  of  the  5th  October,.  1869,  addressed 
to  Mr  Cardozo,.  in  reply  to  mine  of  the  5th  August,  you  thus  write  : 

"  The  sum  of  £1000  estimated  for  enclosing  the  new  cemetery  required,  has  been  struck  out,, 
and  I  am  desired  by  his  excellency  to  observe,  that  nothing  can  be  allowed  from  the  general, 
revenue  for  the  establishment  of  any  new  burial  place  in  connection  with  one  communion  only.. 
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With  regard  to  the  want  of  a  new  public  cemetery  for  all  communions,  I  am  to  remark  that  it 
would  be  better  to  make  the  matter  a  subject  of  separate  correspondence,  when  it  will  receive 
full  consideration." 

In  reply,  I  beg  to  observe,  that  on  reference  to  my  communication  of  the  5th  August,  it  will  be 
found  that  the  application  for  the  estimated  sum  of  J1000,  was  not  exactly  to  establish  a  new 
burial  place,  but  it  was  to  enclose  an  old  one,  which  was  purchased  in  or  about  the  year  1850, 
by  a  grant  of  ,£1000  from  the  House  of  Assembly,  and  a  portion  of  this  ground  was  consecrated 
according  to  the  rites  of  the  church  of  England,  and  in  which  upwards  of  three  thousand  bodies 
of  persons  of  different  denominations,  and  from  different  parishes  of  the  island,  have  already  been 
interred.  >  _  • 

When  I  wrote  on  the  subject  I  was  under  the  impression  that  the  land  in  question,  "  May 
Pen,"  belonged  jointly  to  the  parishes  of  St.  Andrew's  and  Kingston.  I  have  since  ascertained 
that  it  belongs  solely  to  Kingston. 

I  can  assure  you  that  the  urgent  necessity  of  some  law  to"  regulate  the  establishment  and 
management  of  burial  grounds  within  this  city  and  parish,  not  only  as  concerns  decency  but  the 
public  health,  has  not  been  overlooked  by  the  authorities,  and  in  proof  of  this  I  would  refer  you 
to  the  proposed  ordinance  submitted  to  the  privy  council  in  I860,  "  To  regulate  burial  grounds 
and  burials,  and  to  establish  a  registration  of  deaths,  and  for  other  purposes." 

In  inserting  the  sum  of  .£1000,  in  the  estimates  for  the  present  year  1S69-70,  the  municipal 
board  having  been  informed  by  the  sexton  that  the  most  recently  established  burial  place  (con- 
secrated in  1864,)  connected  with  the  church  was  full,  or  would  be  so  within  a  few  weeks,  felt 
that  they  had  no  alternative  but  to  make  known  the  fact  to  the  government. 
The  board  fully  anticipated  your  reply,  and  hence  may  remark: 

"  Bearing  in  mind  the  expected  changes  to  be  made  as  regards  the  established  church,  the 
"Board  think  it  right  to  mention  that  of  the  burials  which  occur  in  the  parish  of  Kingston  each 
"  year,  upwards  of  two-thirds  are  performed  by  the  clergy  of  the  established  church." 

"  They  would  also  observe  that  the  burial  grounds  of  the  several  denominations  are  all  private 
property,  and  have  been  established  by  the  respective  denominations  to  which  they  belong." 

It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  members  of  other  denominations  are  buried  in  the  grounds  con- 
nected with  the  established  church;  but  as  regards  "May  Pen,"  during  the  epidemics  of 
Cholera  all  denominations  were  buried  there,  and  since  this  period  the  dead  from  the  general 
penitentiary,  the  public  hospital,  the  lunatic  asylum,  and  the  asylums  for  the  poor,  together 
with  immigrants  and  si  rangers  generally  have  been  daily  interred. 

Under  these  circumstances  it  would  seem  but  fair  that  the  expenses  of  enclosing  this  ground 
should  be  borne,  in  part  or  in  whole,  by  the  general  revenue,  whatever  the  arrangements  as  to 
future  burial  grounds  may  be. 

Having  submitted  your  communication  to  a  meeting  of  the  municipal  board,  the  members 
hailed  with  pleasure  his  excellency's  suggestion  as  to  the  establishment  of  one  general  ceme- 
tery, and  requested  me  to  ascertain  the  sentiments  of  the  several  communions  on  the  subject,  as 
also  the  requirements  of  each  in  this  respect. 

I  accordingly  addressed  the  following  circular  to  the  ministers  or  other  officials  of  the  different 
religious  persuasions  : 

"  Municipal  Board  Ofice,  18th  October  1869. 
"  Circular. 
"  Sir, 
"  The  question  of  the  necessity  for  a  public  cemetery  having  arisen,  and  being  in  correspondence 
with  the  government  on  the  subject,  I  shall  feel  obliged  by  any  remarks  you  may  be  inclined 
to  offer. 

"  Have  the  kindness  to  state  the  number  and  situation  of  the  several  burial  grounds  in  this  pa- 
rish attached  to  the  congregations  of  your  church,  as  also  the  available  space  remaining  for  future 
interments,  and  the  probable  length  of  time  for  which  such  space  will  suffice,  and  whether  there 
would  be  any  objection  on  the  part  of  yourself,  or  of  the  congregations,  to  the  use  of  one  general 
cemetery  for  members  of  all  religious  persuasions.

I  have  received  no  replies  from  the  following,  viz. :  Messrs.  MacKinnon,  Palmer,  or  from  the 
Ministers  or  Elders  of  the  three  Native  Baptist  Chapels  ;  but  as  the  requirements  of  two  deno- 
minations are  very  urgent,  I  am  unwilling  to  defer  communicating  to.  you  any  longer  the  im- 
portant information  obtained. 

As  regards  the  town  of  Port-Royal,  although  now  a  portion  of  the  parish  of  Kingston,  I  infer 
that  few  persons  resident  there  would  claim  the  right  of  burial  in  Kingston  ;  as,  from  what  I  can 
learn,  ample  burial  space  exists  there,  although  the  present  ground  is  reported  to  be  much  out 
of  order. 

The  town  of  Port-Royal  will  therefore  be  excluded  with  the  following  remarks,  except  that  I 
will  here  observe  that  as  there  is  a  burial  ground  near  Greenwich,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Andrew's, 
in  which,  after  the  destruction  of  Port-Royal  in  1692,  persons  from  there  were  buried.  I  consi- 
der this  ought  to  be  added  to  the  list  furnished  by  the  sexton  in  his  return,  as  it  now  becomes 
the  property  of  the  parish  of  Kingston. 

This  ground  is  enclosed  by  a  brick-wall  no  burials  have  taken  place  in  it  for  many  years,  and 
I  fear  the  tombs  and  monuments  have  suffered  much  from  neglect. 

Annexed  are  the  different  replies  to  the  circular,  and  from  these  we  gather  that  there  are  no 
less  than  thirty-one  burial  places  in  the  parish  of  Kingston,  or  in  its  immediate  neighbourhood, 
attached  to  the  different- places  of  worship  within  the  city. 

In  fact,  I  believe  this  list  might  be  added  to,  as,  if  I  mistake  not,  the  yard  attached  to  the 
church  of  Scotland  has  been  used  as  a  burying  place. 

Here  I  would  observe  that  for  years  past  a  heavy  penalty  has  attached  to  any  minister  of  the 
established  church  who  shall  bury,  or  allow  any  body  to  be  buried  within  or  beneath  any  Church 
or  chapel,  and  on  two  occasions  at  least  bills  of  indemnity  were  passed  by  the  legislature  to 
screen  the  incumbent  of  St.  Catherine's  from  the  penalty.  I  allude  to  the  burials  of  Lord  and 
Lady  Effingham  ;  and,  more  recently,  to  that  of  the  countess  of  Elgin,  in  the  Cathedral  in  Spa- 
nish-Town. 

No  such  prohibition  attaches  to  ministers  or  places  of  other  denominations, 
not,  interments  have  taken  place  in  some  of  them  within  the  last  few  years.

The  condition  of  each  of  these  is  set  forth  in  the  respective  .answers  to  the  circular. 
Of  the  different  communions-  it  may  be  said  that  the  great  majority  approve  of  the  proposition, 
to  have  one  general  cemetery  for  the  use  of  members  of  all  communions. 
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The  Jewish  and  Roman  Catholic  persuasions  decidedly  object,   on  the  plea  that  such  a  plan 
would  be  at  variance  with  the  doctrines  and  rites  of  their  religion,  and  both  state  that  they  have 
sufficient  space,  or  are  making  arrangements  to  ensure  the  same  for  many  years  to  come. 

The  Wesleyans,  on  the  part  of  the  congregations,  would  prefer  to  retain  their  present  grounds, 
where  friends  and  relations  have  already  been  interred. 

.   The  Jamaica  Methodist  Association,    apparently,  in  addition  to  a  public  cemetery,  desire  to 
have  a  ground  of  their  own  on  the  south-west  portion  of  the  race  course. 

The  Revd.  Mr._Radcliffe,_  on  behalf  of  the  church  of  Scotland,  imposes  a  condition,  difficult  I 
fear  to  be  complied  with ;  in  all  cemeteries  I  have  seen  elsewhere,    simple  graves  are  separate 
from  those  with  tombs  or  monuments. 
With  these  exceptions  all  the  others  approve  of  the  proposal. 

Two,  viz  :  the  church  of  England  and  the  Baptist  persuasion  are  in  urgent  need  of  grounds, 
The  others  all  have  space  for  the  present,  and  most  of  them  sufficient  for  many  years  to  come. 
In  establishing  a  public  cemetery  one  of  the  first  steps  will  be  to  ascertain  the  probable  yearly 
number  of  interments,  it  was  with  this  view  I  added  the  postscript  to  the  circular,  the  result  is 
as  follows  : 
During  the  twelve  months  from  1st  October,  1868,  to  30th  September,  1869,  the  sexton  states 
that   there    were  buried  in  the  grounds  of  the  church   of  England  (exclusive   of  Port- 
Royal)  ..  ..  ..  730

To  these  must  be  added  those  buried  in  the  Baptist  Ground  of  Mr.  Roach,  Mr.  Palmer,  and 
the  other  native  Baptist  ministers  who  have  sent  in  no  return,  as  also  I  suspect  several  mature 
children  buried  in  private  yards. 

The  above  statement  may  be  taken  as  a  rough  approximate  of  the  number  of  deaths  and  the 
percentage  of  mortality  of  the  population  during  the  past  year,  but  in  these  cases  it  will,  I  think, 
be  requisite  to  make  a  small  addition,  as  I  believe  more  persons  are  taken  out  of  Kingston  to  be 
buried  in  other  parishes,  than  are  brought  into  it  for  interment  during  a  year. 

I  do  not  think,  taking  the  new  parish  of  Kingston  (exclusive  of  Port-Royal,)  that  we  should  be 
wrong  in  considering  the  population  as  thirty  thousand,  and-  the  last  year's  mortality  as  twelve 
hundred,  which  would  give  a  percentage  of  four  per  cent.,  certainly  a  very  high  one  and  im- 
plying much  misery  and  suffering,  anda  very  faulty  sanitary  status. 

From  what  I  have  previously  seen  of  the  death  returns  of  the  defferent  religious  persuasions  in 
this  parish,  the  return  of  last  year,  so  far  as  it  goes,  appears  an  average  one. 
_   I  am  not  aware  if  the. presence  of  the  Haytien  and  Cuban  refugees  has  made-  much  difference 
ui  the  return  of  the  Roman  Catholics. 

As  this  subject  is  an  interesting  one,  I  will  here  add  the  annual  returns  of  deaths  for  twenty- 
one  years,  as  furnished. me  by  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  Duncan  Campbell,  from  the  parish  register.

With  reference  to  the  enclosed  correspondence,  referred  to  me  by  mjnu^.ated.  17tiV?Jv^fo" 
ber,  1869  (and  herewith  returned),  on  the  subject  of  the  burial  grounds  of  Kingston,  1  have 

^  Jfay  Pen^ontains  on  the  north  eastern  side  of  the  railway  about  sixty  acres,  and  about  forty 
acres  more  between  the  railway  and  the  sea.  The  first  mentioned  portion  is  well  adapted  a 
every  respect  for  a  cemetery.  The  other  part  is  less  suitable,  on  account  partly  of  the  necessity 
for  crossing  the  railway  to  |ain  access  to  it,  and  also  because  a  part  of  it  is  low  and  swampy. 
I  think,  however,  that  some%f  this  ground  might  be  set  apart  for  the  graves  of  paupers  so  tha 
the  sixty  acres  on  the  northside  might  be  retained  entirely  for  graves  for  which  higher  payments 
would  be  received. 
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If  we  calculate  on  eight  hundred  graves  to  the  acre,  I  think  that  sufficient  space  will  be  left 
for  roads  and  paths. 

The  sixty  acres  would  therefore  suffice  for  forty-eight  years,  without  turning  up  any  of  the 
ground  a  second  time,  if  the  number  of  burials  be  one  thousand  a-year;  and  for  a  considerably 
longer  period  if  the  paupers  be  buried  on  the  south  western  side  of  the  railway. 

There  seems  therefore  to  be  no  necessity  to  purchase  any  additional  land  at  the  present  time, 
but  should  more  be  required,  there  is  waste  land,  which  might  probably  be  got  on  easy  terms,  on 
the  western  side  of  the  gully,  which  forms  the  western  boundary  of  May  Pen. 

The  land  would  have  to  be  enclosed  by  a  brick-wall  and  iron  railing,  and  a  small  chapel  should 
also  be  built  near  to  the  entrance  at  the  Spanish  Town  Road. 

In  some  countries  the  Roman  Catholics  and  members  of  other  communions,  using  special  forms 
of  consecration  or  rites  of  burial,  are  content  to  use,  as  a  burial  ground,  a  part  of  a  general  ceme- 
tery, marking  it  off  more  or  less  distinctly  from  the  next,  according  as  they  may  be  disposed.  It 
appears  however  from  the  correspondence  that  here  both  the  Jews  and  the  Roman  Catholics  desire 
to  keep  their  burial  places  distinct  and  separate.  In  any  case,  however,  no  burials  should  be  per- 
mitted within  the  city  of  Kingston. 

The  probable  cost  of  preparing  May  Pen  for  a  cemetery  would  be  as  follows  :

With  regard  to  the  revenue,  the  charges  might  be  proportioned  to  the  different  classes  of 
burials,  in  the  following  manner  : 

For  every  burial,  a  fee  of  3s.  might  be  charged,  which  should  be  paid,  in  the  cases  of  paupers, 
by  the  parish,  or  by  the  institution  from  which  they  may  be  sent.  This  fee  would  not  entitle  the 
payer  to  erect  any  permanent  monument. 

For  each  permanent  monument,  a  fee  of  about  10s.  should  be  charged,  and  a  further  like  sum 
for  permission  to  erect  a  railing  round  the  grave  ;  an  additional  sum  of  20s.  might  be  charged  for 
a  monument  exceeding  a  given  heighth,  say  three  feet  six  inches. 

Parties  might  be  allowed  to  purchase  pieces  of  land,  at  about  Is.  per  foot  superficial,  and  then 
to  have  liberty  to  erect  .thereon  any  vault,  monument,  or  railing,  as  they  might  please. 

It  is  manifestly  difficult  to  form  an  estimate  of  the  revenue  which  would  be  forthcoming,  but 
the  following  assumptions  will  perhaps  give  as  nearly  a  correct  result  as   can  be  arrived   at 


It  is  assumed  that  one-sixth  of  the  total  number  of  graves  will  have   permanent  monuments, 
that  one-fifteenth  will  be  surrounded  by  railings,  that  one-hundredth  will  have  monuments   ex- 
ceeding three  feet  six  inches  in  height— also  that  ten  lots  averaging  eighty-one  feet  supi 
will  be  purchased  in  the  course  of  each  year.     The  revenue  would  then  be  as  follows  : —

Shewing  an  excess  of  £40  10s.  above  the  estimated  expenditure. 

These  figures  are  based  on  mere  assumptions,  but  I  think  they  will  shew  that  there  would  be 
little  difficulty  in  arranging  a  scale  of  fees  that  would  suffice  for  the  payment  of  all  expenses. 

The  temporary  retention  of  those  burial  grounds  which  are  outside  of  the  city  of  Kingston, 
and  which  might  therefore  be  continued  in  use  after  the  establishment  of  the  general  cemetery 
would  cause  the  number  of  burials  in  the  cemetery  to  be  somewhat  less  than  has  been  assumed 
above,  at  least  for  a  time.  I  do  not  think,  however,  judging  by  the  figures  given  by  Dr,  Bower- 
bank,  that  the  diminution  would  be  more  than  by  about  one  hundred  in  the  year,  if  as 
much. 

The  cemetery  should  be  under  the  charge  of  the  municipal  board,  ;who  would  draw  up  the 
necessary  regulations  for  its  management. 
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A  rough  plan  of  Kingston,  shewing  the  situations  of  the  burial  grounds  of  Kingston,   referred 
to  in  Dr.  Bowerbank's  letter,  accompanies  this  report.

Criminal  justice  report  for  the  year  1869. 
MAJOE  PRENDEEVILLE  TO  THE  COLONIAL  SECEETAEY. 

Head  Quarter  Constabulary  Office,  30th  November,  1870. 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  his  excellency  the  gover- 
nor the  criminal  justice  report  for  the  year  1869. 

According  to  a  return  annexed  four  thousand  two  hundred  and  eighty- eight  persons  were  ap- 
prehended in  1869  on  information,  charge,  or  view,  and  three  thousand  four  hundred  and  ninety- 
six  by  warrants— making  a  total  of  seven  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-four.  In  1868  the 
total  number  of  apprehensions  by  the  constabulary  was  seven  thousand  and  ninety-six,  or  six 
hundred  and  eighty-eight  less  than  in  1869.  _      _  *  «  *  +%,* 

The  apprehensions  in  1869  for  felonies  against  the  person  were  nine  in  excess  of  those  oi  the 
previous  year,  but  the  apprehensions  for  misdemeanors  against  the  person  were  three  hundred 
and  twsnty-one  less  than  in  186S.  In  1869  there  was  a  decrease  of  four  hundred  and  seventy- 
eioht  apprehensions  for  felonies  against  property  compared  with  those  of  1868  ;  but  the  appre- 
hensions for  misdemeanors  against  property  in  1869  were  seven  hundred  and  twenty-three  in  ex- 
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cess  of  the  previous  year.  The  increase  in  the  total  of  apprehensions  for  miscellaneous  misde- 
meanors in  1869  over  1868  was  five  hundred  and  ninety-two,  and  the  increase  of  apprehensions 
for  smuggling  and  other  breaches  of  the  revenue  laws  was  seventy-three  in  1868.  The  naval 
and  military  offences  also  exhibited  an  increase  in  1869 — one  hundred  and  forty  arrests  having 
been  effected  in  that  year,  against  fifty  in  the  previous  twelve  months. 

Of  the  number  of  persons  apprehended  in  1869  seven  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty-three 
passed  through  the  lock-ups,  the  remainder  having  been  either  held  to  bail  or  discharged  at  the 
preliminary  examinations. 

In  addition  to  the  seven  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eigty-four  individuals  who  were  arrested 
in  1869,  eight  thousand  six  hundred  and  ninety-six  were  cited  before  the  courts  by  summonses 
—thus  giving  an  aggregate  of  sixteen  thousand  four  hundred  and  eighty  who  were  required  to 
answer  charges  for  felonies  or  misdemeanors.  Of  these,  ninety-seven  were  for  felonies  and  four 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  forty-eight  for  misdemeanors  against  the  person ;  two  thousand 
eight  hundred  thirty-eight  for  felonies  and  two  thousand  five  hundred  and  thirty-two  for  misde- 
meanors against  property ;  five  thousand  six  hundred  and  sixty-four  for  miscellaneous  misdemea- 
nors ;  four  hundred  and  thirty-nine  for  breaches  of  the  revenue  laws,  and  one  hundred  and  sixty- 
two  for  naval  and  military  offences. 

The  committals  to  prison  during  1869  for  felonies  against  the  person  were  fifty ;  for  misde- 
meanors against  the  person  three  hundred  and  thirty-three ;  for  felonies  against  property,  one 
thousand  one  hundred  seventy-six  ;  for  misdemeanors  against  property  seven  hundred  and  one  ; 
for  miscellaneous  misdemeanors  four  hundred  and  ninety-four  ;  for  breaches  of  the  revenue  laws 
eight ;  for  naval  and  military  offences  two  hundred  and  sixteen— a  large  proportion  of  the  per- 
sons convicted  of  the  latter  offences  being  sailors  and  soldiers  sentenced  by  courts  martial, 
without  passing  through  the  hands  of  the  constabulary.

The  result  of  this  deduction  is  a  decrease  of  twenty-one  committals  for  offences  against  the 
criminal  law  in  1S69  when  compared  with  those  of  1868  ;  and  an  increase  of  six  in  1869  when 
compared  with  1867.

The  total  decreases  for  all  misdemeanors  (exclusive  of  breaches  of  the  revenue  laws  and  the 
naval  and  military  offences)  were  thirty-four  in  1869  compared  with  1868,  but  there  was  an  in- 
crease of  eighty-eight  in  J  869  compared  with  1867.  In  1868  there  was  an  increase  of  misde- 
meanors, to  the  extent  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-two  over  the  number  for  which  sentences  of 
imprisonment  were  passed  in  the  preceding  year  (1867). 

Among  the  persons  apprehended  in  1869  for  serious  offences  against  the  person  were  seven- 
teen charged  with  murder,  being  an  increase  of  eight  on  the  previous  year.  Of  the  parties  con- 
victed in  1869  three  were  executed  and  five  committed  to  prison,  this  being  the  same  number  of 
committals  to  the  general  penitentiary  for  the  capital  crime  of  murder  as  during  the  year  1868. 
In  1867  there  were  no  executions,  and  in  the  subsequent  year  (1868)  only  one,  which  took  place 
in  the  Middlesex  gaol.  In  the  latter  case  a  man  and  his  two  sons  were  accused  of  the  murder, 
and  the  trial  resulted  in  the  conviction  of  the  father  and  one  of  the  sons,  the  other  son  being  ac- 
quitted. The  sentence  of  death,  which  was  passed  on  the  convicted  son,  was  commuted  to  fif- 
teen years'  penal  servitude,  and  the  father  was,  as  already  stated,  executed.  But  one  female  was 
convicted  of  murder  during  the  three  years  and  sentenced  to  death  ;  this  sentence  was  however 
commuted  to  ten  years'  imprisonment  in  the  female  penitentiary.  The  most  notable  case  of 
murder  that  occurred  in  1809  remains  undetected,  the  man  who  was  arrested  on  suspicion  hav- 
ing been  acquitted  in  October  of  that  year.  "  This,"  as  the  learned  judge  stated  in  his  charge 
to  the  jury,  "  was  a  most  deliberate  and  cruel  murder,  and  the  assassin,  not  contented  with  de- 
priving the  victim  of  life,  proceeded  to  mutilate  the  corpse  by  cutting  out  the  tongue." 

The  next  offence  in  point  of  enormity  is  that  of  manslaughter,  for  which  three  persons  were 
apprehended  in  1869  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment.  There  was  no  conviction  in  that  year  for 
infanticide,  or  for  administering  poison. 

A  large  increase  of  apprehensions  for  cutting  and  wounding  presents  itself  in  the  returns  for 
1869,  when  compared  with  those  of  1868,  but  the  imprisonments  are  less  than  in  either  of  the 
two  previous  years.  The  other  serious  offences  against  the  person  are  of  a  sexual  character,  and 
are  less  in  number  than  in  the  years  1867  and  1868. 

The  crimes  of  arson  heads  the  list  of  felonies  against  property ;  but  there  is  a  decrease  both  in 
the  apprehensions  and  convictions  in  1869,  when  the  numbers  for  that  year  are  compared  with 
those  of  1868.  The  reported  eases  of  arson  are  the  same  in  both  years,  being  fifteen  in  each 
year.  The  assessed  value  ofthe  property  destroyed  in  1868  was  £1955.  Of  the  places  burnt 
in  that  year  three  were  estates'  "  trash-houses,"—  one  a  cane-field,  and  eleven  dwellings  or 
shops,  none  of  which  were  insured.  The  rewards  offered  for  information  against  the  incendiaries 
amounted  to  £95,  and  seven  out  of  the  fifteen  cases  were  discovered.  In  one  case  a  boat's  crew 
of  six  men,  working  on  the  Black  Kiver,  were  sentenced  each  to  three  years'  imprisonment  in  the 
general  penitentiary,  for  causing  the  wharf-house  of  Holland  estate,  in  St.  Elizabeth,  to  be 
burnt  down  by  the  careless  use  of  fire — while  stealing  rum  from  the  premises.  The  loss  to  the 
proprietor  of  the  freehold,  and  to  the  owner  of  the  produce  stored  therein,  was  .£400.  The 
assessed  value  of  the  property  destroyed  in  1869  is  stated  at  £995,  and  consisted  of  the  Baptist 
Chapel  at  Kock  Eiver,  in  Clarendon,  four  estates'  "  trash-houses,"  nine  dwellings  or  shops,  and 
the  village  of  Low  Lawton,  in  Portland,  which  was  partially  destroyed  ;  none  of  the  places  were 
insured. 

The  chapel  was  supposed  to  have  been  set  on  fire  by  a  little  boy  on  account  of  his  having  been 
flogged  by  his  schoolmaster,  who  kept  a  seminary  on  the  premises.  The  rewards  offered  for  the 
discovery  of  the  perpetrators  of  these  offences  amounted,  in  1SC9,  to  £80  ;  and  although  strong 
circumstantial  evidence  was  produced  in  many  of  the  cases  but  four  convictions  were  secured 
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during  the  entire  year.  The  cause  of  the  non-detection  of  the  great  majority  of  incendiaries  has 
been  attributed  principally  to  the  fact  of  the  crime  of  arson  being  invariably  committed  at  night, 
without  any  accomplice. 

The  committals  for  the  various  descriptions  of  robbery  were  in  1869  in  excess  of  1868,  but 
considerably  less  than  in  1867.  The  following  figural  statement  exhibits  the  committals  for  the 
three  years  under  review  : —

The  increase  in  1869  on  1868  was  therefore  seventy-one,  and  the  decrease  in  1869  on  1867,. 
one  hundred  and  twenty-seven.  There  was  also  a  decrease  in  1868  of  one  hundred  and  ninety- 
eight  when  compared  with  1867.. 

But  notwithstanding  the  numerical  increase  of  larcenies  in  1869,  it  does  not  appear  that  the 
loss  of  property  was  in  that  year  to  any  great  extent  larger  than  in  the  previous  year,  the 
majority  of  the  cases  having  been  of  the  ordinary  character.  In  three  of  the  circuit  courts  the 
judges  informed  the  grand  juries  that  there  were  no  cases  of  larceny  for  them  to  investigate  ;  and. 
'in  one  parish,  where  in  1865  upwards  forty-seven  bills  of  indictment  were  proclaimed,  four-fifths, 
of  which  were  for  offences  against  property,  the  great  novelty  of  a  maiden  assize  was  announced 
from  the  judicial  bench. 

The  very  serious  offence  of  highway  robbery  is  but  seldom  heard  of  in  this  country,  although 
there  are  abundant  opportunities  for  its  successful  perpetration.  The  messengers  of  the  estates 
are  generally  young  boys  who  are  sent  from  the  towns  with  large  sums  of  money  for  the  pay- 
ment of  wages,  and  they  travel  even  the  bye-road  <  unarmed,  and  without  adult  protection.  Not 
a  case  of  highway  robbery  occurred  in  the  year  1867,  and  in  1868  there  were,  according  to  the 
prison  returns,  but  five  committals  for  this  offence.  In  one  of  these  cases,  which  occurred  in 
Trelawny,  the  robbery  was  effected  by  two  escaped  convicts,  who  attacked  the  messenger  from 
Wales'  estate,  wounding  and  robbing  him  of  £S2.  The  felons  were  apprehended  and  sentenced, 
one  to  eight  years  and  the  other  to  two  years'  penal  servitude.  A  second  highway  robbery  was- 
also  committed  in  the  same  parish  towards  the  end  of  1868,  when  the  messenger  from  Hampden 
estate  (a  boy)  was  knocked  off  his  horse  and  robbed  of  ,£3-5.  The  perpetrator  was  arrested  and 
sentenced  to  six  years'  penal  servitude — the  entire  amount  robbed  being  recovered.  In  1869 
there  were  three  reported  cases,  one  of  which  occurred  in  St.  Mary,  the  messenger  from  Trinity 
estate  havir.g  been  waylaid  and  robbed  of  .£20.  The  party  accused  of  the  latter  offence  was  in 
gaol  awaiting  trial  at  the  close  of  the  year,  the  other  two  cases  remained  undiscovered. 

The  offences  of  burglary  and  larceny,  and  of  burglary,  may  be  taken  together.  This  being  done 
a  decrease  of  apprehensions  to  the  extent  of  thirty-seven  is  observable  in  1869  compared  with, 
1868  y  and  a  decrease  of  committal's  is  also  observable  when  the  totals  for  the  same  years  are 
placed  in  juxta-position.  In  1867  the  number  of  committals  was  sixty-nine,  in  1868  fifty-six, 
and  in  1869  forty-six.  These  crimes  are  peculiar  to  the  city  of  Kingston,  and,  in  several  parishes, 
they  are  almost  unknown.  In  St..  Ann  they  but  occasionally  occur ;  in  Manchester  the  average 
is  six  a  year ;  in  Westmoreland  seven  occurred  in  1867,  three  in  1 868,  and  none  in  1869  ;  in  St.. 
Mary  nine  were  committed  during  the  three  years,  but  were  attended  with  no  special  circum- 
stances ;  and  in  St.  James  none  were  reported  during  either  1868  or  1869.  "Burglars  and 
housebreakers,"  writes  an  official  visitor  of  the  general  penitentiary  of  ten  years'  experience, 
"  are  known  to  be  few  in  number,  and  spend  most  of  their  lives  in  the  penitentiary.  They  ply 
their  avocations  in  'lines,'  just  as  tradesmen  do  their  callings.  It  is  well  known  that  when  one 
of  these  men  is  released  the  prison  officers  expect  that  such  crimes  will  become  for  a  time  com- 
mon;  and  it  is  so  until  the  criminal' is  again  caught  and  imprisoned:"  But  notwithstanding  the 
paucity  of  this  class  of  felons  their  operations  have  here  a  similar  effect  to  the  commission  of ' 
deeds  of  violence  in  England  during  the  long  nights  of  winter.  "  They  spread  around  a  wide 
circle  of  alarm,  so  that,  in  addition  to  the  injury  sustained  by  the  immediate  sufferer,  the  con- 
sciousness of  security  throughout  a  whole  district  is  often  destroyed  by  a  single  outrage,  while  as 
series  of  such  events  disturb  the  public  mind  from  C""  '  -  '  •  -  ■  ••■  ■ 
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The  committals  for  the  larceny  of  goods,  moneys,  &c.  &c,  were  in  1867  six  hundred  and  eighty- 
two  ;  in  1868  six  hundred  and  eighty-seven  ;  and  in  1869  seven  hundred  and  fifty-eight—  being 
an  aggregate  of  two  thousand  one  hundred  and  twenty-seven  for  the  three  years,  or  46.19  per 
cent  on  the  total  committals  for  robberies  during  that  period.  In  Kingston  the  arrests  for  these 
-offences  were  four  hundred  and  thirty  during  1869,  but  when  the  extent  of  the  population,  the 
continual  influx  of  strangers,  and  the  area  of  the  city  are  considered,  this  number  appears  small 
compared  with  the  robberies  in  other  cities  of  the  same  extent  and  population. 

From  the  1st  January  to  the  31st  December,  1869,  nine  dwellings  and  an  equal  number  of 
stores  in  Kingston  were  entered  by  thieves,  and  goods  to  the  value  of  .£292  abstracted  therefrom. 
But  there,  as  in  other  parts  of  the  island  where  similar  offences  were  committed,  in  the  majority 
of  cases  the  premises  were  left  entirely  or  partially  open  by  the  tenants,  and  the  thieves  effected 
their  ingress  and  egress  with  comparative  ease  and  security. 

An  efficer  of  police,  of  Jong  experience,  reports  that  six  cases  of  larceny  from  houses  occurred 
in  his  district  during  the  year  1869,  and  in  each  "  case,  after  due  inspection,  he  discovered  that 
sufficient  care  had  not  been  observed  by  the  inmates  in  having  properly  secured  the  doors  and 
windows  of  their  dwellings,  so  as  to  have  prevented  depredations  on  their  property." 

Larceny  of  growing  crops  and  dye-woods  figures  numerically  in  the  returns  of  committals,  next 
to  the  larceny  of  moneys  and  goods,  and  may  thus  be  enumerated  :

The  totals  of  1868  and  1869  may  be  said  to  be  equal,  but  they  are  79,33  per  cent,  less  than  the 
-committals  during  the  previous  year  (1867).  Various  reasons  have  been  assigned  for  this  diminu- 
tion, but  the  inspector  for  Trelawny  is  of  opinion  "  that  the  larceny  of  growing  produce  is  con- 
siderably reduced,  owing  probably  to  the  improved  condition  of  the  peasantry."  Great  facilities 
have  lately  been  afforded  proprietors— large  and  small— to  trace  out  and  convict  the  depredators 
on  their  provision  fields.  Every  station-house  throughout  the  colony  is  placarded  with  an  invita- 
tion to  the  losers  of  growing  crops  to  furnish  the  constabulary  with  early  information  as  to  these 
robberies  ;  and  the  rural  headmen  are  empowered  by  law  "  to  search,  on  their  own  responsi- 
bility, and  on  the  ground  of  their  own  suspicion,  arising  from  their  own  local  knowledge,  for  such 
stolen  goods."     But  the   reports  received  by  the  constabulary  during  the  year   1869  did  not  ex- 
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?  hundred  and  fifty-eight  in   number]   while  the  number  of  appreh< 
rural  headmen  for  this  offence  was  but  fifty-two. 

The  parishes  in  which  the  larceny  of  logwood  has  been  most  heard  of  a 
Clarendon,  and  St.  James,  and  the  reason  assigned  for  this  new  species  of  crime 
prices  offered  for  the  article  during  what  has  been  popularly  designated  as  the  ' 
The  Inspector  of  Constabulary,  who  was  in  command  of  St.  James  in  1869,  thus  reported  on  this 
subject: — "  It  may  assist,"  said  he,  "  in  accounting  for  the  increase  of  this  class  of  larceny  by 
showing  the  gradual  increase  in  the  value  of  logwood  during  the  years  in  question.  By  inquiry 
I  find  that  in  : — 

"  1866  the  price  was  seven  dollars  per  ton  weight. 

*'  1867  ditto  seven  to  eight  ditto. 

"  1S68  ditto  eight  to  nine  ditto. 

"  1869  ditto  nine  to  sixteen  ditto. 
"  It  will  be  seen  by  this  that  in  the  year  1866  logwood  was  scarcely  of  any  value,  and  hardly  paid 
for  the  chipping,  consequently  there  was  not  much  inducement  for  stealing  it ;  and  even  when, 
stolen  the  owners  perhaps  did  not  think  it  worth  while  looking  after.  In  this  parish  (St.  James) 
tor  that  year  (1866)  there  was  only  one  case  brought  forward.  Next  year,  however,  the  price  in- 
creased, and  we  find  three  cases,  and  so  on,  thus  clearly  showing  that  the  increase  in  the  price 
materially  affected  the  number  of  cases." 

The  crimes  of  horse-stealing,  sheep-stealing,  and  cattle-stealing,  may  be  classed  together.  Each 
species  of  these  larcenies  exhibits  a  reduction  both  in  apprehensions  and  committals.  The  officer 
of  constabulary  in  comm  and  of  St.  Ann  writes,  that  "  the  stock  are  kept  in  open  pastures  acces- 
sible to  any  one,_  nevertheless  horse  and  sheep-stealing  are  of  very  rare  occurrence."  The  In- 
spector for  St.  Elizabeth  reports  that  "horse-stealing  and  cattle-stealing  have  decreased  very 
much  within  the  last  few  years  in  this  parish,  and  that  no  case  of  sheep-stealing  was  reported  in 
1 867  or  in  1868."  And  the  inspector  for  Manchester  states  :  "  That  several  years  ago  a  number 
of  persons  were  convicted  for  horse-stealing  in  the  Deny  and  Spur  Tree  Districts,  but  since  then 
no  other  cases  have  happened."  These  are  the  principal  grazing  parishes  in  the  island,  and  the 
favourable  reports  received  from  them  appear  to  be  a  substantial  reason  for  believing  that  the 
offences  referred  to  are  on  the  decline. 
The  apprehensions  by  the  constabulary  for  the  larceny  of  small  stock  during  the  year  1869, 
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«h«i  taken  with  the  apprehensions  during  the  previous  year,  exhibit  a  large  increase.  In  1868 
the  number  was  thirty-one,  but  in  1869  it  rose  to  one  hundred  and  ninety-three  showing  an  in* 
crease  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-two  ;  and  it  is  the  opinion  of  several  of  the  officers  of  cons  a- 
STv  that  the  crime  is  "fearfully"  on  the  increase.  This  increase  they  ascribe  to  the  facihty 
which  the  thieves  possess  of  disposing  of  the  purloined  articles  by  a  system  of  domiciliary  sales, 
Tnd  tne  neglect  of  the  owners  to  report  their  losses  immediately  to  the  police  The  officer  in 
command  of  St.  Catherine  states,  in  his  last  report  on  crime,  that  "when  small  stock  are  stolen', 
Sad  of  the  owners  giving  early  information  to  the  police  they  defer  it  for  two  or  three  days, 
foi  the  purpose  of  making  their  own  inquiry  and  search-thus  enabling  the  thieves  to  dispose  of 
the  property  without  the  knowledge  of  the  police."  t  t 

Biots  before  and  after  proclamation,  and  forciable  entries  have,  in  past  years,  materially  dis- 
turbed the  tranquility  of  the  country,  especially  in  regard  to  the  holding  of  lands  adversely  to 
the  rHitful  owners,  but  although  the  "  Land  Question"  is  still  a  great  source  of  excitement  and 
discontent  amone  the  predial  population  they  have  committed,  during  the  last  three  years,  but 
few  overt  acts  bringing  them  within  the  operation  of  the  law.  Ejectments  have  been  issued  by 
theiudges  of  the  district  courts  under  the  provisions  of  the  land  law  of  1867,  and  threats  have  been 
freelv  made  by  the  «  squatters"  to  exterminate  the  bailiffs  of  the  courts,  the  owners  of  the  pro- 
perties and  all  persons  concerned  in  the  suits,  but  the  presence  of  the  constabulary  at  the  time 
of  the  execution  of  the  writs  has  invariably  had  the  salutary  effect  of  preserving  good  order,  and 
of  ensuring  the  peaceable  restoration  of  the  litigated  properties  to  their  rightful  owners.  .Recently 
the  government  have,  under  the  authority  of  the  enactment  above-named,  taken  possession  of 
several  tracts  of  land  which  had  been  abandoned  by  their  absentee  proprietors,  and  have  offered 
them  for  lease  or  rent  to  industrious  individuals.  This  step  will  have  the  effect  of  demonstrating 
to  the  peasantry  that  even  lands  that  are  not  claimed  by  their  actual  owners  will  not  be  left  in  the 
undisputed  possession  of  "  squatters,"  but  will  be  claimed  and  utilized  by  the  crown. 

Correlative  to  the  subject  of  "  squatting,"  is  that  of  vagrancy,  «  From  the  moment,  says 
Fregier,  "that  the  poor  man,  given  over  to  his  bad  passions,  ceases  to  work,  he  pnts  himseli  m  the 
position  of  an  enemy  to  society,  because  he  disregards  the  supreme  law,  which  is  labor.  But 
in  this  country,  with  all  its  facilities  for  acquiring,  on  easy  terms,  the  necessities  of  life,  it  cannot 
he  said  that  idleness,  and  consequently  vagrancy,  prevails  to  any  alarming  extent.  In  the  towns, 
especially  in  Kingston,  the  great  centre  of  commerce  and  of  population,  there  are  a  goodly  num- 
ber of  vagrants,  but  it  is  not  so  in  the  rural  districts.  The  inspector  for  Clarendon  reports  that 
«  it  has  not  come  to  his  notice  that  auy  class  of  persons  in  that  parish  are  leading  a  notoriously 
idle  and  vagabond  life,"  and  that  the  people  are  all  employed  either  on  the  estaies,  cultivating 
their  own  grounds,  or  chipping  logwood  ;"  the  inspector  for  St.  Ann  says,  that  "  the  people,  as 
a  rule  work  very  well,  and  are  industrious  ;"  the  inspector  for  Trekwny  expresses  pleasure  ill 
stating  "  that  the  peasantry  in  his  district  appear  to  be  industriously  disposed ;"  the  inspector 
for  St  Mary  assures  me  that  "  the  laboring  classes  are  on  the  whole  industrious,  cheerful,  and 
contented  ;"  and  the  inspector  for  St.  Andrew  writes  that  "  the  laboring  population  of  the  seve- 
ral districts  of  his  parish  are  industrious  and  thriving."  The  late  inspector  for  Westmorland 
also  bore  testimony  as  to  _ the  "peasantry  of  that  parish  being  m  comfortable  circums^uiceL— 
owning  lauds — and  being  industrious."  , 

The  number  of  arrests  throughout  the  Island  in  1869  for  vagrancy  was  eighty-nine,  and  the 
committals  to  prison  forty-seven. 

In  Kingston  the  constabulary  cited  twenty-six  persons  before  the  police  magistrate  on  th6 
charge  of  vagrancy  ;  four  were  fined,  three  sentenced  to  prison  without  the  option  of  paying  pe- 
cuniary fines,  six  were  fined,  but,  in  default  of  payment,  were  imprisoned ;  eight  were  admo- 
nished and  discharged,  four  dismissed,  and  one  sent  to  the  Aim's  House. 

The  principal  breaches  against  the  towns  and  communities  act  were  in  respect  to  assaults, 
drunkenness,  disorderly  conduct  in  the  streets,  and  abusive  and  obscene  language.  The  arrests, 
and  the  number  of  summonses  for  these  offences  were,  in  1869,  eight  thousand  five  hundred  and 
eighty-six,  distinguishing  thus :

The  total  amount  recovered'  from  those  who  paid  the  pecuniary  fines  was  ,£73  9s. 
number  of  days  for  which  the  defaulters  in  payment  were  convicted  to  prison  was,  i 
gregate,  two  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-nine. 
,  It  will  be  observed  by  the  prison  returns  that  the  number  of  persons  imprisoned  throughout, 
the  island  in  1869  for  these  offences  bo-re-a  very  small  proportion  to  those  cited  before  the  jus-. 
tices,  but  this  arises  from  the  fact  of  nearly  every  individual  brought  up  by  summons  for  assault,. 
or  abusive  or  obscene  language,  paying  the  pecuniary  penalty,  and-ohly  those  charged  by  the. 
police  with  drunkenness,  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the  streets,  submitting  to  the  alternative  sentence. 
A  comparison  of  the  returns  of  arrests  on  view  and  by  warrant  for  the  years  1868  and  1869, 
show  that  the  assault  cases  greatly  diminished  in  the  latter  year,  being  for  aggravated  assaults 
forty-two  less  than  in  1868,  and  for  common  assaults  two  hundred  and  eighty-one  less  than  in 
the  same  year,  (1868).  It  is  however- remarkable  that  the  arrests  for  disorderly  conduct,  drunk-, 
enness  and  abusive  and  obscene  language,  when  taken  together,  increased  in  1869  to  the  extent 
of  84.49  per  cent  on  the  similar  offences  of  the  previous  twelve  months. 

The  late  chaplain  of  the  county  house  of  correction  at  Preston,  in  writing  of  the  working 
classes  of  the  northern  division  of  Lancashire  during  and  after  the  "  spinners'  strike"  of  1847-48, 
states  that  when  the  season  of  "  suffering  had  passed,  away  thousands,  who  had  resisted  the 
temptations  of  distress,  yielded  to  the  temptations  of  prosperity.  Good  wages  were  too  often 
squandered  in  vicious  indulgence  ;  and  committals  for  offences,  occasioned  by  drunkenness,  began 
and  increased  with  lamentable  rapidity."  In  view  of  this  fact  the  hypothesis  of  the  inspector  for 
Clarendon,  as  to  the  cause  of  the  increase  of  the  offences,  now  under  consideration,  may  be  ac- 
Qepted  as  being  correct.  He  states  that  "  abusive  language,  drunkenness,  disorderly  conduct, 
and  common  assaults  are  on  the  increase,"  owing,  he  thinks,  "  to  the  improved  circumstances  of 
the  labouring  classes,  consequent  on  the  trade  carried  on  in  logwood."  And,  in  support  of  his- 
views,  he  refers  to  the  number  of  rum-shops  that  has  recently  been  opened  in  the  district  of  Milk- 
River,  "  which  was  formerly  never  resorted  to  but  by  invalids,"  but  which  has  now  become  an- 
important  shipping  port,  there  being  frequently  eight  or  nine  vessels  in  the  harbour  at  the  same 
time,  loading  with  wood."  A  reference  to  the  return  of.  spirit  licenses  during  the  last  three- 
years  will  still  further  aid  in  establishing  the  correctness  of  the  theory  put  forward  by  this  officer, 
as  it  will  be  seen  that  the.  number  of  licenses  throughout  the  island  increased  from  five  hundred- 
and  seventy-two  in  1867  to. seven  hundred  and. fifty  in  1869.

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The  aees  at  which  most  of  our  criminals  are  committed  appear  then  to  oscilate  between  twenty 
ann I  thirty,  the  numbers  between  these  ages  being  45.6  per  cent,  on  the  entire  number  of  com- 
mittals for  the  year  1869.     Of  the   two  hundred  and  seventy-four  persons  committed  at  ages 
under  eighteen  years,  fifty-six  were  sentenced  to  the  Reformatories  for  the  following  offences  :

Of  the  two  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seventy-eight  prisoners  committed  in  1869,  two  hun- 
dred and  forty-four  males  and  six  females  were  able  to  read  and  write  ;  three  hundred  and  ninety- 
five  males  and  one  hundred  and  twenty-six  females  could  only  read  ;  and  one  thousand  eight 
hnndred  and  twenty-one  males  and  three  hundred  and  eighty-six  females  could  neither  read  nor 
write  Of  the  iuveniles  sent  to  the  Reformatories  six  could  only  read,  whilst  the  remaining  fifty 
were  wholly  illiterate.  Taking  then  the  aggregate  of  both  sexes  who  could  read  (including 
those  who  could  both  read  and  write)  the  percentage  ot  prisoners  possessing  a  knowledge  ot 
letters  was  25.89  on  the  total  number  committed  in  1869.  The  percentage  in  the  two  previous 
years  was:  in  1867,  24.83,  and  in  1S68,  28.2. 

No  record  of  the  "  religion"  of  the  female  prisoners  was  kept  at  the  penitentiary,  and  there- 
ore  the  figures  under  this  head  in  the  return  for  1869  do  not  agree  with  those  of  the  other  re- 
turns for  that  year  from  the  prison  department.  It,  however,  appears  that  two  thousand  one 
hundred  and  thirty-one  prisoners  professed  Christianity  ;  that  one  was  a  Hebrew,  two  hundred 
and  eighteen  followed  the  denominotional  rites  of  the  Hindoos,  and  five  hundred  and  twenty-two 
had  "  no  religion."  ,  .        ,  3      t\    •       ^ 

The  trades  and  other  occupations  of  the  prisoners  are  stated  m  returns  annexed,  -during  the 
three  years  the  maiority  of  prisoners  were  laborers,  there  being  two  thousand  one  hundred  and 
fifty-six  in  1S67,  two  thousand  two  hundred  and  sixty-five  in  1868,  and  two  thousand  two  hun- 
dred and  three  in  1869.  The  convicts  of  "  no  occupation"  numbered  forty-three,  thirteen,  and 
twenty  respectively.  The  "  servants"  were,  in  1867,  forty-five ;  in  1868,  fifty-six ;  and  in  1869, 
two  hundred  and  two.

Having  brought  to  his  excellency's  attention  some  of  the  leading  points  of  the  tabular  state- 
ments, which  I  enclose,  with  respect  to  apprehensions  and  committals  for  crimes  and  other  of- 
fences', I  shall  now  refer  to  the  discharges  from  the  several  prisons  during  the  year  1869. _

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  during  the  twelve  months  but  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  prisoners 
less  than  the  number  committed  for  indictable  often ces  (namely,  two  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  fifty-four,)  were  restored  t©  society  by  the  operation  of  the  law.  Of  those  released  seven  had 
been  committed  for  manslaughter,  twenty-two  for  cutting  and  wounding,  twelve  for  r" ~ 


,  five  for 
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assault,  with  intent,  forty  for  aggravated  assault,  two  hundred  and  sixty-one  for  common  assault, 
and  forty-nine  for  threatening  language,  making  a  total  of  three  hundred  and  ninety-six  offenders, 
who  had  been  tried  and  sentenced  for  felonies  and  misdemeanors  against  the  person.      The  num- 
ber discharged  for  burglary  and  larceny  was  ninety,  burglary  alone  nineteen,  the  larceny  of  w 
moneys,  &c.  seven  hundred  ai)d  thirty-six,  the  larceny  of  growing  crops  (first  and  second  convic- 
tions) five  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  horse-stealing  thirty-one  ;  the  larceny  of  small  stock  eighty- 
one  ;  cattle-stealing  two,  and  for  highway  robbery  three  ;  making  a  total  of  one  thousand  five  hun- 
dred, or  sixteen  less  than  the  admissions  into  the  prisons,  for  similar  offences,  during  the  same  pe- 
riod. 

But,  as  in  other  countries  where  the  law  recognizes  the  right  of  the  criminal  population  to  be 
released  from  confinement  after  they  have,  as  the  phrase  has  it,   "  expiated  their  offences,"  these 
discharged  convicts  were  soon  at  their  criminal  work  again,  and  were  again  domiciled  for  a  tem- 
porary period  in  one  or  other  of  our  prison  establishments.     "  The  thief,"  says  an  able  writer  in 
a  recent  British  review,  "  who  has  been  once  in  gaol  is  almost  certain  to  re-appear  there.    He  is 
not  deterred  by  the  so-called  punishment  of  the  model  prison,  in  which  he  enjoys  food,  warmth 
and  clothing,  provided  for  him  at  the  public  expense,     So  he  is  no  sooner  set  free  than  he  at 
once  recommences  the  practice  of  his  vocation.     The  police  had  captured  him  before  and  handed 
him  over  to  justice,   but  after  a  short  term  of  absence  justice  restores  him  to  society  again.— 
Another  round  of  thefts  or  burglaries  follows,  the  police  catch  him  again,  and  again  he  is  handed 
over  to  justice,  to  travel  in  the  same  circle  of  imprisonment,  restoration  to  society,  and  renewal 
of  burglary  and  crime."     These  facts  are  amply  supported  by  the  recommittals  that  have  oc- 
curred in  our  courts  of  justice  during  the  last  three  years.     The  number  of  natives  who  were  re- 
committed to  the  general  penitentiary  alone,  for  crimes  and  misdemeanors  during  this  period, 
was  one  hundred  and  forty-three,  classified  as  follows  :

It  may  also  be  interesting  to  note  the  manner  in  which  habitual  felons  adhere  to  the  offences 
with  which  they  made  their  debut  in  the  criminal  world.  Referring  to  a  valuable  return  fur- 
nished me  by  the  obliging  Superintendent  of  the  General  Penitentiary,  I  find  the  following  facts  : 
A.  commenced  his  career  as  a  criminal  by  stealing  a  horse  ;  he  was  nine  times  convicted  of  the 
same  offence,  and  once  for  receiving  a  stolen  horse.  B.  was  sent  to  the  Penitentiary  ten'  times, 
and  nine  out  of  the  ten  committals  were  for  larceny,  the  other  being  for  escape.  C.  went  to  pri- 
son on  five  occasions,  all  his  offences  being  horse  stealing.  D.,  who  from  his  youth  was  a  thief, 
first  committed  larceny  in  St.  Catherine  while  employed  as  a  tailor,  and  has  passed  two-thirds  of 
his  life  in  the  Penitentiary.  He  has  been  ten  times  admitted  into  that  institution,  and  in  every 
instance  his  crime  has  been  that  of  larceny  ; — on  two  occasions  burglary  being  associated  with 
the  lesser  offence.  E.  was  convicted  on  twelve  indictments  for  larceny,  and  on  one  for  receiving 
stolen  goods.  F.  was  sentenced  for  ten  sexual  offences  and  but  once  for  larceny.  G.  was  eight 
times  imprisoned,  and  seven  of  these  committals  were  for  larceny  and  one  for  disorderly  conduct, 
and  so  it  was  in  the  case  of  H.  K.  was  committed  on  nine  occasions,  seven  of  the  charges 
against  him  being  for  offences  against  the  person  and  two  for  larceny.  L.  was  nine  times  incar- 
cerated,  on  eight  occasions  for  stealing,   and  once  for   receiving   money  under  false  pretences. 
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Thus  in  the  same  way  M.  was  twenty-five  times  convicted  of  disorderly  conduct,  and  not  a  single 
case  of  felony  being  recorded  against  him. 

The  question  that  pressingly  presents  itself  to  my  mind  is — what  is  to  be  done  with  these 
habitual  offenders ?  With  the  learned  Chief  Justice,  "I  trust  the  provisions  of  the  habitual 
criminal  law  of  1870  will  be  effectually  enforced,  and  a  strict  supervision  kept  over  this  dan- 
gerous class  of  society  ;"  but  it  seems  to  me  that  something  even  more  than  this  is  required. — 
' '  It  is  idle  to  say,"  observed  the  Earl  of  Carnarvon  during  a  recent  debate  in  the  House  of 
Lords,  that  the  subject  of  so  many  convictions  is  not  absolutely  and  hopelessly  hardened  ;  they 
belon"  to  a  class  of  persons  on  whom  punishment  is  really  wasted,  and  the  only  thing  that  re- 
mains^ to  shut  them  up  for  the  rest  of  their  lives,  and  keep  them  out  of  the  possibility  of  doing 
any  harm  to  society."  With  this  recommendation  I  trust  his  excellency  the  governor  will  permit 
me  to  close  the  criminal  justice  report  for  the  year  1869.

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Report  on  crime  in  Kingston  and  of  the  manner  in  which  the  duties  of  the  police 
are  discharged  there. 

MAJOE  PEENDEEVILLE  TO  THE  COLONIAL  SECEETAEY. 

Head  Quarter  Constabulary  Office,  15th  Auguel,  1870. 
Sir, 
I  have  received  your  despatch,  No.  4412,  of  the  29th  ultimo,  and  beg  to  enclose  copy  of  a 
communication  from  inspector  Alexander,  explanatory  of  the  manner  in  which  the  police  duties 
are  discharged  in  Kingston.  Under  ordinary  circumstances  I  might  have  contented  myself  with 
simply  supplying  the  information  desired  by  his  excellency  the  administrator  in  reference  to  this 
subject,  but  as  it  has  beenpublicly  suggested  that  the  old  police  force  should  be  restored  for  the 
proper  security  of  life  and  property,  I  consider  it  incumbent  on  me  to  trespass  on  his  excellency 
with  some  particulars  as  to  the  nature  and  duties  of  the  constabulary. 

The  constabulary  was  organized  in  consequence  of  the  generally  admitted  inefficiency  and  in- 
discipline-of  the  old  police. 

As  far  back  as  the  31st  March,  1862,  the  late  inspector  Leake,  in  writing  to  his  excellency  the 
then  lieutenant-governor,  with  respect  to  the  disastrous  fire  that  consumed  a  large  portion  of  the 
mercantile  quarter  of  the  city  of  Kingston,  stated  that  "  he  was  truly  shocked  to  have  to  report 
the  infamous  misconduct  of  several  of  the  policemen  under  his  command,  which  not  only  came 
under  his  own  notice,  but  was  called  to  his  attention  by  many  magistrates,  military  officers,  and 
several  other  respectable  inhabitants.  The  universal  outcry  of  the  "  town's  people,"  said  Mr. 
Leake,  "  was  that  the  police  were  the  greatest  drunkards  and  thieves  on  this  occasion,"  and  he 
went  on  to  assure  his  excellency  that  "  it  was  deeply  humiliating  to  him  to  see  so  many  of  them 
deserving  of  this  condemnation."  And  these  representations  of  the  inspector  were  fully  endorsed 
by  the  fire  commissioners  who  reported  to  the  executive  that  "  the  utter  inability  of  the  police  to 
maintain  order,  or  to  prevent  the  wholesale  depredations  that  were  practised  on  the  day  of  the 
fire,  was  painfully  manifest." 

The  opinion  of  the  commissioners  was  that  "  the  force  required  thorough  reorganization  and 
reformation." 

Later,  that  is  in  November,  1865,  colonel  Whitfield,  in  writing  to  the  governor  on  the  state  of 
the  western  portion  of  the  island,  remarked  that  "  the  police  force,'jn  every  district  he  had  seen, 
was  a  most  inefficient  body  of  men,  in  many  cases  old  and  infirm".  They  were  badly  clothed', 
and  looked  to  be  badly  fed,"  and  the  colonel  gave  it  as  his  deliberate  opinion  that  if  "  the  ser- 
vices of  these  men  were  required  they  would  be  next  to  useless."  He  declared  them  to  be  infe- 
rior to  the  police  of  Barbadoes,  St.  Vincent  and  Demerara,  and  attributed  this  "  entirely  to  the 
force  being  located  in  their  own  parishes."  He  then  recommended  that  the  police  should  be 
placed  under  one  chief,"  be  frequently  moved  from  one  part  of  the  island  to  another,  and  be  pro- 
perly armed  and  drilled." 

These  various  opinions,  coming  from. men  of  ability  and  position,  when  taken  in  connexion 
with  the  utter  uselessness  of  the  police  on  the  occasion  of  the  disturbances  of  1865,  induced  the 
government  to  determine  on  the  entire  reconstruction  of  the  force.  It  was  urged  on  all  sides 
that  not  only  a  preventive  and  detective  but  a  suppressive  force,  was  required  to  maintain 
the  dignity  of  the  law,  and  to  guard  against  the  outbreaks  of  internal  disorder.  The  "  Colonial 
Standard,"  a  leading  newspaper,  in  its  issue  of  the  18th  August,  1866,  stated  that  "  to  the  police 
must  the  military  look  for  aid  in  the  preservation  of  order  ;"  and  thus  sketched  the  characteristics 
of  the  required  force.  "  To  be  effective,  policemen  must  be  soldiers  in  all  but  the  name.  They 
must  have  a  proper  uniform,  be  armed  with  rifles  and  bayonets,  and  be  trained  to  military  exer- 
cises and  discipline.  The  poor,  inefficient,  almost  unarmed  policeman  at  present  in  existence, 
who  can  only  in  extreme  cases  support,  by  the  truncheon,  the  moral  influence  he  is  supposed  to 
exercise,  will  not  do."  On  principles  similar  to  these  was  the  Jamaica  constabulary  organized, 
but  the  military  training  of  the  men  was  limited  to  such  exercises  only  as  would  enable  them  to 
protect  themselves,  their  prisoners,  and  their  barracks,  and  to  act  in  unison,  and  with  effect  in 
cases  of  riot  or  other  outrages  ;  and  the  value  of  this  training  has  been  exemplified  by  experience. 
In  the  Falmouth  riot  of  1859  the  want  of  drill  and  discipline  on  the  part  of  the  police  led  to 
serious  consequences.  Ten  persons  were  shot  without  the  order  to  "fire"  being  given  by  any 
responsible  party,  and  while  the, inspector  in  command  was  in  front  of  the  line  endeavouring  to 
subdue  the  phrensy  of  the  excited  mob.  The  inspector  miraculously  escaped  the  bullets  of  his 
men,  but  other  innocent  individuals,  at  distances  from  the  scene  of  disturbance,  fell  victims  to 
the  irregular,  unsteady  and  unauthorized  firing  of  the  police. 

LAt  Morant  Bay,  as  the  royal  commissioners  stated  in  their  report,  the  first  thing  done  by  the 
2  B 
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rioters  of  1865  "  was  to  attack  the  police  station  and  to  obtain  possession  of  the  arms  placed 
there,  consisting  of  muskets,  bayonets  and  pistols." 

Such  has  been  the  tranquality  of  the  country  since  the  formation  of  the  constabulary,  that 
their  services  have  not  been  brought  into  requisition  for  the  suppression  of  any  serious  distur- 
bance ;  but  the  military  demonstrations  made  by  them  at  Trout  Hall  and  the  Hope,  enabled  the 
proprietors  to  enter  into  peaceable  possession  of  tbeir  plantations,  although  threats  of  opposition 
were  loudly  indulged  in  by  the  "  squatters,"  and  the  officers  of  tbe  law  were  threatened  with 
violence.  To  effect  the  surrender  of  the  lands  at  Hartland  by  those  who  held  tbem  adversely  to 
the  owners,  a  detachment  of  tbe  first  West  India  regiment  had,  in  1866,  to  be  marched  from  Up- 
park-Camp  to  that  settlement. 

These  facts  fully  sustain  the  necessity  and  value  of  the  semi-military  character  of  the  force,  and 
the  correctness  of  the  views  enunciated  by  the  "  Colonial  Standard"  in  1866.  Now,  however,  it 
is  urged,  with  tbe  view  of  detracting  from  tbe  usefulness  of  the  constabulary,  that  "  soldiers  can- 
not be  policemen  ;"  that  "  the  principal  business  portious  of  Kingston  lie  at  the  mercy  of  a  band 
of  thieves,"  and  tbat  "  daring  and  successful  robberies  are  of  nightly  occurrence"  in  the  city.  I 
purpose,  with  his  excellency's  permission,  to  point  out  the  utter  fallacy  of  these  assertions. 

According  to  the  returns  of  robberies  to  which  reference  is  made  in  your  communication,  eight 
robberies  in  Kingston  were  reported  to  the  constabulary  during  the  quarter  ending  31st  March, 
1870,  and  fifteen  during  the  quarter  ending  30th  June  last.  Of  the  former  number  four  occurred 
in  private  dwellings,  and  four  in  stores  or  shops ,-  and  of  the  robberies  in  the  June  quarter  eleven 
were  in  private  dwellings  and  four  in  stores  or  shops.  Thus  then  but  eight  robberies  were  per- 
petrated during  the  six  months  in  the  localities  "  where,"  as  some  of  the  merchants  state  in  their 
representation  to  the  senior  magistrate,  "thousands  on  thousands  of  pounds  of  value  are  to  be 
found."  And  what  are  the  facts  connected  with  these  eight  robberies?  In  five  cases  entrances 
were  effected  from  the  backs  of  the  premises  ;  in  one  case  the  robbery  was  committed  m  tbe  day 
from  a  dray ;  and  in  two  instances  alone— those  of  Messrs.  Metzgar  &  Co.  and  Mr.  H.  Gordon- 
were  the  doors  forced  open  from  the  streets. 

But  what  was  the  state  of  things  when  the  old  police  had  command  of  Kingston  ?  Inspector 
Nairne,  in  a  letter  dated  8th  October,  1866,  (that  is,  before  the  formation  of  the  constabulary), 
refers  to  the  "  daring  robberies  almost  weekly  from  the  stores  and  wharves  in  Port  Royal  and 
Harbour  Streets  ;"  and  in  a  subsequent  communication,  dated  the  22nd  of  the  same  montb,  this 
officer  informed  me  "  that  for  several  years  past  robberies  of  unusual  frequency  were  perpetrated 
with  impunity  upon  several  wharves  and  stores  in  Port  Royal  Street,  which  baffled  detec- 
tion ;"  and  he  instanced  the  extensive  robberies  at  the  stores  of  Messrs.  George  Solomons  &  Co. 
and  Messrs.  William  Malabre  &  Co.  in  1S64,  and  the  robbery  at  the  store  of  Mr.  Henry 
Metzgar,  on  the  23rd  October,  in  the  same  year.  The  wholesale  plunder  of  Messrs.  Aaron 
DeCordova's  establishment  in  Port  Royal  Street  in  tbe  year  1866  is  fresh  in  the  memory 
of  the  entire  community.  The  merchandize  stolen  in  tbe  few  cases  here  referred  to  amounted 
to  a  good  round  sum— to  hundreds  of  pounds— but  what  is  the  value  of  the  goods  lost  m 
the  eight  robberies  that  have  caused  the  outcry  that  there  is  an  "  utter  insecurity  of  property' 
n  Kingston?  Taking  the  articles  said  to  be  stolen  at  tbe  valuation  placed  on  them  by  their  owners 
themselves,  the  amount  is  .£281 ;  but  can  reliance  be  placed  on  the  figure  given  by  Hessers  Metzgar 
&  Co.  (viz.  two  hundred  pounds)  1  I  am  disinclined  to  question  their  valuation,  but  if,  as  In- 
spector Alexander  has  stated,  they  arc  unable  to  give  particulars  of  their  losses,  how  can  they 
determine  on  the  amount  of  the  loss  sustained  by  them  ?  The  only  information  they  have  been 
able  to  supply  the  constabulary  has  been  with  respect  to  four  pieces  of  tweed,  alleged  by  them 
as  havino-  been  among  the  stolen  goods.  Taking  these  articles  at  tbe  highest  market  prices  the 
value  could  riot  have  exceeded  .£50  ;  therefore  if  no  other  goods  were  lost  by  this  firm  the  ex- 
tent of  the  robberies  from  the  mercantile  establishments  in  Kingston,  during  the  six  months 
ending  the  30th  June  last,  must  be  reduced  to  the  comparatively  trifling  sum  of  £131.  Now  with 
regard  to  the  larcenies  from  the  private  dwellings.— These  number,  as  I  have  said,  four  in  me 
March  quarter  and  eleven  in  the  June  quarter  of  1S70.  The  value  of  the  article  stolen  during  the 
first  quarter  was  £14  15s  6d;  and  the  value  of  those  stolen  in  June  quarter  was  £58  7s  M, 
making  a  total  of  £73  2s  6d.  But  how  were  the  crimes  effected?  In  no  case -not  ma 
single  instance— was  there  any  violence  on  the  part  of  the  thieves.  The  returns  show  through- 
out, that  "no  where  was  broken,"  and  that  in  eight  of  the  cases  the  larcenies  were  committed 
during  the  clay.  In  the  other  instances  the  parties  seem  either  to  have  secreted  themselves,  in 
the  houses  before  dark,  or  to  have  entered  in  consequence  of  finding  doors  or  windows  open. 
In  the  most  remarkable  of  these  robberies— that  at  the  collegiate  school— the  man  was  found 
in  a  room,  and  was  shot  by  one  of  the  inmates  of  the  establishment.. 

The  increase  of  this  class  of  larcenies  is  greatly  to  be  regretted  but  may  not  the  circumstance 
be  traceable  to  the  disbandment  of  the  third  West  India  regiment  in  April  last,  by  which,  oyer 
ei"htv  bad  and  indifferent  characters— all  natives  of  Jamaica— were  thrown  upon  the.  community 
ofkiiio-ston  with  little,  and  in  manv  instances,  no  money  in  their  pockets  ?  Inspector  Alexander 
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properly  reminds  me  of  this  fact,  and  I  am  sure  it  will  not  escape  the  observation  of  his  excel- 
lency. 

We  have  had  then,  in  the  city  of  Kingston,  in  six  months,  a  total  of  twenty-three  cases  of  rob- 
bery reported  to  the  constabulary,  and  but  three  have  been  traced  out  and  the  criminals  arrested. 
But  is  there  m  this  circumstance  any  great  cause  for  dismay  or  alarm  ?  Does  it  prove,  in  the 
face  of  the  statistics  I  have  ventured  to  place  before  his  excellency,  that  "  for  a  considerable  time 
property  m  the  city  has  been  subjected  to  the  depredations  of  thieves  who  carry  on  their  calling 
in  a  manner  so  daring  and  open  as  to  argue  the  total  indifference  and  want  of  watchfulness  of  the 
constabulary?"     I  submit  not. 

Recently  the  home  secretary  stated  in  parliament,  in  reply  to  a  question  put  to  him  by  lord 
E.  Cecil,  "  that  m  the  parishes  of  St.  George,  St.  James,  Kensington,  Marylcbone,  and  Padding- 
ton,  there  had  been  fourteen  burglaries  from  November  1st  to  May  14th,  that  five  persons  were 
apprehended,  three  committed  for  trial,  and  two  convicted."  Does  this  not  prove  how  difficult 
it  is  to  discover  those  who  are  guilty  of  burglary  ?  In  London,  with  a  police  force  numbering 
eight  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-three,  sub-officers  and  men,  and  with  a  detective  staff 
that  can  bear  favorable  comparison  with  that  of  any  other  Enropean  state,  but  five  burglaries 
were  detected  out  of  fourteen  which  were  committed  during  a  period  of  six  months. 

But  the  same  energy  oil  the  part  of  our  own  detectives,  which  recently  secured  the  arrest  of 
many  persons  against  whom  warrants  had  long  been  outstanding,  will,  I  trust,  yet  enable  the 
constabulary  to  bring  to  justice  the  felons  who  are  now  at  large.  The  movements  of  those  who 
are  in  the  pursuit  of  criminals  cannot  be  made  known  until  they  have  accomplished  their  tasks. 
As  Dr.  Wynter  states,  "  the  detective  stands  in  a  very  different  position  from  the  ordinary  po- 
liceman ;  his  work,  long  and  laborious  though  it  may  be,  must,  to  succeed,  never  see  the  light. 
Although  he  may  have  followed  a  case  for  years,  all  the  public  knows  of  it  is  summed  up  in  the 
four  words  used  by  the  constable  who  states  the  charge  at  the  police  court  '  from  information  I 
received,'  &c.  The  detective  iays  the  foundation  which,  from  the  shifting  soil  he  has  to  deal 
with,  is  frequently  far  more  extensive  than  the  superstructure.  Plis  is  to  pursue  the  criminal 
through  all  his  shiftings  and  turnings  until  the  case  is  clear  against  him,  and  then  fearlessly  to 
draw  him  forth  from  his  hiding-place  as  a  ferret  would  a  rabbit,  and  hand  him  over  to  an  ordinary 
constable  to  bring  to  the  judgment  seat."  The  same  observations  apply  in  a  minor  degree  to 
the  detectives  of  Jamaica. 

Having  endeavoured  to  place  before  his  Excellency  such  explanations  as  I  deem  of  value,  to 
enable  him  to  arrive  at  a  correct  conclusion  as  to  the  nature  of,  and  the  circumstances  con- 
nected with  the  late  robberies  in  Kingston,  I  shall  now,  with  his  excellency's  permission,  pass 
on  to  that  portion  of  your  communication  which  refers  to  *»  the  manner  in  which  the  constabu- 
lary perform  their  duties  in  Kingston." 

Next  to  the  exaggeration  of  the  annual  cost*  of  the  constabulary,  there  is  no  assertion  more 
groundless  than  that  oft  repeated  one— that  "  the  strength  of  the  detachment  in  Kingston  is 
double  that  of  the  old  police." 

The  old  police  of  Kingston  numbered  eighty-eight  of  all  ranks,  and  the  water  police  consisted 
.of  two  non-commissioned  officers  and  eight  privates,  making  a  total  of  ninety-eight. 

Inspector  Alexander  states  that  during  the  months  of  April,  May  and  June,  the  total  strength 
of  the  constabulary  stationed  in  Kingston  and  the  sub-stations  was  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
four,  one  hundred  and  seventeen,  and  one  hundred  and  twenty-six  respectively.  From  these 
numbers  must,  for  comparison,  be  deducted  the  men  who  were  on  duty  in  the  town  of 
Port  Eoyal  and  at  Altman  Town,  as  these  sub-districts  did  not  form  part  of  Kingston  dur- 
ing the  time  of  the  old  police.  This  being  done  the  actual  strength  of  the  constabulary  dur- 
ing the  three  months  is  reduced  to  one  hundred  and  twelve  in  April,  one  hundred  and  five  in, 
May,  and  one  hundred  and  sixteen  in  June,  thus  exhibiting  in  April  an  increase  over  the  old 
police  of  fourteen,  in  May  seven,  and  in  June  eighteen. 

And  what  were  the  general  duties  of  the  constabulary  in  Kingston  \  This  may  to  some  extent 
be  gathered  fiom  the  half  yearly  return  of  "  services  performed."

Besides  these  duties  the  men  had  daily  to  patrol  forty-nine  miles  of  streets  and  lanes,  to  visit 
the  wharves  and  market  places,  to  exercise  surveillance  over  the  thieves  who  are  scattered  about 
the  city,  and  generally  to  maintain  peace  and  good  order  in  the  community. 

*  The  constabulary  force  cost  £37,310  iu  1868-69.  and  is  estimated  to  cost  £43,605  10s  6d  during  the  current 
nnanwal  year, 
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It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  Kingston  is  the  great  receptacle  of  the  vice  of  the  colony.  It 
is  there  that  the  profligate  and  criminal  hasten  to  as  soon  as  the  opportunity  presents  itself;  and 
it  is  there  that  arrangements  and  plans  are  devised  for  three-fourths  of  the  robberies  and  other 
crimes  that  are  committed  throughout  the  country. 

During  the  half  year  under  notice  seventy-one  convicts  were  discharged  in  Kingston  from  the 
general  penitentiary,  and  eighty-seven  from  the  St.  Catherine's  district  prison,  making  a  total  of 
one  hundred  and  fifty-eight.  This  class  of  characters,  on  being  turned  at  large,  at  once  find 
themselves  mingling  with  the  crowd  in  the  city,  and  with  the  exception  of  the  really  professional 
thieves,  they  are  unknown  to  the  general  public.  But  for  the  vigilance  of  the  constabulary 
would  there  not  be  an  immeasurably  greater  number  of  larcenies  and  burglaries  by  this  floating 
criminal  population  than  has  in  reality  occurred  ? 

Inspector  Nairne,  in  his  report  on  the  late  water  police,  stated  that  if  it  were  "  abandoned  there 
would  be  no  end  of  extensive  nightly  robberies  in  Kingston." 

This  force  has  however  long  since  been  disbanded,  and  their  duties  transferred  to  the  ordinary 
constables;  yet  the  wharves  and  bonding  warehouses  have  not  to  my  knowledge  suffered  any 
material  losses. 

All  these  facts  are,  in  my  opinion,  contradictory  of  the  assertion,  that  "  thieves  are  daily  be- 
coming more  daring,  and  robberies  and  burglaries  are  on  the  increase." 

What  is  principally  required  in  Kingston  for  the  better  security  of  property  against  midnight 
robberies  is  the  lighting  of  the  streets  on  dark  and  rainy  nights,  at  least  those  in  the  commercial 
district.  In  no  country  in  the  world  would  so  much  property  as  is  to  be  found  in  Harbour,  Port 
Koyal,  and  King  Streets  be  left  (with  so  much  abandonment  on  the  part  of  the  owners)  to  the 
sole  protectiou  of  the  constabulary,  unaided  by  lights,  and  impeded  in  their  movements  by  the 
break-neck  steps  and  piazzas  which  render  it  all  but  impossible  to  successfully  pursue  those  who 
are  escaping  with  plunder. 

Having  concluded  my  reply  to  your  despatch  I  should  now  have  closed  this  communication 
but  for  my  desire  respectfully  to  refer  to  a  statement  which  was  made  by  the  press  on  the  2nd 
July  last,  when  it  was  asserted,  that  "  not  only  are  crimes  of  a  more  extensive  and  daring  cha- 
racter now  perpetrated,  but  a  general  contempt  of  authority,  and  a  wanton  spirit  of  mischief  are 
being  engendered,  whose  tendencies,  if  not  speedily  checked,  may  terminate  in  disaster  of  the 
most  formidable  character."  This  declaration  is  not  however,  I  am  happy  to  say,  supportable  by 
facts,  and  is  but  the  utterance  of  those  who  apparently  desire  to  mislead  the  public,  and  thereby 
promote  discontent  throughout  the  country. 

I  stated  in  a  letter  addressed  to  your  predecessor  in  the  month  of  January,  1869,  "  that  there 
has  not  been  so  little  crime  of  a  serious  nature  in  Kingston  since  it  has  been  a  city  as  at  present," 
and  I  repeat  this  with  confidence,  founded  as  my  assertion  is  on  reliable  data. 

During  the  six  months  terminating  on  the  30th  June  last  but  one  serious  felonious  offence 
against  the  person  was  committed  in  the  parish  of  Kingston  (a  case  of  cutting  and  wounding), 
while  the  numbers  of  all  offences,  (felonies  and  misdemeanours)  were  as  follow  i

among  a  population  of  over  thirty-five  thousand  souls. 

Should  any  thing  however  be  capable  of  producing  the  unhappy  state  of  things  foreshadowed 
in  the  article  referred  to  it  would  be  the  pernicious  teachings  of  some  of  our  public  writers.  In 
a  periodical  of  14th  November,  186S,  it  was  stated  that  "  a  spirit  of  retaliation  and  revenge  is  fast 
rising  up  against  the  constabulary" — that  "  the  people  will  one  of  these  days  fight  the  constabu- 
lary," and  that  "an  overwhelming  mob  will  arise"  and  "  rush  to.  retaliation  against  the  consta- 
bulary." 

We  read  that  when  the  horse  patrol  and  the  Bow  Street  runners  were  superceded  in  1822  by 
the  Metropolitan  police — that  "  that  '  stalking  horse,'  the  liberty  of  the  subject,  which  in  truth 
meant  the  liberty  of  rogues  to  plundder,  was  immediately  paraded  before  the  public,"  and  that 
"  the  constables  never  appeared  in  the  streets  of  London  without  being  followed  by  crowds 
hooting  at  them,  and  calling  them  by  the  obnoxious  names  of  '  peelers,  &c.'" — but  no  where  can 
it  be  found  recorded  that  any  recognized  public  writer  of  England  so  far  departed  from  the  high 
mission  of  the  press  as  to  infuse  a  feeling  of  antagonism  in  the  minds  of  the  people  against  the 
sworn  conservators  of  the  peace.

1.  I  have  the  honor  to  place  before  your  excellency  the  estimates  for  the  public  service  in 
Jamaica,  daring  the  current  financial  year,  with  my  annual  report  on  the  financial  position  of 
the  island  at  the  close  of  the  year  1809-70. 

2.  From  the  treasurer's  statements  which  accompany  this  report,  shewing  the  financial  opera- 
tions in  connection  with  the  income  and  expenditure  of  the  colony  between  the  1st  October, 
J  869,  and  the  30th  September,  1870,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  general  revenues  of  the  island, 
apart  from  the  special  revenues  raised  for  immigration  purposes,  yielded  in  the  past  financial 
year,  .£414,418,  and  the  general  expenditure,  apart  from  the  expenditure  on  account  of  immi- 
gration, amounted  to  £574,480  ;  thus  shewing  at  the  close  of  the  financial  year,  1869-70,  a  ba- 
fance  of  £39,938  in  favor  of  revenues  over  expenditure.  In  the  accounts  of  the  past  financial 
year  however,  there  have  been  included  certain  disbursements  on  account  of  the  parish  of  West- 
moreland, out  of  drafts  to  the  amount  of  £683,  which  had  been  drawn  in  the  June  and  September 
quarters  of  1863,  but  not  accounted  for  before  the  closing  of  the  transactions _  for  the  financial 
year  1868-69  in  the  treasurer's  book.  In  my  annual  statement  of  the  financial  position  of  the 
colony, at  the  close  of  the  year  1868-69,  that  amount  was  assumed  by  me  as  partof  the  expendi- 
ture of  that  year,  and,  therefore,  should  not  again  be  reckonedas  forming  a  portion  of  the  expen- 
diture of  the  year  just  closed. 

The  expenditure  of  the  year,  as  shewn  by  these  returns,  should  therefore  be  reduced  by  this 
sum  of  £683. 

The  actual  disbursements  of  the  past  year  accordingly  will  stand  at  £373,797,  and  the 
•real  balance  in  favor  of  revenue  over  expenditure  at  £40,621. 

3.  The  general  revenues  of  the  island  in  the  year  closed  on  the  30th  September  last,  fell 
short  of  the  receipts  in  the  previous  financial  year  only  by  £40S,  (the  receipts  in  1869-70  being 
£414,418  as  against  £414,826  in  the  year  1868-69,)  notwithstanding  that  the  abolition  of  the 
tonnage  duties,  and  the  expiry  of  the  additional  ten  per  cent,  on  the  import  duties  on  the  31st 
March  last,  and  the  removal  of  the  registration  duty  on  breeding  stocK,  working  cattle  and  sheep, 
as  well  as  the  duty  on  boats  and  eanoes,  caused  under  these  heads  a  reduction  in  the  general 
receipts  to  at  least  £20,000. 

4.  The  full  extent  of  the  relief  from  the  abandonment  of  these  branches  of  revenue,  will  be 
obtained  by  the  tax-payers  in  the  present  financial  year,  and  that  relief  cannot  be  estimated  at 
less  than  £40,000. 

5.  The  following  statement  shews  the  yield  of  the  revenue,  general  as  well  as  appropriated* 
compared  with  the  actual  receipts  in  the  year  previous  :■

The  revival  of  trade  begun  in  1868-69,  has  been  well  maintained  in  1869-70,  and  the 
import  duties  in  the  past  year  show  an  improvement  of  .£10,415  over  these  duties  in  the  previ- 
ous year. 

The  other  branches  of  revenue  have,  as  may  be  seen  in  the  above  statement,  well  main- 
tained their  position,  when  compared  with  the  corresponding  receipts  in  the  previous  year. 

6.  The  general  expenditure  in  the  island  in  the  past  year  amounted  to  £374,480  ;  this  amount 
includes  the  sum  of  £683,  to  which  I  have  already  alluded  as  properly  appertaining  to  the  pre- 
vious year. 

The  following  statement  shows  in  detail  the  expenditure  for  the  past  year,  compared  with 
the  disbursements  for  the  like  services  in  the  year  1868-69  : —

It  will  be  thus  seen  that  the  expenditure  in  the  past  year  has  exceeded  the  expenditure  in 
the  former  year  by  a  little  over  £1 9,000. 

The  excess  is  mainly  attributable  to  a  larger  «xpenditure  on  the  public  departments — civil 
as  well  as  judicial :  on  education  ;  on  main  roads  and  public  works.  On  the  other  hand  there 
has  been  a  decrease  under  the  head  "  Ecclesiastical,"  and  a  very  large  decrease  under  the  head  of 
"  Interests  and  Sinking  Funds." 

7.  I  will  now  ask  attention  to  the  colonial  estimates  for  the  current  financial  year  1870-71. 

The  revenue  of  the  island  available  for  general  purposes  during  the  current  financial  year 
has  been  estimated  at  .£341,330  ;  and  the  revenue  appropriated  to  particular  heads  of  service  at 
.£46,503,  making  the  estimate  of  the  total  revenues  in  1870-71  at  £3S7,833. 

The  following  statements  shows  these  estimated  revenues,  general  as  well  as  appropriated, 
from  each  branch  of  revenue,  compared  with  the  actual  receipts  in  the  year  just  closed  ;

8.  From  the  foregoing  tables  it  will  be  seen  that  the  probable  receipis.for  the  current  finan- 
cial year,  as  already  stated  at  £387,833,  are  less  than  the  actual  receipts  of  the  past  year  by 

.£26,585. 

The  relief  from  taxation  given  by  the  abolition  of  the  tonnage  dues,  the  abolition  of  the 
direct  tax  on  breeding  stock,  working  cattle,  sheep,  boats  and  canoes,  as  also  the  expiry  of  the 
additional  ten  per  cent,  on  the  import  duties,  all  which  items  of  taxation  were  in  operation  for 
the  first  six  months  in  the  past  financial  year,  will  however  account  for  this  decrease  in  the  esti- 
mated Revenue  for  the  current  financial  year. 

9.  With  regard  to  an  item  of  revenue  among  the  appropriated  revenues  of  the  past  year, 
namely,  "  Main  Road  Revenues,"  I  have  to  remark  that  by  law  9  of  1870  the  main  road  fund 
accounts  were  extinguishecl. 

By  this  law  it  was  provided  that  after  the  1st  October,  1869,  all  revenues  collected  under 
former  island  acts  on  behalf  of  these  fund  accounts  should  be  dealt  with  as  part  of  the  general 
revenues  of  the  colony,  and  all  payments  under  the  provisions  of  those  acts  should  form  a  charge 
against  the  general  revenues  of  the  island. 

In  the  estimates  for  the  current  year,  therefore,  the  receipts  from  the  land  tax  and  property 
tax,  specially  assigned  in  the  estimates  of  the  past  year  to  the  main  road  service,  now  form  part 
of  the  general  revenues,  and  a  like  course  is  adopted  with  the  expenditure  on  account  of  main 
road  services.

11.  The  increase  in  the  estimated  expenditure  of  the  current  year,  as  compared  with  the  ac- 
tual expenditure  in  the  past  year,  is  to  be  accounted  for  by  an  increase  in  the  civil  expenditure  of 
about  £6000.  This  increase  is  attributable  in  some  measure  to  the  incremental  allowances  to 
the  subordinate  officers  of  the  service,  to  the  establishment  of  the  government  savings  bank, 
and  to  an  additional  expenditure  for  both  salaries  and  allowances  in  the  revenue  departments, 
which  will  very  materially  promote  their  efficiency.  In  the  judicial  establishment  there  is  au 
increased  expenditure  of  about  £3000,  owing  to  the  recent  changes  in  the  district  court  of  King- 
ston, the  duties  of  which  court  had  been  previously  performed  by' one  of  the  judges  of  the  supreme 
court,  and  a  larger  expenditure  for  the  circuit  courts.  In  the  medical  sendee  there  is  a  lame 
increase  of  over  .£8000,  mainly  attributable  to  the  salaries  of  the  government  medical  officers 
being  now  defrayed  from  the  general  revenues;  heretofore  one-half  of  these  salaries  formed  a 
charge  against  the  poor  rates.  There  is  also  provided  the  sum  of  £1200  for  the  support  of  a 
Jock  hospital,  and  a  larger  provision  is  made  this  year  for  the  supply  of  medicines. 

Under  the  head  of  education  there  is  a  larger  provision  made  bv  £2410,  and  under  the  new 
2  D 
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head  of  allowances  to  troops  there  is  a  charge  of  .£3817,  and  the  provision  for  pensions  is  higher 
this  year  by  £24,71. 

On  the  other  hand  there  is  a  diminution  under  the  head  «  Ecclesiastical"  by  *3392  ; ^under 
the  head  of  interests  by£6853,  and  the  pauper  expenditure  is  estimated  at  a  leas  sum  by  ,£4600, 
owing  to  the  relief  granted  by  the  salaries  of  the  government  medical  officers,  and  medicines 
being  defrayed  from  general  revenues. 

12.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing  expenditure  the  government  will  be  enabled,  from  the  surplus 
revenues  of  the  two  past  vears,  to  devote  further  monies  for  special  services  on  roads,  bridges,, 
and  public  works,  and  the  cost  of  these  undertakings  has  been  estimated  at£22,508  16s.  Od.

16  The  arrangements  to  which  I  alluded  in  my  last  financial  statement  as  being  in  progress 
for  living  effect  to  the  recent  legislation  with  regard  to  the  guaranteed  half-million  loan,  were 
•ompletcd  in  the  course  of  the  past  year,  and  that  debt  has  now  been  reduced  to  ^22,200, 
3ng  interest  at  four  per  cent!  with  a  sinking  fond  at, two  per  cent  ;  the  annua  charge** 
this  debt  now  stands  for  interest  at  £12,SS8,  and  for  sinking  fund  £6,444,  i n  all,  f™>»f- 
]tmie  Scselrrangements  were  entered  into,  the  annual  charge  was  £30,000,  viz.,  £20,000  for 
interest,  and  £10,000  for  sinking  funds. 

17  Satisfactory  results  have  also  attended  the  measure  authorizing  the  issue  of  debentures 
bearing  interest  at  five  per  cent,  in  substitution  of  debentures  bearing  interest  at  six  per  cent 
Sch  w  s  passed  it  thAlose  of  1869  ;  debentures  to  the  extent  of  £113,760  having  been  ex- 
changed in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  contained  in  law  47  of  1869,  sections  two  and  thiee. 

18  The  island  debenture  debt,  exclusive  of  the  guaranteed  debt,  and  the  debt  charged  on 
the  immigration  revenues,  and  that  charged  on  the  special  Kingston  streets  tax,  as j  wel  J  tba 
charged  on  the  Kingston  market  revenues,  consisted,  on  the  31st  of  December  of  *118,  ; 
bearnV  interest  at  six  per  cent.,  and  £113,760,  bearing  interest  at  five  per  cent.  Ihe  deben 
tiu4  debt,  bearing  interest  at  six  per  cent.,  may  also  be  reduced  by  the  further  sum  of  £5450 
debentures  to  that  amount  falling  due   in  the  course  of  the  year,  the  holders  having  foiled  to 
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tender  them  for  exchange  within  the  time  limited  by  the  law.     The  balance   of  the  surplus 
s  will  be  available  for  this  purpose. 


19.  And  to  best  illustrate  the  relief  afforded  to  the  finances  of  the  island,  by  the  transac- 
tions effected  in  the  last  two  years  under  which  the  island  debt  has  been  placed  _  on  an  easier 
footing,  I  would  invite  attention  to  a  comparison  of  the  amount  of  expenditure  estimated  for  by 
me  under  the  head  of  interests  and  sinking  funds  for  1868-69  in  the  island,  with  the  amount  now 
placed  for  the  same  service  on  the  estimates  which  accompany  this  report.  The  amount  in 
1868-69  was  .£73,095  13s.  2d. ;  in  1870-71,  it  is  £47,272  13s.  7d.

The  acting  agent-general  also  adds  that  "  according  to  the  best  information  He  can  obtain 
there  are  about  four  hundred  who  are  eligible  for  either  a  return  passage  or  bounty,  of  these,  two 
hundred  and  sixty-one  have  elected  to  remain  in  the  island,  and  have  been  paid  the  bounty ;  the 
remainder,  one  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  have  decided,  as  far  as  he  can  learn,  on  returning  to 
India." 

8.  The  revenue  for  immigration  purposes  in  the  present  year  has  been  reckoned  at  £26,057

Report  of  the  Kingston  fire  commission. 

To  his  excellency  sir  John  Peter  Grant,  knight,  companion  of  the  most  honorable  order  of  the  bath, 
captain-general  and  governor-in-chief  of  this  her  majesty's  island  of  Jamaica,  and  the  territories 
thereon  depending,  governor  and  commander  in  chief  of  the  colony  of  British  Honduras,  chancclllor 
of  the  said  island  of  Jamaica,  and  vice-admiral  of  the  same. 

The  commissioners  appointed  by  your  excellency  "  for  the  purpose  of  enquiring  into,  consider- 
ing, and  reporting  oh  certain  representations  made  to  the  government  by  the  municipal  board  of 
Kingston  on  the  inadequacy  of  the  existing  means  for  preventing  or  extinguishing  fire  in  the  city 
of  Kingston,  and  also  for  considering  and  reporting  on  the  present  available  water  supply,  in- 
cluding the  legal  obligation  of  the  Kingston  and  Liguanea  water  company,  and  the  power,  any 
where  vested,  of  enforcing  those  obligations,"  have  the  honor  to  report — 

That  they  have  given  their  earnest  consideration  to  the  several  documents  placed  before  them, 
and  have  taken  the  evidence  of  parties  able  to  give  full  information  on  all  the  points  referred  to 
(which  evidence  will  be  fonnd  in  the  appendix  No.  1),  and  they  now  submit,  for  your  excellency's 
consideration,  the  conclusions  at  which  they  have  arrived. 

The  commissioners  find  that  the  representations  made,  as  to  the  present  unprotected  state  of 
the  city,  are  not  exaggerated.  There  is  no  organized  body  of  men  to  act  in  the  event  of  a  fire 
occurring;  the  fire  ordinance  is  inoperative,  having  been  declared  illegal,  and  the  municipal 
authorities  are  powerless  to  remedy  the  defect. 

With  respect  to  the  available  water  supply,  .the  commissioners  have  been  referred  for  informa- 
tion to  a  report  made  to,  and  at  the  request  of,  the  Kingston  and  Liguanea  water  company,  in 
June,  1865,  by  Mr.  J.  W.  Clarke,  C.E. 

From  that  report  it  appears  that  the  quantity  of  water  at  the  Hope  reservoirs,  at  the  disposal 
of  the  company,  may  be  taken  to  be  one  million  nine  hundred  and  eighty-seven  thousand  two 
hundred  gallons  per  diem.  This  quantity  seems  ample  for  supplying  the  inhabitants  of  Kingston 
for  all  purposes,  including  the  extinction  of  fires,  as  well  as  for  supplying  the  pens  outside  of  the 
limits  of  the  city.  Any  default  must,  therefore,  be  the  result  of  defective  arrangements  by 
the  company. 

With  regard  to  the  supply  of  water  to  private  individuals,  the  commissioners  have  received 
several  complaints  of  its  irregularity,  which  must  be  attributed  to  the  same  cause. 

It  is  also  shewn  that  the  water  is  not  at  all  times  pure  and  wholesome  ;  after  rain  it  is  turbid, 
and  contains  a  considerable  quantity  of  organic  matter  in  suspension.  This  is  owing  chiefly  to 
the  absence  of  sufficient  settling  reservoirs  and  filtering  beds  by  which  the  water  should  be  puri- 
fied before  it  enters  the  pipes.  It  is  only  after  rain,  however,  that  complaints  of  impurity  arise; 
and  the  commissioners  think  that  in  general,  the  water  is  delivered  fairly  pure  and  wholesome. 

With  regard  to  the  supply  of  water  to  the  city  for  the  purpose  of  extinguishing  fires,  the  com- 
missioners have  received  abundant  and  conclusive  evidence  of  its  utter  inadequacy. 

The  quantity  of  water  available  to  the  company  seems  (as  before  stated)  ample,  but  it  is  only 
necessary  to  describe  the  sizes  and  arrangements  of  the  pipes  provided  for  its  distribution,  to 
show  that  the  attempt  to  supply  water  by  their  means  for  the  suppression  of  fires  must  fail. 

The  service  reservoirs  are  at  Montgomery's  corner,  distant  about  two  miles  from  the  city,  and 
elevated  two  hundred  and  eight  feet  above  the  sea. 

The  whole  supply  to  the  city  proper,  is  conveyed  by  a  seven-inch  main,  running  down  East 
street;  from  this  main,  four-inch  pipes  branch  east  and  west,  along  most  of  the  principal  cross 
streets  ;  and  from  the  four-inch  pipes,  others  of  two-inch  diameter  are  carried  southwards,  along 
the  various  streets  and  lanes  lying  in  that  direction.  Port-Royal  street  (the  most  important 
perhaps  of  all)  is  supplied  by  means  of  a  two  and  a-half-inch  pipe,  upwards  of  seven  hundred 
yards  in  length,  connected  to  a  four-inch  prolongation  of  the  seven-inch  main  in  East  street. 

Some  of  the  hydrants  which  the  company  has  provided  for  fire  extinction  purposes  are  attached 
to  the  four-inch  sub-mains  by  means  of  an  intermediate  length  of  two-inch  pipe  ;  others  are  con- 
nected with  the  two-inch  branches.  The  commissioners  are  therefore  not  surprised  to  learn 
from  the  evidence,  that  these  arrangements  are  utterly  useless  for  the  purpose  for  which  they 
were  intended.  The  company  have  attempted  to  remedy  the  defect  by  increasing  the  number  of 
stop-cocks  upon  their  pipes,  by  means  of  which  the  flow  of  water  may  be  confined  at  will  to 
the  pipe  communicating  with  any  particular  hydrant. 

Although  this  expedient  has  been  adopted  to  an  excessive  extent,  it  does  not  practically  im- 
prove the  case,  it  increases  somewhat  the  delivery  from  any  particular  hydrant,  but  it  diminishes 
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the  number  of  hydrants  available  for  simultaneous  use,  and  even  with  this  concentrated  pressure, 
the  delivery  by  none  of  the  hydrants  (with  the  exception  of  a  few  placed  near  the  seven-inch 
main)  is  sufficient  to  supply  more  than  one  engine.  This,  then,  may  be  taken  as  a  fair  measure 
•of  the  powers  of  the  company  in  supplying  water  for  the  extinction  of  fires  ;  and  this  inadequate 
■delivery  is  only  obtained  by  shutting  off  the  water  from  about  twenty-one-twenty-second  parts 
■of  the  city. 

The  deprivation  of  so  large  a  part  of  the  city  of  water,  at  a  time  when  fire  may  be  raging,  must 
be  attended  by  great  danger  ;  and  it  may  be  also  noticed,  that  the  consequence  of  forcing  water 
with  undue  velocity  through  a  great  length  of  pipe,  with  only  one  outlet,  is  generally  the  burst- 
ing of  the  pipe ;  and  such  accidents  have  occurred  on  several  occasions,  shewing  further  the 
practical  inability  of  the  company,  under  their  existing  arrangements,  to  supply  water  for  the  ex- 
tinction of'fires. 

As  to  the  legal  obligations  of  the  Kingston  and  Liguanea  water  works  company,  and  the 
power  any  where  vested  of  enforcing  these  obligations,  the  commissioners  consider  that  it  is  the- 
duty  of  a  body  corporate  to  act  up  to  the  end  or  design  for  which  it  was  created  ;  that  end  or 
design  in  the  case  of  the  Kingston  and  Liguanea  water  works  company,  gathered  from  the  re- 
-citals  in  the  acts  fifth  Victoria,  chapter  eighteen,  and  seventh  Victoria,  chapter  sixty-six,  under 
which  the  company  was  originally  incorporated,  was  to  supply  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  city 
and  parish  of  Kingston,  and  also  to  that  part  of  the  parish  of  St.  Andrew  called  Liguanea,  and 
places  adjacent,  such  a  supply  of  good  and  wholesome  water  as  would  contribute  to  the  health,, 
■comfort  and  convenience  of  the  said  inhabitants^  and  also  be  of  essential  service  in  securing  them 
against  the  -calamitous  losses  and  inconveniences  to  which  they  would  .be  exposed  in  cases  of  accident  by, 

fire- 

These  acts  have  been  repealed,  but  the  act  twenty-second  Victoria,  chapter  thirty-six,  by  its 
preamble,  "  An  act  to  repeal  certain  acts  relating  to  the  Kingston  and  Liguanea  water  works 
company,  and  to  re-enact  the  same  with  amendments,  expressly  recognizes  the  company  incorpo- 
rated under  them,  and  declares  that  the  shareholders  and  proprietors  of  the  stock  shall  be  and 
continue  united  into  a  company  for  the  supplying  of  the  said  city  of  Kingston  and  Liguanea  with 
good  and  wholesome  water,  and  shall,  for  that  purpose,  continue  to  be  a  body  politic  and  corperate. 
This  consideration  must  be  held,  therefore,  to  have  been  present  to  the  mind  of  the  legislature 
at  the  time  of  the  passing  of  the  last-mentioned  act,  and  to  have  formed  the  reason  for  the  exclu- 
sive rights  and  privileges  it  confers.  Neglect  of  its  .duty,  or  abuse  of  its  franchises  is,  in  ordinary 
cases,  destruction  of  the  conditions  upon  which  a  company  is  incorporated,  and  consequently 
.fatal  to  its  existence  ;  but  in  this  case,  it  is,  in  addition,  provided  by  the  sixty-second  clause  of 
the  act,  that  all  the  powers  and  privileges  thereby  granted  to  the  company  shall  cease  and  deter- 
mine, if  from  any  cause,  the  company  shall  fail  to  deliver  to  the  city  of  Kingston  a  full  and  suffi- 
cient supply  of  water  for  the  space  of  six  months  "  continually  ;"  while  by  the  sixty-seventh  clause  the 
-"  legislature"  is  authorized  to  make  such  further  or  other  arrangements  as  it  may  consider  expe- 
dient for  the  supply  of  Kingston,  or  any  part  thereof,  with  water,  in  case  the  company  "  shall 
fail  for  a  period  of  six  months  continuously"  to. supply  to  the  said  -'-city  such  quantity  of  good  and. 
wholesome  water  a,s  shall  appear  to  the  "  legislature"  -to  be  sufficient." 

It  is  not  therefore,  the  commissioners  consider,  inconsistent  with  a  reasonable  construction  of 
the  former  and  existing  acts  of  incorporation  to  suppose  that  the  company  claiming  and  exercis- 
ing a  monopoly  in  the  supply  of  water  for  all  purposes  is  bound  to  provide  the  city  and  inhabi- 
tants of  Kingston  with  a  supply  not  only  wholesome  but  sufficient  in  quantity  both  for  ordinary 
household  purposes  -and  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  and  that  the  court  of  common  council  had; 
been  led  to  expect  that  the  supply  would  have  this  extent,  sufficiently  appears  by  a  report  made 
to  that  body  on  17th  March,  1846,  herewith  submitted,  in  which  report  it  is  stated  "  the  height 
of  the  company's  main  reservoir  would  enable  them  to  deliver  water  in  the  principal  parts  of  the 
-city  at  a  height  exceeding  one  hundred  feet,  without  the  assistance  of  any  engine.  That  the  water 
would  be  available  in  all  quarters  of  the  city  at  a  moment's  notice,  and  that  great  additional 
security  to  property,  and  improved  health  and  comfort  to  the  inhabitants,  would  be  •secured."' 

If  the  company's  pipes  were  large  enough,  the  head  of  water  at  Montgomery's  corner  would 
suffice  to  send  several  jets  on  to  any  house  in  the  city  by  the  simple  application  of  hose  to  the 
hydrants  without  the  intervention  of  an  engine  in  the  manner  that  is  shewn  by  the  extracts 
above  given  to  have  been  contemplated  by  the  common  council  as  well  as  by  the  company. 

The  commissioners  here  desire  to  express  their  regret  that  the  original  contract  entered  into  - 
between  the  corporation  of  Kingston  and  the  water  company,  dated  8th  September,  1849,  is  not 
now  forthcoming,  as  the  printed  documents  placed  before  the  commissioners  lead  them  to  the 
belief  that  the  company  therein  agreed  to  give  a  full  and  ample  supply  of  water  for  the  extinction 
•of fires,  and  with  sufficient  pressure  to  be  used  direct  from  the  hydrants  without  the  aid  of  fire- 
engines.  That  the  company  has  failed  in  this,  not  only  for  the  space  of  six  months,'bxii  from  the<date 
•of  the  first  contract  untill  the  present  time,  has  been  fully  proved  by  the  evidence.,  .as  well  .as  by- 
3u 
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the  reports  of  their  own  engineers,  and  no  legislature  could  consider  the  supply  given  to  be  "  suf 
ficient." 

The  power  of  enforcing  the  obligations  of  the  company  the  commissioners  consider  to  be 
vested  in  th.e  legislature,  and  in  the  supreme  court.  The  former  might,  by  enactment,  dissolve  the 
company;  the  latter,  by  judgment  on  an  information  in  the  nature  of  a  "  quo  warranto,"  at  the 
instance  of  the  attorney-general,  might  declare  the  dissolution  of  the  corporation,  and  its  fran- 
chises and  privileges  forfeited  to  the  crown.  The  last  is  the  more  usual,  regular  and  constitu- 
tional course. 

As  to  the  remedies  for  the  evils  exposed  by  the  evidence,  the  commissioners  suggest  the  enact- 
ment of  a  law  to  enable  the  municipal  authorities  to  establish  a  complete  and  effective  system  of 
protection  of  property  in  the  city  against  fire,  and  also  such  an  extension  of  the  Kingston  and 
Liguanea  water  company's  works,  as  will  enable  them  to  provide  a  full  and  ample  supply  of 
water  at  all  times,  and  for  all  purposes.  For  the  terms  on  which  the  company  is  prepared  to- 
incur  the  outlay  required  for  such  extension,  the  commissioners  refer  to  the. annexed  report  from 
a  committee  appointed  by  the  corporation  of  Kingston  in  November,  1856,  to  treat  with  the 
company  on  the  subject  of  a  new  contract  for  the  supply  of  Kingston'  with  water.  The  com- 
missioners need  hardly  say  that  they  agree  with  that  committee  in  the  opinion  then  expressed  as 
to  the  unreasonableness  of  those  terms,  and  believing  that  the  Kingston  and  Liguanea  water 
works  company  could  not,  without  some  such  aid,  raise  sufficient  capital  to  cany  out  the  exten- 
sion of  works-  required  to  give  to  the  city  a  full  aud.sufficient  supply  of  water/or  all  ■purposes,  as  re-, 
quired  under  their  acts  of  incorporation.  The  commissioners  would  recommend  that  terms  should 
be  made  with,  the  compauy  for  the  purchase  by  government  of  the  present  works,  but  should  it 
be  found  impossible  to  effect  this  upon  just  and  reasonable  terms,  then  that  such  proceedings 
should  be  taken,  as  the  legal  advisers  of  the  government  may  direct,  to  compel  the  company  to 
carry  out  the  necessary  works,  or  submit  to  the  forfeiture  of  all  their  supposed  existing  privileges. 
The  government  would  then  be  in  a  position  to  make  terms  with  any  other  company  or  indivi- 
dual willing  to  contract  for  supplying  the  city  with  water,  or  might  raise  funds  under  special 
guarantee  for  the  erection  of  public  works  for  that  purpose  ;  and  the  commissioners  are  confident 
that  the  government  would  be  heartily  supported  by  the  inhabitants  of  Kingston  in  an  under- 
taking which  concerns  so  deeply  the  welfare  of  the  entire-  community.

I  am  just  in  receipt  of  the  enclosed  memorial  to  his  excellency  the  governor,,  praying  for  a 
revival  of  steam  communication  between  this  island  and  New  York,  and  which  is  signed  by  some 
six  hundred  or  seven  hundred  persons. 

I  lose  no  time  in  forwarding  it,  and  I  have  to  request  that  you  will  submit  it  to  his  excellency 
at  your  earliest  convenience.

The  humble  memorial  op  the  undersigned  merchants,  shopkeepers,  and  other  inhabitants 

of  the  city  and  parish  of  Kingston. 

"We,  the  undersigned  merchants,  shopkeepers,  and  other  inhabitants  of  the  city  and  parish  of 

Kingston,  in  forwarding  to  your  excellency  this  our  memorial,  beg  to  convey  our  congratulations 
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on  the  highly  satisfactory  position  of  the  revenue.  The  surplus-  which  it  presents,  and  the  fore- 
shadowing of  its  continuance  will,  we  trust,  enable  your  excellency  to  carry  out  those  wholesome 
reforms  and  improvements  which  have  so  long  and  seriously  engaged  your  excellency's  atten- 
tion ;  among  the  foremost  and  least  costly  of  which,  we-  would  respectfully  point  out,  is  the 
restoration  to  Jamaica  of  its  direct  communication  with  the  United  States  of  America,  the  want 
of  which  has  seriously  impeded  that  regular  communication  with  a  continent  on  which  we  almost 
solely  depend  for  the; staff  and  necessaries  of  life. 

Your  memorialists  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  past  deficient  condition  of  the  revenue,  to- 
gether with  the  impression  that  the  community  no  longer  desired  or  cared  for  the  steam  commu- 
nication, led  your  excellency  to  consent  to  the  cancelling  of  the  late  contract.  Your  memorialists 
would  respectfully  intimate  that  such  impression  was  a  great  error  ;  the  only  grounds  of  objection 
being  the  irregular  manner  with  which  the  contract  was  performed.  Your  memorialists  need 
only  direct  your  excellency's  serious  attention  to  the  following  facts  : 

First.  That  importations  from  America  are  now  confined  to  a  very  few  houses,  who,  chartering 
vessels  to  convey  their  own  goods,  naturally  decline  to  take  on  freight  similar  goods  for  others. 
Hence  wholesome  competition  no  longer  exists  ;  and  the  "  small  man,"  without  .regular  or  certain, 
means  of  shipment,  cannot  order,  and  is  therefore  driven  to  purchase  of  the  comparative  mono- 
polist. Such  causes  have  greatly  led  to  the  small  supplies  now  held  in  bond  and  otherwise,  the 
■eifect  of  which  must  be  to  advance  the  price  of  articles  in  a  bare  market  not  fully  or  promptly 
supplied.  From  such  causes  our  prices  lor  provisions  and  breadstuffs  rule  much  higher  than 
Barbadoes  and  other  West  India  islands. 

Secondly.  America  is  Jamaica's  largest  foreign  customer ;  consequently,  direct,  regular,  and 
cheap  communication  is  an  important  element  in  the. trade,  whilst  the  means  at  present  at  com- 
mand are  irregular  and  lengthy.  The  three  steam  sources  available  are  via  Colon,  Cuba  and  Saint 
Thomas,  neither  regular  nor  certain,  occupying  from  twelve  to  twenty  days  in  the  transhipping 
and  transmitting  of  letters.  Even  then,  to  avail  yourselves  of  either  Colon  or  Cuba,  a  friend  at 
either  port  is  required  to  receive  and  forward  your  letters  (or  in  Colon  the  British,  consul)  which 
the  generalpublic  have  not,  whilst  the  source  by  way  of  St.  Thomas  is  via  Halifax,  and  only 
once  a  month. 

Thirdly.  Your  memorialists  would  particularly  draw  your  excellency's  attention  to  the  result 
and  effect  of  the  previous  steam  communication  with  New  York,  when  at  least  two  steamers 
called  in  and  left  montly,  occupying  but  six  or  seven  days  each  trip.  So  advantageous  did  our 
other  legislators  at  that  time  consider  it  that  they  voted  the  erecting  of  Plumb  Point  light-house, 
solely  to  keep  it  up,  and  thus  enable  the  steamers  to  come  in  or  go  out  at  night ;  and  so  neces- 
sary does  our  sister-colonies  to  Windard  consider  such  direct  communication  that  (although  of  a 
far  less  importance  as  British  islands)  they  vote  subsides  to  uphold  it. 

Fourthly.  Another  very  important  trade  would  also  arise  through  direct  steamers,  viz. :  the 
re-opening  of  extensive  shipments  of  our  otherwise  perishable  fruits  and  vegetables,  from  which 
hundreds  of  pounds  were  previously  annually  realized. 

Fifthly.  Beyond  the  foregoing  considerations,  direct  steamers  would  induce  the  many  wealthy 
Americans,  who  previously  visited  Cuba  during  the  severe  winter,  to  seek  Jamaica  and  open  a 
cheap  and  ready  road  for  ourselves  and  families  to  visit  America  for  a  change. 

Sixthly.  Your  memorialists  are  encouraged  and  strengthened  in  this  appeal  to  your  excellency  • 
for  the  subsidizing  of  a  monthly  steamer  to  New  York  by  the  gratifying  returns,  reliefs,  and 
statements  effected  and  submitted  in  the  late  budget,  by  the  large  balance  which  remains  in  the 
chest,  and  by  the  unprecedented  revenue  collected  for  the  first  quarter  of  the  year.  Whilst  ad- 
mitting even  that  the  important  and  humble  prayer  of  your  memorialists  be  immediately  granted 
and  operated  on,  not  above  half  of  the  subsidy  awarded  could  fall  due  in  the  present  financial 
year. 

Finally,  for  these  and  other  reasons  which  may  present  themselves  to  your  excellency,  your 
memorialists  would  strongly  urge  that  your  excellency  would  again  subsidize  a  steamer  to  trade 
regularly  and  directly  between  this  and  New  York,  whereby  the  cost  of  the  grant  would  be  fully 
reimbursed,  and  the  public  at  la:

THE  COLONIAL  SECRETARY  TO  DR.  BOWERBANK. 

Colonial  Secretary's  Office,  2ith  February,  1870, 

I  am  directed  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter,  dated  the  3  7th  instant,  en- 
closing a  memorial  from  a  very  large  number  of  merchants,  shopkeepers,  and  other  inhabitants 
of  Kingston,  praying  that  a  steamer  may  again  be  subsidized  to  trade  regularly  and  directly 
between  Kingston  and  New  York,  which  memorial  has  received  the  governor's  most  attentive 
consideration. 

The  governor  observes  that  it  is  true,  that  when  in  1866,  it  was  agreed  between  the  govern- 
ment and  the  steam  company,  that  the  running  of  the  steamer,  then  under  contract  to  run  upon 
this  line,  should  cease  before  the  expiration  of  the  period  of  the  contract,  the  alarming  state  of 
the  finances  then  was  in  itself  an  all-sufficient  reason  for  that  measure  of  economy  ;  and  it  is  true 
that  this  reason,  happily,  no  longer  exists.  But  it  is  equally  true  that  the  running  of  that 
steamer,  as  tested  by  an  experience  of  twenty-five  months'  duration,  had  been  shown  to  be  of  such 
■small  benefit  to  trade,  (as  proved  by  the  very  small  quantity  of  freight  and  the  very  small  num- 
ber  of  passengers  conveyed),  that  the  necessary  discontinuance  of  the  line  was  an  inconvenience 
of  small  practical  importance.  The  subsidy  cost  the  colony  .£4900  a-year  j  but  so  little  use  was 
made  of  the  line,  that  notwithstanding  this  large  grant,  the  running  of  the  steamer  was  a  loss  to 
the  owners ;  and  the  overture  for  putting  an  end  to  the  bargain  before  its  term  had  arrived,  pro- 
ceeded, from  them  because  of  that  loss. 

It  may  be  presumed,  the  governor  thinks,  that  a  line  which  was  so  little  availed  of  for  freight 
or  passengers  in  1866,  and  previous  years,  if  restored  in  its  original  form,  would  be  of  no  more 
use  now  than  it  proved  to  be  then.  For  it  is  not  to  be  doubted  that  the  measure  of  the  useful- 
ness of  a  steamer  plying  between  any  two  ports,  is  the  quantity  of  freight  and  the  number  pf 
passengers  it  carries ;  and  these  in  this  case  were  insignificant,  and  quite  incommensurate  with 
the  cost  of  the  subsidy. 

But  although  the  governor  apprehends  that  a  special  line  of  steam  communication  between 
Kingston  and  New  York,  at  a  heavy  charge  to  the  colony,  if  re-established,  would  be  as  before  a 
failure  ;  he  believes  that  if  some  of  the  steamers  plying  between  New  York  and  Colon  could  be 
induced,  for  a  reasonable  subsidy,  to  touch  regularly  at  Kingston  on  their  voyages  both  ways, 
such  a  plan  might  have  indirect  advantages,  making  it  well  worthy  of  a  trial.  All  the  advantages 
of  a  special  line  for  Kingston  alone,  in  the  way  of  passengers,  freight,  and  postal  communication, 
would  be  obtained  by  such  an  arrangement  as  this  ;  and  the  large  number  of  passengers  who 
would  land  for  a  few  hours  at  Kingston,  (especially  if  the  vessels  avail  themselves  of  the  unri- 
valled advantages  of  this  port  for  coaling)  would  put  money  into  circulation  in  the  town  on  every 
trip,  and  would  tend  to  make  the  natural  advantages  and  prospects  of  this  island  known,  where 
it  is  especially  desirable  that  they  should  be  known,  and  where  now  they  are  absolutely 
unknown. 

With  this  object  in  view,  I  am  directed  to  say  that  the  governor,  in  anticipation  of  the  receipt 
of  this  important  memorial,  has  already  opened  a  communication  with  New  York.  Should  the 
result  be  satisfactory,  his  excellency  is  quite  prepared  to  propose,  for  the  approval  of  the  legisla- 
tive council,  any  reasonable  arrangement  for  the  purpose  last  indicated. 

You  are  requested  to  communicate  this  letter  to  the  memorialists  in  reply  to  their  memorial.

I  am   directed  by  the  governor  to   acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  6th  instant, 
offering,  on  behalf  of  the  pacific  mail  steamship   company,  to  perform  a  monthly  mail  service 
between  New  York  and  Jamaica,  for  the  sum  of  five  thousand  pounds  (£5000)  sterling  per 
annum,  payable  monthly,  with  exemption  from  tonnage  and  other  dues. 

His  excellency  desires  me  to  inform  you  in  reply,  that  he  will  apply  to  the  legislative  council 
for  authority  to  enter  into  the  arrangement,  experimentally  at  first,  for  a  term  of  three,  months, 
to  be  continued  if  the  line  is  found  to  work  advantageously  to  .the  colony.

To  his  excellency  sir  John  P.  Grant,  K.C.B.,  governor  of  Jamaica,  fyc.  §c. 
Mat  it  please  tour  Excellence, 

Your  petitioner  feels  it  an  imperative  duty,  not  only  to  your  excellency  and  himself,  but  also 
to  his  very  numerous  fellow-sufferers,  no  longer  to  refrain  from  entreating  your  excellency's  be- 
nign attention  to  a  most  serious  and  ruinous  grievance,  which  is  greatly  on  the  increase,  and 
which  deeply  afflicts  all  classes  of  the  inhabitants  of  Jamaica,  but  more  especially  the  breeders 
and  owners  of  cattle.  This  is  not  the  first  time  your  petitioner  has  been  necessitated,  with  nu- 
merous other  sufferers,  to  petition  your  excellency  on  this  vastly  important  and  most  grievous 
subject — the  law  of  trespass.  Your  petitioner  has  been  for  the  last  ten  months  cruelly  harassed 
and  persecuted  by  a  series  of  actions  of  trespass,  in  one  single  case,  sent  out  by  a  negro  namei 
Martin  Edwards ;  who,  in  February  last,  on  being  discovered  cutting  a  gap  in  my  line  fence,  near 
his  own  ground,  and  setting  cattle-traps  and  other  instruments  to  catch  and  maim  cattle— of 
which  offence  and  conviction  I  have  a  certificate — sent  out  in  succession  no  less  than  four  actions 
.against  me,  which  were  tried  by  two  different  judges,  Mr.  justices  Blair  and.  Jackson,  at  Linstead 
and  Spanish  Town  district  courts,  and  dismissed.  On  being  served,  your  excellency,  with  a 
fourth  action  for  the  11th  October  last,  which,  for  the  first  time,  was  sent  out  for  the  Spanish 
Town  district  court,  a  distance  of  twenty-Jive  miles  from  the  residences  of  both  plaintiff  and  defen- 
dant. (The  legitimate  tribunal  for  the  trial  of  this  action  was  the  Richmond  district  court  in  St. 
Mary.)  I  was,  in  consequence,  your  excellency,  compelled,  with  two  ladies,  members  of  my 
family,  and  other  witnesses,  to  travel  to  Spanish  Town  at  great  expense  and  personal  suffering, 
from  an  unreduced  dislocation  of  my  collar-bone  in  my  seventy-fifth  year,  having  to  travel  thirty- 
eight  miles  to  Spanish  Town  by  a  circuitous  route  via  Kingston,  in  the  most  inclement  weather 
encountering  torrents  of  rain,  and  at  the  .risk  of  life.  Mr.  justice  Jackson,  after  trying  this  case 
on  the  21st  October,  dismissed  it  for  the  want  of  jurisdiction,  with  costs  for  the  defendant,  which 
was  only  about  one-half  of  my  expenses  in  defending  this  single  action  alone;  and  though  nearly 
three  months  have  elapsed  since,  I  have  not  received  one  penny  of  the  costs  awarded. 

In  July,  1869,  the  plaintiff  burnt  down,  by  two  different  fires,  nearly  the  whole  of  the  live 
bamboo  line  fence  between  his  ground  and  an  adjacent  ground  and  Sue  River,  which  I  renewed 
in  a  most  substantial  manner.  And  about  the  15th  of  February  last,  he  cut  a  gap  in  the  same 
line  fence,  and  set  cattle  traps  and  destructive  instruments  therein,  of  which  offence  he  was  con- 
victed at  the  Richmond  court  on  the  23rd  of  July,  1870,  and  the  certificate  of  his  conviction  was 
handed  to  the  judge  at  the  last  trial. 

On  the  23rd  of  December  last,  1870,  my  headman,  Moses  Thomas,  came  to  me  quite  pale  and 
frightened,  and  stated  he  had  just  disco  vexed  four  gaps  that  had  been  made  in  this  same  line  fence 
that  runs  between  Sue  River,  my  estate,  and  said  plaintiff's  ground,  Martin  Edwards,  and  the  ad-  . 
jacent  land  of  Adam  Fraser,  his  uncle,  evidently  made  for  the  purpose  of  driving,  or  inducing 
cattle  to  trespass  on  these  lands  from  Sue  River.  So,  your  excellency,  from  the  16th  February 
last  to  the  present  time  I  have  been  kept  in  a  most  anxious  and  painful,  state  of  suspense,  both  day 
.and  night,  on  account  of  -these  atrocious  proceedings,,  which  threaten  myself  and  family  with 
2x 
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complete  ruin,  though  I  have  incurred  the  expense  of  making  a  doubly  strong  fence  on  this-  line 
which  I  have  had  constantly  watched,  from  February  last  to  the  present  time,  from  a  dread  of 
fresh  gaps  being  made,  and  more  cattle-traps  set. 

This  dreadful  state  of  things,  your  excellency,  make  life  a  burthen  and  misery  to  myself  and 
family,  the  raising  a  few  cattle  being  now  our  principal  means  of  support,  as  my  tenants  will  not 
pay  their  rents,  though  they  can  always  find  money  for  nefarious  litigation.  As  your  excellency 
found  our  trespass  act  relative  to  cattle,  we  are  perfectly  defenceless,  and  placed  entirely  at  the 
mercy  of  our  peasantry,  against  whose  insidious  acts  it  is  quite  impossible  to  protect  our  property, 
or  keep  our  cattle  in  their  own  pastures.  The  law  of  trespass,  your  excellency,  as  it  now  exists,' 
offers  a  most  tempting  bait  to  our  peasantry,  who  combine  to  entrap  cattle  and  trump  up  actions 
of  trespass,  and,  when  gained,  divide  the  spoil.  Incorrigibly  bad  as  these  people  may  be,  I  can- 
not believe  your  excellency,  that  they  would  persevere  as  they  have  done,  and  continue  to  do,  if 
they  were  not  incited  by  vile  mercenary  persons,  to  gratify  an  avaricious,  cruel  disposition— per- 
sons who  care  not  what  ruin  and  torture  they  inflict  upon  the  innocent  to  attain  their  object. 
The  plaintiff's  ground,  in  cultivation,  is  not  more,  your  excellency,  than  half  an  acre,  which  my- 
self and  all  my  witnesses  swore  to  at  the  several  trials,  though  he  swore  it  was  one  acre  and  three- 
quarters,  and  the  highest  valuation  of  it,  by  several  disinterested  black  men,  was  from  eight  to 
ten  dollars.  The  valuation  was  made  after  the  alleged  trespass,  when  no  injury  whatever  was 
done  to  the  produce.  The  action  of  damages,  your  excellency,  was  sent  out  against  me  for 
.£22  7s.  6d.  It  was  fully  proven  at  the  several  trials  that  no  damage  had  beeen  done  to  the  said 
ground,  and  not  the  least  appearance  of  any  cattle  having  been  in  the  ground  ;  and  if  any  gap 
had  been  in  this  line  fence,  through  which  the  cattle  went,  the  plaintiff  would  naturally  have  set 
the  cattle-traps  there,  instead  of  cutting  a  gap  for  the  purpose. 

One  of  my  witnesses,  and  acting  agent,  on  account  of  my  inability,  has  had  to  travel  at  least, 
in  the  most  inclement  weather,  a  distance  of  five  hundred  miles,  and  still  has  to  take  long  jour- 
neys of  thirty-eight  miles,  at  great  expense,  to  Linstead  district  court,  through  inclement  weather, 
in  pursuit  of  the  small  costs  awarded  to  me,  not  a  single  fraction  of  which  Has  been  paid  by  the 
plaintiff,  though  he  could  find  money  to  pay  for  four  actions,  and  a  solicitor  to  prosecute  them, 
and,  I  hear,  threatens  to  send  out  another  of  these  hideous  actions.  I  do  not  say,  your  excellency, 
that  this  grievous  wrong,  in  sending  this  action  all  the  way  to  Spanish  Town,  was  done  to  cut 
off  my  evidence  and  other  material  evidence  for  the  defence,  nor  do  I  say,  your  excellency,  that 
it  was  done  for  the  convenience  of  Mr.  Jackson,  the  plaintiffs  solicitor,  who,  I  understand,  lives 
in  Spanish  Town  ;  but  I  do  say,  your  excellency,  that  sending  this  action  to  Spanish  Town  im- 
periled my  life,  and  caused  me  great  unnecessary  expense  and  personal  suffering,  and  imperiled 
the  lives  of  my  witnesses,  two  especially,  who  are  lady  members  of  my  family,  and  one  of  whom 
came  home  quite  paralysed,  and  became  severely  and  dangerously  ill  in  consequence  of  having 
to  ride  fifty  miles  through  heavy  rains  and  flooded  rivers.  As  great  as  my  sufferings  have  been,, 
and  still  are,  on  account  of  these  actions,  &c,  I  would  not  have  troubled  your  excellency,  but 
for  this  fresh  act  of  aggression,  against  which  I  have  no  human  defence  but  your  excellency,  and 
for  which  defence  your  petitioner  humbly  and  fervently  prays.  w  t?  T 

Since  writing  the  above  petition  I  have  observed,  with  emotions  of  deep  gratitude  to  your  ex- 
cellency for  having  graciously  introduced  a  measure  on  this  most  vitally  important  subject  which, 
I  fervently  pray  may  prove  efficient  for  the  intended  purpose.  WT1T

Despatch  from  her  majesty's  secretary  of  state  for  the  colonies  with  respect  to  Dr. 

Beauperthuy's  treatment  of  leprosy. 
Circular. 

Downing  Street,  29 fh  December,  1870. 
Sir, 
In  the  year  1868,  the  governor  of  Trinidad  having  been  informed  that  Dr.  Beauperthuy,  a 
graduate  in  medicine  of  the  university  of  Paris,  practising  in  Venezuela,  claimed  to  have  dis- 
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3  a  cure  of  leprosy,  deputed  Dr.  Bakewell,  a  medical  officer  of  Trinidad,  to  visit  Venezuela 

for  the  purpose  of  conferring  with  Dr.  Beauperthuy,  and  investigating  his  treatment,  Dr.  Bake- 
well's  report  was  communicated  by  my  predecessor,  the  duke  of  Buckingham,  to  the  royal  college 
of  physicians,  and  the  remarks  made  upon  it  by  that  learned  body  led  to  a  further  visit  being 
made  by  Dr.  Bakewell  to  Venezuela  in  1S69.  On  the  second  occasion  Dr.  de  Brassac,  (medecin 
de  la  lere  classe  de  la  marine  imperiale)  appointed  by  the  governor  of  Guadaloupe,  was  associated 
with  Dr.  Bakewell  in  the  enquiry.  Dr.  Bakewell's  second  report  was  communicated  to  the 
college  of  physicians  by  my  predecessor,  earl  Granville.  Although  it  is  admitted  that  the  disease 
in  its  more  aggravated  forms  and  stages  will  not  yield  to  Dr.  Beauperthuy's  treatment,  and 
although  it  has  yet  to  be  proved  that  in  the  earlier  stages  of  the  disease  a  single  course  of  treat- 
ment has  effected  a  permanent  cure,  the  lapse  of  time  not  having -been  sufficient  in  any  case  to 
determine  the  permanency  of  the  result,  yet  sufficient  evidence  has  been  adduced  in  my  opinion, 
and  I  gather  in  the  opinion  of  the  college  of  physicians  also,  to  raise  the  question  whether  a 
method  has  not  been  discovered,  by  which,  if  applied  early  and  repeated  from  time  to  time  where 
necessary,  the  disease  may  be  kept  under,  if  not  eradicated. 

Dr.  Bakewell  seems  to  have  conducted  his  investigations  with  discernment  and  without  undue 
bias,  but  the  college  of  physicians,  with  whom  I  concur,  think  it  desirable  that  the  enquiry 
should  be  taken  up  by  a  member  of  the  medical  profession  whose  recognized  attainments  and 
acquaintance  with  this  special  subject  might  ensure  that  his  opinion  would  carry  weight  with 
the  whole  profession. 

I  therefore  propose  to  appoint  such  a  gentleman  to  visit  the  countries  in  which  the  remedy  has 
been  tried,  for  the  purpose  of  witnessing  it  in  operation  and  forming  an  opinion  of  its  value. 
His  remuneration  would  be  at  the  rate  of  five  guineas  a  day  with  expenses.  The  appointment 
would,  in  the  first  instance,  be  for  a  period  not  exceeding  six  months,  but,  as  the  permanence  of 
the  cure  is  one  of  the  principal  questions  to  be  solved,  it  will  be  for  after  consideration  whether 
the  same  ground  should  not  be  again  gone  over  after  a  sufficient  interval. 

Antigua      roth  part.  Her  majesty's  government  concurs  with  the  college  of  physicians  in 

Bahamas  y^-th  „  the  belief  that  the  governments  of  those  eolonies  in  which  leprosy  pre- 
vails will  recognize  the  obligation  of  affording  all  reasonable  support  to 
the  investigation  of  remedies  for  that  disease,  and  the  fairest  mode  of 
providing  for  the  expense  of  the  enquiry  now  proposed  seems  to  be  that 
it  should  be  borne  by  the  colonies  in  which  leprosy  is  of  most  frequent 
occurrence,  in  approximate  proportion  to  their  revenues. 

Taking  as  a  basis  for  calculation  the  report  on  leprosy  made  by  the 
college  of  physicians  to  the  secretary  of  state  for  the  colonies,  and  printed 
in  1867,  the  expense  might  on  this  principle  be  distributed  as  shewn  in 
the  margin,  and  I  have  to  request  that  you  will  inform  me,  by  the  earliest 
possible  opportunity,  whether  the  colony  under  your  government  will 
bear  the  proportion  of  the  expense  so  assigned  to  it.

With  reference  to  your  letter  of  the  9th  ultimo,  I  am  directed  by  the  earl  of  Kimberley  to 
acquaint  you  that  his  lordship  is  of  opinion  that  it  is  desirable  to  accept,  for  a  period  not  exceed- 
ing six  months,  the  offer  of  Dr.  Gavin  Milroy's  services  to  enquire  into  Dr.  Beauperthuy's  treat- 
ment of  leprosy,  on  the  terms  proposed  in  your  letter,  but  that  as  the  colonies  interested  in  the 
matter  would  have  to  bear  the  expense  of  the  enquiry,  his  lordship  thinks  that  the  enquiry  should 
be  postponed  for  a  few  months,  until  he  shall  have  been  assured  of  the  willingness  of  the  several 
colonies  to  bear  their  respective  shares  of  the  expense. 

I  am  desired  to  add  that  lord  Kimberley  is  informed  that  Dr.  Beauperthuy  is  about  to  enter 
upon  an  engagement  with  the  government  of  British  Guiana,  to  try  the  effects  of  his  treatment  in 
that  colony,  and  that  a  short  delay  may  facilitate  Dr.  Milroy's  meeting  with  Dr.  Beauperthuy  and 
witnessing  his  practice.

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on  the  condition  and  progress  of  the  botanic  gardens  for  1870. 

Upwards  of  two  hundred  species  and  varieties  of  plants,  new  to  the  country,  have  been  intro- 
•duced  during  the  year,  many  of  which  are  of  great  value,  perhaps  the  most  important  being  the 
Calumba-root,  a  climber,  and  recommended  for  cultivation  in  the  West  Indies.  Nearly  all  of 
these  plants  have  come  from  the  royal  gardens,  Kew.  Both  to  Dr.  Hooker,  and  to  Mr.  Smith 
the  curator  of  Kew  gardens,  the  country  owes  a  debt  of  gratitude  for  their  unceasing  interest  in 
the  welfare  of  the  botanic  garden  here  ;  in  return  for  which  I  have  only,  to  a  limited  extent 
been  able  to  send  Jamaica  plants,  owing  mainly  -to  the  prevalence  of  excessive  rains  throughout 
the  year.  Two  additional  plants  of  Mangosteen  and  two  of  ipecacuanha  have  been  introduced 
The  grafted  mangoes  are  in  a  thriving  state,  measuring  from  five  feet  high  downwards.  The 
palms  are  also  in  a  flourishing  state,  about  twelve  new  species  of  which  have  been  imported 
the  climate  and  soil  of  Castleton  being  peculiarly  adapted  to  their  growth.  At  the  request  of  his 
excellency  the  governor  all  the  indigenous  palms  will  be  collected  from  the  different  parts  of  the 
island  and  grown  in  one  compartment.  The  government  have  allowed  .£50  to  W.  M.  Anderson, 
-esquire,  agent-general  of  immigration  for  Jamaica  in  India,  for  the  transmission  of  valuable  Indian 
plants  to  Jamaica  in  the  Cooly  vessels. 

Consequent  on  the  great  impetus  given  to  the  development  of  the  botanic  garden  during  the 
past  two  years — the  introduction  of  a  great  array  of  the  choice  productions  of  other  tropical 
countries,  and  the  greatly  increased  requirements  of  the  .garden,  it  was  found  indispensable  to 
secure  the  services  of  a  European  assistant  gardener,  who  has  commenced  upon  his  duties  at 
Castleton. 

The  time  has  now  arrived  for  showing 


x     ats  in  the  garden  .to  the  b . 

the  following  operations  will  receive  early  attention,  especially  with  regard  to  re-arranging  many 
of  the  plants  according  to  their  uses,  habit,  soil,  &c.  With  a  view  to  the  attainment  of  the  same 
general  object,  the  garden  will  have  every  care  bestowed  upon  it  to  render  it  more  attractive  to 
visitors— the  walks,  edgings  and  beds  will  be  thoroughly  overhauled.  Wherever  grass  is  laid 
down  a  top  dressing  of  fine  soil  will  be  applied  to  ensure  ornament  as  well  as  the  practicability 
of  using  the  scythe  instead  of  the  cutlass.  Attention  will  also  be  directed  to  the  massing  and 
arranging  of  flowers  and  fine  foliaged  plants.  The  culture  of  pot  plants,  hitherto  hardly  at- 
tempted here,  will  become  a  prominent  feature  of  the  garden  in  future.  The  propagation  of 
useful  and  ornamental  plants  for  distribution  will  be  extensively  pursued.  A  catalogue  of  the 
plants  cultivated  is  a  disideratum,  which  I  hope  to  produce  when  the  collection  is  named  (which 
is  now  being  done  on  large  durable  tallies),  and  augmented  by  the  acquisition  of  many  of  our  indi- 
genous, useful  and  ornamental  plants.  This  will  be  of  great  convenience  to  the  island,  and  of 
great  service  for  purposes  of  exchanging  plants  with  other  countries.  Wire  archways  are  much 
wanted  on  which  to  grow  climbing  plants  at  the  junction  of  several  walks,  as  are* also  several 
substantial  garden  chairs. 

Now  that  the  garden  is  assuming  some  degree  of  efficiency,  I  would  here  desire  to  point  out 
its  prospective  sphere  of  usefulness — the  highest  mission  to  which  the  garden  can  be  assigned, 
considering  the  special  wants  of  Jamaica  ;  and  considering  the  situation  in  which  Castleton  is 
placed.  Remembering  that  the  staple  products  of  Jamaica  are  extremely  few,  and  that  private 
enterprise  in  the  development  of  new  products  can  hardly  be  said  to  be  improving,  it  therefore 
rests  upon  the  government  to  take  the  initiative  in  experimenting  and  attesting  for  public  benefit 
new  and  valuable  products.  In  this  way  the  garden  is  capable  of  rendering  great  service  to  the 
country,  as  well  as  pursuing  its  ordinary  functions,  namely,  that  of  propagating  and  distributing 
valuable,  new,  and  ornamental  plants.  Purely  botanical  purposes— or  collections  comprising  a 
multiplicity  of  species  systematically  arranged,  irrespective  of  intrinsic  value,  or  the  beauty  of 
the  plants,  should  not,  at  least  at  present,  form  the  chief  feature  in  conducting  the  botanical  insti- 
tution, as,  owing  to  the  situation  of  the  garden,  selection,  including  utility  and  beauty,  is  better 
calculated  to  meet  the  wants  and  gratify  the  tastes  of  the  community. 

A  large  number  of  plants  are  being  prepared  for  the  parade  in  Kingston.  The  chief  object  to 
be  kept  in  view  in  planting  the  square  will  be  to  afford  shade.  But  besides  shade  I  propose,  in 
laying  out  the  square,  to  allot  a  part  for  .a  flower-garden,  and  shrubbery  for  display.  For  this  pur- 
pose a  stock  of  suitable  plants  can  always  be  kept  in  readiness  at  Castleton.  It  would  be  a  great 
boon  to  the  city  if  a  sufficient  supply  of  water  could  be  secured  for  watering  with  a  perforated 
hose  the  whole  surface,  which  is  to  be  laid  down  chiefly  in  grass,  in  order  to  preserve  its  ver- 
dure. A  necessary  condition  of  the  establishment  of  the  square,  as  indicated,  will  be  to  maintain 
■strict  rules  and  regulations — such  as  closing  the  gates  at  a  given  hour  every  evening,  and  prohi- 
biting the  admission  of  all  not  decently  attired.     Owing  to  the  sterility  of  the  soil  of  which  the 
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;d — my  estimated  quantity  of  soil  and  manure  required  amounts  to  some  fourteen 
thousand  cart  loads — a  couple  of  years,  perhaps,  must  elapse  before  the  whole  place  is  trans- 
formed. I  may  here  remark  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  in  a  city  like  Kingston  there  does  not  exist 
a  single  place  of  public  resort.  The  parade,  square  is  not  to  be  considered  as  answering  the 
purposes  of  a  park  for  general  recreation  and  amusement.  Adequately  to  meet  the  wants  of 
Kingston  in  this  respect,  at  least  one  hundred  acres  should  be  allotted  in  proximity  to  the  city  ; 
and  for  that  purpose  I  consider  the  race  course  beautifully  situated.  The  importance  of  a  well 
laid  out  park  to  Kingston  cannot  be  over-estimated.  Apart  from  its  moral  and  sanitary  benefit 
to  the  community  as  a  place  of  public  resort,  it  would  ameliorate  and  embellish  the  desolate 
environs  of  the  town. 

pINES — I  have  great  pleasure  in  directing  attention  to  the  importation  during  the  year  of  five 
variety  of  pines — several  plants  of  each,  namely,  Enville,  Prickly,  Cayanne,  Providence,  Char- 
lotte Kothschild,  Smooth  Cayanne.  I  am  strongly  of  opinion  that  there  is  a  great  field  of  wealth 
open  to  the  future  of  Jamaica  in  the  culture  of,  and  commerce  in  fruits,  and  no  mean  recommen- 
dation in  the  carrying  out  of  this  pursuit  is  the  facility  with  which  they  are  gathered  for  market. 
High  amongst  tropical  fruits  must  be  classed  the  pine.  On  this  subject  I  take  the  liberty  of 
inserting  the  following  extract  from  the  leading  English  horticultural  periodical :  "  The  importa- 
tion of  foreign  pine-apples,  especially  from  the  West  Indies,  has  long  been  a  matter  of  public 
notoriety.  Recently,  Africa  and  South  America  have  added  to  our  stores  of  this  fruit,  the  pines 
from  Brazil  being  generally  of  large  size,  three  to  five  pounds  weight,  well  matured  and  brought 
over  in  good  condition,  some  which  we  have  tasted  within  the  last  few  weeks  being  really 
excellent  in  every  respect.  More  recently,  a  new  candidate,  the  Azores,  has  put  in  a  claim 
to  our  custom,  and  certainly  with  a  prospect  of  deserving  it,  inasmuch  as  the  fruit  is  not  only 
large  and  of  excellent  quality,  but  is  conveyed  in  a  fresh  and  perfect  state.  The  first  batch  which 
was  brought  into  Liverpool  in  January,  conveyed  in  the  pots  in  which  the  plants  had  been 
o-rown,  was  so  fine,  that  the  lot,  upwards  of  fifty,  was  sold  wholesale  to  one  purchaser,  at  30s. 
each.  Since  then  some  smaller  lots  have  been  sent  to  Liverpool,  and  two  or  three  parcels  to 
Hull,  the  last  consignment  realising,  according  to  size,  from  12s.  to  25s  each.  We  can  have  no 
better  criterion  of  the  quality  of  the  fruit  than  the  price  realised,  a  price  which  argues  that  fruit 
which  can  be  steamed  over  in  from  fifteen  to  twenty-one  days  from  port  to  port,  must,  especially 
in  the  winter  season,  enter  into  formidable  competition  with  our  home  grown  produce." 

Oranges. — The  oranges  of  certain  parts  of  Jamaica,  although  hardly  cultivated,  are  of  very 
superior  quality,  and  might,  like  the  pine,  be  cultivated  for  exportation  with  great  profit.  I  am 
glad  to  report  the  introduction  lately  of  the  following  renowned  varieties :  Navel,  Saint  Michael's 
Tangerin  and  Mandarin. 

Sisal  Hemp,  or  Mexican  Fibre — Early  in  the  year  I  had  prepared  at  Castleton  a  sample  of 
this  fibre,  which  was  kindly  forwarded  to  a  London  broker  by  A.  Miles,  esquire,  a  gentleman 
who  devotes  much  attention  to  the  establishment  of  new  products.  The  following  is  the 
broker's  very  encouraging  report : — "  The  sample  of  Sisal  Hemp  received  from  you  is  of  very 
good  quality  and  color,  being  much  finer  and  longer  than  the  Sisal  Hemp  imported  here  from 
Mexico.  Hemp  equal  to  your  sample,  would  be  worth  to-day  about  .£60  per  ton,  (£10  to  ^£12 
above  the  ordinary  price)  but  the  market  is  at  present  very  dull  for  all  kinds  of  roping  fibres." 
Two  acres  of  this  plant  were  planted  at  Castleton  during  the  year,  at  nine  feet  apart,  and  a  few 
more  acres  are  now  being  prepared  for  its  extension.  Last  year  my  estimate  of  the' yield  per 
acre  was  one  ton  at  the  end  of  five  years.  After  being  cut  down  it  shoots  up  rapidly  again.  It 
thrives  best  in  arid  stoney  soils.  Lately  a  machine  has  been  in  operation  in  Mexico,  clearing  one 
cwt.  a  day.     "  The  services  of  only  two  men  and  two  boys  being  necessary  to  work  it." 

Caoutchouc— Certain  botanical  authorities  in  England  have  recently  been  advocating  the 
utility  of  acclimatising  in  the  tropical  colonies  the  different  species  of  plants  yielding  this  very 
important  commercial  substance.  "  The  price  of  some  kinds  of  India-rubber  has  nearly  doubled 
since  1861  ;  and  since  the  trees  grow  with  rapidity  the  tapping  of  them  for  milk  could,  under 
regular  treatment,  be  resorted  to  every  two  or  three  years,  without  destroying  their  vitality.  In- 
deed a  plantation  once  established  would  last  for  years,  and  require  but  little  care."  In  Ja- 
maica milk-yielding  trees  abound.  I  therefore  have  to  submit,  taking  the  hint  from  the  above 
authorities,  that  attention  will  be  devoted  to  this  subject. 

China  Grass, — -During  the  year  one  hundred  thousand  plants  (root-divisions)  of  China  grass 
were  advertized  for  sale  at  10s.  per  thousand.  Applications  have  been  made  for  about  thirty 
thousand,  but  gentlemen  desirous  of  embarking  in  this  culture  hesitate  until  the  government  shall 
have  practically  exemplified  the  preparation  of  the  fibre  for  the  market,  by  means  of  a  machine 
which  the  government  contemplate  importing,  so  soon  as  the  Indian  government  have  awarded 
their  prizes  for  China  grass  machines. 

Sugar  Canes. — At  the  request  of  several  sugar  planters  I  have  taken  steps  to  import  consign-  ' 
ments  of  some  choice  varieties  of  the  sugar  cane,  which  yield  a  larger  percentage  of  sugar  than 
2  T 
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those  cultivated  here.  I  am  also  instituting  experiments  at  a  height  of  five  thousand  and  six 
thousand  feet,  with  several  of  our  common  kinds,  in  order  to  coax  them  to  yield  seed,  from  which 
new  and  superior  varieties,  by  selection,  could  be  raised.  In  this  country  little  or  no  improve- 
ment has  ever  been  effected  in  improving  the  sugar  yielding  properties  of  the  cane,  whereas  the 
sugar-beet  in  Europe — where  its  cultivation  has  extended  with  great  strides — increased  in  a  few- 
years  from  three  or  four  per  cent,  to  an  average  of  ten  or  twelve  per  cent,  of  pure  white  sugar. 

Victoria  Tank,  &c. — The  first  artistic  improvements  at  the  botanic  garden,  for  which  we  are 
indebted  to  his  excellency  the  governor  on  the  occasion  of  his  last  visit  to  the  ga.rden,  are  now  in 
progress,  a  magnificent  tank,  in  which  to  grow  the  celebrated  Victoria  Regia,  the  great  Amazo- 
nian water  lily,  large  enough  to  contain  three  plants  ;  and  a  rustic  fern  house,  chiefly  for  the  cul- 
tivation of  indigenous  filmy  ferns.  This  structure  will  be  composed  of  thatch,  surrounded  with 
shutters  of  the  same  material,  fitted  so  as  to  open  and  close  to  regulate  light  and  moisture.  Be- 
tween the  tank  and  the  fern  house  a  rockwork  will  be  erected,  at  which  a  small  cascade  will 
fall. 

CINCHONA  PLANTATIONS. 

The  progress  of  the  forty  acres  of  cinchonas  planted  near  the  end  of  the  year  186S  continues 
highly  satisfactory.  The  tallest  plans  of  C.  officinalis  is  eleven  feet,  of  C.  succirubra,  nine  feet,  and 
of  the  other  species  eight  to  nine  feet.  The  circumference  of  the  stems  near  the  ground  of  all 
the  species,  except  C.  officinalis,  which  is  of  more  slender  habit,  is  from  ten  to  twelve  inches 
(double  of  what  they  were  twelve  months  ago).  I  speak  here  of  the  finest  specimens  in  the 
plantations,  but  all  the  others  have  made  proportionate  progress.  The  diameter  of  the  branches, 
from  side  to  side,  in  some  of  the  best  plants  is  over  six  feet.  In  my  report  for  1869  I  observed 
that  these  plants  had  withstood  the  severe  drought,  which  lasted  nearly  five  months,  in  the  most 
satisfactory  manner.  I  have  now  to  announce  that  the  opposite  extreme  of  wet  weather  has  pre- 
vailed in  the  past  year.  From  the  beginning  of  August  till  the  end  of  the  year  it  rained  on  an 
average  four  days  a  week.  I  regret  that  I  was  not  in  a  position  to  keep  a  record  of  the  rain-fall, 
together  with  other  meteorological  observations  of  the  past  seasons,  owing  to  my  only  occupying 
the  plantation  new  house  near  the  end  of  September.  By  way  however  of  indicating  the  exce£ 
sive  rain-fall  experienced  in  these  months,  I  would  remark  that  the  extraordinary  fall  of  twenty- 
four  inches  occurred  in  thirty  consecutive  hours  on  the  17th  and  18th  November.  I  have  good 
reason  to  believe  from  this  and  other  isolated  measurements  that  during  the  five  months  above 
referred  to  the  rain-fall  must  have  considerably  exceeded  one  hundred  and  fifty  inches.  Fre- 
quently recurring  with  the  rain-fall  violent  winds  prevailed,  which,  in  these  higher  altitudes, 
almost  approach  to  a  hurricane,  but  from  which  the  plants  have  sustained  very  little  injury.  The 
incessant  rains  however  have  caused  several  ugly  land-slips,  sometimes  forming  gullies  to  a  depth 
of  about  twelve  feet,  cutting  across  roads,  and  thereby  necessitating  the  alteration  of  their  course 
to  the  extent  of  nearly  a  mile.  The  total  damage  done  to  the  plantations  in  this  way,  andby  the  conse- 
quent rolling  of  huge  stones  and  roots  down  the  steep  mountain  slopes  has  resulted  in  the  loss  of 
about  five  hundred  to  six  hnndred  fine  trees.  When  however  it  is  borne  in  mind  that  this  has 
been  an  exceptionally  rainy  year,  and  that  the  land  is  steep  in  some  places,  and  newly  under  cul- 
tivation from  a  state  of  nature — the  surface  denuded,  the  forest  roots  decaying,  and  the  soil 
loosened,  the  powerful  action  of  tropical  rains  may  be  easily  conceived,  and  the  extent  of  injury 
must  be  considered  as,  under  these  circumstances,  trivial.  The  plants  have  thus  passed  satisfacto- 
rily the  ordeal  of  two  years,  exhibiting  the  most  marked  extremes  of  seasons  to  which  tropical 
countries  are  liable. 

The  forty  acres  of  forest  land  alluded  to  in  my  report  for  1869  as  having  then  been  prepared 
for  the  extension  of  the  plantations,  planted  out,  except  ten  acres  in  December,  1869,  in  the 
months  of  February,  March  and  April.  The  plants  were  placed  six  and  seven  feet  apart,  which 
gives  approximately  one  thousand  plants  per  acre — forty  thousand  plants.  The  average  height 
of  these  plants  is  now  two  or  three  feet,  in  a  healthy  and  promising  condition.  The  principle  of 
planting  six  or  seven  feet  apart — the  previous  year's  planting  being  ten  feet  apart — has  occur- 
red to  me  from  a  similar  system  of  close  planting  recently  adopted  in  the  cinchona  plantations  of 
India — there  indeed  planted  four  and  five  feet  apart.  The  prospective  result  of  this  close  plant- 
ing is  the  securing  of  rapid  returns — a  few  years  sufficing  to  cover  the  intervening  spaces.  Each 
alternate  tree  is  then  cut  down  and  the  bark  sent  to  market.  The  operation  of  cutting  down 
creates  room  for  the  spread  of  the  surviving  trees,  which  in  a  few  more  years  again  approach  and 
impede  each  other,  and  in  like  manner  have  to  be  thinned  as  before.  This  extremely  thick  plant- 
ing of  trees  is  objectionable,  inasmuch  as  the  trees  possess  a  spreading  habit.  For  example  these 
planted  at  five  feet  or  at  seven  feet  apart  occupy  the  interspaces  in  three  or  four  years.  At  this 
stage  of  growth  the  plant  would  hardly,  I  conceive,  be  worth  stripping,  as  the  yield  per  plant 
probably  could  not  exceed  one  pound  of  dried  bark  (value  say  2s.)  Whereas  trees  six  or  seven 
years  old,  under  favorable  circumstances,  must  each  yield  five  or  six  pounds  of  dry  bark.  On  the 
other  hand  however  this  system  of  thick  planting  has  its  advantages.    The  close  planting  costs

but  little  additional,  and  the  plants  are  readily  propagated.  When  found  too  close  they  are  easily 
cut  down  to  allow  for  the  expansion  of  the  remaining  trees.  When  thus  planted  close  they  keep 
down  the  weeds,  and  hence  their  cultural  expenses  are  lessened. 

The  entire  area  of  ground  planted  with  cinchonas  is  nearly  ninety  acres.  The  severe  rainy 
weather  of  the  past  year  prevented  the  enlargement  of  this  area  by  at  least  twenty  acres,  for 
which  plants  were  in  readiness.  Including  these  twenty  acres,  about  eighty  acres  of  the  forest 
were  felled  and  partly  cleared  for  the  extension  of  the  plantations.  This  land  will  be  completely 
prepared  for  the  reception  of  the  plants  in  a  few  months. 

In  May  I  hope  to  have  forty  acres  planted — about  one  thousand  plants  per  acre,  with  C.  suc- 
ciruba,  and  near  the  end  of  the  year  the  other  forty  acres,  together  with  fifty  additional  acres 
proposed  to  be  cleared,  planted  with  C.  calisaya — the  two  most  precious  species.  The  number 
of  plants  permanently  planted  out  is  sixty  thousand,  the  number  of  seedlings  in  pots  forty  thou- 
sand, and  of  seedlings  in  nursery  beds  ten  thousand — total  one  hundred  and  ten  thousand.  I  had 
intended  that  the  plants  required  for  the  extension  of  the  plantations,  to  the  extent  of  one  hun- 
dred and  thirty  acres  above  alluded  to  as  under  preparation  for  being  planted  out  in  the  year 
1871,  would  be  propagated  chiefly  from  cuttings.  But  most  fortunately  two  fine  trees,  at  Cold 
Spring,  of  C.  succirubra — one  of  which  is  a  magnificent  tree  nine  years  old,  and  thirty  feet  high 
—yielded  seeds  for  the  first  time  in  Jamaica,  from  which,  through  the  generosity  of  John  McLean, 
esquire,  I  procured  in  the  beginning  of  September  nearly  fifty  thousand  excellent  seeds  ;  the  re- 
sult now  being  forty  thousand  healthy  seedlings.  Better  plants  are  produced  by  seeds  than 
from  cuttings.  It  is  also  gratifying  to  state  that  several  young  trees  in  the  government  planta- 
tions have  a  good  crop  of  seeds  ripening,  and  others  are  coming  into  flower.  The  number  of 
seeds  likely  to  be  obtained  from  these  young  trees  in  a  few  months  can  hardly  be  under  one  hun- 
dred thousand.  Thus  the  fifty  thousand  seedlings  in  course  of  treatment,  and  those  now  ripening 
on  the  trees,  will  suffice  to  plant  all  the  land  proposed  to  be  prepared  to  the  end  of  1871— 
making  a  total  of  two  hundred  and  twenty  acres,  containing  about  two  hundred  thousand  plants. 

I  expect  shortly  to  have  the  honor  of  submitting  samples  of  cinchona  bark,  of  the  different 
kinds,  to  the  island  chemist  for  analyses,  in  order  to  ascertain  the  percentage  of  alkaloids.  This 
operation  is  more  accurately  performed  when  the  bark  is  in  a  fresh  state.  It  has  been  recently 
discovered  that  the  .effects  of  the  sun's  rays  falling  on  the  bark  while  in  a  green  state  is  prejudi- 
cial to  the  alkaloids. 

Trees  for  sheltering  Cinchonas.— About  two  thousand  plants  have  been  raised  from  seeds 
of  some  twelve  species  of  rapid  growing  trees,  amongst  them  several  species  of  the  celebrated 
gum  trees  from  Australia ;  for  the  purpose  of  planting  in  belts  across  exposed  valleys  and  ridges 
to  afford  shelter  to  the  cinchonas.  Several  species  of  these  trees  grow  some  eight  or  ten  feet  a- 
year,  and  will  thus  be  of  great  value  for  the  purpose  intended.  These  trees,  for  celerity  of  growth, 
surpass  those  of  any  ether  country,  and  as  they  are  found  to  thrive  on  the  mountain  districts  of 
India,  and  at  the  same  time  are  of  considerable  commercial  importance,  I  propose  to  introduce 
many  thousands  more  of  them.  While  on  this  subject  I  may  remark  that  these  trees,  extensively 
planted  on  our  denuded  hills,  are  probably  destined  to  play  an  important  part  in  the  prevention 
or  mitigation  of  droughts. 

Temperate  Plants.— The  height  above  the  sea  of  the  new  residence  at  the  cinchona  planta- 
tions is  nearly  five  thousand  feet,  the  most  elevated  house  in  the  island,  around  which  there  is  a 
considerable  area  of  easy  land.  This  aftords  an  excellent  opportunity  for  the  culture  of  useful 
and  ornamental  plants  from  temperate  regions,  and  thereby  an  important  adjunct  is  obtained  to 
the  botanic  garden.  I  have  accordingly  established  six  varieties  each  of  the  following  European 
fruit  trees  :  apples,  pears,  peaches,  nectarines,  plums  and  cherries,  nearly  all  of  which  .are  likely 
to  thrive  here.  Collections  of  rhododendrons,  azaleas,  camellias,  dahlias,  liliums,  gladioli,  &c,  have 
also  been  imported.  In  a  few  months  I  hope  to  have  a  large  plot  of  the  jalap  plant,  which  is  a 
perfect  success  here.  The  great  Abyssinian  banana  has  leaves  fourteen  feet  long  and  a  stem  three 
feet  in  diameter.  At  the  request  of  the  honorable  Dr.  Bowerbank  I  have  imported  by  seeds  for 
cultivation  a  few  thousand  plants  of  digitalis,  and  of  broom  (cytisus  scoparius)  for  medicinal  pur- 
poses ;  the  properties  of  these  plants  being  more  efficacious  when  obtained  in  afresh  state  than 

W  Assam  Tea— The  eight  hundred  plants  of  tea  planted  out  in  August,  1869,  at  the  einchona 
plantation  are  in  a  vigorous  state  of  health,  indeed  they  are  quite  equal  in  this  respect  to  the 
finest  coffee  plants  of  the  same  age  I  have  witnessed  anywhere.  A  few  pounds  of  tea  leaves  will 
be  picked  and  manipulated  during  1871.  , 

Satisfactory  accounts  have  been  received  of  the  success  attending  the  growth  of  cinchonas,  both 
at  Mount  Moses,  in  Saint  Andrew,  where  some  two  thousand  plants  have  been  planted,  and  in 
Manchester.  With  respect  to  Manchester,  I  have  pleasure  in  inserting  the  following  extracts 
from  a  letter  to  the  honorable  Mr.  Rampini,  from  the  reverend  F.  Swaby  ;  both  gentlemen  having 
taken  great  interest  in  experimenting  with  cinchonas  in  that  parish.     The  plants  here  spoken  of 
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are  about  sixteen  months  planted  :  "I  am  happy  to  inform  you  that  the  plants  are  thriving 
exceedingly  well.  I  took  the  measurement  of  the  tallest  of  these  lately,  and  found  one  to  be 
nearly  five  feet  high.  Their  general  appearance  is  healthy  and  thriving.  Those  more  exposed 
to  the  sun— their  leaves  are  of  a  yellowish  hue—the  leaves  broader  and  the  plant  stouter  than 
those  under  shade.  As  it  was  an  experiment  I  made  to  see  whether  they  would  grow  in  this 
region,  I  left  some  trees  standing  to  screen  them  from  the  burning  rays  of  the  sun  ;  but  I  find 
those  planted  under  the  shade,  though  thriving  as  well  as  the  others,  looking  as  healthy  and 
flourishing,  are  yet  more  delicate,  and  not  so  stout  as  the  others  which  are  more  exposed  to  the 


Before  closing  this  report  I  take  the  liberty  of  expressing  the  satisfaction  I  feel  at  the  com- 
parative^ realisation  of  the  anticipations  I  entertained  in  my  last  report  with  regard  to  the  success- 
ful cultivation  of  the  most  recently  introduced  foreign  plants,  and  especially  of  the  cinchona 
"While  regretting  that  there  has  been  no  very  striking  manifestation  of  an  increased  desire  on  the 
part  of  planters  and  settlers  to  follow  the  example  set  them  by  government  of  undertaking  the 
cultivation  of  new  and  valuable  products,  I  am  confident  that  the  ultimate  result  of  government 
energy  in  this  respect  will  induce  many  to  turn  their  attention  to  what  shall  have  eventually 
been  proved  remunerative  works  of  enterprise.  I  am  pleased  to  state  that  the  government  un- 
dertaking has  attracted  the  notice  of  the  United  States  government,  and  we  are  at  present  in 
communication  with  the  agricultural  commissioner  of  that  country,  who  promises,  in  exchange 
for  cinchonas  and  other  Jamaica  plants,  to  supply  this  country  with  any  American  products  that 
we  may  require.  It  is  but  little  more  than  two  years  since  the  establishment  of  cinchona  plan- 
tations in  Jamaica.  Small  beginnings  are  often  the  precursors  of  great  results,  and  it  is  my  san- 
guine hope  that  when  the  lesson  of  patient  labour,  and  unprejudiced  appreciation  of  real  benefit 
to  the  country  has  done  its  salutary  work  among  the  people,  hundreds  will  be  willing  to  combine 
in  extending  the  scope,  and  sharing  the  advantages  of  industrial  schemes  whose  value  has  been 
tested  by  their  success,  and  which  cannot  but  conduce  to  the  public  weal.

SIR  JOHN  GRANT  TO  EARL  OF  KIMBERLEY.

King's  House,  8th  February,  1871. 
My  Lord, 
Governor  to  s.  of  s.         The  subject  of  the  correspondence  noted  in  the  margin,  which  has  passed 
s.0of4s.°to3Golverao8r!0*  between  your  lordship's  department  and  myself,  relating  to  the  water  supply  of 
No.  280  of  9  April,  '    Kingston,  has  received  the  careful  consideration  of  this  government. 
1870.  2.  I  have  now  the  honor  to  inform  your  lordship  that  an  offer  has  been  made 

to  the  directors  of  the  Kingston  and  Liguanea  water  works  company,  to  purchase,  on  behalf  of 
the  government,  all  the  plant,  etc.,  belonging  to  the  company,  at  a  price  which,  after  due 
deliberation,  was  considered  fair  and  equitable  to  both  parties  concerned  in  the  transaction,  and 
the  company  have  accepted  the  offer,  and  have  consented  to  surrender  their  charter  to  the 
government. 

3.  The  history  of  the  company  having  been  set  forth  in  my  despatch,  No.  49,  of  the  3rd  March, 
1870,  it  is  needless  for  me  here  to  recapitulate  it.  The  reasons  which  induced  me,  after  con- 
sulting the  colonial  secretary,  the  attorney -general,  the  director  of  roads,  and  the  auditor-general, 
to  offer   the  company  the  terms  which  the  directors  have  approved,  and  the    shareholders 
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at  a  large  general  meeting  have  unanimously  accepted,  for  the  purchase  of  the  company's 
•Gorernor's  Minute,  rights,  property,  and  interests,  will  be  seen  on  perusal  of  a  minute  recorded 
12th December,  1870.  by  me  under  date  the  12th  of  December,  1870,  whereof  a  copy  is  herewith 
Col.  Mann  to  Col.  See.  encjose ^  together  with  copies  of  correspondence  with  colonel  Mann,  and  the 
Mr.  Eashworth  to  Mr.  directors  of  the  company,  bearing  upon  the  negotiation.  Instead  of  here  re- 
Colthirst- peating  its  substance,  I  beg  leave  respectfully  to  refer  your  lordship  to  the 

Eesolution  of  Directors.minute. 

4.  This  arrangement  has  met  with  the  general  approval  of  the  inhabitants  of  Kingston. 

5.  A  bill  is  now  in  preparation  for  carrying  out  the  scheme,  as  proposed  by  me  and  accepted 
by  the  shareholders.  I  should  be  glad  to  receive  your  lordship's  approval  of  the  principle  of  a 
measure  based  on  these  terms,  as  early  as  may  be  convenient ;  for  as  the  agreement  now  stands 
the  works,  &c,  of  the  company  are  to  be  deemed  the  property  of  the  government  from  the  ]  st  of 
January,  3  871 ;  and  the  sooner  the  agreement  is  definitely  concluded,  the  better  for  all  parties 
concerned.  I  will  not  give  the  governor's  assent  to  any  bill  in  this  matter,  until  I  shall  have 
received  your  lordship's  reply  to  this  communication. 

6.  The  debentures  to  be  issued  in  payment  for  the  company's  rights,  must  have  the  guarantee 
of  the  colony ;  and  in.  security  for  such  guarantee  the  colonial  government  will  hold,  whilst  any 
debt  remains  unpaid,  the  titles,  and  the  plant,  present  and  prospective.  When  all  the  debt  is 
paid,  these  will  be  transferred  to  the  municipality  of  Kingston.  In  the  present  case,  the  further 
loans  that  will  be  required,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  down  the  additional  plant  necessary  to  give 
the  town  ah  adequate  supply  of  water*  cannot  prudently  be  raised  by  a  body  of  special  commis- 
sioners on  the  security  of  the  works  and  profits  (as  was  done  in  the  case  of  the  Kingston  market,) 
because  it  cannot  now  be  known  how  much  money  it  may  become  an  object  to  raise  at  some 
future  time  for  still  further  improving  the  works,  and  possibly  for  obtaining  a  right  to  an  addi- 
tional source  of  water  supply  ;  and  if  the  first  debentures  were  secured  on  the  works  and  profits, 
no  further  amount  could  be  raised  at  a  future  time,  except  by  way  of  a  second  mortgage,  on  which 
security  it  might  not  be  practicable  to  raise  money  at  a  moderate  rate  of  interest. 

7.  By  making  the  colonial  guarantee  the  security  of  the  debenture  holders,  the  risk  of  pros- 
pective difficulty  of  this  sort  is  wholly  avoided  ;  and  by  taking  over  the  property  and  profits  by 
way  of  pledge,  the  security  of  the  colony  is  complete.  Thus  the  loan  for  the  Kingston  water 
works  will  not  be,  or  appear  to  be  a  colonial  loan  ;  the  colonial  revenue  will  run  no  risk  ;  and 
the  terms  obtainable  from  lenders  will  be  as  good  as  if  it  were,  nominally,  a  colonial  Joan,

MINUTE. 

KINGSTON  WATER  WORKS  COMPANY. 
I  have  had  an  interview  with  an  influential  director  of  this  company,  from  which  I  am  induced 
to  believe  that  an  amicable  arrangement  is  practicable  for  the  transfer  to  the  government  of  all 
the  works,  lands,  water  rights,  and  other  rights  of  all  sorts  of  this  company,  upon  terms  reason- 
able and  fair  to  all  parties.  If  this  can  be  done,  the  town  of  Kingston,  which  has  now  none  of 
the  security  which  an  adequate  water  supply  gives  against  fire,  (a  calamitv  to  which  its  past  his- 
-tory  shews  it  to  be  very  liable,)  and  which  has  no  public  supply  at  all,  for  rich  and  poor  alike, 
such  as  every  tropical  town  should  have,  will  derive  a  most  important  benefit,  whilst  the  colony 
will  suffer  no  loss  or  risk. 
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I  was  informed  that  the  directors  have  come  to  the  resolution  that  they  will  recommend  to  the 
shareholders  to  sell  their  property  and  surrender  their  charter  to  government,  at  a  price  of  .£80: 
a  share,  which  amounts  to  .£51,200. 

I  have  since  examined  the  data  on  which  to  found  a  valuation  of  the  company's  rights  ;  and  not 
remembering  what  compensation  colonel  Mann  had  recommended  to  be  offered  to  the  company,, 
or  by  what  process  he  had  been  guided  in  his  calculation,  I  brought  out  a  result  as  the  value  of 
their  rights,  which,  strangely  enough,  when  colonel  Mann  brought  me  back  the  papers  for  the 
purpose  of  discussing  the  question,  we  found  came  within  £284  of  the- amount  which  he,,  calcu- 
lating by  a  different  process,  had  recommended  to  be  offered  to  them. 

The  following  are  the  data  t  The  capital  of  the  company  all  paid  up,  is  £32,000,  held  in  six 
hundred  and  forty  shares  of  £50  each.'  This  amount  they  have  spent  upon  their  property  and 
works,  on  which  they  have  also  speut  the  further  sum  of  £15:,066,  in  all  .£47,066  ;  the  difference- 
having  been  borrowed  upon  debentures  which  have  now  been  paid  off,  out  of  profits.  This  dif- 
ference they  have  written  off  in  their  books  to  "  deterioration,"  and  their  stock  now  stands 
credited  in  their  books  at  £32,000,  being  a  sum  equal  to.  their  original  capital. 

The  works  have  supplied  water  for  twenty- two  years,  that  is  to  say  since  1849;  and  they  have 
done  so  and  are  continuing  to  do  so  pretty  regularly,  though  not  amply.  From  the  present  time, 
having  just  paid  off  their  debt,  they  intend  during  the  remaining  term  of  their  monopoly,  nine 
years  (expiring  on  the  31st  of  December,  1879)  to  set  aside  .£1,200  a-year  for  maintenance  of 
plant.  This  they  will  certainly  be  able  to  do,  besides  paying  all  current  expenses,  and  a  dividend 
of  twelve  per  cent.  Their  last  dividend  was  eleven  per  cent.,  paid  whilst  a  small  debenture  was 
still  unredeemed.  As  during  the  term  of  their  monopoly  their  receipts  may  slightly  increase, 
and  can  hardly  diminish,  (unless  some  terrible  calamity  were  to  happen  to  the  town)  a  less 
favorable  estimate  than  this  cannot  be  made. 

The  directors  are  of  opinion,  and  colonel  Mann  is  of  the  same  opinion,  that  £1,200  a-year  is 
an  ample  allowance  for  maintenance  ;  and  that  with  such  a  fund  the  works  will  be  as  valuable  at 
the  end  of  the  term  as  they  are  now.  Colonel  Mann  states  that  "  £\  ,200  a-year  for  ever  is  the 
sum  which  would  suffice  to  maintain  for  ever  the  works  of  the  company  on  their  present  scale." 

The  company  were  so  fortunate  as  to  obtain  a  very  favorable-  law,  an  unduly  favorable  law  it 
is  generally  thought.  After  the  expiry  of  their  term  of  monopoly  their  corporation  survives, 
with  every  one  of  their  rights,  as  a  water  company  without  exception,  except  the  right  to 
monopolise  the  supply  of  the  town  of  Kingston  with  water-  for  all  purposes,  other  than  the  ex- 
tinction of  fires.  For  this  particular  purpose  they  have  no  monopoly  of  supply  now;  and  for 
this  purpose  they  have  now  no  means  of  supplying  water,  and  their  existing  plant  cannot  afford 
them  the  means.  A  part  of  their  property  is  four-ninths  of  the  water  of  the  Hope  river,  the 
only  source  of  supply  at  present,  whereof  the  remaining  five-ninths  belong  to  three  private 
owners  of  estates,  on  which  the  river  water  is  used  for  irrigation. 

The  only  other  source  of  an  adequate  water  supply  for  Kingston  is  the  Agualta  river,  at  a  dis- 
tance, I  suppose,  of  fifteen  miles  or  more,  by  means  of  a  tunnel ;  for  that  river  is  on  the  opposite 
water  shed  of  the  island.  If  procured,  it  might  be  brought  into  Kingston,  as  the  law  now 
stands,  by  pipes  running  alongside  of  the  company's  pipes ;  and  if  so  broaght  in  it  might  be 
employed,  as  the  law  stands,  during  the  next  nine  years  in  extinguishing  any  fires  that  might 
happen,  but  not  otherwise ;  and  after  this  time  it  might  be  sold  for  consumption  in  the  town  on 
a  system  of  equal  competition  with  the  water  company,  or  it  might  be  given  away.  But  no  com- 
pulsory water  rate  for  the  use  of  this  new  water  could  be  imposed  fairly  either  now  or  hereafter 
in  re-payment  of  the  enormous  expense  of  such  a  process,  except  for  the  water  required  for  a  fire 
supply,  or  some  such  purpose.  Of  course  no  rate  that  could  possibly  be  imposed  upon  the  town, 
for  this  one  purpose,  would  pay  any  material  part  of  the  interest  upon  the  necessary  outlay  ;  and 
after  the  expiry  of  the  term  of  monopoly  a  competitive  system  would  not  promise  profit  to  any 
party.  In  short,  so  completely  has  the  legislature  played  into  the  hands  of  the  water  company, 
that  Kingston  has  nothing  approaching  to  a  sufficient  water  supply  now,  and  never  can  obtain  a 
sufficient  water  supply  even  after  the  expiry  of  the  company's  term  of  monopoly,  as  the  law 
stands. 

Such  a  law  cannot  stand.     But  it  can  only  be  altered  upon  equitable  principles. 

It  would  be  equitable  to  insist  upon  the  company  doing  what  is  required  to  supply  the  defi- 
ciency of  water,  upon  remunerative  terms.  But  the  expense  to  the  town  of  such  an  arrangement 
would  be  intolerable.  And  perhaps  the  wisdom  of  entrusting  so  grave  a  matter  to  private  hands 
might  be  open  to  question.  And  at  the  best  no  private  company  would  supply  that  apparent 
overabundance  of  water,  for  roads  and  gardens  as  well  as  ever-flowing  fountains,  without  which  a 
tropical  town  is  not  well  supplied. 

The  annual  payment,  over  and  above  their  present  receipts  for  water  from  overy  house  that 
takes  water  for  consumption,  for  which  the  company  are  willing  to  go  to  the  expense  of  the  new 
works  that  would  be  requisite  in  order  to  give  a  supply  for  occasional  fires,  is  £4000.  But  for 
such  a  purpose  only  it  would  be  impossible  to  impose  such  a  charge  upon  the  town,  besides  the 
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sufficiently  high  rate  the  inhabitants  now  pay  voluntarily  for  water  for  domestic  use.  Nor  can 
I  say  that  the  demand  is  unreasonable  on  the  part  of  the  company  for  it  seems  no  excessive 
return  for  their  new  outlay. 

This  being  the  position,  the  importance  to  the  town  of  Kingston  of  an  amieable  arrangement 
with  the  company  is  manifest. 

In  making  my  calculation  I  assumed  the  company's  own  valuation  of  their  property,  including 
the  ,£1200  a-year  available  for  maintenance  of  plant,  viz:  £32,000  to  be  fair.  It  cannot  be 
taken  as  worth  less  to  the  company  now  ;  and  with  the  maintenance  fund  will  be  worth  as  much 
to  them  at  the  end  of  their  term  of  monopoly.  Assuming  five  per  cent.,  at  which  rate  of  interest 
the  colony  now  borrows  (having  until  now  borrowed  at  six  per  cent)  to  be  the  fair  rate  of  colo- 
nial debentures  wherewith,  as  with  cash  this  or  any  other  private  property  is  readily  purchasable 
by  the  colony,  the  shareholders  have  a  property  in  an  excess  of  seven  per  cent,  per  annum,  for 
nine  years  to  come.  The  present  value  of  this  terminable  annuity,  interest  being  five  per  cent., 
is  £2200  X  7.1078  =  £15,637,  or  upon  each  share  is  £3.5  X  7.1078  =  £24.877730.  To  the 
first  of  these  sums,  adding  the  assumed  value  of  the  plant  £32,000,  the  valuations  of  the  whole 
property  comes  out  at  £47,637,  or  to  the  last  adding  the  assumed  value  of  each  share  in  the 
plant,  the  valuation  of  each  share  comes  out  at  £74.877730,  say  £75  a  share. 

The  price  at  which  an  amicable  arrangement  is  offered,  £80,  exceeds  this  by  £5.  Now  look- 
ing at  the  affair  as  one  would  look  at  a  forced  sale  ;  and  seeing  that  uncalculated  contingencies 
may  raise,  but  cannot  so  far  as  can  be  estimated  reduce  the  bare  value  of  his  share  at  this  moment 
to  the  shareholder,  supposing  no  arrangement  to  be  come  to  ;  I  am  prepared,  on  mature  con- 
sideration, to  recommend  that  the  sum  named,  £80  a  share,  be  agreed  to. 

All  parties  I  am  convinced  will  gain  by  such  an  arrangement,  but  the  party  that  will  gain 
jnost  is  the  town  of  Kingston. 

The  gross  receipts  of  the  company  now  exceed  £7500  a  year,  their  current  expenses  fall  short 
of  £2,500  a  year  ;  leaving  a  profit  in  excess  of  £5000  a  year.  From  this  sum,  deducting  £1200 
a  year  for  maintenance,  there  results  a  net  divisible  profit  of  £3800,  which  upon  £51,200  is 
more  than  £7  16s.  per  cent.  As  five  per -cent,  debentures  will  doubtless  be  preferred  to  cash, 
this  would  leave  £2  16s.  percent,  or  £1240  a  year  of  profit  to  the  government;  supposing 
nothing  new  to  be  done. 

The  expense  of  the  new  plant  required  to  bring  a  full  water  supply  into  Kingston  is  roughly 
estimated  by  colonel  Mann  at  £33,000  ;  and  he  thinks  it  would  be  necessary  to  make  provision 
for  about  £40,000  to  secure  the  object.  But  supposing  it  to  exceed  this  greatly,  so  as  to  bring 
up  the  whole  cost  of  the  transaction  to  £100,000,  the  income  even  so  will  be  ample.  By  a  com- 
pulsory rate  on  all  houses,  £10,000  a  year  can  be  raised  for  a  full  supply  with  no  greater  charge 
on  the  existing  recipients  of  water  than  they  now  pay  for  an  inadequate  supply,  which  affords  no 
more  protection  from  fire  Lo  themselves  than  to  their  neighbours  who  pay  nothing.  This  will 
.allow  for  interest  at  five  per  cent.,  a  sinking  fund  at  one  pei  cent.,  a  current  expenditure  (the 
same  as  the  company's)  at  two  and-a-half  per  cent.,  and  a  maintenance  fund  at  one  and-a-half 
percent.  If  colonel  Mann's  estimate  turns  out  correct,  there  would  be  £1000  a  year  to  spare, 
reducing  the  new  water  rate  to  within  £1500  of  what  is  now  voluntarily  paid. 

The  terms  may  be  cash  to  those  shareholders  who  prefer  cash,  and  five  per  cent,  debentures, 
redeemable  by  government  after  fifteen  years,  but  not  before,  which  will  be  preferred  by  the 
shareholders. 

I  do  not  think  it  would  be  safe,  in  this  affair,  to  follow  the  precedent  of  the  Kingston  market 
loan,  for  which  the  security  was  the  market  itself,  with  the  market  dues.  If  the  town  in  the 
course  of  time  should  require  new  markets,  such  new  markets  could  be  built  notwithstanding 
the  present  market  loan.  But  a  similar  course  could  not  be  adopted  in  the  case  of  a  water  sup- 
ply loan.  The  debentures  of  such  a  loan  must  be  secured,  if  the  colonial  revenues  be  not  pledged 
for  them  on  the  whole  plant  and  water  rights,  and  on  the  water  rates  imposed  upon  the  whole 
town.  Should  a  necessity  arise,  by  the  expansion  of  the  town,  or  from  other  causes,  for  a  large 
increase  of  the  water  supply  ;  (and  it  is  not  impossible  that  this  may  happen  within  forty  years, 
the  time  when  the  sinking  fund  will  extinguish  the  debt,)  no  increase  of  supply  could  be  procured 
without  borrowing  more  money  ;  and  as  the  security  of  the  original  debenture-holders  could  not 
be  interfered  with,  there  would  be  no  security  to  offer  for  the  requisite  new  loan,  I  do  not 
think  this  a  fanciful  difficulty.  What  was  held  to  be  a  good  water  supply  forty  years  ago,  is  not 
held  to  be  so  now  in  many  parts  of  the  world. 

In  this  difficulty  I  think  the  colonial  government  may  properly  intervene  and  indeed  must 
intervene,  for  the  sake  of  the  capital  of  the  colony.  This  can  be  done  by  following  the  example 
of  the  Kingston  streets  improvement  loan,  an  arrangement  which  has  been  perfectly  successful. 
The  government  may  give  to  the  debenture  holders  the  security  of  the  island  revenues  ;  those 
revenues  being  themselves  secured  by  the  works  present  and  prospective,  and  the  water  rates 
to  be  imposed  on  the  whole  town  by  law.     As  in  the  Kingston  streets  improvement  loan,  the

My  Lord, 

When  I  was  at  home  I  had  some  communication  with  a  civil  engineer,  who  has  been  employed 
in  extensive  irrigation  works  in  Spain,  and  with  colonel  Strachy  of  the  royal  engineers,  the 
superintendent  of  the  irrigation  department  of  the  government  of  India,  the  result  of  which 
tended  to  confirm  me  in  a  belief  which  I  have  for  some  time  past  entertained  that  a  small  work 
upon  the  Indian  principle  could  be  easily,  cheaply,  and  profitably  applied  to  the  Rip  Cobre,  the 
river  which  debouches  from  the  high  ground  north  of  Spanish  Town,  and  runs  through  the 
Spanish  Town  savannah  into  the  sea  at  Hunt's  Bay. 

The  Rio  Cobre,  where  it  leaves  its  rocky  bed  in  the  hills,  may  be  well  described  as  an  ex- 
tremely minute  miniature  of  the  Ganges  at  Roorkee ;  and  in  such  a  view  the  Spanish  Town  plain 
may  well  represent  the  Doab,  on  the  same  scale.  _     %    , 

My  object  is  to  obtain  for  this  colony  the  services  of  a  civil  engineer  experienced  m  irrigation 
works  upon  the  Indian  or  Piedmontese  principle  ;  and  I  learn  from  colonel  Strachy  that  there 
is  a.  probability  nf  maay  of  tti©  ongmooi-0  wLo  Wo  lately  hopn  mnplojfed  upon  the  Madras  com- 
pany's irrigation  works,  (which  either  have  been  or  are  about  to  be  made  over  to  the  Madras 
government  officers)  being  now  available  in  England.  I  have  no  doubt  that  colonel  Dickens,  the 
head  of  the  public  works  department  of  the  government  of  India,  who,  I  believe,  is  now  at  home 
on  leave,  or  the  India  board  would  be  able  and  willing  to  give  the  best  possible  advice  on  the 
personal  question.  The  salary  which  I  have  been  led  to  expect  to  be  requisite  to  secure  a  com- 
petent man  for  my  object,  is  from  .£600  to  £800  a-year,  with  all  expenses  paid. 

The  primary  work  on  which  the  engineer  would  be  employed  is  the  making  of  a  plan  and 
estimate  for  a  main  irrigation  canal  on  one  or  both  sides  of  the  Rio  Cobre,  with  the  necessary 
network  of  secondary  channels.  But  there  are  many  other  projects  of  water-works  on  which 
such  an  officer  could  also  be  very  advantageously  employed.  A  competent  man,  who  should 
give  satisfaction  in  his  work  of  planning,  and  who  should  also  be  competent  to  superintend  the 
execution  of  works  of  the  description  indicated,  might  expect  to  be  placed  upon  the  regular 
establishment  of  the  colony,  for  some  time  to  come  at  least.  He  would  do  his  work  in  subordi- 
nation to  colonel  Mann,  the  surveyor-general,  and  head  of  the  department  of  works. 

It  is  desirable  that  the  engineer  should  be  accompanied  by  a  good  draughtsman. 

A    sum   for  meeting    the   necessary    expenditure   will    be   placed    upon   the    forthcoming 


estimates. 

Should  your  lordship  approve  of  this  scheme,  which  at  present  extends  only  to  the  planning  of 
such  a  work  as  I  have  described,  it  is  very  desirable  that  the  engineer  to  be  selected,  and  his 
draftsman,  should  leave  England  by  the  earliest  possible  steam  packet,  in  order  to  save  as  much 
of  the  approaching  cool  and  fair  season  as  may  be. 

I  enclose  a  "  Gazette"  copy  of  a  report  just  received  from  colonel  Mann,  bearing  upon  this 
project.

Sir, 
I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  the  accompanying  statements  for  the  information  of  the  governor. 

2.  They  represent — 

A — The  quantities  and  values  of  the  exported  productions  in    1869-70,    as  compared  with 

those  of  1868-69. 
B — A  like  return  of  the  imports  during  the  same  period. 

C — A  comparative  return  of  the  revenues  collected  at  the  several  customs'  ports,  and 
D — A  return  of  the  inland  revenues  collected  during  the  last,  as  compared  with  tbe  previous 

financial  year. 

3.  I  take  the  present  opportunity  to  submit  also  a  comparative  aualytical  statement  *  of  the 
operation  of  the  inland  revenue  branch  of  the  department  in  each  respective  parish  during  the 
last  three  financial  years,  together  with  the  copy  of  a  report  t  from  each  collector  of  customs  on 
the  state  of  trade,  and  from  each  collector  of  taxes  on  the  state  of  agriculture"  in  their  respective 
parishes. 

4.  The  tabular  statements  have  been  forwarded  at  the  earliest  moment  which  the  necessary 
delay  for  their  preparation  and  proper  examination  rendered  possible. 

5.  The  exports  of  the  past  year  exhibit  a  moderate  increase  in  some  of  the  staple  commodities  ; 
thus  the  export  of  sugar  has  increased  by  two  thousand  two  hundred  and  thirty -five  hogsheads  ; 
rum  by  two  thousand  two  hundred  and  seventy-one  puncheons  ;  and  coffee  dy  forty-five  thousand 
six  hundred  and  one  hundred  weight.  The  export  of  pimento  has  fallen  oft  by  thirty  thousand  and 
eighty  hundred  weight.  As  an  article  of  commerce  its  production  and  preparation  for  market  is 
unprofitable  to  the  grower,  except  under  the  most  favorable  circumstances. 

6.  The  minor  productions,  which  have  increased  are  bees'  wax,  bitterwood,  cocoanuts,  cacao, 
honey,  hides,  lancewood  spars,  logwood,  and  shrub,  while  the  articles  of  arrowroot,  fustic,  and 
ginger  have  fallen  off.  The  variation  either  way  is  however  unimportant,  and  may  be  assignable 
to  chance  causes.  * 

7.  But  an  interesting  feature  in  our  export  transactions  of  the  past  year,  as  exhibiting  the 
many  and  varied  minor  pursuits,  to  which  the  exercise  of  very  moderate  industry  and  capital  may 
be  profitably  applied  in  this  island,  is  the  resuscitation  of  a  fruit  trade  with  the  United  States  of 
America,  and  the  addition  to  our  export  category  of  such  articles  as  lime-juice,  ground  provisions, 
walking  sticks  of  native  growth,  and  turtle  prepared  and  shipped  in  tins. 

8.  The  existing  uncertainty  of  transport  is  greatly  against  the  chances  of  a  profitable  fruit 
trade  ;  indeed  the  business  must  necessarily  be  limited  at  present  to  a  few  of  the  northern  ports 
in  the  island,  whence  the  States  of  America  may  be  reached  by  small  sailing  craft  within  a 
reasonably  short  distance  of  time. 

9.  But  there  cannot  be  a  doubt  that  a  more  generally  extended  participation  in  the  business 
of  exporting  the  fruits  and  ground  provisions  of  the  country  would  not  only  be  profitable  to 
those  engaged  in  it,  but  would  add  to  the  import  revenues  of  the  island  by  stimulating  an 
increased  importation  and  consumption  of  foreign  commodities  in  return, 

1 0.  This  view  is  supported  by  the  early  results  of  an  experimental  development  of  the  trade 
in  the  parish  of  Portland,  where  an  American  agency  has  been  established.  There  I  find  that 
seventeen  different  descriptions  of  island  production  have  been  purchased  and  shipped  on  small 
craft  to  the  northern  port  of  Boston  during  the  past  financial  year. 

11.  Amongst  these  productions  I  find  the  articles  of  bananas,  ["  a  species  of  the  genus 
musa"],  pumpkins  ["  cucurbito  pepo"],  yams,  and  fruits  of  various  descriptions.  In  return  for 
which  articles  of  every  useful  description  have  been  imported  from  Americain  the  fruit  vessels. 

12.  The  productions  thus  exported  were  purchased  in  Portland  for  .£1985  lis.  Id.,  and  the 
articles  imported  are  valued  at  £1625  17s.  Id.  yielding  to  the  island  in  customs'  revenue  the 
sum  of  £304  9s.  2d.  at  a  small  insignificant  port,  which  had  for  many  years  ceased  to  be  of  any 
financial  account  to  the  colony. 

13.  The  total  exports  from  the  island  for  the  past  year  have  been  valued  at  £1,273,163  13s. 
4d.,  yielding  a  revenue  of  £22,577  7s.  Id. 

*  Enclosure  E.— t  Enclosure  E.  Q. 
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14.  The  value  of  imported  articles  cleared  through  the  customs  during  the  year  amounted  to 
£1,252,203  6s.  6d.,  and  the  value  of  goods  exported,  on  which  duties  have  been  refunded,  is 
stated  at  .£36,979  Os.  10d.,  giving  as  nett  value  £1,215,224  5s.  8d.  on  the  imports  for  island  con- 
sumption, and  yielding  an  import  revenue  [after  deducting  refunded  duties],  amounting  to 
£202,434  7s.  5d.  There  will  be  found  a  discrepancy  between  these  figures  and  the  treasury 
figures  of  6s.  Ud.,  which  though  collected  and  appearing  in  the  books  of  my  office  for  1868-69, 
was  not  brought  to  account  in  the  treasury  books  until  the  new  year  of  1863-70  had  commenced. 

15.  With  the  expiration  of  law  No.  2  of  1868  on  the  31st  March  last,  the  additional  ten  per 
cent,  calculated  upon  the  import  duties  ceased  to  be  collected,  and  an  estimated  annual  revenue 
of  nearly  £20,000  was  thus  given  up.  The  yield  from  this  source  during  the  six  months  of  the 
last  financial  year  that  the  law  remained  in  operation,  amounted,  by  my  books,  to  £10,039  10s. 
9 ,1.,  being  8d.  less  than  the  treasury  account,  arising  from  the  same  cause  as  that  already  noticed 
in  respect  of  the  discrepancy  of  6s.  lid.  in  the  import  duty  account. 

16.  The  abolition  of  the  tonnage  duties  and  fees  on  shipping  from  and  after  the  1st  April  last, 
has  diminished  the  revenue  from  these  sources  during  the  last  year  by  something  like  £7C0Q. 
The  first  half  year  yielding  £75 63  lis.  5d.  The  estimated  relief  by  the  total  abolition  of  those 
duties  may  be  stated  at  something  like  £15,000  per  annum  in  round  figures. 

INLAND  KEVENUE. 

17.  The  total  collections  under  this  branch  of  the  service,  which  have  passed  through  my  books, 
amount  to  £176,151  3s.  0|d.,  shewing  an  increase,  over  the  gross  collections  of  1868-69,  of  a 
sum  equal  to  2f  per  cent,  and  over  those  of  the  previous  year  of  1867-68  of  a  sum  equal  to  21 
per  cent.,  but  an  analysis  of  the  operations  in  each  parish  exhibits  a  falling  off  in  some  important 
items  which  the  collectors  will  be  expected  satisfactorily  to  account  for,  and  collect  as  arrears. 
Of  these  the  poor  rates  form  a  prominent  feature  ;  the  collections  under  this  head  having  fallen 
■off  £264  5s.  2|d.  below  the  previous  year,  notwithstanding  that  the  rates  are  now  leviable  on  all 
laborers'  cottages,  on  estates  and  pens,  whieh  were  hitherto  exempt,  and  from  which  source  a 
legitimate  increase  of  at  least  £2000  was  expected  to  be  brought  to  account. 

18.  The  poor  rates  is  a  tax  applied  solely  to  parochial  purposes,  to  which  every  one  possessing 
a  house  should  cheerfully  contribute.  Every  evasion  of  this  legitimate  impost  is  an  act  of  injus- 
tice to  other  householders,  and  an  injury  to  the  poor  and  needy,  for  whose  sole  benefit  and  sup- 
port it  is  levied. 

19.  It  behoves  the  collectors  in  the  several  parishes  vigilantly  to  seek  for,  and  urgently  to 
enforce  the  payment  of  poor  rates  from  all  alike,  who  are  in  arrears,  or  are  attempting  to  evade 
them.  No  one  can  claim  relief  from  payment  of  poor  rates  but  those  who  are  in  due  course  of 
law  relieved  by  the  municipal  boards  -on  the  satisfactorily  established*  plea  of  poverty,  and  no 
•arrears  will  be  satisfactorily  accounted  for  by  collectors  on  any  other  ground  than  that  of  legiti- 
mate relief  by  the  proper  authority. 

20.  The  enactment  of  law  No.  14  of  1870,  and  the  abolition  thereunder  of  the  tax  on  breeding 
stock,  estates'  stock,  and  canoes,  from  and  after  the  31st  July  last,  necessarily  affected  the 
revenue  from  these  sources  during  the  past  financial  year.  The  collections  under  these  heads 
amount  to  £3063  9s.  lid.,  and  are  below  those  of  1868-69  to  the  extent  of  £4534  13s.  Sd.,  or  a 
proportion  of  2fths  per  cent,  on  the  gross  collections  of  1869-70.  The  abolition  of  these  sources 
of  taxation  may  be  estimated  to  effect  a  yearly  average  relief  of  about  £8000  in  round  figures, 
the  actual  relief  calculated  on  the  transactions  of  one  single  year,  in  which  some  arrears  were 
outstanding,  being  £7800. 

21.  I  fear  that  the  tax  on  wheels  and  horsekind  used  on  roads  is  very  considerably  evaded. 
The  yield  under  this  head  is  at  £20,002  16s.  10d.  against  £20,577  12s  Lid.  in  1868-69,  the 
difference  of  £574  16s.  Id.  may  be  due  to  arrears,  which  will  be  got  in  early  in  the  current  year ; 
but  making  all  due  allowance,  I  am  not  prepared  to  say  that  there,  have  not  been  evasions  of 
the"  tax  in  both  years — evasions  not  alone  by  persons  of  the  humbler  class,  but  by  many  who, 
in  their  social  relations  of  life,  would  spurn  the  violation  of  a  less  moral  obligation. 

22.  It  seems  with  some  persons  to  be  held  a  duty  to  evade  the  payment  of  taxes,  and  they 
sometimes  unfortunately  escape  the  vigilance  of  the  revenue  officers,  but  I  unceasingly  impress 
on  collectors  that  no  stronger  evidence  is  required  of  the  culpable  inefficiency  of  the  service  than 
the  successlul  evasion,  by  one  class  of  a  community,  equally  liable  for  taxes,  which  are  collected 
or  enforced  from  another  class. 

23.  Taking  as  a  criterion  the  import  returns,  the  increase  of  trade  licenses  during  the  year, 
and  the  reports  of  the  collectors  in  charge  of  customs'  ports,  it  seems  reasonable  to  conclude  that 
the  commercial  trade  of  the  colony  has  gradually  improved  within  the  last  fesy  years,  and  is  at 
present  in  as  safe  and  as  hopeful  a  condition  as  can  be  expected. 

24.  The  agricultural  reports,  as  far  as  they  go,  are  on  the  whole  satisfactory,  The  prospects 
-of  the  sugar  crops  are  better  for  the  ensuing  than  they  were  for  last  year,  particularly  in  the 
south  side  of  the  island.  The  coffee  crops  are  not  expected  to  yield  so  much  in  the  ensuing  as 
they  did  in  the  past  year.  A  large  quantity  of  this  article  is  being  now  produced  by  the  small 
settlers  scattered  over  the  highlands  of  the  colony.     These  small  men  represent  a  large  proportion 
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of  the  former  labouring  class,  who  have  betaken  themselves   to  the  cultivation  of  the  soil  on 
their  own  account.

In  reply  to  your  letter,  dated  the  11th  instant,  No.  1882,  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  from 
the  information  I  can  gather  the  agriculture  of  this  parish  appears  steady  as  compared  with  pre- 
vious years,  deriving  as  it  has  done  considerable  advantage  from  the  constant  and  favorable  rains 
that  have  fallen  during  the  past  year. 

The  revenue  derived  from  the  property  tax  during  the  year  ended  30th  September,  was,  say 
.£199  14s.  6d.,  against  .£200  3s.  ljd  for  the  year  1868-69,  but  this  small  decrease  in  the  year 
1869-70,  is  readily  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  many  persons  who  paid  their  taxes  in  the  in- 
terval from  1st  August  to  30th  September,  1869,  have  (owing  to  the  rains  delaying  the  taking  off 
of  their  crops)  not  done  so  in  the  similar  period  this  year. 

The  estates  promise  a  favorable  crop  next  year,  and  the  small  settlers  all  agree  that  the  yield 
of  provisions  is,  and  continues  to  be,  far  better  than  it  has  been  for  some  time  past. 

Under  these  circumstances  I  have  no  hesitation  in  stating  my  conviction  that  the  revenue  to  be 
derived  from  this  source  during  the  current  year  will  be  in  excess  of  previous  years.

In  reply  to  your  circular  letter,  No.  1882,  dated  11th  instant,  requiring  a  report  on  the  compa- 
rative conditions  of  the  parish  as  regards  its  agriculture  and  material  prosperity  in  the  years  1869 
and  1870. 

From  all  the  information  I  can  gather,  1869  was  a  more  prosperous  year  than  1870,  partly 
owing  to  the  great  impetus  given  to  the  logwood  trade  by  the  rise  in  price,  and  partly  owing  to 
more  favorable  seasons. 

The  trade  in  logwood  was  much  brisker,  sugar  crops  were  larger,  ground  provisions  were 
cheaper,  and  on  the  lower  lands  coffee  bore  more  plentifully.  Money  was  more  in  circulation, 
and  the  stores  and  shops  had  better  returns. 
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In  1870  there  was  a  great  falling  off  in  the  quantity  of  sugar  produced,  owing  entirely  to  un- 
favorable seasons,  and  from  the  same  .cause,  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  provisions  were  scarce 
and  dear,  and  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  there  was  a  serious  falling  off  in  the  demand  for  log^ 
wood. 

In  the  higher  districts  the  coffee  crops,  of  1 870,  were  very  successful.  A  larger  quantity  of 
first  quality  coffee  was  sent  from  this  parish  than  for  some  years  previously,  but  this  is  about  the 
only  product  that  for  1870  shewed  an  increase. 

Notwithstanding  the  dullness  at  present  existing  in  the  cutting  of  logwood,  187l  promises  to 
be  a  prosperous  year.  -  The  sugar  crops  will  be  very  large,  and,  for  this  parish,  can  fairly  be  esti- 
mated at  five  thousand  five  hundred  hogsheads,  with  three  thousand  puncheons  of  rum.  The 
coffee  trees  in  all  the  lower  land  are  bearing  heavily,  and  the  provision  grounds  of  the  settlers  are 
yielding  larger  returns. 

On  the  higher  coffee  ranges  the  moisture  has  been  excessive  and  the  returns  for  1S71,  will  fall

In  reply  to  your  circular  letter  of  the  11th  October,  numbered  18S2,  I  have  respectfully  to 
state,  that  I  am  without  the  least  information  on  which  to  base  a  reliable  report,  on  the  "agri- 
culture and  material  prosperity  of  the  parish  of  Portland"  during  the  financial  year  just  ended. 

From  observation  I  believe  that  the  four  estates  of  this  parish,  viz  :  Burlington,  Low  Layton, 
Spring  Garden  and  Woodstock  are  making  their  usual  crops.  The  small  settlers,  of  which  Port- 
land principally  consists,  have  had  a  good  harvest,  and  that  consequent  on  the  demand  during  the 
year  for  fruits  for  the  American  market,  many  have  been  induced  to  cultivate  on  a  large  extent 
the  "  banana,"  the  fruit  most  in  demand. 

The  trade  in  logwood,  which  during  the  previous  year,  contributed  considerably  to  the  prosperity 
of  the  people,  has  ceased,  and  very  little  business  has  been  done  in  this  article  during  the  past 

year-  .  . 

In  conclusion  I  have  to  state  that  arrangements  are  being  made  for  large  _  operations  in  fruits 
and  it  is  expected  that  the  trade  during  the  present  year  will  be  very  extensive.

In  reply  to  your  circular,  No.  18S2,  of  the  11th  instant,  I  beg  leave  to  report  that  with  respect 
to  the  material  prosperity  of  the  parish  of  Saint  Mary  for  the  financial  year  just  ended,  as  com- 
pared with  the  previous  year,  there  has  been  in  my  opinion  a  visible  improvement.  Some  estates 
that  had  been  abandoned  have  been,  and  are  being  resuscitated,  and  machinery,  in  steam  engines, 
boilers,  &c,  imported,  at  same  time  the  supply  of  Coolie  labour  has  been  increased,  and  the  crops 
have  not  been  behind  those  of  the  previous  year,  while  cane  cultivation  has  increased.     All  these 
would  certainly  indicate  an  improved  and  improving  condition  of  things.     With  respect  to  the 
labouring  or  peasant  class,  the  decrease  in  the  logwood  trade  and  failure  in  the  pimento  crop  have 
no  doubt  caused  a  lesser  circulation  of  money  among  them,  but  their  wants  being  few,  they  ap- 
pear contented  and  happy,  especially  when  there  has  been  a  good  harvest  of  ground  provisions 
as  has  been  the  case  this  year.

I  have  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communication,  No.  1882,  of  date  the  11th  instant, 
requesting  me  to   forward  a   report  of  the  general  condition  of  my  parish,  with  respect  to  its 
agriculture  and  material  prosperity,  up  to   the  30th  of  September,  1870,  as  compared  with  the 
same  period  in  1869.    In  reply  I  have  to  state,  that  from  my  personal  observation  of  the  various 
descriptions  of  cultivation,  and  from  the  returns  which  have  come  into  my  office,  I  have  every 
reason  to  believe  that   cultivation   had  considerably  increased  in  1869-70,   as  compared  with 
1868-69.     In  the  lower  parts  of  Saint   Catherine,  Saint  John,  and  Saint  Dorothy,  the  sugar,  corn 
and  grass  crops  of  1869-70,   were  a  failure,  owing   to  the  severe   drought,  but    the  sugar,  coffee 
and  other  crops,  in  the  high  land,  were  above  the  average,  so  that  on  the  whole  I  think  the  agri- 
cultural prosperity  of  1869-70  will  contrast  favorably  with  that  of  1868-69  ;  and,  although  there 
was  a  partial  cessation  of  the  logwood  trade  in  the  latter  part  of  1869-70,  yet,  I  am  of  opinion 
that  the  material  prosperity  generally  was  equal   to,  if  not  improved   on  it,  and  in  this  opinion  I 
am  supported  by  those  of  my  assistants  in  St.  Dorothy  and  St.  Thomas  in  the  Vale.

Sir, 

Having  had,  during  this  month,  to  travel  over  the.  entire  parish  inspecting  distilleries,  and  which, 
from  the  inclemency  of  the  weather,  I  was  unable  to  complete  until  the  last  week  in  the  month,  I 
deferred  replying  to  circular,  No.  1882,  of  the  11th  instant,  in  order  to  avail  myself  of  the  latest 
local  observation. 

I  now  beg  to  report,  that  in  my  opinion,  the  general  condition  of  the  parish,  with  respect  to 
agriculture,  during  the  financial  year  ended  30th  September  last,  as  compared  with  the  previous 
year,  has  in  no  way  increased,  but  remains  about  the  same  ;  if  there  is  any  difference  at  all,  the 
reverse  would  be  the  fact,  as  a  sugar  estate  in  the  Dry  Harbour  mountains  has  recently  been 
abandoned,  whilst  slight  increase  of  cultivation  has  been  going  on  on  the  sea-side  estates,  which 
no  doubt  will  counterbalance  this  loss  in  agriculture. 

The  small  settlers  in  the  mountains  appear  to  keep  up  their  usual  limited  cultivation  of  ground- 
provisions  and  coffee  ;  the  former,  from  the  genial  seasons,  has  been  plentiful,  but  it  can  readily 
be  understood  that  when  this  article  is  plentiful  its  price  is  less  remunerative  than  might  other- 
wise be  expected.  In  connection  with  the  cultivation  of  provisions  and  coffee  many  of  them  cul- 
tivate canes  and  manufacture  small  quantities  of  sugar,  which  they  dispose  of  at  the  markets,  and 
to  shopkeepers,  for  daily  consumption,  but  which  they,  the  growers,  complain  gives  little  or  no 
return  for  their  labor  in  manufacturing. 

With  regard  to  the  material  prosperity  of  the  parish,  I  have  before  remarked  that  the  seasons 
have  been  genial,  this  has  in  a  great  measure  prevented  agriculture  from  falling  off,  and  been  the 
means  of  supplying  the  people  with  food  at  a  moderate  rate,  and  from  the  improvement  in  the 
quality  of  merchandize  latterly,  they  are  enabled  to  provide  themselves  apparently,  more  com- 
fortably than  hitherto.  Whilst  this  is  apparently  the  case,  I  cannot  think  that  they  are  prospe- 
rous pecuniarily,  if  I  mayiudge  from  the  number  of  dilapidated  habitations  many  of  them  occupy. 
Houses  which  have  been  falling  down  for  three  or  four  years  past  remain  unrepaired,  and  con- 
sequently gradually  getting  worse.  Whilst  it  is  a  rare  occurrence  to  see  a  cottage  in  course  of 
erection.  This  lack  of  care,  for  domestic  comforts,  I  can  only  suppose  could  arise  from  the  want 
of  means  to  provide  more  comfortably. 

The  calls  for  medical  relief  and  parochial  aid,  judging  from  the  hospitals,  are  increasing  among, 
the  class  of  people  just  spoken  of. 

I  regret  to  observe  that  agriculture  among  the  upper  classes  of  the  community,  particularly 
in  the  country  districts,  proprietors  of  properties  once  fair  "  coffee  plantations  and  pimento  walks" 
have  been  quite  neglected,  they  represent,  for  the  want  of  means  to  cultivate,  and  have  grown 
up  in  ruinate,  and  the  dwellings  thereon  getting  in  a  state  of  dilapidation,  this  may  be  observed 
for  miles  and  miles  as  one  travels,  nothing  but  woodland  and  ruinate,  without  a  trace  of  cultiva- 
tion beyond  a  "  provision  field"  now  and  again  appearing  in  the  same — this  applies  more  generally 
to  the  Dry  Harbor  mountain  district. 
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I   may   therefore   safely   say  if  there  is  any   "  material   prosperity" '  felt  it  is   not  visi-

Sir, 

Referring  to  your  circular,  No.  1882,  of  11th  October,  1870, 1  have  the  honor  to  state  that  the 
agricultural  and  general  condition  of  this  parish,  during  the  past  financial  year,  has  not  been  so 
prosperous  as  in  the  previous  year. 

The  coffee,  which  is  the  general  staple  of  produce  (this  being  more  of  a  grazing  than  an  agri- 
cultural parish)  has  not  yielded  more  than  one-fifth  the  quantity  of  the  former  year's  crop. 

It  is  well  understood,  that  this  is  invariably  the  case  here,  a  very  scanty  crop  always  succeeds 
a  prolific  one.  And  this  is  the  never-failing  never-varying  excuse  of  the  peasantry  for  not  coming 
forward  to  pay  their  taxes  as  willingly  as  they  have  hitherto  done  ;  they  persist  that  they  have 
no  means — they  have  no  money,  and  I  generally  find  it  more  safe  to  wait  and  give  them  time 
than  to  go  to  extremes  by  using  compulsion  where  no  return  can  be  expected. 

In  the  previous  year  there  was  a  good  market  and  a  demand  for  "  logwood,"  and  the  transport 

of  this  article  alone  gave  employment  on  the  roads  continually  to  several    hundreds horses, 

mules  &c,  &c,  a  great  many  of  which  this  year  have  either  been  sold  or  put  to  pasture, 'ha vine 
no  work  to  do. 

I  am  continually  reminded,  when  demanding  the  tax  for  mules,  which  I  find  were  paid  for  last 
year,  that  a  great  mortality  took  place  among  them  in  May  last.  Then  again  the  collecting  of 
pimento  is  apparently  given  up  altogether  in  this  parish  this  year.  I  have  no  means  of  arriving 
at  the  quantities  hitherto  exported,  nor  now  collected,  but  I  have  been  informed  that  there  is  now 
no  market  for  it,  and  consequently  the  collection  has  been  abandoned,  as  the  expense  of  picking 
would  cost  more  than  the  owners  could  expect  to  get  for  it  in  the  market. 

The  small  proprietors  and  peasantry,  who  are  employed  in  planting  and  rearing  provisions, 
complain  heartily  of  the  failure  of  their  crops  in  consequence  of  the  continual  heavy  rains  ;  small 
as  the  crop  of  coffee  is,  it  is  yet  decreased  by  the  rain  beating  the  berries  off  the  trees  before 
they  are  fit  for  picking.  The  yam-heads  are  also  spoiled  through  the  same  cause,  being  spongy, 
bitter,  and  bad. 

Trusting  that  the  foregoing  statement  may  in  some  measure  account  for  the  falling  off  in  the 
amount  of  certain  taxes  received  this  year,  from  what  they  were  at  a  corresponding  period  of 
last  year,  but  which  are  now  coming  in  steadily,  and  I  hope  in  a  month  or  two  will  come  up  to 
former  collections,  and  requesting  that  you  will  consider  from  the  very  short  period  I  have  been 
stationed  in  this  parish  it  could  hardly  be  expected  that  I  could,  from  my  own  observations  or 
experience,  give  a  more  satisfactory  report.

I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  circular  of  the  11th  instant,  No.  1882,  re- 
questing a  report  on  the  general  condition  of  this  parish  with  respect  to  its  agriculture  and 
material  prosperity. 

In  reply  I  beg  to  state  that  confessedly  the  financial  year  just  ended  has  been  marked  by  retro- 
gression in  agricultural  prosperity  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  There  has  been  no  sugar 
crop  comparatively,  the  estates  having  suffered  severely  from  the  drought  that  prevailed  in  the 
early  months  of  this  year.  The  coffee  crop,  although  an  average  one,  did  not  command  so  great 
a  market  as  in  the  previous  year.  And  logwood,  the  source  of  so  much  wealth  last  year,  has 
greatly  diminished  in  value  during  this  year.  So  that  the  general  material  interests  of  this  parish 
have  been  seriously  depressed. 

Our  present  abundant  autumnal  seasons,  however,  encourage  good  hope  for  the  current  year.

In  reply  to  circular  letter  No.  1882,  of  11th  instant,  with  respect  to  agriculture  and  the 
material  prosperity  of  the  parish,  I  append  hereto  a  comparative  statement  of  the  various  quanti- 
ties of  land  on  which  taxes  have  been  paid  under  Law  No.  26  of  1868,  for  the  financial  years 
3  868-69,  and  1869-70;  showing  the  increase  and  decrease  under  each  item,  and  beg  to  report  as 
follows : 

The  statement  shews  a  decrease  on  the  aggregate  acreage  of  cultivated  lands  in  1869-70, 
although  in  one  item,  that  of  canes,  an  increase  is  apparent,  of  eighty  acres,  which  speaks  well 
for  that  branch  of  agriculture,  when  we  consider  that  during  this  year  one  estate,  viz.,  George's 
Valley,  was  abandoned.  The  decrease  in  coffee,  ginger,  and  provisions,  probably  arises  from  the 
fact  that  fewer  proprietors  have  paid  for  their  tenants  provision  grounds  than  the  previous  year, 
and  the  difficulty  of  collecting  from  those  persons  who  possess  no  other  taxable  property,  not 
that  there  is  less  cultivation  among  the  peasantry,  who  form  the  bulk  of  taxpayers  under  these 
heads.  The  increase  in  vegetables  arises  from  a  change  in  the  method  of  collecting,  all  being 
shewn  as  provisions  in  1868-69  ;  and  so  with  corn,  tobacco,  ground-nuts,  cocoa,  &c.  The  small 
settler  has  everything  in  one  field,  and  it  is  difficult  to  make  a  division  of  the  several  products. 

The  taking  off,  by  the  government,  of  the  tax  on  breeding  and  agricultural  stock  deprives  us  of 
the  statistical  means  of  ascertaining  correctly  whether  there  be  an  increase  or  decrease  in  that  line ;. 
but  judging  from  the  increase  in  the  acreage  for  grazing  purposes,  and  the  corresponding  diminu- 
tion in  ruinate  and  woodland,  we  may  safely  infer  that  there  must  be  an  improvement. 

The  increase  in  lands,  growing  pimento  is  simply  referable  to  a  more  careful  system  of  in-giving, 
not  to  an  increased  attention  to  that  production,  the  market  price  being  still  low. 

On  the  whole  we  have  every  reason  to  suppose  that  the  condition  of  the  parish  generally, 
taking  into  consideration  the  good  seasons  during  the  greater  part  of  the  last  financial  year,  is 
such  as  greatly  to  favor  the  idea  that  agriculture,  and  consequently  material  prosperity,,  is  very 
much  improved.

I  have  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  circular,  No.  1882,  of  date  the  11th  instant,  calling 
for  a  report  of  the  general  condition  of  this  parish,  with  respect  to  agriculture,  and  the  material 
prosperity  thereof,  &c. 

In  reply  thereto,  I  have  to  report,  for  the  information  of  the  government,  that  the  condition  of 
the  parish  of  Hanover,  with  respect  to  its  agriculture  for  the  year  1869-70,  as  compared  with 
that  of  the  previous  year,  has  most  certainly  improved,  and  the  prospects  for  the  ensuing  year 
are  still  more  favorable. 

The  great  drawback  to  a  more  extended  agriculture  is  the  want  of  continuous  labour,  the  pre- 
sent demand  far  exceeding  the  supply. 
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At  the  very  season  when  cultivation  of  the  growing  crops  would  be  most  beneficial,  and  the 
means  of  establishing  a  certain  good  result,  the  laborers,  who  in  the  generality  of  cases  own  small 
holdings  of  their  own,  leave  all  estate  and  pen  employment  and  attend  solely  to  .the  cultivation 
of  their  own  provision  fields,  their  main  source  of  revenue  in  this  parish. 

The  expectations  of  the  large  cultivators  being  thus  blighted,  they  for  fear  of  the  almost  certain 
failure  of  labour  at  the  time  when  most  required,  adopt  the  system  of  not  pushing  cultivation  to 
the  utmost,  and  thereby  increasing  the  material  prosperity  of  the  parish.

I  have  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  circular  letter,  No.  1882,  dated  1 1th  October  instant, 
requesting  to  be  furnished  -with  a  report  of  the  general  condition  of  the  parish,  with  respect  to 
agriculture,  and  the  material  prosperity  thereof  during  the  financial  year  just  ended.  Having 
given  the  matter  my  every  attention  I  beg  to  submit  the  following  report : 

Estates — The  material  prosperity  of  the  proprietor  must  be  dependent  on  the  issue  of  the 
crops,  and  the  prices  resulting  therefrom,  which  of  course,  fluctuate,  with  either  the  political  or 
other  causes,  influencing  them  in  Europe ;  the  exact  returns,  however,  as  compared  with  last 
year  can  only  be  ascertained  through  a  reference  to  the  customs  returns  ;  the  amount  of  acreage 
under  cultivation  for  the  production  of  sugar  and  rum  is  annually  on  the  increase. 

The  Peasantry  in  thisparish  consist  of  what  in  other  parishes  would  be  termed  a  middle 
class  of  peasantry,  because  small  proprietors,  whose  names  are  legion,  owning  from  one  to  ten 
acres  of  land,  are  all  dependent  for  the  means  of  existence  from  their  labour  on  the  estates  ;  this 
class  must  reap  the  advantage  of  an  increased  cultivation  of  the  estates,  their  provision  grounds, 
which  however  have  suffered  materially  by  the  heavy  weather  in  May  last,  still  furnish  them  with 
the  means  of  daily  sustenance  for  themselves  and  families,  but  the  majority  have  no  means  of 
raising  money  until  crop-time.  In  the  adjoining  parish  of  Hanover,  the  class  to  which  I  am 
alluding,  are  in  a  widely  different  position ;  the  paucity  of  estates  compels  them  to  cultivate 
extensive  provision  grounds,  the  proceeds  thereof  they  can  and  do  easily  realize  in  any  of  the 
markets  of  Westmoreland  weekly. 

The  Roads  and  Bridges  of  this  parish  (main  and  local)  have  suffered  fearfully  from  the 
May  flood,  and  the  extreme  heavy  and  continuous  rains  in  the  whole  current  month,  October,  have 
greatly  retarded  the  sugar  crops,  and  it  is  feared  will  in  a  ,great  measure  operate  against  the  esti- 
mate^ of  the  estates  in  the  lowlands  ;  those  that  have  suffered  most  being  Belleisle,  Frome,  Fon- 
tabelle,  and  Meylersfield. 

Certain  fields  of  cultivation  in  canes  for  the  coming  crop  have  been  inundated  from  the  20th 
May  last,  and  the  canes  have  entirely  disappeared,  and  a  large  extent  of  cane-field,  throughout  the 
parish  has  suffered  materially  from  long  continued  wet. 

The  crops  for  the  coming-  year  will  also  fall  materially  below  the  average. 

The  river  "  Cabaritta,"  has  almost  been  perpetually  in  flood  from  May  last,  and' the-  properties 
through  which  it  runs  have  sufl'erred  to  an  alarming  extent.  % 

Previous  to  the  flood  in  May  last,  the  crop  for  the  coming  season  was  the  most  promising 
that  there  had  been  for  years,  and  increased  machinery  was  ordered  for  several  estates,  which  has 
now  arrived,  and  is  in  course  of  erection,  although  the  damage  done  by  the  flood  has  in  most  in- 
stances rendered  the  increase  appliances  for  the  present  unnecessary  ;  some  buildings  and 
chimneys  of  a  much  larger  size  than  usual  are  being  erected. 

Things  are  in  train  to  bring  up  the  crop,  1872,  to  at  least  the  average.

In  reply  to  your  circular,  No.  1 882,  of  the  11th  instant,  I  beg  leave  to  report,  for  the  information 
of  the  government,  that  from  the  month  of  May,  up  to  the  present  timefthere  have  been  almost 
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incessant  rains.  On  several  ot  the  estates  the  spring  plants  were  washed  out,-  as  at  Appleton, 
thirty  acres  were  enterely  swept  away,  and  at  Holland  and  Lacovia  acres  are  now  knee  deep  in 
water  and  will  be  entirely  rotten. 

The  corn  crop  that  ought  to  have  come  in  in  the  beginning  of  August  was  almost  entirely  des- 
troyed. A  large  quantity  of  pimento  in  the  Santa  Cruz  mountains  rotted  on  the  barbacues,  and 
large  portions  remained  unpicked  from  the  continuous  weather. 

Ground  provisions  have  been  very  dear,  as  repeatedly  taxpayers  have  assured  me  that  nearly  the  ' 
whole  of  their  grounds  have  been  destroyed  or  washed  away.     The  crop  of  coffee  now  ripening 
seems  to  be  a  fair  average  as  regards  quantity,  but  will  be   very  inferior  in  quality,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  incessant  rains. 

With  regard  to  the  general  condition  of  this  parish  and  its  material  prosperity,  it  is  now  under- 
going a  reactionary  crisis,  caused  chiefly  by  the  great  depression  in  the  market  prices  of  this  year, 
when  compared  with  last  year,  as  in  coffee,  pimento,  but  chiefly  in  logwood,  the  price  of  which 
last  year  at  this  time  was  from  (iOs.  to  80s.  per  ton  for  which  now  20s.  is  scarcely  obtainable.

With  reference  to  your  circular  letter  of  the  11th  instant,  No.  1881,  directing  me  'J  to  report 
upon  the  general  state  of  the  import  and  export  trade  at  this  port,  during  the  past,  as  compared 
with  the  previous  year." 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  collections  both  on  the  imports  and  on  the  exports.  On  the 
former  there  is  anexcess  of  .£6087,  and  on  the  latter  an  excess  of  £250.  I  find  also  that  looking 
at  the  revenue  of  this  port,  as  a  whole,  for  the  past  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year,  and 
notwithstanding  taxation  was  given  up  certainly  to  the  extent  of  upwards  of  £11,000,  yet  trade 
was  elastic  enough  to  recoup  to  the  exchequer  upwards  of  £6000,  and  had  it  not  been  for  the 
depression  of  trade  during  the  past  quarter,  mainly  caused  by  an  almost  complete  stoppage  of  the 
French  and  German  trade,  the  revenue  of  this  port  would  have  been  even  in  a  better  position. 

There  is  nothing  special  in  the  trade  of  Kingston  to  remark  upon.  During  the  past  two  years 
trade  has  been  healthy  and  vigorous,  and  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  falling  ofi  in  the  exports  of 
logwood  and  other  woods  during  the  past  quarter,  as  well  as  the  falling  of  in  the  importations  of 
French  and  German  goods  may  be  put  down  wholly  to  the  war  now  raging  in  Europe.

The  import  trade,  as  will  be  seen  on  reference  to  the  returns  of  the  past  three  years,  has  been 
steadily  on  the  increase,  and  the  past  year  (1869-70)  has  been  no  exception  in  this  respect;  thus, 
1868-69,  £1100  12s.  lOd. ;  1869-70,  £1332  8s.  9d.,  making  an  increase  of  .£231  15s.  lid.

Annual  report  of  the  medical  superintendent  and  director  of  the  Jamaica  Lu- 
natic Asylum  for  1870. 

The  number  of  patients  remaining  in  the  asylum  on  the  1st  October,  1869,  was  two  hundred 
and  six,  of*  whom  ninety-two  were  men  and  one  hundred  and  fourteen  women.  During  the 
year  sixty-four  patients  were  admitted,  of  whom  thirty-eight  were  men  and  twenty-six  were 
women.  The  average  daily  number  resident  has  been  212.58,  namely,  94-.75  men  and  117.83 
women  ;  and  the  total  number  under  care  and  treatment  has  been  two  hundred  and  seventy  ;• 
namely,  one  hundred  and  thirty  men  and  one  hundred  and  forty  women.  The  recoveries  during 
the  year  were  seventeen  men  and  eleven  women,  being  at  the  rate  of  4-3.7  per  cent,  on  the  ad- 
missions, the  average  stay  being  :.

I  desire  to  remark  that  in  the  county  of  Lincoln,  in  England,  which  has  a  population  of  about 
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the  same  as  this  island,  there  were  between  five  and  six  hundred  lunatics  confined  in  the  county 
lunatic  asylum  last  year,  besides  some  three  hundred  idiots,  imbeciles,  and  other  insane  persons, 
who  were  detained  in  the  various  work-houses,  or  with  friends. 

If  we  compare  these  numbers  with  the  admissions  of  the  year,  and  the  two- hundred  and  ten- 
patients  remaining  in  the  asylum  on  September  30th,  the  disproportion,  as  to-the  ratio  of  the  in- 
sane to  the  general  population,  can  be  explained  only  from  the  foregoing  considerations. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  there  exist  here,  the  same  intellectual,  moral  hereditary,  and  physical 
causes  of  insanity,  as  affect  the  insane  in  England,  and  there  should  be  added  the  lamentable  fact 
that  a  large  proportion  of  the  peasantry  of  this  country,  have  never  had  their  minds  developed  at 
all  and  are  in  a  state  of  actual  barbarism.  The  intermarriages  of  a  more  or  less  imbecile  class, 
must  also  contribute  to  the  disease.  Those  who  have  given  the  greatest  consideration  to  the  mat- 
ter, are  of  opinion,  that  character  receives  an  impress  from  a  very  early  period  of  existence,  and 
it  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  that  a  child  who  associates  with  its  parents  in  a  wretched  hovel, 
hears  profane  language,  witnesses  immoral  and  grossly  superstitious  acts,  spends  his  day  running 
about  the  bush  half  naked  like  a  wild  annimal,  and  obeys  instincts  only,  like  a  brute,  should  in 
afteryears  require  confinement  in  a  prison  or  the  lunatic  asylum,  when  his  uncontrolable  passions, 
had  habits,  and  savage  tendencies  make  it  impossible  that  he  should  continue  at  large  any  longer* 
with  safety  to  the  community.  . 

The  number  of  illigetimate  children,  and  the  open  concubinage  which  is  practised,  testily  to 
the  necessity  for  increased  exertions  for  endeavouring  to  raise  the  character  of  the  population, 
which  is  the  only  true  way  of  combatting  successfully  with  criminal  passions  and  desires,  winch 
may  terminate  in  brain  disease,  and  committal  to  a  prison  or  the  lunatic  asylum.  I  invite- 
attention  to  the  subjoined  extracts  from  a  report  on  the  moral  condition  of  the  city  of  Kingston, 
and  its  environs,  which  was  published  in  the  transactions  of  the  Jamaica  royal  society  of- arts  in 
December  1857,  and  there  can  be  no.  reasonable  doubt  that  such  a  state  of  things  was  a  fruitful- 
source  of  insanity  and  crime, 

"  In  the  large  population  of  Kingston,  like  all  other  large  cities,  there  will  be  found  among 
the  juvenile  class,  a  large  amount  of  ignorance,  crime,  destitution,  and  juvenile  delinquency." 

"  Among  this,  class,  there  are  hundreds  between  the  age  of  six,  and  sixteen,  who  have  been  all 
their  lifetime  subjected  to  the  most  deplorable  parental  neglect.  These  poor  children  have  been 
suffered  to  grow  up  without  any  attempt  to  instruct  them  morally,  and  religiously,— they  have 
been  reared  in  utter  ignorance  of  God,  their  duty,  and  themselves.  Inmates  from  infancy  of  the 
lowest  dens  of  infamy,  and  accustomed  only  to  scenes  of  profanity,  indecency,  and  vice,  what 
can  we  expect  from  such  youth  but  a  life  of  immorality  and  crime," 

"  The  evils  that  are  entailed  upon  the  inhabitants  of  Kingston  by  reason  of  juvenile  vice  and 
crime,  are  very  great.." 

"  Hundreds  of  young  people  of  both  sexes  are  being  nursed  in  the  grossest  idleness,'  a  burden  to 
themselves,  and  a  curse  to  society.  Many  of  these  are  the  children  of  careless  parents,  or  who 
have  no  parents  at  all,  who  live,  no  body  knows  how,  being  under  no  control  of  any  kind,  and 
left  without  any  restraint  to  do  what  they  please,  and  so  live  as  they  please.  These  may  be  seen 
haunting  the  railway  terminus,  the  wharves,  and  landing  places  of  the  city,  the  arrival  of 
foreign  steam-ships,  the  shore,  the  race-course,  the  yards  and  streets,  and  lanes  of  the  city; 
having  no  ostensible  employment,  but  spending  their  whole  days  in  idleness,  corrupting,  and 
debasing  one  another  by  their  daily  intercourse.  These  boys  and  girls  are  destined  to  be  the  men, 
and  women  of  the  next  generation,  and  it  is  fearful  to  contemplate  what  shall  then  be  the  state 
of  society,  when  the  spring-time  of  youth  has  issued  in  the  harvest  of  matured  adult  villainy." 

"  These  are  already  adepts  in  all  kinds  of  vice  and  depravity,  and  practice  among  themselves, 
and  with  each  other,  the  grossest  immoralities,  ere  yet  they  have  reached  the  full  age  of  boyhood, 
or  girlhood.  Living  in  sheer  idlenees,  they  are  compelled  to  steal,  to  satisfy  the  cravings  of  nature, 
or  to  suffer  all  the  pangs  of  want  and  starvation.  These  poor  children  can  hardly  be  said,  in  one 
sense,  to  be  responsible  for  their  crimes.  They  are  born  of  ignorant  and  dissolute  parents  ;  then- 
education  has  been  neglected  ;  they  are  allowed  to  take  these  evil  courses  without  restraint,  and, 
in  some  instances,  are  deliberately  trained,  and  brought  up  to  steal  and  plunder,  to  support 
themselves,  and  minister  to  the  vicious  passions  of  their  still  more  wicked-and  depraved  parents," 
"Impatient  of  restraint,  rude,  boisterous,  regardless  of  all  decency,  we  are  shocked  beyond 
measure  with  what  we  see  and  hear  upon  the  public  streets  by  these  juveniles.  And' this  state 
of  things  is  gradually  getting  worse.  They  are  corrupting,  and,  morally  and  religiously,  des- 
troying one  another.  The  cursing,  swearing,  and  blasphemy  of  mere  children  bafflB  description. 
They  seem  to  vie  and  contend  with  one  another  for  a  shameless  and  unseemly  pre-eminence  in 
the  abominable  vice,  and  their  outrageous  violation  of  decency,  religion,  and  morality  threatens, 
utterly  to  ruin  and  destroy  them.  The  children  of  respectable  people,  seeing  and  hearing  such 
exhibitions  of  juvenile  wickedness,  are  in  danger  of.  being  drawn  away  into  this  vortex  of  wicked-

It  would  be  an  improvement  if  the  relationship  and  place  of  residence  of  the  party  applying 
for  the  admission  were  inserted,  and  if  not  a  relation,  then  the  person  making  such  application 
should  be  described,  as  to  occupation  and  residence. 

The  conveyance  of  lunatics  is  now  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  inspector  of  constabulary  of  the 
parish  from  which  the  lunatic  is  sent,  and  I  annex  a  copy  of  the  rules  which  have  been  adopted 
in  connection  therewith.  They  will  secure  for  the  patient  much  more  humane  and  correct  con- 
siderations than  have  hitherto  been  the  case,  especially  with  female  lunatics. 

RULES  FOR  THE  CONVEYANCE  OF  LUNATICS  TO  THE  ASYLUM  AT  KINGSTON 
BY  THE  CONSTABULARY. 
1.  The  police  inspector  of  the  parish  from  which  the  lunatic  is  sent  will  be  held  responsible 
that  the  magisterial  order  and  medical  certificate  are  made  out  and  signed  in  strict  conformity 
with  the  act,  and  are  transmitted  with  each  lunatic. 

2.  A  full  statement  of  the  case  as  taken  before  the  magistrates,  is  to  accompany  each  lunatic, 
and  the  "  History-sheet"  of  the  lunatic  is  to  be  filled  up,  after  due  enquiry  by  the  inspector,  to 
the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  belief, — leaving  the  few  professional  queries  to  be  dealt  with  by 
the  medical  offrber — and  this  "  History-sheet"  so  filled  up,  is  to  be  laid  before  the  justices  who 
have  to  adjudicate  on  the  case,  and  is  afterwards  to  be  transmitted  by  the  inspector,  with  the 
other  papers,  to  the  medical  supeintendent  of  the  asylum. 

3.  The  medical  officer  giving  the  certificate  will  be  required  also  to  give  a  certificate  as  to  the 
.general  bodily  health  of  the  lunatic,  and  as  to  whether  he  considers  him  or  her  in  a  fit  state  of 
health  to  be  removed.  This  certificate  should  be  given  on  the  day  appointed  for  the  removal  of 
the  lunatic,  or  as  near  to  tbat  period  as  practicable.  The  lunatic  is  not  to  be  detained  beyond 
twenty-four  hours  after  the  medical  certificate  and  magistrates'  order  are  obtained.  Should  a  de- 
tention beyond  this  time  unavoidably  occur,  the  inspector  will  note  the  cause  on  the  back  of  the 
medical  certificte. 

4.  The  medical  officer,  or  in  his  absence  the  inspector,  will  decide  as  to  whether  one  or  two 
•constables  are  necessary  to  escort  the  lunatic;  and  the  inspector  will  be  held  responsible  that 
men  of  intelligence  and  humanity  are  alone  selected  for  this  escort  duty. 

5.  Two  camisoles  or  straight  waiscoats  will  be  supplied  to  each  constabulary  district  head 
station.  One  is  to  be  furnished  to  the  escort  conveying  the  lunatic,  but  it  is  only  to  be  used 
when  found  absolutely  necessary,  and  after  all  kind  and  persuasive  measures  havefailed;the  other  is 
to  be  retained  at  the  station.  Coercive  measures  must  not,  .however,  be  used  at  the  station 
without  the  sanction  of  the  inspector,  who  will  be  guided  by  the  history  of  thecase,  or  by  the 
advice,  when  procurable,  of  the  medical  practitioner,  who  gives  the  medical  certificate. 

(5.  The  constabulary  escort  conveying  a  lunatic  are  not  to  carry  arms  or  batons  when  employed 
on  this  duty. 

7.  The  escort  is  to  be  supplied  by  the  inspector  with  sufficient  funds  to  provide  food  for  the 
lunatic  when  conveyed  by  land,  and  where  it  is  probable  that  food  cannot  be  purchased  on  the 
route,  a  supply  of  food  is  to  be  taken  by  the  escort.

S.  When  a  lunatic  is  conveyed  by  sea,  care  must  be  taken  that  some  proper  description  of 
bedding  be  supplied  for  him  or  her  by  the  master  or  owner  of  the  drogher  or  vessel  conveying 
the  lunatic ;  and  when  lunatics  are  conveyed  by  land,  the  vehicle  must  be  furnished  with  some 
sort  of  cushion  to  prevent  the  lunatic  being  bruised  during  the  journey. 

9.  Whenever  practicable,  advantage  is  to  be  taken  of  the  railway  as  a  means  of  conveying 
lunatics.  & 

10.  Whenever  a  female  lunatic  is  to  be  conveyed  either  by  land  or  sea,  in  addition  to  the  con- 
stabulary escort,  a  steady  and  suitable  female  is  to  be  engaged  by  the  inspector  to  accompany 
the  lunatic. 

11.  No  lunatic  is  to  be  taken  to  the  asylum  after  six  o'clock,  p.m.,  nor  before  seven  o'clock 
a.m. ;  but  in  the  event  of  arriving  in  Kingston  after  or  before  these  hours,  the  lunatic  is  to  be  de- 
tained for  the  night  at  the  Kingston  police  station  in  the  room  set  apart  for  that  purpose. 

12.  In  order  to  prevent  unnecessary  detention  and  delay,  the  cost  of  conveying  lunatics,  and 
for  their  subsistence,  &c,  is  to  be  paid  in  the  first  instance  by  the  police  inspectors,  and  charged 
in  their  "  accounts  current"  to  the  "  lunatic  asylum  account  exclusive.

Although  the  vigilance  of  the  nurses  and  attendants  was  severely  tried  in  consequence  of  the 
building  of  the  new  ranges  of  single  rooms  in  the  airing  courts  of  the  male  and  female  "  B"  wards, 
which  were  occupied  by  the  bulk  of  the  patients,  from  whom  the  workmen  were  separated  by  a 
temporary  wooden  fence  only,  no  casualty  took  place  beyond  the  escape  of  a  male  patient,  who, 
in  a  moment,  pulled  down  a  piece  of  board  which  was  improperly  fastened,  and  with  it  scaled 
the  wall  of  the  airing  court.     He  was  soon  after  brought  back. 

A  woman,  who  was  confidentially  employed,  escaped  through  the  probable  carelessness  of  a 
nurse  having  left  the  ward-door  unlocked.     She  was  shortly  after  re-captured. 

A  male  patient  escaped  through  the  unfinished  gate- way  of  the  kitchen  court,  when  assisting 
to  remove  stores,  under  charge  of  an  attendant.     He  was  shortly  after  brought  back. 

Three  patients  escaped  whilst  out  fishing,  and  two  others  whilst  confidentially  employed  out 
•on  the  grounds.    Of  all  the  number  who  escaped  three  only  succeeded  in  evading  their  re-capture. 

I  agree  with  the  remarks  of  one  of  her  majesty's  commissioners  in  lunacy,  who  was  himself 
superintendent  of  an  asylum,  that  it  is  far  better  for  escapes  to  take  place,  which  are  open  to 
fair  and  reasonable  explanation,  rather  than  that  there  should  be  established  in  the  asylum  a 
rigour  of  discipline,  which  would  be  more  appropriate  to  a  prison.  To  interfere  with  the  liberty 
which  is  accorded  to  convalescent  patients  and  others  who  are  considered  worthy,  of  confidence, 
would  be  tantamount  to  more  or  less  destroying  the  large  industrial  features  of  the  asylum,  which 
have  hitherto  worked  so  satisfactorily  with  benefit  to  the  patients  and  the  reduction  Of  a  large 
amount  of  cost  to  the  taxpayers  of  the  island. 

It  has  hitherto  been  the  rule,  when  patients  escape,  to  communicate  with  the  constabulary,  and 
they  rendered  every  assistance  up  to  the  2nd  April,  1870,  when  the  inspector-general  of  consta- 
bulary declined  to  assist  me  in  the  re-capture  of  lunatics,  on  the  ground  that  there  was  no  provi- 
sion in  the  law  which  enabled  him  to  do  so.  The  consequence  has  been  that  all  the  escapes  ex- 
cept one  have  been  re-captured  by  the  servants  of  the  asylum. 

In  my  report  of  1864  I  drew  attention  to  this  defect  of  the  law,  but  no  difficulty  has  been 
made  by  the  constabulary  for  a  period  of  six  years  until  this  time  There  can  be  no  doubt  that 
this  decision  of  the  inspector-general  of  constabulary  and  the  state  of  the  law  have  acted  mis- 
chievously in  the  asylum. 

Unfortunately  attendants  and  servants  are  wanting  in  discretion  in  their  communications  with 
patients,  and  lunatics  are  peculiarly  shrewd  in  getting  possession  of  information  somehow,  which 
it  is  hardly  expected  would  come  to  their  ears.  This  may  possibly  arise  from  some  of  the  ser- 
vants confiding  their  affairs  to  patients,  or  others  talking  loudly  and  incautiously  in  the  presence 
of  lunatics,  who  over-hear  them.  There  are  few  things  happening  either  inside  or  outside  the 
•asylum  which  do  not  become  subjects  for  discussion  in  the  wards  by  some  of  the  patients.  It 
therefore  soon  became  known  that  the  "  constabs"  would  not  re-capture  lunatics  who  escape 
from  the  asylum,  and  they  must  have  heard  or  seen  that  when  escaped  patients  were  brought 
back  to  the  asylum  it  was  by  the  attendants  of  the  institution,  and  not  by  the  constabulary. 

For  some  time  past  patients  have  been  restrained  from  escaping  from  the  moral  effect  of  know- 
ing that  I  am  unceasing  in  procuring  their  re-capture,  and  if  it  were  not  that  this  is  felt  to  a  re- 
"markable  degree,  it  would  be  utterly  impossible  for  me  to  place  patients  as  -fishermen  and  in  the 
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•other  numerous  occupations  Which  take  them  out  of  the  wards.  This  serious  state  of  things 
formed  the  subject  of  official  correspondence,  and  I  submitted  my  views  in  relation  thereto  to 
the  honorable  the  attorney-general,  in  the  expectation  of  a  bill  being  brought  before  the  legisla- 
tive council.  Up  to  the  present  time  this  defect  in  the  law  still  continues.  There  can  be  no 
doubt  that  until  lunatics  knew  that  they  can  be  re-cap tufed  at  any  time  escapes  will  take  place, 
and  considering  the  facility  with  which  they  can  hide  themselves  in  the  bush  near  the  asylum 
their  re-capture  is  very  difficult.  .  ,  _. 

The  opinions  which  I  -expressed  in  my  report  of  April  2nd,  1864,  as  to  the  improper  railed 
fence  surrounding  the  female  front  airing  court  have  been  exemplified,  fortunately  without  any 
iserious  consequences  Jjeyond  shewing  the  facility  with  which  patients  can  escape,  if  'they  feel 
so  disposed,      j 

A  female  patient  who  was  employed  at  needlework  under  the  sunshade  jumped  up  suddenly 
and  ran  toward^  the  ftmce,  and  succeeded  in  climbing  over  it.  She  then  ran  on  and  rushed  into 
the  sea. 

Several  of  .the  staff  who  were  standing  by,  witnessed  this  ;  they  blew  their  "  alarm  whistles," 
and  went  in  immediate  pursuit.  She  was  rescued  with  some  difficulty  by  the  assistant  medical 
officer,  who  went  into  the  sea  after  her.  There  was  no  reason  previously  to  suspect  that  she 
meditated  self-destruction,  and  from  the  history  of  the  case,  and  her  subsequent  conduct,  I  am 
of  opinion  that  she  acted  rather  under  an  uncontrollable,  and  purposeless  impulse,  than  with  a 
view  to  destroy  herself. 

The  industrial  occupations  continue  as  active  as  before,  as  shewn  by  the  following  returns. 

I  desire,  in  this  place,  to  recommend  for  the  laundry,  a  small  washing  machine,  similar  to  those 
•used  in  asylums  in  England.  . 

I  look  forward  to  the  new  cooking  range,  being  able  to  supply  the  kitchen  and  laundry  with 
steam,  as  well  as  an  easy  means  of  obtaining  hot  water  for  baths. 

We  have  at  present,  no  laundry,  as  it  is  in  the  same  state  as  described  in  my  repbrt  '6f  April 
2nd, 1864.  . 

The  constant  wet,  and  damp  to  which  patients  who  may  be  employed  there  are  exposed,  are 
objectionable,  and  it  is  not  an  occupation  readily  undertaken  by  the  patients  of  the  asylum.  Those 
who  can  wash  refuse  more  or  less  to  do  so,  and  those  who  will,  are  frequently  mischievous,  and 
cannot  be  trusted  there. 

With  reference  to  the  manufacture  of  cocoanut  fibre,  there  has  been  difficulty  at  times  in  pro- 
curing a  sufficient  supply  of  cocoanuts.  My  opinion  is  that  cocoanuts  are  stolen  from  the  cocoa- 
nut  groves  of  the  asylum,  and  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  I  pointed  out  to  the  inspector-gene- 
ral of  constabulary,  that  boats  had  been  seen  at  most  unseasonable  hours  of  the  night,  or  very 
early  in  the  morning,  about  the  sea-shore,  and  the  cocoanut  groves  of  the  asylum  ;  and  considering 
the  proximity  of  the  Eae  Town  police  station  to  the  asylum,  I  suggested  the  desirability  of 
causing  boats,  which  go  out  at  nights  at  unseasonable  hours  and  halt  near  the  residences  of  persons 
living  by  the  sea-shore,  to  be  brought  within  some  kind  of  police  regulation,  or  observation. 

I  was  informed  in  reply,  that  the  Inspector  was  instructed  to  extend  the  patrols  of  the  con- 
stabulary to  the  sea-beach,  so  as  to  prevent,  if  possible,  the  depradations  on  the  cocoanut  groVes, 
complained  of. 

I  am  not  aware  however,  from  the  statements  which  are  made  to  me  by  the  servants  6f  the 
asylum,  that  a  constable  has  ever  been  seen  performing  this  duty. 

During  my  visit  to  England  I  took  some  interest  in  the  machinery  employed  for  the  utiliza- 
tion of  the  cocoanut  husk,  and  as  some  of  the  particulars  may  be  interesting,  and  instructive  to 
those  persons  in  the  island,  who  are  now  directing  their  attention  t6  the  subject,  I  subjoin  the 
following  remarks :  ,        - 

As  I  have  been  frequently  written  to  respecting  the  making  of  cocoanut  fibre  in  the  asylum,  I 
will  first  shortly  describe  its  manufacture  here.  *  *  *  The  prodess  of  manufacture  is  ex- 
ceedingly simple  ;  we  have  no  machinery  of  any  kind. 

After  husking  the  cocoanut,  the  rind  of  the  husk  is  removed  by  a  small  pair  of  pincers,  which 
is  fixed  to  a  post  in  the  ground,  or  some  of  the  patients  rem6ve  it  with  their  teeth  Very  quickly, 
and  cleverly. 

The  fibre  is  then  pulled  by  hand,  from  the  husk  ;  spread  Out  to  dry  in  the  sUh,  and  when  dry, 
the  adherent  pith  is  removed  by  simply  rubbing  it  in  the  hands,  just  as  a  Washerwoman  rubs 
clothes. 

In  proportion  to  the  amount  of  labor  bestowed  on  rubbing  the  fibre,  so  it  becomes  more  or 
less  free  from  pith,  and  its  market  value  increases  accordingly.         *  *  #  # 

I  visited,  when  in  England,  a  number  of  prisons,  and  at  all  of  them  cocoanut-fibre-matting,  and 
mat-making  formed  very  important,  industrial  occupations,  and  were  a  source  of  great  revenue. 
At  some  of  the  prisons  this  amounts  to  as  much  as  .£1000  a-year. 

At  Wakefield  I  was  given  to  understand  that  a  self-supporting  principle  was  practised  to  a  great 
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extent ;  that  they  possessed  a  somewhat  elaborate  machinery,  and' thai  some  of  the  binding  of  the 
coaconut  fibre  mats  were  made  there,  and  kept,  more  or  less,  a  secret.- 

The  plan  pursued  at  some  of  the  prisons  was,  that  manufacturers  of  mats  supplied  materials, 
looms,  and  an  instructor,  and  they  paid  the  prison  authorities  a  sum  of  about  three  farthings  to  a 
penny-three  farthings  per  square  foot  for  the  labor  of  the  prisoners. 

The  name  of  one  large  firm  was  given  to  me,  and  the  particulars  which  are  subjoined  are  short 
notes  which  I  made  after  visiting  their  establishment. 

From  all  that  I  heard  and  saw,  when  making  inquiries  respecting  cocoaniat  fibre,  it  is  clear  to 
my  mind  that  it  is  in  the  hands  of  few  persons  only,  and  that  there  is  great  jealousy  and  objection 
shewn  to  persons  who  seek  information  from  the  possible  fear  of  competition. 

Indeed,  at  one  place  which  I  intended  to  vi&it,  I  was  warned  that  it  would  be  useless  to  do  so,. 

and  that  I  should  be  insulted.   Whilst  I  must  fairly  concede  to  Messrs. ,  whose  factory  I 

visited,  my  best  acknowledgments  for  the  information  which  they  afforded,  it  is  but  proper  to 
state  that  I  had  to  undergo  a  strict  examination  as  to  my  objects  in  visiting  the  factory,  and  two 
visits  had  to  be  paid  before  it  was  allowed. 

It  was  only  when  it  was  understood  that  I  wished  to  learn  the  manufacture  of  coir,  and  not 
mat-making,  that  this  permission  was  granted. 

My  object  in  giving  these  details  is  to  indicate  to  the  owners  of  cocoanut  properties  in  this  island 
the  great  value  of  a  material  which  is  for  the  most  part  allowed  to  rot,  and  be  regarded  as  compara- 
tively worthless.  The  true  value  of  the  cocoanut  to  this  island  is  yet  to  be  ascertained,  as  apart 
from  the  fibre,  the  pith  will  be  found  to  yield  a  large  proportion  of  tannin,  which  should  be 
valuable  in  the  preparation  of  leather,  in  the  same  manner  as  "  divi  divi,"  "mangrove,"  &c. 

The  following  are  the  short  notes  on  cocoanut  fibre  manufacture,  which  were  obtained  in  Eng- 
land, and  the  names  of  manufacturers  and  others  are  included  for  inference  by  persons  who  feel 
disposed  to  enter  on  the  manufacture  : 

Visited  the  mat-manufactory  of  Messrs. .  They  state  that  they  are  the  largest  manufac- 
turers in  the  trade ;  that  most  of  the  mats  are  made  in  looms  made  by  some  people  living  in  Slater 
Street,  Spitalfields ;  the  names  they  did  not  know.  The  prices  vary  from  nine-pence  to  several 
shillings  each,  depending  upon  quality,  the  veriest  rubbish  being  used.  In  some,  it  is  nothing 
more  than  the  short  cuttings  of  fibre  from  the  best  made  mats,  and  the  short  pieces  from  the  con- 
bales  after  they  have  been  "  devilled." 

The  coir  which  they  use  is  either  twisted  yarn,  the  strands  of  which  are  believed  to  be  made  by 
hand  ;  or  loose  coir,  which  is  baled  up  into  bales  about  four  feet  by  one  and-a-half  by  two,  wrapped 
round  with  coarse  wrapper  and  hoop-iron,  strips  of  wood  of  about  three  inches  wide  being  placed 
under  the  hoop-iron  to  prevent  its  cutting  into  the  bale.  These  bales  vary  in  quality,  and  in  the 
medium  sort  some  of  the  fibre  is  black  and  dirty,  with  much  adherent  pith.  When  these  bales  were 
opened,  I  observed  that  the  coir  appeared  to  have  been  packed  in  thin  layers,  and  was  not  a  con- 
fused mass  of  fibres.  On  taking  one  of  these  layers  and  spreading  it  out  carefully,  portions  of  fibre 
•could  be  detached  en  masse,  which  gave  a  distinct  outline  of  the  cocoanut  husk,  with  the  fibres  in 
situ  ;  or,  in  other  words,  the  husk  appeared  to  have  been  deprived  of  its  external  rind,  and  then  ske- 
letonized by  maceration  to  get  rid  of  the  adherent  pith,  and  when  dry  was  simply  packed  for  expor- 
tation. All  the  fibre  I  saw  had  evidently  been  macerated,  and  a  good  deal  of  the  coloring  matter 
was  extracted. 

The  coir  is  in  high  regard,  so  much  so  that  the  foreman  stated,  that  if  ever  so  small  a  piece  was 
found  lying  about  his  master  "would  give  him  agood  jacketing."  They  would  purchase  any  descrip- 
tion of  fibre,  and  the  common  husks  fetch  from  twenty  to  thirty  shillings  a  thousand.  I  was  curious 
to  see  this  husk,  which  realized  such  a  price,  and  they  produced  some.  They  were  the  torn  off 
husk — hard,  almost  black  with  fragments  of  cocoanut  shell  adhering,  such  as  are  abundantly  found 
about  cocoanut  groves,  and  considered  more  or  less  worthless. 

In  preparing  the  coir,  the  long,  stout  external  fibres  of  the  nut  are  separated  for  brush-making, 
and  the  same  firm  are  extensively  engaged  in  this  branch  of  trade.  The  opinion  was  expressed  that 
from  the  cost  of  labor,  it  would  never  pay  to  make  either  coir  or  yarn  in  England. 

In  order  to  convert  the  husksinto  coir,  as  well  as  to  separate  the  coir,  which  when  imported,  is 
highly  compressed  and  dirty,  so  as  to  be  made  available  for  manufacturing  mats,  we  are  now  intro- 
duced to  the  machinery,  which  is  employed  for  this  purpose.  These  consist  of  what  are  called 
"  devils"  or  "breakers."  They  are 'machines  having  in  front  two  plain  or  fluted  rollers,  which 
play  horizontally  across  a  stage. 

The  upper  roller  is  movable  to  a  limited  extent,  and  projecting  from  each  side  are  two  iron 
arms,  each  weighted  with  iron  weights  at  the  extremities.  This  arrangement  gives  a  suitable  pres- 
sure to  the  husk,  during  its  passage  through  the  rollers,  and  allows  the  upper  roller  to  be  moved 
from  irregularities  in  the  body  of  the  husk.  The  husk  is  then  caught  by  drums  armed  with  pro- 
jecting teeth,  which  revolve  at  great  speed.  This  has  the  effect  of  leaving  the  coarse  fibre,  and 
detaching  a  quantity  of  pith  with  shorter  fibre.  The  first  devil  has  the  teeth  projecting  about 
an  inch  and  a-half  in  rows,  some  two  to  three  inches  apart,  and  the  teeth  of  each  row,  are  about 
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two  inches  from  each  other  from  side  to  side.  The  drums  are  made  of  wood  and  all  these  teeth 
project  through  strips  of  wood  which  form  the  face  of  the  drum,  and  are  screwed  down  to  the  cir- 
cular sides. 

No.  2  machine,  is  the  same,  but  has  the  teeth  only  about  an  inch  apart  laterally,  whilst  No.  3,  or 
finest  machine  has  groups  of  three  rows  of  teeth,  at  about  the  same  distance,  or  rather  smaller,  the 
first  and  last  row  being  opposite  to  each  other  whilst  the  middle  occupies  the  intermediate- 
spaces — thus 


The  husk  breaking  machine,  is  very  powerful ;  the  teeth  are  larger  and  arranged  at  greater 
distances  ;  and  instead  of  the  fluted  rollers,  there  is  what  seems  to  be  a  large  coarse-fibred  cocoa- 
nut  brush,  which  supports  the  husk  whilst  it  is  being  acted  upon  by  the  "devil,"  and  allows  its 
teeth  to  pass  through  the  fibres  ;  after  having  been  broken,  the  coir  is  placed  in  a  wire  cage  or 
drum,  which  revolves,  and  allows  a  great  deal  of  pith  and  dust  to  be  shaken  out. 

These  instruments  would  seem  to  constitute  all  the  machinery ;  they  are  moved  by  steam  power,, 
and  are  regarded  as  dangerous.  Fingers  and  hands  have  been  mutilated,  and  I  saw  one  man  who 
had  lost  his  arm,  nearly  up  to  the  shoulder,  from  its  having  been  drawn  in  whilst  looking  round  in 
in  a  moment  of  inattention. 

The  names  of  the  makers  of  these  "  devils,"  were  stated  not  to  be  known,  but  reference  was 
made  to  Messrs.  Green  and  son,  54  and  55  Blackfriars  road.  On  inquiry  at  this  house,  I  found  that 
such  was  not  the  case,  and  they  gave  me  the  following  names  as  the  most  likely  manufacurers : 
Messrs.  Greenwood  and  Batley,  Armby  machine  works,  Leeds,  York. 

During  my  visit  I  noticed  a  "  shearing  machine"  for  mats.  It  was  of  the  most  improved  con- 
struction, and  cost  ,£50.     On  the  iron  stand  was  the  name  "  Davis,  Leeds." 

The  coir  is  purchased  from  brokers  at  prices  from  £10  to  £30  a  ton.  Loose  coir  fetches  nearly 
as  much  as  yarn,  and  is  obtained  from  the  following  places  : — 

Cochin  China  -  Best 

Bombay  (East  Indies)  -  2nd 

Ceylon  -  -  3rd 

The  Ledger  newspaper  gives  the  names  of  brokers,  and  they  for  the  most  part  have  offices  in. 
Mincing  lane. 

The  following  particular  names  were  given  to  me  :  "  Noble,  Barber  Nephews,  Alfred  Geere." 

Visited  the  fibre  mills  of  Mr.  G.  Green,  residing  at  Holly  Bush  Gardens,  Bethnel  Green,  Lon- 
don. Here  I  saw  the  machines  in  full  work.  Mr.  Green  is  a  manufacturer.  I  found  that  the 
dangerous  character  of  the  machines  at  this  place  was  not  felt,  inasmuch  as  all  those  in  use  had 
the  drum  and  the  rollers  well  protected,  so  as  to  prevent  the  hand  of  the  workman,  from  being; 
drawn  into  the  machine.     Accidents  being  more  the  result  of  carelessness.. 

There  was  a  quantity  of  dry  husks  in  the  yard.  It  appears  that  before  being  used,  the  husk 
was  softened  by  being  placed  for  a  short  time  to  soak  in  water  in  a  tank,  which  was  heated  by 
waste  steam.  The  workman,  holding  the  cocoanut  husk  in  his  hand,  inserts  one  end  of  it  betweeni 
the  rollers  of  the  machine  ;  in  a  moment  or  two  the  revolving,  drum  so  acts  upon,  it  as  to  reduce 
it  to  a  state  of  fibre.  He  then  withdraws  it  from  the  rollers,  and  inserts  the  other  end, of  the- 
husk,  when  alike  action  takes  place,  and  a  mass  of  clean,  long  straight  fibres- remains  in.  the- 
hand.     This  constitutes  the  "  brush-fibre." 

Mr.  Green  informed  me  that  two  thousand  good  husks  will  give —

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There  was  in  use  at  this  factory  a  small  steam  power  engine,  but  in  the  event  of  a  crank,  fly- 
wheel, and  shafting,  &c,  being  substituted  for  it,  which  would  give  at  least  four  hundred  and 
fifty  revolutions  per  minute,  the  sum  of  .£25  would  have  to  be  added.

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These  returns  do  not  represent  all  that  has  been  done  by  the  patients  and  servants  for  the- 
improvement  and  benefit  of  the  asylum. 

Besides  making  all  the  clothes  and  bedding  required  for  the  asylum,  one  hundred  and  one' 
beds  and  two  hundred  and  thirty-four  pillows  were  made  for  the  Kingston  and  St.  Andrew 
union  poor  house..  This  bedding  was  stuffed  with  cocoanut  fibre,  also  made- by  the  patients. 
The  amount  of  the  account  was  .£65  J  6s.  9d.,  and  there  was  a  clear  profit  to  the  patients 
of  £4:1  10s.  7d.f  which  sum  was  duly  lodged  in  the  colonial  bank  to  the  account. 

All  the  sleeping  rooms  have  had  the  walls  scraped,  important  ventilating  openings  have  been 
made-  to  the  vaults  of  the  centre  and  female  A.  ward ;  the  wall  has  been  broken,  and  an.  en- 
trance gate  erected  to  the  store  ;  the  old  visiting  room  has  been  converted  into  an  office  and  re- 
creation room,  and  the  window  space  of  the  dormitories  on  the  east  side  "of  the  female  ward  has 
been  doubled  by  cutting  down  the  brick  work,  and  inserting  some  of  the  old  iron  window  frames. 

I'ndeed  the  whole  of  the  repairs  to  the  buildings  have  been  accomplished  by  the  servants 
and  patients  of  the  asylum,  as  they  have  hitherto  been  for  the  last  seven  years,  and  the  cost 
for  so  doing  appears  in  the  general  expenses  of  the  asylum. 

The  department  for  public  buildings  this  year  has,  for  the  first  time,  undertaken  the  painting 
of  the  external  wood-work  of  the  old  asylum  buildings,  and  the  iron  window  frames.  The 
iron  work  of  the  verandahs  and  sunshades,  however,  has  not  been  painted,  and  they  are  at 
present  in  a  very  rusty  state,  and  much  worm-eaten. 

I  am  sorry  that  I  do  not  approve  of  the  sickly  blue  color  of  the  doors  of  the  single  rooms 
near  the  entrance  sunshade  of  the  asylum,  this  color  bleaches  very  much,  and  the  contrast  to 
the  red  walls  is  bad;  it  was  found  fault  with,  but  it  was  stated  to  be  more  economical  than 
the  green,  which  was  the  color  before  in  use. 

I  venture  to  think  that  if  the  doors  had  been  oiled,  or  varnished  only,  similar  to  the  doors 
of  the  B.  wards,  shewing  the  natural  grain  of  the  wood,  they  would  have  looked  much  better; 
or  if  paint  had  been  supplied  to  the  lunatic  asylum,  a  great  deal  might  have  been  saved  by  the 
employment  of  the  patients,  rather  than  using  paid  labor,  which  would  have  justified  the  adop- 
tion of  a  paint  of  a  more  suitable  color. 

Some  iron  spikes,  which  were  placed  on  the  tops  of  the  new  gates  in  the  kitchen  and  laundry 
yard  are  dangerous  and  objectionable,  and  should  be  removed. 

The  department  for  public  buildings,  upon  my  representation,  further  removed  the  very  un- 
sightly boiler  near  the  piesent  entrance  to  the  asylum;  with  this  exception  no  other  repairs  at 
the  asylum  have  been  done. 

The  bath  rooms  or  lavatories  continue  in  the  same  unfinished  state  as  they  were  five  years  ago, 
and  their  conversion  into  large  fresh-water  baths,  which  were  to  serve  for  bathing  dangerous 
patients  unfit  to,  leave  the  ward  to  go  to  the  sea-bath,  and  to  act  as  reservoirs  in  the  event  of 
lire,  still  remains  to  be  carried  out.  Hot-water  baths  are  also  required,  and  suitable  lavatories. 
The  padded  rooms  remain  unfinished  as  they  were  five  years  ago. 

There  are  no  proper  covered  ways  to  the  B.  wards ;  the  officers  and  servants  are  therefore 
exposed  to  the  rain.  The  large  verandahs  in  front  of  these  wards  are  still  unpaved,  and.  in 
wet  weather  they  become  almost  impassable.  On  the  female  side  planks  have  had  to  be  laid 
down  before  the  patients  could  go  into  some  of  the  rooms,  and  the  officers  and  nurses  have  had 
to  wade  through  some  two  inches  of  mud.     The  roofs  leak  extensively. 

Drinking  fountains,  which  were  recommended  in  my  report  of  1864,  have  not  been  erected. 
They  are  urgently  required,  as  well  as  a  suitable  supply  of  seats  in  the  airing  courts.  Properly 
constructed  earth  closets  should  also  be  erected.  The  present  closets  which  are  used  were 
erected  by  me  out  of  some  old  material,  and  became  a  matter  of  necessity,  as  these  wards 
were  actually  left  without  such  conveniences  when  they  were  constructed  five  years  ago. 

The  present  locks,  which  are  attached  to  the  new  range  of  singlerooms,  are  utterly  useless,  as 
from  the  absence  of  proper  springs,  some  of  the  doors  cannot  be  opened,  and  on  several  occasions 
the  carpenter  has  had  to  break  open  the  doors  to  let  a  patient  out. 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  permission  has  been  granted  to  me,  to  obtain  suitable  asylum  locks  with 
a  master  key,  for  the  exit  doors,  to  the  extent  of  ,£20. 

I  made  careful  enquiries  at  numerous  lunatic  asylums  and  prisons,  when  I  was  in  England,  as  to 
the  best  kind  of  locks,  and  I  have  selected  those  of  Messrs.  Hobbs,  Hart  and  Co.  They  also  manu- 
facture a  very  efficient  latch-lock,  which  may  possibly  supersede  the  locks  to  the  single  rooms, 
complained  of. 

The  question  of  a  new  kitchen  came  under  discussion  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  and  permission 
was  given  to  obtain  a  new  cooking  range.  I  had  before  obtained  plans  from  numerous  manu- 
facturers, which  were  based  on  the  consideration  of  the  asylum  making  and  baking  its  own:  bread. 
The  plan  of  Messrs.  Benham  and  sons  at  .£.120  was  selected.  But  inasmuch,  as  the  fishery  ex- 
periment wasjust  then  being  started,  which,  involved  a  very  important  change  in  the  dietryofthe 
asylum,  particularly  with  bread,  which  had  the  effect  of  reducing  its  cost  some  .£500  a-year,  or 
one-half,  I  was  satisfied  that  as  the  success  of  this  new  feature  became  day  by  day  more  marked,, 
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that  it  would  not  be  judicious  to  enter  on  the  responsibility  of  bread-making  for  the  little  that  was 
required  in  the  asylum,  and  that  before  adopting  Benham's  range,  it  would  be  better  to  try  the 
simple  experiment  of  three-boilers,  being  set  in  brick-work,  and  heated  by  one  fire. 

This  plan  is  recommended  in  the  report  of  the  commission  for  improving  the  sanitary  condition  of 
barracks  and  hospitals.  , , 

I  placed  this  report  in  the  hands  of  the  honorable  the  director  of  roads,  and  urged  that  such  should 
be  built  temporarily.  This  recommendation  was  made,  nearly  twelve  months  ago,  and  I  am  sorry 
to  report  that  it  has  not  been  done.  Our  kitchen  therefore  remains  where  it  was,  as  is  described 
in  my  report  of  April  2nd  1864,  and  from  its  dilapidated  condition,  it  is  most  unsatisfactory,  and 
consumes  an  excessive  quantity  of  wood,  from  the  state  of  the  fire  places. 

I  again  urge  the  experiment  of  the  triple-boiler,  before  the  kitchen  range  is  determined  upon,  the 
more  particularly,  as  the  range  should  be  made  not  only  to  cook  but  to  generate  sufficient  steam 
for  laundry  purposes  as  well  as  for  hot-water  baths.  _  . 

It  is  highly  desirable  that  the  asylum  should  be  supplied  with  a  fire  engine,  with  hose  sufficiently 
long  to  reach  to  the  sea  for  a  supply  of  water.  The  present  fresh  water  supply,  running  from  halt- 
inch  pipes,  being  quite  insufficient  to  yield  what  is  required  on  an  emergency. 

The  fishing  boats  and  the  large  seine,  which  are  worth  at  least  ,£100,  are  exposed  to  the  full 
effects  of  rain  and  sunshine,  Which  act  injuriously  for  want  of  a  proper  boat-house,  or  cover,  such 
should  be  erected.  .  .,.-,»         .,  f+u 

Many  of  the  boards  of  thc'€ormitories  are  out  of  repair,  and  are  unsightly  from  the  remains  ot  the 
old  urinals  ;  the  mists  too  are  bad.  Their  state  has  been  more  particularly  described  in  my  report 
of  April  2,  J  864,  and  I  hope  that  the  department  for  public  buildings  will  undertake  their  repair. 

A  suitable  carpenter's  workshop,  and  other  rooms  for  stores,  are  required.  The  carpenter  at 
present  is  obliged  to  work  under  a  cotton  tree,  and  patients  clothes,  worn  on  admission,  are  obliged 
to  be  placed  in  the  old  male  saloon,  the  same  being  unfitted  for  any  other  purpose,  and  no  other 
room  being  available.  .    ,  ,  .        ...  . 

The  piggery  is  an  important  department  in  the  asylum,  and  suitable  .piggeries  with  cowhouse, 
and  stables  should  be  constructed.  .  . 

There  is  no  shed  at  present  for  the  mule  and  cow  of  the  asylum,  and  the  piggery  is  made  of 
old  window  frames,  and  fragments  of  old  building  materials. 

My  report  of  April  2nd,  1864,  gave  a  description  of  the  buildings  with  recommendations,  and  1 
again  beg  to  direct  attention  to  that  report.  Extensive  and  important  works  and  repairs  are  now 
required  to  make  theasylum  what  it  ought  to  be. 

The  entrance  wooden-gates  are  really  disgraceful,  and  the  new  gates  which  were  to  have  been 
erected  in  their  stead,  have  not  yet  been  put  up. 

From  the  absence  of  a  proper  frontage  to  the  asylum-,  and  the  unsuitable  buildings,  and  smoking 
kitchin  which  now  project  therefrom,  the  entrance  to  it  is  difficult  to  discover.  It  is  more  or  less 
a  uon-descript  institution  in  appearance. 

The  first  impressions  on  the  minds  of  numerous  foreigners  and  strangers  who  visit,  must  be 
bad,  both  as  to  the  treatment  of  the  insane  of  the  colony  and  the  prosperity  of  the  country,  to 
allow  such  a  public  building. 

It  affords  me  the  greatest  pleasure  to  state,  that  his  excellency  the  governor  determines  to  com- 
plete the  frontage  to  the  asylum,  and  when  the  plans  are  discussed,  I  trust  that  they  may  be  made 
■so  comprehensive  as  to  embrace  the  question  of  asylum  accommodation  for  private  patients,  and 
others  of  the  better  class,  for  whom  there  is  no  other  provision  at  present,  than  to  associate  with 
the  ne-ro  paupers  of  the  island,  or  be  obliged  to  be  provided  for  by  the  relations  or  friends  at  home, 
or  iu  private  quarters  at  great  expense  and  anxiety,  and  with  servants  only  to  look  after  them. 

The  discipline,  order,  quiet,  and  self-control,  which  the  patients  manifest,  elicit  remarks  of  as- 
tonishment from  all  persons  who  visit  the  asylum,  and  at  no  time  is  this  seen  m  a  more  striking 
manner  than  at  meals.  .  jU  , 

A  great  triumph  has  been  realized  this  year,  by  bringing  the  men  and  the  women  together  at  meals, 
under  the  large  sunshade  of  the  female  A  ward,  which  measures  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  feet 
lone,  by  thirty-eight  feet  wide  ;  thus  converting  it  into  all  the  purposes  of  a  dimng  hall.  On  the 
20th  December  last,  this  was  commenced,  and  has  'continued  ever  since.  About  sixty  men  and 
sixty  women  out  of  a  daily  average  number  of  two  hundred  and  twelve,  daily  meet  here  at  these 
times;  and  in  no  one  instance  have  I  had  cause  to  regret  the  association  of  the  sexes,  and  the  un- 
doubted beneficial  moral  reactions  which  take  place  one  upon  the  other.  _ 

The  men  sit  at  one  long  table,  and  the  worn^n  at  another ;  and  the  meals,  and  the  dismissal  of 
the  patients  afterwards,  are  so  conducted,  as  to  prevent  any  irregularity  occurring. 

The  amusements  of  the  patients  continue  as  heretofore,  they  stil  walk  beyond  the  asylum,  and 
supplies  of  newspapers  are  received  from  time  to  time  from  his  excellency  the  governor 

I  have  to  tender  my  best  thanks  to  her  majesty's  consul,  P.  H.  Ramsden,  esquire,  at  Cuba,  for  a 
present  of -a  bottle  of  Havanna  tobacco  seeds,  as  well  a  valuable  description  on  its  cultivation. 
3e 
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Our  Christmas  dinner  was  a  great  success.  The  dining  hall  was  decorated  with  flags  and 
banners,  and  Sir  J.  L.  Smith,  chief-justice,  Dr.  Boweibank,  custos  of  Kingston  and  chairman  of  the 
committee  of  visitors,  with  other  gentlemen,  and  some  ladies,  favored  the  patients  with  their 
presence. 

Divine  service  continued  to  be  regularly  performed  in  the  saloon,  and  as  many  patients  as  it  can^ 
conveniently  hold  attended,  this  amounts  to  about  seventy  patients,  the  building  accommodating 
only  seventy-tKree. 

Although  it  does  not  fairly  come  within  this  years's  report,  I  have  much  pleasure  in  stating, 
that  the  attendance  at  Divine  service  has  lately  been  doubled,  consequently,  the  service  is  now 
held  under  the  sunshade  or  dining  hall,  and  that  some  one  hundred  and  twenty  to  one  hundred 
and  thirty  patients  congregate  together. 

The  former  saloon  or  chapel,  therefore,  can  no  longer  be  used  for  this  purpose,  and  it  re- 
mains to  be  utilized  when  the  new  frontage  to  the  asylum  is  undertaken.  I  look  forward  to 
the  time  when  a  suitable  chapel  will  be  built  on  the  asylum  estate,  and  that  this  institution 
may  not  be  an  exception  to  this  feature  which  characterizes  asylums  in  England.  I  have  allowed 
some  male  and  female  patients  to  attend  service  at  St..  Michael's  church,  in  the  neighbourhood, 
and  their  conduct  has  been  without  reproach. 

I  regret  to  have  to  report  that  one  male  attendant  and  one  female  nurse  were  both  rusti- 
cated for  striking  a  male  and  female  patients  respectively  in  a  struggle.  It  is  a  rule  to  dis- 
miss servants  for  striking  patients.  The  case  of  the  female  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
chairman  of  the  committee  of  visitors  of  the  asylum,  who  was  of  opinion  that  rustication  would 
be  sufficient  to  meet  what  was  required;  and  I  thought  a  similar  punishment  was  sufficient 
in  the  case  of  the  male  attendant. 

There  is  no  subject  more  difficult  to  deal  with  in  the  management  of  the  lunatic  asylum 
in  this  country  than  that  of  servants.  In  England  a  very  strict  discipline  can  be,  and  is  car- 
rried  out,  but  at  the  same  time  the  labor  market  is  in  an  entirely  different  state  to  that  which 
exists  here  -f-.  and  there  is  no  difficulty,  if  suitable  wages  be  offered,  to  obtain  any  class  and 
number  of  servants  who  may  be  required  with  little  or  no  delay.  Here  the  independence  of 
servants  and  their  utter  indifference  to  all  the  obligations  which  usually  attach  to  such  a  class 
make  it  a  matter  for  very  careful  consideration  before  actual  dismissal  is  determined  upon. 
Coming  to  the  asylum  untrained,  undisciplined,  they  are  taught  what  they  never  knew  before, 
and  are  almost  defiant  when  they  know  that  dismissal,  as  a  punishment  for  an  irregularity, 
only  recoils  on  those  having  the  responsible  care  of  a  number  of  anxious  and  dangerous  cases 
who>  niust  be  treated  with  regularity,  tact  and  firmness,  whether  the  staff  be  great  or  small, 
and-,  it  is  more  or  less  impossible  to  fill  up  their  vacant  posts  without  great  delay.  The  labor 
market  in  this  country  is  in  such  an  unhealthy  state  that  discharged  servants  merely  change 
hands  between  friends  and  acquaintances,  and  it  is  no  uncommon  thing  for  a  guest  to  be 
waited  upon,  by  his  own  discharged  servant.  Erom  such  a  class  I  am  obliged  to  draw  the  at- 
tendants and  nurses  of  the  asylum,  or  must  go  without.  I.  am  glad  to  say  that  with  the 
before-named  exceptions  their  conduct  has  been  good,  and  they  have  shewn  great  forbearance 
when  they  have  had  to  encounter  the  violent  attacks  of  some  very  barbarous  patients.  My 
old  hands,,  who  occupy  the  more  responsible  positions,  have  continued,  and  their  conduct  has 
been  most  praiseworthy.. 

The  subjoined  table  represents  the  total  expenditure  of  the  asylum  for  the  year,  by  which 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  cost  per  head  per  week  has  been  six  shillings  and  ten-pence  three 
farthings  only,  or  a  penny  half-penny  per  head  per  week  less  than  last  year..

I  forward,  for  the  information  of  his  excellency  the  governor,  the  accompanying  statements  of 
■works  executed  by  this  department  during  the  financial  year  ]  869-70,  on  which  I  beg  leave  to 
make  the  following  observations  : 

The  total  expenditure  during  the  year  was  £65,152  18s.  lid.  of  which  £26,964  6s.  7d.  was 
spent  on  roads  and  bridges,  and  £38,188  12s.  4d.  on  other  public  works. 

ROADS  AND  BRIDGES. 

The  expenditure  for  maintenance  of  roads  and  bridges  was  £18,447  8s.  9d.  This  is 
£1652  8s.  9d  in  excess  of  the  estimate  for  the  year.  This  excess  was  caused  by  the  extreme 
severity  of  the  weathers,  from  the  month  of  May  onwards,  with  little  intermission  to  the  close  of 
year.  Not  only  were  heavy  rains  general  throughout  the  island,  and  of  long  continuance,  but  in 
some  parts,  especially  in  Westmoreland,  Hanover,  and  St.  James,  a  succession  of  heavy  floods  did  a 
vast  amount  of  damage  to  roads  and  bridges,  both  main  and  parochial. 

The  length  of  main  road  is  seven  hundred  and  seven  miles,  twenty-seven  chains,  the  expenditure 
for  maintenance,  including  bridges,  was  therefore  at  the  rate  of£26  0s.  2d.  per  mile. 

The  very  great  traffic  of  logwood  during  the  last  two  years  has  had  a  very  marked  effect  on  the 
cost  of  maintenance.  This  traffic  is  carried  on  quite  irrespectively  of  the  weather,  and  when  there 
has  been  a  long  continuance  of  rain  the  heavily  loaded  two-wheeled  carts  do  great  damage  to  roads 
not  specially  made  in  a  way  to  withstand  such  traffic. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  principal  works  which  have  been  carried  on  under  the  head  of 
roads  and  bridges  : 

The  completion  of  the  new  road  between  Ballard's  Valley  and  water  Valley,  to  connect  Annotto- 
Bay  with  Port  Maria. 

An  important  improvement  has  been  made  on  the  road  to  Morant  Bay,  by  diverting  the  road  at 
a  place  near  the  White  Horses,  so  as  to  avoid  a  steep  and  most  dangerous  hill. 

Considerable  progress  was  made  with  the  improvement  of  the  grand  interior  road,  through 
Saint  Ann  and  Trelawny  ;  and  a  few  necessary  improvement  at  some  dangerous  parts  of  the 
Botanic  Gardens  road  were  also  made. 

BRIDLE  ROAD  BETWEEN  SAINT  ELIZABETH  AND  TRELAWNY. 

As  much  time  as  the  weather  permitted  was  spent  in  exploring  along  the  route  approximately 
fixed  upon  for  the  bridle  road,  a  great  deal  of  the  line  were  billed  out,  and  some  obstacles  removed, 
but  there  are  still  many  places  where  much  difficult  and  laborious  exploration  will  be  required 
before  a  practicable  line  for  even  a  bridle  road  can  be  found.  It  is  not  doubted  by  those  who  know 
the  ground  best  that  a  practicable  line  will  be  ultimately  found,  but  it  is  a  work  that  necessarily 
takes  time;  and  in  consequence  of  the  north-western  district  having  been  without  an  engineer 
for  some  time  past,  it  has  had  to  be  suspended,  now  that  the  engineer  has  arrived  from  England, 
the  work  will  be  resumed  without  unnecessary  delay. 

The  bridle  road  from  Ulster  Spring  to  join  the  former  line  near  Troy,  were  repaired,  and  for  the 
most  part  put  in  fair  order,  much  damage  has  however  been  since  done  to  it  by  the  rains,  one 
landslip,  caused  by  the  continuous  wet  weather,  carried  away  as  much  as  sixty-five  chains  of  the 
roads  at  once. 

The  construction  of  the  new  road  from  Free  Town,  on  the  Vere  road  to  Rules  pen  on  the  road  to 
Manchester,  was  commenced  under  contract ;  it  avoids  the  steep  hills  on  each  side  of  Breadnut 
Bottom,  on  the  old  line  of  road,  and  when  the  Dry-River  bridge  is  completed  I  believe  that  the  old 
line  will  be  little  used,  as  the  traffic  from  Kingston  to  Chapelton,  as  well  as  that  to  Manchester, 
will  pass  over  that  bridge.  Travellers  to  Chapelton  will  thereby  avoid  the  crossing  at  Longville, 
and  will  have  an  easy  road  between  Lime  Savanna  and  Chapelton. 

Some  progress  has  been  made  with  the  road  between  Milk-River  Bath  and  the  old  toll-gate 
on  the  road  to  Manchester,  but  here  as  elsewhere,  the  bad  weather,  added  to  the  logwood  traffic, 
for  which  the  road  is  chiefly  used,  have  been  much  against  systematic  road-making,  especially  as 
the  soil  is  generally  clay,  and  the  land  flat. 
3s 
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Under  the  head  of  bridges  the  most  important  work  is  the  Dry  Eiver  bridge.  The  detailed  draw- 
ings for  this  work  were  finished,  and  a  contract  entered  into  for  the  earth  works  and  masonry, 
which  are  in  progress.  The  detailed  drawings  of  the  ironworks  were  sent  to  England,  and  that 
part  of  the  work  has  just  arrived  in  the  colony. 

The  Nightingale  Grove  bridge,  an  iron  structure  of  seventy  feet  span,  on  the  road  to  Old-Harbour, 
was  completed  and  opened  to  traffic. 

The  Barton  bridge  near  Black  Eiver  was  reconstructed,  and  several  bridges  of  less  importance 
were  built  or  constructed. 

PUBLIC  BUILDINGS  AND  OTHEE  WOEKS. 
Tim  expenditure  under  this  head  was  .£38,188  12s.  4d.,  distributed  as  follows  :

The  only  important  work  under  the  head  of  churches,  &c.  is  the  new  church  at  Saint  Ann's  Bay, 
which  is  progressing  favorably. 

HOSPITALS,  &c. 

The  alterations  and  additions  to  the  public  hospital  in  Kingston  have  been  carried  on  as  fast  as 
the  necessity  for  not  disturbing  much  of  the  accommodation  at  one  time  has  allowed. 

A  new  surgical  hospital  has  been  erected,  containing  an  operation  room,  two  wards  and  matron's 
quarters.  The  three  ranges  for  female  patients  have  been  floored  and  otherwise  improved,  and  now 
forms  very  good  wards. 

The  rest  of  the  improvements  which  have  been  authorized  are  being  carried  out  in  their  turn. 

LOCK  HOSPITAL. 

This  building,  referred  to  in  my  last  report,  has  been  completed. 

At  the  lunatic  asylum  two  ranges  containing  thirty-two  separate  rooms  in  each,  have  been 
completed,  one  range  for  males  and  the  other  for  females. 

The  union  hospitals  for  coolies  at  Annotto-Bay,  at  Chapelton,  and  in  Vere,  have  been  finished, 
and  that  at  Hordiy,  in  Saint  Thomas,  is  far  advanced.  An.additional  hospital  for  Savanna-la-Mar 
has  been  framed  and  sent  to  that  place,  but  not  yet  erected  in  consequence  of  a  difficulty  about 
the  question  of  site. 

Under  the  head  of  prisons,  the  chief  works  have  been  improvements  at  the  Middlesex  and  Surry 
county  gaol,  and  the  erection  of  a  second  wharf  at  the  general  penitentiary,  to  facilitate  the 
landing  and  shipping  of  materials. 

Under  the  head  of  other  works,  the  following  appear  deserving  of  mention  : 

The  erection  of  additional  stores  at  the  customs  department  in  Kingston,  and  various  other 
improvements  to  the  establishment. 

The  repairing,  altering,  and  fitting  up  of  old  treasury  building  in  Harbour  street,  for  offices 
for  the  treasury  and  audit  departments. 

The  clearing,  and  planting  with  cocoanuts  of  the  Palisadoes,  has  been  continued,  and  there  are 
now  about  two  hundred  and  thirty  acres  planted  and  nearly  nine  thousand  young  trees  in  a 
healthy  condition,  a  considerable  quantity  of  Senna  has  also  been  planted  in  the  intervals  and 
appears  to  be  growing  well. 

The  residence  for  the  superintendent  of  the  Cinchona  plantation  has  been  completed. 

THE  IMPEOVEMENT  OF  FALMOUTH  HAEBOUE. 

The  rock,  called  the  "  weather  triangle,"  which  formed  the  principal  obstacle  in  the  entrance  to 
the  harbour,  has  now  been  entirely  removed,  and  where  the  rock  existed  there  is  now  a,  depth  of 
twenty-six  feet,  shallowing  to  twenty-two  feet,  near  the  reef.  This  rock  was  of  considerable 
size,  and  about  eight  hundred  and  fifty-six  tons  of  rock  had  to  be  removed.  Two  large  buoys 
have  also  been  moored  to  mark  the  extremities  of  the  reef  on  each  side  of  the  entrance,  which  is  now 
considered,  by  the  masters  of  the  principal  sailing  vessels  frequenting  that  port,  to  be  easy  and 
safe.  In  addition  to  this  work  five  permanent  and  conspicuous  marks  of  iron  have  been  erected 
on  shoals  inside  the  harbour,  which  have  hitherto  been  a  source  of  danger  and  much  inconve- 
nience to  ships  taking  up  their  berths. 

Although  the  expense  of  the  service  has  been  small,  it  may  be  interesting  to  mention  that 
twenty-six  rain-guages  have  been  forwarded  to  gentlemen  resident  in  various  parts  of  the  island 
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who  have  been  kind  enough  to  undertake  to  keep  records  of  the  rain-fall.  When  all  the  returns 
for  the  year  have  been  received  and  combined  in  tabular  form,  the  information  will  be  most  interest- 
ing and  valuable  for  many  purposes. 

The  premises  at  Falmouth,  known  as  "  Tharpe's  wharf,"  have  been  purchased  and  fitted  i 
customs'  offices  and  bonding  stores,  for  which  purpose  they  are  very  conveniently  a

irket  for  Kingston  has  made  fair  progress,  taking  into  consideration 
the  delays  that  have  been  caused  by  the  breakage  of  pieces  of  the  iron-work  in  transit,  or  whilst 
being  landed.  The  sea  wall  is  nearly  complete,  but  the  iron-works  of  the  landing  stages  have 
not  yet  been  received  from  England. 

The  works  and  property  of  the  late  Sligo  water  works  company,  in  Spanish  Town,  have  been 
purchased,  the  government  receiving  credit  on  the  winding  up  of  the  company  for  the  loan  of 
^1200,_  which  was  made  m  1834.  New  machinery  has  been  ordered  from  England,  and  a  new 
reservoir  is  now  in  course  of  construction. 

As  it  may  be  interesting  to  note  the  operations  in  the  survey  branch  of  this  department,  I  an- 
nex a  report  from  the  government  surveyor  giving  a  general  statement  of  the  work  performed  up 
to  the  end  of  last  financial  year.  This  being  the  first  report  of  the  kind,  it  embraces  all  operations 
from  the  date  of  his  appointment  in  March,  1867. 

The  report  describes  a  great  variety  and  amount  of  work,  among  which  is  the  important  mea- 
sure of  taking  possession  of  abandoned  lands  under  the  thirty-seventh  clause  of  the  district  courts 
land  law.  It  will  be  seen  that  upwards  of  twelve  thousand  acres  of  such  lands  had  been  sur- 
veyed. The  particulars  of  which,  and  of  each  individual  squatter's  holding,  have  been  communi- 
cated to  the  crown  solicitor  with  a  view  to  the  initiation  of  legal  proceedings.  A  considerable 
extent  of  these  lands  has  been  already  taken  possession  of  by  the  crown,  and  leased  for  periods 
of  seven  years  either  in  lots  or  in  undivided  properties  ;  the  practice  usually  adopted  being  to 
advertise  for  tenders,  and  to  give  the  lease  to  the  highest  bidder.  It  is  reasonable  to  look  for 
very  great  advantages  from  the  prosecution  of  such  a  system. 

Not  only  is  the  land  which  is  cleared  of  squatters  much  increased  in  value  thereby,  but  the  ten- 
dency must  be  to  raise  the  status  of  the  squatters  themselves,  who  will  be  forced  to  a  life  of  more 
continuous  industry  to  the  benefit  of  all  parties.  The  temptation  of  being  able  to  get  land  without 
paying  rent  induces  many  to  separate  themselves  from  civilization,  and  to  do  only  the  minimum  of 
labour  which  will  support  life.     The  community  generally  is  interested  in  seeing  this  practice

I  beg  to  hand  you  herewith  a  condensed  statement,  shewing  the  various  duties  performed  by 
me  from  March,  1867,  when  I  was  first  appointed,  to  the  office  of  government  surveyor,  to  the 
30th  September  last.  Not  being  aware  that  such  a  return  would  be  required  of  me  I  have-  not 
kept  the  records  systematically  for  preparing  it,  bat  by  the  present  you  will  see  I  have  surveyed 
over  seventeen  thousand  acres,  besides  the  many  lines-  opened,  disputed  boundaries  settled,  in- 
terests protected  and  reconnaissances  made,  which  could  not  be  measured  by  acres. 

In  addition  to  this,  I  have  divided  my  other  duties  into  seven  heads,  each  particularly  men- 
tioned in  the  statement  herewith.  No.  1  shows  that  two  hundred  and  fifty  land  questions  have 
been  investigated  and  reported  upon  ;  but  this  is  only  what  I  have  a  record  of,  there  were  many 
more  of  minor  importance  that  I  did  not  record.  I  hope  on  the  whole  the  statement  will  be  satis- 
factory .;  and  if  a  similar  annual  return  is  hereafter  required,  I  will  commence  to  keep  it  in  sys- 
tematic form.

General  Statement  of  Various  Duties  performed  by  the  Government  Survey  or,  from  March,  1867,  to  30th 
September,  1870,  in  addition  to  the  Lands  Purveyed. 

1. — Two  hundred  and  fifty  land  questions  have  been  enquired  into  and  reported  upon,  besides 
many  of  minor  importance,  of  which  no  record  has  been  kept. 

2. — A  general  investigation  into  the  amount  of  land  on  which  land-tax  has  been  paid  during  the 
last  ten  years  in  each  parish  in  the  island  ;  the  amount  of  land  on  which  land-tax  has  not 
been  paid;  the  amount  of  land  redeemed  throughout  the  island,  and  the  quantity  of  land 
remaining  unpatented. 

3- — Preparing  a  book  containing  particulars  of  all  public  lands  throughout  the  island,  showing  in 
what  parish,  name  of  place,  contents,  date  of  last  survey,  how  acquired,  nature  and  condi- 
tion of  property,  in  whose  possession,  &c. 

4. — Preparing  detailed  statements  or  analysis  of  lands  in  the  following  parishes,  namely:  Port- 
land, St.  Thomas,  St.  George,  Metcalfe,  St.  David,  Port-Royal,  St.  Andrew  and  Clarendon, 
showing  the  following  particulars,  viz.,  lands  not  on  collector  of  taxes  books ;  lands  owing 
nine  years  taxes ;  lands  paying  on  a  less  number  of  acres  than  they  contain  ;  lands  sold  in 
lots  under  twenty  acres  ;  lands  on  the  books  for  some  previous  years,  but  now  owe  taxes  ; 
lands  redeemed ;  lands  paying  on  more  than  they  contain,  and  general  summary  of  the 
1  contents  of  each  parish.  These  statements  involved  much  labor  and  preparation  of  plans 
and  searches  in  the  secretary's  office. 

.5. — Preparing  many  maps  and  plans  of  various  places,  a  strict  record  of  which  has  not  been  kept, 
but  among  them  may  be  mentioned  embellished  maps  of  the  parishes  of  St.  Thomas  and 
St.  James,  and  many  plans  for  the  surveyor-general's  office.

Report  of  the  commissioners-  appointed  by  his.  excellency  the  governor  fo.  inquire* 
into  the  constitution,  junctions  and  working  of  the  office  of  island  secretary, 
and  the  state  of  the-  records  of  that  office.. 

To  His  Excellency  Sir  John  Peter  Grant,  K.  C..B.,.  Governor  of  Jamaica.. 

Sir, 
We,  the  commissioners  instructed  by  your  excellency  to  inquire  and  report  as  to-  "  the  con- 
stitution, functions,  and  working  of  the  office  of  Island.  Secretary,  and  the  state  of  the  Records  in 
that  office,"  having  now  completed  our  inquiries,  beg  leav.e  to  submit  the  following  report  :. 

THE  OFFICE.  OF  ISLAND  SECRETARY. 

The  Island  Secretary  held  his  office  under  letters  patent  until  1853.     Since  then' the  Govcr-  The  constitir- ' 
nor  has-  exercised  the  power  of  appointment  to  this  office-,  subject  to  her  Majesty's  approval,      "/office  on"-8 

Sometime  prior  to  1719,  Mr.  William  Congreve  obtained  a  patent  of  this  office,  but  it  was  not  land,  secretary 
until  that  year  that  the  letters  patent  were  recorded.  These  letters  patent  revoked  all  other 
patents  which  had  before  that  year  been  granted  to  Mr.  Congreve,  and,  of  new,  appointed  him 
"  Island  Secretary  and  Clerk,  of  the  Enrolments  in  Jamaica  and  Steward  General.'"  They  also 
required  him  "  to  transport  himself  to  Jamaica-,  and  not  to  be  absent  therefrom."  This  gentle- 
man, however,  appears  to  have  acted  by  deputy,  or  more  correctly  speaking,  he  leased'his  office 
to  another. 

After  the  death  of  Mr.  Congreve,'  patents  were  granted  to  Mr.  John  Antony  Balaquier,  and 
Mr.  Nicholas  Herbert.  During  their  tenure  of  office-  other  letters  patent  were  issued  conferring 
on  Mr.  Charles  William  Wyndham,  the  third  son  of  Charles,  Earl  of  Egremont,  with  a  power  of  12  May,  1762.. 
deputation,  "  the  offices  and  places  of  Secretary  of  the  Island  of  Jamaica  in  America  and  of  Com- 
missary and  Steward  General  of  all  provisions,  &c,  from  time  to  time  provided  and  sent  to  his 
Majesty's  forces,  and  of  Clerk  of  Enrolments  for  registering  all  deeds,  &c,  after  the  death"  of  Mr. 
Balaquier  and  Mr.  Herbert. 

At  the  time  these .  letters  patent  were  gvan-ted.-  Mr..  Wyndham  was  only  three  years  old,.

Id  1775  the  Dowager,  Countess  of  Egremont,  the  mother  and  surviving  guardian  of  the  infant, 
appointed  persons  to  act  as  Secretary  and  Commissary  or  Steward  General  for  six  years  each, 
but  she  reserved  power  to  herself  to  put  an  end  to  the  deputation  at  any  time. 

In  addition  to  the  offices  named  in  the  letters  patent,  the  Island  Secretary  held  the  offices  of 
"  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Ordinary,"  "  Clerk  of  the  Privy  Council,"  "  Clerk  of  the  Legislative 
Council,"  "  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Errors,"  and  of"  Notary  Public  for  the  Island  of  Jamaica." 

Mr.  Wyndharn  never  did  the  duties  of  his  office  personally.  He  died  on  7th  July,  1 828,  and 
was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Charles  Cavendish  Fulke  Greville,  who,  following  the  example  of  his  pre- 
decessors, also  leased  his  office.  He  never  was  in  the  Island.  Mr.  Greville  resigned  his  office 
in  1 853.  Upon  his  resignation  all  the  fees  upon  shipping  collected  by  the  Officers  of  Customs 
for  the  use  of  the  Island  Secretary  ceased  to  be  leviable. 

The  office  of  "  Commissary  or  Steward  General"  does  not  appear  to  have  been  given  by  the 
Patentees  to  the  Deputies  or  Lessees. 

Mr.  Greville  was  succeeded  by  Mr,  Walter  George  Stewart,  who,  from  1831,  had  acted  as 
Island  Secretary.  Mr.  Stewart  died  on  1st  June,  1864. 
*8  Vic  cap  16.  Upon  his  death  the  office  of  Notary  Public  became  a  separate  and  distinct  office,  and  the  power 
io  cap  of  appointment  was  subsequently  given  to  the  Governor  by  law.  The  office  of  "  Clerk  of  the 
Legislative  Council"  also  became  a  separate  office,  and  its  patronage  was  vested  in  that  body. 
And  at  the  same  time  the  offices  of  "  Clerk  of  the  Privy  Council"  and  of  "  Clerk  of  the  Court  of 
Errors"  were  merged  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Executive  Committee.  The  office  of  the 
Island  Secretary  thus  became  virtually  confined  to  keeping  the  records  of  the  island,  and  to  act- 
ing as  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Ordinary. 

In  1864  Mr.  Rennalls  was  provisionally  appointed  "to  discharge  the  duties   of  Island  Secre- 
tary until  the  pleasure  of  her  Majesty  should  be  ascertained,  touching  the  further  disposal  of  the 
said  office,"  its  rights,  duties,  privileges  and  emoluments. 
July  i860.  On  6th  October,  1864,  Mr.  Hugh  Williams  Austin  was  appointed  by  the  Queen  to  the  office, 

but  he  resigned  on  receiving  the  appointment  of  Receiver-General. 

Mr.  Edward  Jordon  was  then  appointed  Island  Secretary  by  Governor  Eyre,  and  the  appoint- 
ment was  confirmed  by  her  Majesty,     He  died  on  8th  February,  1869. 

Mr.  William  Thomas  March  was  appointed  on  18th  May,  1869,  by  your  Excellency.  He  is 
the  present  holder  of  the  office,  and  performs  his  duties  in  person,  assisted  by  clerks. 

FUNCTIONS  OF  ISLAND  SECRETARY. 

Functions—  The  functions  of  the  Island  Secretary  comprehend  the  duties  of  enrolling  in  the  proper  regia- 
■cord^" 0l  r°"  *ers  a^  deeds  and  conveyances,  patents,  wills  which  have  been  admitted  to  probate,  laws  of 
the  island  and  of  authenticating  copies  of  these  laws,  which  must  be  sent  to  England  for  her 
Majesty's  approval,  annual  accounts,  produce  of  estates,  and  accounts  current  of  executors, 
administrators,  trustees,  attorneys,  agents  and  persons  acting  in  a  fiduciary  character.  The 
Island  Secretary  also  keeps  a  register  of  the  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  island.  He  is  the  Regis- 
trar of  Dissenters'  marriages,  and  of  marriages,  baptisms  and  burials  solemnized  and  performed 
by  ministers  of  the  Church  of  England.  He  issues  all  marriage  licenses.  He  had,  until  re- 
cently, in  his  care  and  keeping,  the  broad  seal  of  the  island,  and  he  sealed  all  documents  requir- 
ing that  seal,  but  by  what  authority  he  did  so  we  have  not  been  able  to  discover.

And  the  secretary  or  his  clerks  s  n.°° 
are  liable  to  a  penalty  if  they  impede  or  disturb  any  such  person.     Every  person  taking  down  11  Geo  i  cap  12 
any  book  of  record  and  not  replacing  it  is  liable  to  a  penalty  of  twenty-four  shillings.  s  1" 

The  secretary  was  bound  to  keep,  "at  his  own  cost  and  charges,"  in  good  order  and   repair  so  Geo  3  cap  23 
the  deeds,  records  and  alphabets  of  his  office,  and  to  have  copies  fairly  transcribed  of  such  ass 
should  in  any  way  require  transcribing. 

The  act  twenty-seventh  Victoria,  session  two,  chapter  one,  expired  31st  December,  1865, 27 Vio- sess  2 
but  its  provisions  were  continued  by  temporary  laws,  until  the  passing  of  law  42  of  1868,  when  law  6  of  1866 
its  provisions  were  made  permanent.  Tawl'°fi867 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Island  Secretary  to  keep  the  original  maps,  known  as  Robertson's  maps,Law42ofi868. 
four  in  number,  and  to  attest  copies  thereof  as  he  may  be  required.  50  Geo  3  cap  15. 

It  does  not  appear  to  be  any  part  of  the  duty  of  the  Island  Secretary  to  see  that  the  deeds s 
presented  to  him  for  registration  are  legally  executed.  Penalties  however  attach  to  him  for  re- 
ceiving deeds  or  other  instruments  not  duly  stamped. 

The  office  must  be  kept  in  Spanish-Town.  33  Car  2'  ° 15' 

The  Island  Secretary  is  also  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Ordinary.  As  Clerk,  of  the  Court  it  is  his  duty  cfler^.°nf  °°urt" 
to  attend  the  sittings  of  the  court,  to  write  out,  under  direction  of  the  Ordinary,  the  judgments  °  0I  luarT*' 
and  orders  pronounced  by  the  court,  and  to  keep  a  record  of  its  proceedings.  Wills  affecting  real 
and  personal  property  in  the  island  are  proved  in  this  court  in  common  or  in  solemn  form.  The 
Clerk  prepares  and  issues  the  dedimus  which  is  granted  by  the  Ordinary  to  take  the  examination 
of  witnesses  attesting  the  execution  of  the  will.  He  also  prepares  and  issues  the  bond  to  be 
entered  into  by  the  executor  and  surety  to  return  the  inventory  within  six  months,  and  duly 
to  administer.  When  the  bond  is  returned,  he  prepares  and  issues  the  letters  testamentary  to 
the  executor.  The  letters  testamentary,  or  letters  of  administration  must  be  taken  out  on 
the  return  of  the  bond.  He  also  prepares  and  issues  a  dedimus  to  appraisers  to  make  up  and 
return  into  the  Secretary's  Office  an  inventory  of  the  personal  estate.  It  is  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  to  record  that  inventory.  In  cases  of  contested  wills  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to 
prepare  and  issue  a  commission  to  examine  witnesses.  On  this  commission  being  returned  it  is 
his  duty  to  set  the  cause  down  for  hearing.  He  receives  caveats  from  persons  desiring  administra- 
tion of  an  intestate's  estate,  and  gives  notice  of  the  caveat  in  the  Gazette.  If  the  administration 
be  contested  he  issues  a  citation,  and,  upon  its  return,  he  sets  the  cause  down  for  hearing,  and 
the  matters  in  dispute  are  determined. 

Original  wills,  after  they  have  been  proved,  arc  recorded  in  the  Secretary's  Office,  and  kept 
there.  They  are  not  permitted  to  be  taken  out  except  by  order  of  the  Governor,  or  of  the  Su- 
preme Court. 

CLERKS. 

We  cannot  forbear  remarking  that  the  clerical  arrangements  in  this  office  are,  in  our  opinion,  clerks., 
far  from  satisfactory.     There  are  at  present  one  chief  clerk  and  three  assistant  clerks. 

The  duties  of  the  chief  clerk  include,  besides  engrossing,,  examining  and  comparing  the  re-  chief  clerk. . 
cords  with  the  deed  recorded,  a  general  superintendence  of  the  office.  These  duties  are  of  a  very 
responsible  character.  This  gentleman  receives  a  salary  of  .£60  a-year.  This  is  very  consider- 
ably less  than  was  given  by  former  Secretaries  to  the  person,  who  held  the  office  of  chief  clerk. 
It  has  been  stated  to  us  that  £3  3s.  a  week  was  the  usual,  salary  allowed. to  the  chief  clerk  up 
to  the  time  of  Mr.  March's  appointment. 

The  present  chief  clerk  is  also  the  parochial  poundkeeper. 

The  system  of  combining  offices,  so  incongruous  in  their  nature,  affords  too  great  occasion  for 
neglect  of  duty  and  injury  to  the  public  service.  We  therefore  think  it  necessary  to  record  our 
opinion  that  it  is  not  expedient  that  the  offices  of  chief  clerk  in  the  Island  Secretary's  Office  and, 
of  parochial  poundkeeper  should  be  held  by  the  same  person..   We  are  also  of  opinion  that  the- 
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remuneration  which  should  be  given  to  the  chief  clerk  ought  to  be  such  as  to  make  it  unneces- 
sary for  him  to  retain  the  appointment  and  receive  the  salary  of  a  parochial  poundkeeper,  in 
order  to  eke  out  a  livelihood. 
■Assistant clerks     The  assistant  clerks  are  copying  clerks,   and  not  permanent  clerks.     They  are  paid  by  the 
folio  for  the  work  which  they  do. 

From  the  knowledge  and  the  ability  of  affording  information  relative  to  matters  connected 
with  the  office  which  these  gentlemen  displayed,  we  are  led  to  concur  in  the  opinion  which  was 
expressed  to  us  by  the  Island  Secretary,  that  "  it  is  worthy  of  consideration  whether  the  work 
could  not  be  more  economically  and  advantageously  performed  by  employing  a  staff  of  clerks,  paid 
by  salary ;"  but  we  venture  to  add  that  these  clerks  should  be  chosen  according  to  some  ascer- 
tained standard  of  excellence  or  capacity,  not  at  hap-hazard. 

The  office  arrangements  are  extremely  bad.     There  is  no  system.     Any  person  may  go  in  and 
"  out  of  any  of  the  rooms  in  which  the  records  are  kept,  search  and  copy  the  records  without  the 
least  supervision  being  given  by  the  officials.     In  short,  all  the  rooms  are  open  to  the  public,  free' 
from  control. 

The  office  is  open  from  7,  a.m.  to  3,  p.m.  But  a  searcher  rarely  comes  to  the  office  before  9 
o'clock,  a.m. 

INCOME. 
Fees  of  island        The  Island  Secretary  does  not  receive  any  salary  ;_  his  income  is  derived  entirely  from  fees.     A 
secretary         table  of  these  fees  and  of  the  laws  under  which  they' are  exacted  is  given  in  the  appendix,  and  to 
it  we  refer  for  information  on  this  point.     We  also  give  in  the  appendix  an   account  of  the  re- 
ceipts and  disbursements  for  thirteen  months  prior  to  31st  March,    1870,  which   shows  that  the 
net  income  of  the  Island  Secretary  during  that  time  amounted  to  .£L,126  5s.  3d. 
Pee»of  eierk  of     The  Secretary  states  that  the  fees,  "  with  two  exceptions,  are  given  to  and  taken  by  him  with- 
ordmary.        out  aQ^.  mentjon  0f  or  reference  to  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  Ordinary."  We  have,  iu  making  our 
inquiries,  endeavoured  to  keep  distinct  the  offices  of  Island  Secretary  and  of  Clerk  of  Court  of 
Ordinary.     The  fees  received  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Ordinary,  during  the  period  of  thirteen 
months  above-mentioned,  amounted  to  .£110  9s.  9d.,  while  his  expenditure  for  contingencies  of 
office  was  merely  nominal. 

If  hereafter  it  should  be  thought  advisable  to  separate  the  clerkship  of  the  Court  of  Ordinary 
from  the  office  of  Island  Secretary,  the  loss  of  fees  occasioned  by  such  separation  Would  not  ma- 
terially diminish  the  emoluments  of  that  office,  because  wills  would  continue  to  be  recorded  in 
the  register  of  wills  by  the  Island  Secretary. 
Appendix  No.  We  also  refer  your  Excellency  to  the  Appendix  for  an  account  of  the  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments of  the  Island  Secretary  for  the  quarter  ending  30th  June,  1870.  The  gross  receipts  for 
that  period  amount  to  £423  6s.  ll^d.,  and  the  expenditure  to  £88  17s.  5d.  The  net  income  for 
three  months  ending  30th  June,  1870,  was  £334  9s.  6|d.,  or  at  the  rate  of  £1336  a-year. 

Besides  the  fees  allowed  by  law,  it  appears  that  certain  fees  are  received  by  the  Island  Secre- 
tary for  accommodating  persons  who  wish  their  deeds  to  be  recorded  and  delivered  out  of  the 
office  before  the  expiration  of  ninety  days,  the  period  during  which  the  Island  Secretary  is  allowed 
by  law  to  retain  the  deeds  given  him  to  be  recorded.     The  fees  are  called  "  expedition  fees." 

It  does  not  appear  that  these  fees  were  in  former  years  appropriated  by  the  Island  Secretary 
to  his  own  use.  On  the  contrary,  it  seems  that  these  fees  were  receivable  by  him  for  the  benefit 
of  his  clerks,  and  paid  to  them  because  they  were  supposed  to  have  worked  after  office  hours  in 
order  to  "expedite"  the  business  of  the  office.  However  this  may  be,  there  is  no  doubt  that 
recently  the  practice  of  paying  the  whole  of  these  fees  to  the  clerks  fell  into  disuse,  and  another 
system  arose  under  which  the  Island  Secretary  kept  two-thirds  to  himself  and  distributed  the 
remaining  one-third  among  the  clerks. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  Island  Secretary  is  by  the  laws  regulating  his  office 
strictly  prohibited  from  taking  any  fees  other  than  those  included  in  the  schedules  attached  to 
those  laws. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  discover  under  what  law  these  fees  are  exigible,  or  to  find  any  legal 
table  of  fees  in  the  Secretary's  Office  which  warrants  their  exaction. 

We  are  strongly  of  opiniou  that  all  deeds  should  be  recorded  by  the  Island  Secretary 
exactly  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  presented  for  registration,  and  that,  as  the  practice  of 
taking  expedition  fees  tends  materially  to  invert  that  order,  so  objectionable  a  practice  should  at 
once  be  abolished.

STATE  OF  KECOEDS. 
Mr.  March,  the  present  Island  Secretary,  reported  to  your  excellency  upon  the  state  of  the 
records  as  at  28th  November,  1869,  at  considerable  length,  and  we  deem  it  right  to  give  his 
statement  in  the  appendix.  He  estimated  the  cost  of  transcribing  and  completing  the  folios,  and 
repairing  and  renewing  the  indices  which  were  immediately  required,  at  £5000  ;  and  the  cost 
of  re-binding,  repairing,  and  transcribing  the  books  mentioned  in  his  report  at  £10,000. 
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We  consider  this  an  extravagant  estimate.     ' 

The  indices  require  attention  more  than  any  other  thing.  The  duty  of  renewing  them  in  some 
form  or  other  so  as  to  render  the  records  available  is  very  urgent.  At  present  mutilated  and 
loose  sheets  of  paper  form  the  only  index  to  some  of  the  records. 

In  considering  this  .portion  of  the  subject  of  our  inquiry,  it  is  requisite  that  we  should  direct 
your  excellency's  attention  to  the  present  condition  of  the  records  ;  and  to  the  efficiency  of  the

I. — The  Records  of  the  Court  of  Error. 
j  to  this  court  there  are  fourteen  books.     One  is  an  order  book  of  the  court,   and  Records  of 
thirteen  are  the  books  in  which  the  proceedings  of  the  court  are  engrossed. 
The  last  order  in  the  order  book  is  dated  llth  December,  1804. 

The  other  books  are  not  minute  books,  or  journals  of  the  proceedings  in  court,  but  simply 
books  in  which  the  pleadings  are  engrossed  after  the  court  of  error  has  given  its  final  judgment 
on  the  cause.  Volume  12  is  incomplete,  no  proceedings  having  been  engrossed  between  1826 
and  1830.     Volume  13  ends  on  17th.  December,  1838. 

II. — The  Court  of  Ordinary. 
The  books  belonging  to  this  court  have  always  been   considered  books  of  public  record  in  Kecords  of 
Connexion  with  the  other  registers  in  the  custody  of  the  Island  Secretary.     No  classification  of oourt  of  ordi~ 
these  books  has  ever  been  attempted.         The  books  properly  belonging  to  this   Court   are  two 
hundred  and  ninety-eight  in  number,  exclusive  of  certain  books  of  Will  Bonds  and  Administra- 
tion Bonds. 

1.  Nine  books,  contain  exemplifications  of  the  proceedings  before  this  Court.     In  these  books Exempiifioa- 
contested   wills  are  recorded    at  length.    The   last  recorded  exemplification  is  of   date    October, 

1854.     Volume  6    is  an  Order  Book,  or,  more  correctly,  a  Journal  or  Minute  Book  of  the  Court, 
and  the  last  entry  which  we  observed  was  dated  25th  March,  1870. 

2.  There  are  two  old  Order  Books  in  very  bad  condition.     The  one  includes  the  period   from  Order  books 
1790  to  ]795,  the  other  from  1799  to  1801. 

3.  There  are  seven  books  of  Dedimuses  granted  to  qualify  administrators. 

4.  The  books  of  Letters  of  Administration  are  forty  in  number,  and  to  these  there  ii 
or  alphabet  of  letters  in  one  volume. 

5.  There  are  eight  volumes  of  books  of  Dedimuses  granted  to  qualify  executors  and  fifty  Dedimus  to  ex- 
volumes  of  Letters  Testamentary.  eoutors. 

To  the  Letters  Testamentary  there  is  an  Index  in  one  volume.  letters  Testa- 

6.  Of  the  one  hundred  and  sixty-one  volumes  of  books  of  Inventories,   five  are  missing,    viz'i^entorysTei 
volumes  4,  7,  8,  32  and  34.     The  registers  of  Inventories  of  personal  estates  are  very  badly  kept. vols- 
Many  pages  of  the  registers   are  scored  out,  but  no  authentication  of  such   scoring  out  appears 

on  the  register.     The  pages  scored  out  are  not  even  initialled  by  the  examinators  of  these  books. 

7.  There  are  four  books  of  Indices  and  seven  books  of  Caveats.     Of  the  Caveats  one  volume  is  indices  i  vols 
missing,  viz  :  the  volume  for  1810-19.     The  Caveats  began  to  be  recorded  in  1794.  caveats  7  vols. 

8.  Of  the  seven  volumes  of  Citations  one  (volume  3)  is  missing.  Citations  7 

9.  There  is  one    volume  of  record   of  Petty  Administrations  granted  under   tenth    Victoria,  ^  adminia_ 
chapter  forty-four,  and  twenty-seventh  Victoria,  chapter  sixteen   (Petty  Administration   Act.)  trations  Tvol. 
This  Eecord  is  so  imperfect   as  to   be    almost    useless.     The  last  entry  is  in  1864.     The  tenth 
Victoria,  chapter  forty-four,    was  repealed  by  twenty-seventh  Victoria,  chapter   sixteen,  which 

was  repealed  by  section  twenty-four  of  Law  35  of  1868.

III. — Register  of  Deeds. 

There  is  no  law  restraining  or  limiting   the  disposal   of  property  in  this  Island  ;    but  it  is  ne-Begjsterof 
cessary  to  the  Validity  of  a  Deed  affecting  land  that  it  be  recorded  in  this  office.

the  purpose  .of  identifying  it,  or  of  determining  some  question  arising  upon  the  original  entry,  or 
of  correcting  an  error  which  has  been  duly  ascertained.  As  therefore  these  books  are  in  general 
not  removable  at  the  call  of  individuals,  and  as,  moreover,  being  interesting  to  many  persons, 
they  might _be  required  as  evidence  in  different  places  at  the  same  time,  it  has  become  a  com- 
mon law  axiom  of  almost  universal  application,  that 

"  Whenever  a  Record  is  of  such  a  public  nature  as  to  be  admissible  in  evidence  on  its  mere  produc- 
tion from  the  proper  custody,  its  contents  may  be  proved  by  an  authentic  copy.'''' 

So  anxious  are  the  Judges  not  to  break  in  upon  this  rule,  founded  as  it  is  upon  public  conve- 
nience, that  even  though  the  original  document  be  in  court,  they  will  not  require  its  production, 
but  will  admit  the  copy,  provided  its  authenticity  be  established. 

An  examined  copy,  duly  made  and  sworn  to,  has  ever  been  considered  as  authentic  within  the 
meaning  of  this  axiom  ;  but  the  Legislature  has  provided  a  more  simple  mode  of  proof,  namely, 
by  the  production  of  a  certified  copy.  The  enactment  by  which  this  salutary  change  in  the  law 
was  effected  is  contained  in  section  nine  of  the  Island  Act,  twentieth  Victoria,  chapter  nineteen,  and  20  yi°  cap  19 
is  in  the  following  words:  "  Whenever  any  book  or  other  document  is  of  such  a  public  nature  as8  ' 
to  be  admissible  in  evidence  on  its  mere  production  from  the  proper  custody,  and  no  statute  exists 
which  renders  its  contents  provable  by  means  of  a  copy,  any  copy  thereof  or  extract  therefrom 
shall  be  admissible  in  evidence  in  any  court  of  justice  or  before  any  person,  now  or  hereafter, 
having  by  law  or  by  consent  of  parties  authority  to  hear,  receive,  and  examine  evidence, 
provided  it  be  proved  to  be  an  examined  copy  or  extract,  or  provided  it  purports  to  be  signed 
and  certified  as  a  true  copy  or  extract  by  the  officer  to  whose  custody  the  original  is  entrusted, 
and  which  officer  is  hereby  required  to  furnish  such  certified  copy  to  a  person  applying  at  a  rea- 
sonable sum  not  exceeding  sixpence  for  every  folio  of  ninety  words." 

It  is  within  our  knowledge  that  the  Eecords  of  this  office  have  frequently  been  taken  out,  pro- 
duced, and  left  in  courts  of  law  without  any  one  taking  the  slightest  care  of  them.  This  we 
conceive  the  Island  Secretary  should  never  allow  to  occur  with  any  of  the  Records  of  his  office. 

There  are  nine  hundred  and  fifty-four  volumes  of  Registers  of  Deeds,  and  forty-three  volumes  Registers  of 
of  Indexes.         t  deeds- 

The  first  recorded  deed  is  dated  4th  July  1664. 

Generally  speaking  the  registers  of  Deeds  are  in  very  bad  condition,  and  very  badly  kept. 
Erasures,  deletions,  and  interlineations  frequently  occur  in  all  the  volumes,  without  any  authen- 
tication whatever.     The  size  of  the  volumes  varies  from  Folios  to  Super  Royals  of  nine  quires. 

Some  of  these  volumes  are  transcripts.  For  example,  volume  1  is  a  transcript,  but  it  is  not 
verified.  Volume  3  is  also  a  transcript.  The  verification  is  imperfect,  and  a  number  of  blank 
folios  are  left  between  the  last  folio  of  the  record,  and  the  verification.  Volume  4  is  imperfect, 
and  full  of  erasures.  Volume  5  is  full  of  erasures,  and  interlineations  without  any  authentica- 
tion. 

When  the  present  Island  Secretary  took  office,  there  were  four  volumes  of  Transcripts  incom- 
plete viz.,  volumes  18,  88,  243,  and  278. 

Volume  18  is  imperfect,  and  begins  on  2nd  November,  1686,  and  ends  6th  September,  1687. 
The  transcript  is  made  up  to  28  July,  1687,  (folio  185). 

The  transcript  of  volume  88  has  been  completed  under  Mr.  March's  superintendence,  and  the 
verification  is  dated  19th  April,  1869. 

Volume  243  begins  on  26th  February,  1771,  and  ends  7th  March,  1772.  The  transcript  of 
this  volume  was  at  the  time  of  our  examination  completed  up  to  11th  September,  1771,  and  was 
to  be  continued  up  to  7th  March,  1772. 

Volume  278  begins  on  1st  April,  1776,  and  ends  10th  March,  1778.  The  transcript  of  this 
volume  is  completed  up  to  22nd  November,  1776. 

The  erasures  and  interlineations  in  these  transcripts  were  uninitialled,  and  unnoticed  in  any 
way  by  the  examiners  of  these  books. 

The  old  Record  Books  thus  transcribed  were  either  burnt,  or  allowed  to  be  kicked  about  in 
the  office  till  they  disappeared. 

There  is  also  a  transcript  of  volume  17  of  the  front  alphabet,  or  index  to  these  registers.  When, 
we  visited  the  office  we  saw  the  old  volume  lying  there  uncared  for,  and  falling  to  pieces.  It 
was  not  known  if  that  transcript  had  been  examined,  or  could  be  certified  to  be  a  correct  tran- 
script, or  index  of  the  records.' 

It  appeared  to  us  that  the  system  which  has  hitherto  been  adopted  in  this  office  of  transcrib- 
ing the  old  Books  of  Record  was  an  ingenious  and  plausible  way  of  uselessly  distributing  public 
money.  There  was  an  utter  absence  of  any  proof  at  all  conclusive,  that  the  transcribed  copy 
was  a  faithful  reproduction  of  the  original  record  ;  so  much  so,  that  it  seemed  to  us  very  doubt- 
ful if  the  transcripts  could  be  accepted  in  evidence  as  records  of  the  original  Deeds.  The  tran-

scribed  Index,  although  a  copy  of  the  original  Index,  is  not  a  true  Index  of  the  transcribed 
volume  of  the  Register. 

The  File  Books  have  not  been  preserved.  The  File  Book  now  in  use  is  badly  kept,  and  in 
great  disrepair.     Its  leaves  are  torn,  and  some  of  them  are  wanting. 

We  have  not  seen  any  books  of  Inventories  of  Books  of  Record,  or  any  Copy  Books,  except 
the  one  at  present  in  use. 

IV. — Register  of  Wills. 

There  are  one  hundred  and  thirty-one  volumes  in  this  register,   and  two  volumes  of  Indexes^ 

Interlineations,  erasures,  and  deletions  were  found  to  occur  frequently  in  every  volume  of  this 
register,  and  almost  all  the  volumes  are  Id  a  state  of  disrepair.  The  first  volume  of  this  register 
is  a  transcript,  and  here  also  the  interlineations,  erasures,  and  deletions  are  not  authenticated.  The 
record  ends  on  folio  212,  while  the  verification  is  written  on  folio  224.  The  date  of  the  first  re- 
corded Will  is  January,  1661. 

In  volumes  3,  4,  5,  6,  and  9,  the  verification  at  the  end  of  each  volume  has  many  (in  some 
cases  80)  blank  leaves  between  it  and  the  last  page  of  the  Record. 

Volume  38  is  also  a  transcript,  but  not  verified.  Up  to  the  fifty-sixth  year  of  the  reign  of  George 
the  Second,  none  of  the  records  of  Wills  are  verified. 

Volume  90  is  the  first  volume  of  the  Records  which  is  verified.      Volume  91  is  not  sworn  to. 

Volume  131  is  in  hand,  and  in  this  volume  the  Island  Secretary  begins  to  authenticate  inter- 
lineations, erasures,  and  deletions. 

We  desire  to  call  your  Excellency's  attention  to  the  following  illustrations  of  the  imperfect 
mode  of  registering  Wills  which  we  found  in  the  course  of  our  examination  of  these  Records, 
viz  : — 

1st.  In  the  Record  of  the  Will  of  T.  F.,  dated  9th  February,  1815,  and  entered  12th  October, 
1815,  we  found  one  hundred  and  fifty  words  struck  out,  as  many  words  added  by  interlineations 
and  marginal  additions,  and  many  words  erased  without  any  authentication  having  been  made 
either  by  the  Registrar  or  his  Clerk. 

And  2nd.  In  the  Record  of  the  Will  of  George  Graham  Stone,  (Vol.  110,  folio  84)  a  devise  of 
one  thousand  pounds  to  his  daughter  Ellen  Miller  Stone,  is  omitted.  This  Will  is  re-entered  on 
25th  September,  1838,  nine  years  after  the  first  entry,  in  volume  118,  folio  201.  Apparently 
volume  110  has  never  been  duly  examined.     No  verification  is  attached  to  that  volume. 

V. — Register  of  Patents. 

There  are  forty  volumes  in  this  register  and  two  volumes  of  Indices.  The  Patents  include 
grants  of  land  by  the  crown,  as  well  as  patents  of  inventions,  and  of  offices,  commissions,  and 
letters  of  naturalization. 

Volume  22  is  a  transcript,  but  not  attested. 

VI.— Plat  Books. 
Register  of  Of  these  books  there  are  34  volumes.     There  is  no  Index  to  the  Plat  Books.     These  books  are 

much  injured  by  copyists  pricking  the  paper  on  which  the  plans  are  drawn.  The  Patent  Books 
are  also  injured  in  the  same  way.  The  last  plat  recorded  is  about  1760.  In  1675  plats  began 
to  be  recorded  with  patents  in  the  Register  of  Patents.     These  books  require  re-binding. 

VII Record  Books  of  Bonds  granted  to  the  Queen,  kept  under  27  Vic.  Sess.  ] ,  Cap.  31, 

Sec.  14  and  15. 

Of  these  there  are  two  volumes.  The  Bonds  are  sent  by  the  Auditor-General,  and  the  fees  for 
recording  them  are  paid  by  the  Treasury.  Section  fifteen  of  the  act  provides  that  the  Island 
Secretary  shall  keep  a  separate  book  for  recording  Bonds  to  the  Crown,  and  also  an 'index 
thereto.     See  also  Law  No.  33  of  1867,  sections  6  and  8. 

There  is  no  record  of  bonds  between  November,  J  867,  and  3rd  June,  1869.  Some  erasures 
and  interlineations  were  observed  by  us  in  these  Books  of  Record  which  were  not  initialled  by 
the  examining  Clerk  or  by  the  Island  Secretary.  The  bonds  of  the  European  Assurance  Society 
are  not  recorded  in  these  books. 

"VTIL — Books  in  which  the  Laws  of  the  Island  are  Engrossed. 
By  tenth  Anne,  chapter  four,  all  laws*  without  distinction  must  be  recorded  in  this  office  and 
such  record  sworn  to  before  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court,  or  a  true  copy  thereof  must  be  re- 
ceived in  evidence.    There  are  twenty-six  of  these  books.     Volume  26  is  in  hand. 

-  This  has  been  repealed  by  a  recent  act  of  the  Legislature,  Law  1  of  1871,  under  wliieli  the  engrossment  of  the 
Laws  in  the  Island  Secretary's  Office  is  superseded  by  the  lodgment  of  an  authenticated  impression  from  the  type 
x>f  the  original  Law.- 
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IX. — Laws  of  the  Island. 
The  originals  or  manuscripts  of  all  Laws,  private  or  public,  are  deposited  and  recorded  in  this  original  law's 
office.     These  original  Laws  are  in  writing,  and  lie  huddled  up  in  a  wooden  press,  mixed  up  with 
deeds  which  have  been  recorded,  but  not  returned  to  their  owners.

3.  Register  of  Dissenters' Deaths.— There  are  four   volumes  in  this  Register  and  an  Index  Deathg 
volume.     This  register  ceased  to  be  kept  in  1854. 

4.  Register  of  Dissenting  Chapels.— This  register  consists  of  one  volume.     It  commenced  in  chapels 
1840,  and  ceased  to  be  kept  in  1846.     The  Index  is  prefixed  to  the  register. 

XIV. — Returns  and  Claims  for  Compensation  on  Abolition  of  Slavery.

In  cases  where  an  Executor  renounces  his  Executorship,  or  a  Trus- 
tee disclaims  his  trust,  his  name  does  not  appear  in  the  index. 

Volume  one  of  this  index  begins  in  1663  and  ends  in  1818.     Volume  two  begins  in  1818,  and 
was,  at  the  time  of  our  examination,  only  brought  up  to  1868. 

2.  Index  of  Wills  kept  for  safe  custody — There  is  one  volume  of  this  index,  and  it  is  called  index  of  wills

names  with  a  date,  nothing  more.     It  is  very  badly  kept,   and  of  no  practical  use.     The  d  '    ' 
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given  in  this  catalogue  is  supposed  to  be  the  date  on  which  the  will  was  given  to  the  Island  Se- 
cretary for  safe  custody.

No  mention  is  made  of  the  name  of  the  Executor,  or  of  the  date  of  delivery  ;  and  apparently 
it  is  optional  with  the  person  taking  the  Will  out  to  give,  or  withhold  a  receipt.  Of  course, 
the  rule  in  these  circumstances  is  not  to  give  a  receipt.  . 

In  a  few  instances  there  may  be  found  an  entry  as  follows : 

"  1845,  April  8.  Eichards  Eichard,"  and  written  on  the  opposite  page  is  "  Will  of  E.  Eichards 
taken  out  by  E.  Fonseca  for  probate,  14th  May,  1866  ;"    or  an  entry  like  this  : 

"  1869,  May  21,  McCorkell,  Anne,  lodged  by  Mr.  Garcia,  Solicitor ;"  and  on  the  opposite 
page  the  following  words  written  in  "pencil  :  "  Taken  for  probate  by  A.  H.  Drummond,  Solicitor, 
June  IS,  1869." 

The  words  "  E.  Fonseca"  and  "  A.  H.  Drummond"  are  not,  as  one  might  suppose,  in  the 
handwriting  of  either  of  these  gentlemen.  The  entries  in  which  they  occur  are  simply  memo- 
randa made  apparently  by  the  Clerks  in  the  Island  Secretary's  Office  at  their  own  time. 

3.  Index  of  Patents — There  are  two  volumes  in  this  index.  The  index  contains  :  First,  the 
name  of  Patentee  ;  second,  date  of  Patent ;  third,  abridged  description  of  Patent;  and  fourth, 
folio  of  the   register.     The  first  and  fourth  are  only  necessary. 

The  Eegister  of  Patents  is  not  indexed  up  to  date.  No  part  of  volume  40  of  this  register 
is  included  in  this  Index.  Each  register  of  Patents  has,  however,  an  Index  prefixed  to  the  re- 
gister, but  these  indices  are  imperfect  and  not  trustworthy.  Almost  all  the  indices  are  badly  done, 
and  imperfect.  For  example,  "  The  Queen"  and  "  The  King"  are  both  indexed  under  the  letter 
"  T"  and  not  under  "  Q"  or  "K." 

4.  Index  of  Powers — This  index  consists  of  six  volumes ;  five  of  these  constitute  the  Front 
Alphabet,  and  one  the  Back  Alphabet.  The  Front  Alphabet  is  made  up  to  1867.  The  Back  Al- 
phabet begins  in  18J9  with  volume  213  of  the  register,  and  is  brought  up  to   1854  (volume  266.) 

There  are  two  hundred  and  seventeen  volumes  in  the  Eegister  of  Powers  unindexed. 

The  general  practice  in  the  Island  Secretary's  Office  is,  as  we  are  informed,  not  to  index  a 
register  until  the  book  is  completed.  A  book  may  be  begun  in  1865,  and  be  incomplete  at  the 
present  time.  For  example,  the  record  of  Accounts  Current,  or  it  may  be  like  volume  272  of 
the  register  ofPowers  begun  in  September,  1867,  and  be  still  unfinished.  These  books  are  not  in- 
dexed. But  for  the  sake  of  reference  a  kind  of  index  is  made  on  the  books  themselves.  Thus  to 
volume  272  of  the  register  of  Powers  an  index  is  written  on  the  last  pages  of  the  book,  but  it 
contains  only  the  name  of  the  Grantor.  If  there  are  more  Grantors  than  one  the  name  first 
mentioned  in  the  Deed  only  is  indexed. 

The"  method  adopted  in  framing  the  regular  Indices  appears  to  us  to  render  these  books  utterly 
worthless.  We  propose  to  give  a  few  illustrations  to  enable  your  Excellency  to  form  an  opinion 
on  this  important  subject. 

First,  in  regard  to  public  companies  we  would  cite  the  following  examples  of  the  way  in  which 
they  are  treated  in  the  regular  indices. 

The  Jamaica  Eailway  Company  is  indexed  under  the  letter  "  T,"  sometimes  under  "  E,"  but 
not  under  "  J." 

The  Colonial  Banking  Company  is  indexed  under  "  T"  and  "  B,"  but  not  under  "  C." 

The  Bank  of  Liverpool  only  under  "  T." 

The  Waterloo  Life  Assurance  Company  under  "  T,"  not  under  "  L"  or  "  A-" 

The  Queen  Insurance  Company  under  "  T,"  and  not  under  "  I." 

The  Mercantile  Life  Assurance  Company  and  the  Jamaica  Cotton  Company  only  under  the 
letter  "  T." 

In  the  index  of  Accounts  Current  the  account  given  in  by  Mr.  Charles  Harvey,  as  Attorney 
for  the  "  Clarke  Estates,"  is  indexed  under  the  letters  "  T"  and  "  C,"  but  not  under  "  H." 

"  The  Executors  and  Trustees  of  Morris"  are  indexed  only  under  "  E." 
)ra.  As  already  mentioned,  patents  granted  by  the  Queen  or  the  King  are  indexed  under  the  letter 

"  T,"  and  not  under  "  Q"  or  "  K." 

If  a  power  were  granted  to  Simon  Taylor,  and  in  case  of  his  death  to  William   Christie  and 
Charles  Mitchell,  it  would  be  indexed  only  under  the  letter  "  T,"  in  this  manner — il  Taylor,  Si- 
mon, et  al."     But  in  cases  where  attorneys  are  appointed  jointly,  the  Index  contains  the  name  of

Until  recently  the  indices  attached  to  the  registers  contained  only  the  name  ofthe  man.  In 
February,  1869,  Mr.  March  introduced  the  system  of  indexing  the  woman's  name  as  well  as  the 
name  ofthe  man.  The  names  of  the  man  and  woman  are  indexed  in  the  General  Index  up  to 
page  164  of  volume  8  ofthe  register,  that  is  to  the  folio  of  16th  September,  1852. 

2.  Index  of  Register  of  Dissenters'  Births. — This  index  contains  the  name  of  the  child  only.  Births. 
If  the  child  has  no  name,  the  name  of  the  father  is  entered ;  but  if  the  child  has  no  name  and  .

XVII. — Original  Deeds,    &c. 

All  Deeds  and  other  papers  (except  Wills  and  Testaments)  which  have  been  recorded  and  Original  deeds, 
have  remained  in  the  office  for  twenty  years,  are  destroyed  by  the  Secretary.

In  the  course  of  our  examination  we  found  duplicates  of  Certificates  of  Marriages,  original 
laws,  original  inventories,  original  wills,  original  deeds,  powers  and  inventories  of  personal 
•estates  all  mixed  up,  lying  in  wooden  presses  without  arrangement.  The  place  where  these 
■are  kept  is  the  same  room  where  the  registers  of  some  of  the  original's  are  kept,  and  it  is  neither 
fire-proof  nor  secure  from  thieves.

In  fulfilling  the  duties  entrusted  to  us,  we  have  endeavoured  to  obtain  information  and  sug- 
gestions from  various  sources.  The  information  thus  obtained  is  contained  in  the  letters  which 
will  be  found  in  the  Appendix. 

We  procured  information  on  matters  of  detail  by  submitting  queries  in  writing  to  the  Island 
Secretary,  to  which  we  received  replies.  Copies  of  these  queries  and  replies  will  also  be  found 
in  the  Appendix,  as  also  his  suggestions  for  improving  his  office. 

Having  thus  given  your  Excellency  a  short  account  ofthe  office  and  of  its  records,  we  will  now 
proceed  to  explain  what  alteration  we  propose  should  be  made  on  the  present  system  of  registra- 
tion. Before  doing  so  however  we  think  it  right  to  state  that  the  system  of  registration  in  force 
in  this  island  is  an  excellent  one,  and  of  great  practical  use  if  rightly  carried  out ;  and  that  in 
considering  what  improvements  might  be  effected  upon  it,  we  have  been  careful  not  to  disturb 
unnecessarily  that  which  is  working  well,  nor  to  recommend  changes  which  might  be  difficult  to 
reconcile  with  the  peculiarities  of  existing  forms,  or  with  long  established  professional  habits  and 
usages. 

The  first  improvement  which  we  recommend  is — 

I.  That  the  Island  Secretary  should  be  paid  by  salary  instead  of  by  fees,  as  at  present;  thatg 
the  establishment  should  comprise  a  Chief  Clerk,  having  legal  qualifications,  and  two  engrossing  The  staff  of  the 
or  copying  Clerks,  and  that  all  fees  received  by  the  Island  Secretary  should  be  paid  by  him  to  ta*^' office  "to 
the  Treasury.  We  decidedly  prefer  that  the  staff  of  a  public  office  of  this  description  should  be  b^paW0  by"  ° 
■remunerated  by  fixed  salaries,  not  only  because  this  in  general  is  more  economical,  but  because  the salary*

right  to,  draw  fees  gives  rise  to  claims  of  vested  interests,   and  presents  obstacles  at  every  turn 
to  the  adoption  of  improvements. 

II.  We  recommend  that  the  office  of  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Ordinary  should  be  separated  from 
the  office  of  Island  Secretary  ;  but  that  wills,  after  they  have  been  proved,  should  continue  to  be 
recorded,  as  they  now  are,  in  the  office  of  -the  Island  Secretary,  and  kept  there.  As  the  Chief 
Justice,  in  his  capacity  of  Vice-Chancellor,  sits  in  the  Court  of  Ordinary  as  Surrogate  whenever 
the  Ordinary  requires  him  to  do  so,  we  suggest  that  the  Clerk  of  the  Courts  and  Crown  should 
perform  the  duties  of  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Ordinary. 

III.  We  recommend  that  a  competent  Book-binder  be  employed  at  wages  to  re-bind,  the  old 
books  of  record,  and  keep  the  other  books  in  good  repair. 

IV.  That  proper  office  arrangements  be  made  for  the  protection  of  the  records,  and  for  the 
public  convenience.  The  general  public  should  not  be  allowed,  as  at  present,  to  roam  at  will 
through  all  the  rooms,  and  there  should  be  much  more  effective  supervision  of  the  persons  using 
the  records  than  at  present  exists.  We  think  that  the  Island  Secretary  should  frame  some  rules 
for  regulating  the  business  of  his  office,  and  the  use  of  the  records  by  the  public.  He  ought  to 
set  apart  one  room  for  the  use  of  those  persons  who  desire  to  examine  the  records.  The  records 
should  be  taken  from  the  record  room  in  which  they  are  deposited  and  brought  to  the  searcher' 
in  the  public  room,  and  returned  to  its  proper  place  immediately  after  the  searcher  has  com- 
pleted his  search  in  it,  by  an  official  and  not  by  the  persons  making  the  search.  It  should  be  the 
duty  of  that  official  to  examine  the  record  before  it  is  returned  to  its  shelf,  and  if  injured  in  any 
way  to  report  the  same  forthwith  to  the  Island  Secretary.  One  Clerk  should  always  be  in  the 
public  room  to  see  that  the  searchers  do  not  use  the  records  improperly.  There  should  be  no 
general  access  by  the  public  to  the  rooms  in  which  the  records  are  deposited.  The  engrossing 
Clerks  should  have  separate  desks,  and,  if  possible,  separate  rooms.  The  office  man's  services 
could  be  made  available  for  carrying  the  records  from  the  record  room  to  the  room- used  by 
searchers.  -The  engrossing  Clerks,  if  stationed  in  separate  rooms  ,  could  superintend  the  office 
man's  operations  in  their  respective  rooms. 

We  would  now  consider  the  changes  in  the  present  system  of  the  registers  which  appear  to  us 
l}kely  to  afford  increased  facilities  for  searching  and  to  lessen  the  risk  and  reduce  the  expense 
thereof. 

The  stability  of  land-rights  and  their  marketable  value  depend  greatly  on  the  degree  of  perfec- 
tion to  which  the  system  of .  registration  has  been,  or  may  still  be  brought.  A  registered  title 
"  ex  fade"  formal,  and  absolute  presumes  an  indefeasible  right,  and  if  a  search  in  the  registers  for 
a  period  of  sixty  years  backward  discloses  nothing  aftecting  the  right  of  ownership,  and  no 
burden,  or  incumbrance,  a  stranger  should  be  in  perfect  safety  to  deal  with  the  holder  of  such 
absolute  registered  title,  as  having  unlimited  power  over  the  estate.. 

The  present  value  of  such  a  search  may  be  inferred  from  the  answer  of  the  Island  Secretary  to 
the  following  query  :  "  Is  a  search  which  has  been  made  on  behalf  of  a  former  purchaser  relied  on 
in  any  way  as  a  guarantee  against  extant  incumbrances  prior  to  the  date  of  his  purchase-deed?" 

The  answer  was,  that  "  no  prudent  conveyancer  would  rely  on  a  search  not  made  by  Iwnsclf 
without  first  checking  it  by  the  records" — i.  c,  the  conveyancer,  if  he  were  a  prudent  man,  would 
put  no  faith  in  any  certificate  of  search,  but  personally  make  an  entirely  new  search  for  sixty 
years  on  every  transference  of  real  property.  In  any  other  country  the  certificate  of  search 
would  be  accepted,  in  practice  at  least,  when  made  by  a  professional  searcher,  as  sufficient  evi- 
dence of  the  state  of  the  property  and  of  the  incumbrances  affecting  it. 

We  may  explain  shortly  the  mode  in  which  searches  are  made  in  Scotland  and  in  Ireland  by 
persons  acquiring  property  or  lending  money  to  satisfy  themselves  that  they  are  in  safety  to  com- 
plete the  transaction.  These  searches  may  be  made  by  any  one,  but,  in  practice,  they  are  gene- 
rally made  by  professional  searchers,  by  the  keeper  of  the  registers,  or  by  the  clerks  in  the  office,. 
The  person  making  the  search  grants  a  certificate  of  his  having  done  so,  specifying  the  name  of 
the  property,  or  person  against  whom  the  search  is  made,  the  period  of  the  search,  the  registers 
searched,  and  the  nature  of  the  entries  affecting  the  property  described,  or  person  named.  The 
importance  of  combining  accuracy  with  economy,  and  expedition  in  this  proceeding  must  be 
apparent. 

Under  the  system  of  registration  which  prevails  here,  a  search  ought  to  be  procurable  by  the 
parties  in  every  transfer  of  property,  however  small,  at  a  trifling  cost  ;  and  the  search  presumed 
to  have  been  made  on  behalf  of  a  former  purchaser  ought  to  be  relied  on  as  a  sufficient  guarantee 
against  latent  incumbrances  prior  to  the  date  of  the  last  purchase-deed. 

But  there  are  certain  dangers  against  which  a  search  affords  no  protection,  and  others  against 
which  it  affords  only  a  partial  protection.  Thus  against  estate  by  elegit  and  registered  judg- 
ments, a  search  in  the  Island  Secretary's  Office  furnishes  no  protection.  There  are  easements, 
which  though  they  enter  no  record,  are  yet  effectual  against  a  purchaser.  The  life  estates  of 
Dower  and  Curtesy  are  burdens  affecting  real  property.  Debts  due,  or  which  may  become  due 
to  the  Crown,  from  persons  who  are  accountants  to  the  Cr.own,  and  debts  of  record,  or  by  bond,. 
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or  specialty  due  from  other  persons  to  the  Crown,  are  binding  on  their  estates  in  fee  simple 
when  sold,  as  well  as  when  devised  by  will  or  suffered  to  descend  to  the  heir  at  law.  Actions 
at  law  and  suits  in  equity  respecting  the  lands  will  also  bind  a  purchaser  as  well  as  the  heir,  or 
devisee  ;  that  is,  he  must  abide  by  the  result  although  he  may  be  ignorant  that  any  such  pro- 
ceedings are  depending.  On  the  insolvency  of  any  person,  his  whole  estate  vests  in  the  Official 
Assignee  of  the  district  in  which  he  became  insolvent.  Involuntary  alienation  of  land  also 
occurs  in  case  of  murder  committed  by  the  owner.  The  Infancy  Coverture  (if  a  woman)  idiocy, 
lunacy  or  unsoundness  of  mind  of  the  parties,  entitle  them  to  challenge  the  right  of  the  party  in 


These  are  here  adverted  to,  to  show  that  conveyancers  in  conducting  a  search  must  have  in. 
view  many  dangers  against  which  the  usual  search  in  the  records  of  the  Island  Secretary's  Office 
is  no  guarantee,  and  that  they  must  make  such  further  inquiries  as  the  circumstances  of  the  case 
require,  and  prudence  may  suggest. 

A  purchaser  paying  off  an  annuitant,  mortgagee,  or  other  incumbrancer,  and  taking  the  legal  Registered' 
estate  from  him  is  without  notice,  bound  by  any  registered  judgment  against  him  to  the  extent  of^e^n^0'c_ 
the.  annuity,  mortgage,  or  incumbrance  ;  and  a  purchaser  paying  off  an  equitable  incumbrance  is  trine  of  notice. 
bound  by  every  judgment  against  the  incumbrancer  of  which  he  has  notice. 

Take  a  case  of  not  uncommon  occurrence  as  given  in  an  essay  on  the  subject  of  registers  of  Suggestions  for 
title.  An  estate  is  charged  by  settlement  or  will,  with  annuities  to  the  widows  of  former  o/tHlebyw"' 
owners,  and  with  portions  for  their  successive  younger  children,  and  is  then  incumbered  in  favour  R.  a.  Boyle, 
of  a  dozen  different  persons  and  finally  sold.  What,  under  these  circumstances,  would  be  the 
position  of  the  purchaser  ?  He  would  have  to  search  for  judgments,  decrees,  &c,  first  against 
the  person  having  the  legal  estate,  (unless  a  bare  trustee)  and  next  in  succession,  against  the 
widow,  the  younger  children,  the  several  mortgagees  and  incumbrancers,  and  finally  the  mort- 
gagor. The  searches,  however,  would  not  end  here.  Should  judgments  exist  against  the  various 
individuals,  a  new  task  is  imposed  upon  the  unhappy  purchaser,  and  he  must  then  commence 
another  series  of  searches  against  the  different  creditors  who  have  obtained  the  several  judgments. 
But  further,  should  judgments  have  been  entered  up  against  the  latter,  the  search  must  then  be 
renewed  against  the  judgment  creditors,  and  so  on,  from  one  set  of  judgment  creditors  to  another, 
possibly  running  through  the  whole  alphabet,  until  at  last  no  judgment  is  found  against  any  one 
having  the  remotest  connexion  collaterally  with  the  title.  Let  it  not  be  supposed  that  Mr.  Boyle 
has,  in  drawing  this  picture,  indulged  in  whimsicalities  ;  for  the  doctrine  in  Freer  v.  Hesse,  J  7  Im. 
p.  703,  22  Law  J.,  ch.  597,  is,  that  a  title  alleged  to  rest  on  the  possession  of  the  legal  estate,, 
without  notice  of  a  particular  incumbrance  on  the  equity  is  not  marketable  to  one  who  has 
notice  of- that  incumbrance. 

Mr.  Kei3  in  his  pamphlet  on  the  Reform  of  the  Law  of  real  property,  has  the  following  pas-  on  the  reform, 
sage  : — "It  is  curious  to  observe  the  evils  which  have  arisen  as  regards  the  Middlesex  and  York-  fj^e}^[^ 
shire  registries,  as  to  the  admission  of  the  very  vague  doctrine  of  notice   which  prevents  a  pur- hTa  letter"^ 
chaser  from   availing  himself  of  the  protection  of  the  registry,  on  the  assumption  that  having  w/t8^™.;^ 
notice  of  a  charge  he  was  bound  by  it  though  it  was  not  on  the  registry.     This  at  first  sight  %  H.'Seiien- 
appears  just;  viz  :  that  a  purchaser  should  not  be  protected   by  the  registry,  that  is,  if  he  had  J^1^^ 
notice  that  the  man  from  whom  he  purchased  had  sold  or  .settled  the  land,  although  this  sale  or  &  Norton.) 
settlement  is  not  shown  on  the  registry  it  would  seem  fair  that  he  should  not  be  allowed  to  pur- 
chase that  which  he  knew  was  sold  or  mortgaged  before."     But  when   difficulties  arise  in  con- 
sidering what  shall  be  or  shall  not  be  notice,  which  is  constructive  notice,  what  was  sufficient  to- 
set  a  party  on  such  an  inquiry  as  would  have  led  to  notice,  what  notice  to  agent  would  bind  the 
principle,   &c,  the  result  is  that  little  reliance  is  put  in  the  registry.     It  would  be  endless  to 
discuss  this  point — the  evils  have  been  well  illustrated  in  the  second  report  of  the  real   property 
commissioners,  and  also  in  that  of  the  commissioners  on  registration.  The  evil  as  to  the  alio  wing  the  Report  of  com- 
doctrine  of  notice  to  effect  a  purchaser  was  so  completely  felt   by  the  framer  of  the  act  for  themissionof1854- 
Registry  of  Ships,  that  it  is  expressly  provided  that  a  purchaser  shall  not  be  affected  by  uny thing  not 
on  the  Registry.     The  result  is  that  a  simple  and  complete   mode   of  transfer  is  established,   the 
form  pointed  out  by  the  law  is  adhered  to,  no  question  arises,  and  as  regards  the  disposition  of 
this  species  of  property  no  difficulties  occur. 

We  refer  your  Excellency  to  the  Appendix  for  an  abstract  of  the  report  of  the  English  Com-  Appendix  No. 
missioners  on  Registration.  XilL 

The  leading  improvement  which  we  recommend  is,  That  the  Register  of  Deeds  should  cease  to  &e  The  registers 
hep  in  its  present  form,  and  in  lieu  thereof  one  Register  should  be  provided' for  each  Comity,  in  which  all^Xf itio^' 
Deeds  affecting  land  lying  within  that  county  shall  be  exclusively  recorded.  counties. 

We  are  of  opinion  that  this  system  would  prevent  confusion,  narrow  the  field  over  which  a  Reasons  for 
search  has  to  be  made,  and  enable  a  search  to  be  made  more  expeditiously  and  cheaply.  tMs' 

With  regard  to  Deeds  affecting  lands  in  more  than  one  county,  a  separate  volume  of  the  Regis-  Deeds  affecting 
ter  should  be  appropriated  to  them,  and  called  the  "  General  Counties  Register,"   or.  they  might landsinmore 
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be  recorded  in  the  Eegister  book  of  one  of  the  counties  only;  and  a  minute  of  the  particulars  or 
abstract  of  every  such  Deed  thus  registered  should  be  entered  in  the  Eegister  of  each  of  the 
counties  in  which  the  lands  described  lie,  with  a  reference  to  the  Eegister  book  in  which  the  Deed 
is  recorded. 

In  order  to  afford  some  security  against  fraud  or  carelessness,  we  suggest — That  each  volume 
■of  the  Eegister  should  contain  a  stated  number  of  leaves  (say  two  hundred)  of  writing  paper  of  a 
certain  size  (folio  size)  and  be  substantially  bound.  A  docket  should  be  written  on  the  first  page 
mentioning  the  number  of  leaves  contained  in  the  volume,  and  giving  general  directions  as  to  the 
manner  of  engrossing  the  Deeds  to  be  recorded  in  it.  Another  short  docket  should  be  written  on 
the  last  page  specifying  the  number  of  leaves  of  which  the  volume  consists.  Both  dockets  should 
be  subscribed  by  the  Island  Secretary.  Besides  this  each  leaf  or  folio  should  be  numbered,  and 
every  tenth  leaf  subscribed  by  the  Island  Secretary,  and  all  other  leaves  initialled  by  him.  On 
every  sheet  of  which  the  volume  consists  may  be  impressed  in  water  mark  with  the  Jamaica 
Arms  and  the  words  "  Public  Eecords  of  Jamaica."  If  folio  there  should  be  thirty  water  lines 
on  the  page  to  guide  the  engrossing  Clerk  in  writing.  The  engrossment  should  be  collated  by 
the  Island  Secretary  and  his  Clerk  and  signed  by  both,  No  new  blank  volume  should  be  issued 
to  any  Clerk  until  the  previous  volume  is  completed. 

The  evils  in  regard  to  registration  and  search  arising  from  the  long  interval  between  the  pre- 
sentation and  actual  registration  of  deeds  would  •  be  lessened  by  this  sub-division  of  registers. 
But  this  at  best  only  affords  a  partial  remedy  to  the  searcher.  Might  not  sufficient  information 
be  afforded  to  the  searcher  to  enable  him,  with  ease  and  safety,  to  bring  his  search  down  to  the 
last  moment  by  means  of  a  well  arranged  File  or  Presentment  book  to  be  kept  for-  each  county, 
and  filled  up  at  the  moment  of  giving  in  each  writ? 

There  is  nothing  to  prevent  the  entry  of  the  parish,  names  of  parties,  and  nature  of  the  deed 
being  made  at  once  in  this  book.  This,  with  liberty  to  refer  to  the  unrecorded  deed  when  neces- 
sary, would  be  sufficient.  By  shutting  the  office  for  receiving  deeds  an  hour  earlier  than  it  is 
shut  for  searching,  the  means  of  access  to  the  Presentment  book  and  to  the  original  deed  might 
be  rendered  more  available  to  the  searcher.  The  short  description  of  the  property,  when  there 
was  one,  might  be  added  in  a  space  to  be  left  for  it  at  the  time  the  reference  to  the  volume  and 
folio  of  the  register  is  filled  up. 

The  form  of  the  File  or  Presentment  book,  which  appears  to  us  likely  to  be  useful,  is  as 
follows  :

The  mode  in  which  we  propose  that  the  deeds  affecting  land  should  be  recorded,  is  as  follows  : 
'■  "When  a  deed,  or  registrable  conveyance  is  to  be  recorded,  the  original  writing  is  presented 
to  and  left  with  the  keeper  of  the  Presentment  books,  who  should  forthwith  make  a  note  on  the 
back  of  the  Deed  of  the  time  at  which  it  is  presented  and  of  the  name  of  the  presenter.  At  this 
stage  he  should  make  a  short  entry  of  the  deed  in  the  Presentment  book  for  the  county  in  which 
the  lands  lie.  In  the  first  column  he  writes  a  running  number  denoting  the  order  of  presentment 
^during  the  day.     In  the  second  the  name  of  the  parish.     In  the  third  the  name  of  the  grantor.

If  the  deed  be  au 
nted  by  any  other  than  the  party  whose  name  stands  on  the  Register  as  the 
the  connecting  name  should  be  filled  up  in  this-  column  by  the  keeper  of 
the  Presentment  book  at  the  same  time  that  he  fills  up  the  subsequent  columns.  In  the  seventh, 
a  reference  to  the  volume  and  page  of  the  register  in  which  the  writing  is  recorded.  In 
the  eighth,  a  short  description  of  the  lands  affected  setting  forthwith  'scrupulous  care  the 
name  of  every  property  or  parcel  of  land  forming  part  of  such  property  affected  by  the  deed  but 
omitting  all  unnecessary-details 'j  and  in  cases  of  incumbrances,  &c,  a  short  description  of  the 
nature  and  amount  of 'the  incumbrances  created,  transferred  or  discharged.  In  the  ninth,  the 
name  and  designation  or  signature  of  the  presenter.  When  deeds  were  received  by  post,  the 
signature  would  be  that  of  the  Clerk  who  opened'the  packet.  In  the  tenth  column,  the  signa- 
ture of  the  Island  Secretary. 

The   short  description  of  the    lands  for  column  No,   8,  should  be  prepared  by  the  Island 
Secretary  as  soon  as  .possible  after  the  presentation  of  the  deed  for  registration  ;  and  the  deeds 
after  being  thus  entered  in  the  Presentment  book  should,  with  as  little  delay  as  possible,  be  en- 
grossed in  the  current  volume  of  the  register  for  the' county  in  which  the  lands  lie,  in  the  exact 
order  in  which  they  were  presented  for  registration  and  entered  in  the  Presentment  book. 
'   The  entries  in  the  Presentment  book  should  be  made  by  the  Island  Secretary  or  a  properly  Entries  to  be 
qualified  Clerk  acting  under  him.     The  portions  of  the  entries  made  at  the  moment  of  presenta-  ™^^tPbook 
tion  should  embrace  only  such  matters  as  are  apparent  on  the  face  of  the   deed.     These  wo  uld  by  island  se- 
be  sufficient  for  its  identification  in  fixing  priority  of  registration,  and  for  the  searchers  purposes  "^^1^" 
during  the  period  the  -indexes  andactual  registration  remained  incomplete.     The  other  require- clerk, 
ments  for  a  complete  entry  such  as  the  short  description  of  the  lands  should  be  added  afterwards 
upon  a  careful  examination  of  the  deed.     The  Island  Secretary  in  the  evening  of  each  day  should 
examine  the  entries,  whether  made  by  the  Clerk  acting  under  him  or  by  himself,  and  correct  any 
error  which  might  be  found,  and  mark  such  correction  with  his  initials. 

We  think  it  would  not  be  at  all  difficult,  or  attended  with  much  expense,   to  make  arrange-  Printing  of 
ments  for  the  daily  or  weekly  printing  of  the  Presentment  books,  which  would  not  only  facili-^kentment 
tate  the  making  of  a  search,  but  ultimately  assist  the  Island  Secretary  in  the  compilation  of  the 
Indexes. 

For  the  five  year's  ending  1869,  the  average  daily  number  of  deeds  affecting  real  property  given 
in  for  registration  was  one  and  a  quarter.  The  average  daily  number  of  documents  of  all  kinds 
recorded  in  the  office  for  four  years,  ending  31st  December,  1869,  was  two  and  three-fifths. 
There  would  thus  be  nothing  to  prevent  the  Island  Secretary  or  the  Clerk,  who  took  charge  of 
■the  Presentment  books,  from  making,  at  any  time,  when  he  was  not  actually  engaged  in  entering 
writs  in  the  Presentment  book  or  Registers,  an  exact  transcript  of  the  entries  of  the  day  in  each 
book,  which,  after  being  compared,  might,  on  the  shutting  of  the  office,  be  handed  to  the  printer, 
who  could,  with  ease,  set  it  up,  and  print  as  many  copies  of  it'as  might  be  required  on  the  face 
of  a  folio  sheet  of  paper  before  ten  o'clock  next  morning. 

These  printed  sheets  might  be  distributed  for  use  of  the  public  in  the  offices  of  the  Clerks  of 
the  District  Courts  or  of  Petty  Sessions.  By  having  a  portfolio  in  each  office,  and  pasting  these 
■sheets  into  it,  a  complete  copy  of  the  current  Presentment  book  of  each  county  would  always  be 
at  hand,  and  might  be  easily  and  quickly  referred  to  in  any  part  of  the  island. 

It  is  true  that  the  information  thus  obtainable  would  not  be  complete  unless  the  short  descrip-  Mode  of  using 
tion  could  be  always  filled  up  at  once  ;  but  it  must  not  be  overlooked  that  the  Presentment  book,  geca°^ing. 
-even  in  the  simple" form  in  which  we  propose  it,  would  contain  the  two  clues  to  a  search,  which 
ought  always  to  be  embodied  in  an  index,  viz.-:  the  names  of  the^amAand  of  persons.  The  only 
drawback  to  its  being  used  with  the  same  facility  as  the  indexes  is  that  the  names  would  not  be 
alphabetically  arranged  in  it.  The  printing  of  it  however  would  lessen  this  objection,  and  in 
other  respects  facilitate  the  use  of  the  book,  while  the  circumstance  of  the  margin  containing  the 
names  of  the  parishes  would  render  searching  in  it -comparatively  easy.  A  reference  to  the  re- 
gister would  be  requisite  only  where  the  parish  and  the  name  of  the  party  to  the  deed  found  in 
the  Presentment  book  concurred  with  the  parish  and  name  searched  against,  a  combination  which 
would  hardly  ever  occur  except  in  the  case  of  a  deed  truly  affecting  the  subject  of  search. 

The  second  use  we  propose  to  make  of  the  printed  sheets  of  the  Presentment  books  is  to  faci-  its  further  use. 
litate  the  preparation  of  the  indices  of  persons  and  parishes.     By  printing  the  entries  in  the  Pre- 
sentment book  with  the  lines  apart,  spare  copies  of  it  might  be  cut  up  and  employed  as  material 
for  the  more  rapid  construction  of  the  indices.

In  cases  where  no  parish  is  mentioned  in  the  description,  the  Island  Secretary  might,  when-  Mode  of  enter- 
ever,  from  his  own  personal  knowledge,  he  can  do  so,  supply  the  deficiency  by  writing  what  he  ^f^tment 
believes  to  be  the  name  of  the  parish  on  the  margin  of  the  Presentment  book,  prefixing  the  word  book  where pa- 
""  supposed"     Or  if  the  deed  does  not  mention  either  the  county  or  parish,  the  Island  Secretary  nsh  doubtfuL 
4a 
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might  be  enjoined  to  refuse  it  registration  until  the  party  offering  it  should  supply  the  defect  by- 
endorsing  upon  it  a  warrant  declaring  the  parish ;  and  the  validity  of  the  registration  might  be 
made  dependent  upon  the  correctness  of  the  deed  or  warrant  in  this  respect.  If  the  parish  should 
happen  to  be  doubtful,  from  its  boundaries  being  ill  defined,  or  from  any  other  cause,  one  or 
more  adjoining  parishes,  in  one  or  other  of  which  the  lands  must  lie,  might  be  mentioned  alterna- 
tively.    The  deed  could  then  be  indexed  in  both  or  all  of  these  parishes. 

In  fine,  then,  we  recommend  the  adoption  of  a  Presentment  or  File  book  in  the  form  we  have 
described.  The  names  of  the  grantors  and  grantees  of  every  deed  should  be  alphabetically  in- 
dexed, and  parish  indices  should  also  be  framed  in  the  manner  we  have  suggested,  so  as  to  enable 
a  searcher  to  check  and  verify  the  search  made,  by  means  of  the  index  of  persons.  In  the  larger 
towns,  as  Kingston  and  Spanish  Town,  an  index  of  properties,  arranged  according  to  streets, 
might  also  be  made,  so  as  to  limit  the  area  of  search.  A  frequent  and  minute  supervision  of  all 
the  registers  of  the  Island  Secretary  should  be  kept  up.  He  should  see  that  all  deeds  presented 
for  registration  be  regularly  entered  from  day  to  day  in  the  Presentment  book,  that  no  undue 
delay  take  place  in  engrossing  them  in  the  registers,  and  that  the  record  itself  be  carefully  and 
correctly  written,  and  that  the  indices  be  duly  and  carefully  compiled.  The  engrossment  in 
the  registers  should  be  collated  by  the  Island  Secretary  and  his  Chief  Clerk,  and  signed  by  both. 

We  propose  next  to  consider  those  changes  in  the  present  system  of  the  registers  which  appear 
"  to  us  likely  to  afford  increased  facilities  for  searching,  and  at  the  same  time  lessen  the  risk  and  re- 
duce the  expense. 

We  have  already  referred  to  the  present  state  of  the  Indices.  One  set  contains  the  grantor's 
name,  the  deed,  and  folio,  while  the  other  set  contains  the  grantee's  name,  the  deed  and  folio. 

The  subject  of  Indices  is  an  important  one,  and  we  think  it  right  to  call  special  attention  to  it. 

Our  own  experience  has  satisfied  us  that  both  errors  and  omissions  do  occasionally  occur  in 
practice  in  a  search  conducted  exclusively  by  means  of  an  index  of  persons.  The  causes  which 
most  frequently  lead  to  these  are,  first  the  omission  by  the  compiler  of  the  index,  of  a  reference 
to  the  name  of  some  person  by  whom  the  deed  was  granted  ;  second  the  overlooking  by  a  searcher, 
of  a  reference  to  the  name  of  some  person  ;  third,  the  absence,  in  an  index  of  persons,  of  the  name 
of  a  female  whose  deeds  are  being  searched  against  when  she  becomes  a  married  woman  ;  or  of 
the  name  of  the  heir-at-law,  whose  name  is  different  from  that  of  his  ancestor,  and  who,  on  the 
death  of  his  ancestor,  became  seized  in  law  of  all  his  lands.  In  the  case  of  the  female  it  is  the 
married  name,  and  not  the  maiden  name  which  appears  in  the  index  of  persons.  In  both  cases 
the  necessary  link,  for  connecting  the  deeds  of  the  new  proprietor  with  the  old,  is  broken  ;  and, 
unless  the  searcher  has  the  name  communicated  to  him,  deeds  by  married  women  and  such  heirs- 
at-law,  are  liable  to  be  passed  over  in  such  a  search  ;  and  fourth,  mortgages  and  the  right  to  rents 
granted  beyond  the  prescriptive  period  of  twenty  years,  and  kept  in  force  by  payment  of  interest 
or  rent,  will  not,  if  the  name  of  the  party  making  up  a  title  to  them  be  different  from  that  of  the 
original  grantee,  be  brought  into  view  in  the  index  of  persons,  or  discovered  by  a  search  in  it.  It 
is  right,  however,  that  we  should  state  that  most  of  the  errors  and  omissions  which  occur  in 
searches  conducted  by  means  of  the  index  of  persons,  arjse  from  the  imperfection  of  the  Indices 
themselves  and  a  laxity  on  the  part  of  those  who  make  the  searches.  We  intend  therefore  to 
suggest  regulations  to  be  observed  by  persons  giving  instructions  for  such  a  search  in  the  belief 
that  the  risk  of  error  may  be  greatly  lessened. 

An  Index  of  lands,  if  practicable,  would  diminish  the  risk  of  inaccuracy  arising  from  these 
3  causes.  But  in  constructing  an  Index  of  lands  the  difficulties  are  such  as  render  it  almost  im- 
practicable. The  descriptions  of  lands  frequently  contain  a  number  of  different  names,  and  the 
spelling  of  these  names  frequently  vary  in  successive  deeds  relating  to  the  same  property.  A 
multiplicity  of  entries  in  the  Index  thus  becomes  necessary.  The  labour  of  construction  increase* 
accordingly  while  the  use  of  the  Index  is  rendered  tedious  and  laborious  from  the  necessity  of 
searching  it  under  eveTy  separate  name  by  which  the  premises  or  any  part  of  them  were  described 
in  the  deed.  The  variation  in  spelling  is  also  productive  of  much  danger  and  uncertainty — for 
while  the  lands  were  placed  at  one  time  in  one  part  of  the  alphabetical  arrangement  of  the  index, 
they  would  at  another  time,  owing  to  a  change  in  their  initial  letter,  be  entered  in  a  different 
place.  Besides,  properties  are  in  many  instances,  especially  in  towns,  so  vaguely  described  as  to 
be  incapable  of  identification  by  name.  These  embarrassing  difficulties  in  framing  an  Index  of 
lands,  are  aggravated  by  the  increase  in  the  sub-division  of  land,  which  in  recent  years  has  taken 
place  throughout  nearly  the  whole  island.  In  such  sub-divisions  the  new  plats  of  land  do  not 
receive  in  the  deeds  of  conveyance  any  distinctive  name.  They  are  generally  described  as  parts 
and  portions  of  the  larger  property  of  which  they  originally  formed  a  part,  and  the  name  of  it  is 
mentioned.  Where  this  is  the  case  the  large  and  small  properties  would  both  appear  under  the 
same  name  in  an  index  of  lands.  In  some  cases  there  is  no  name  of  a  place  or  locality  given 
except  the  name  of  the  parish  and  county.  The  deeds  affecting  these  lands  could  not  be  em- 
braced in  an  index  of  lands.     The  compiler  is  thus  perplexed  and  his  work  becomes  imperfect.

The  searcher  is  compelled  either  to  examine  in  the  volumes  of  the  Eegister  every  deed  which 
may  be  stated  in  the  index  as  referring  to  lands  situated  in  the  town  or  parish  so  as  to  ascer- 
tain the  identity  of  the  property,  or  to  have  recourse  to  the  index  of  persons,  in  which,  by  means 
of  the  names  of  the  grantors  of  the  several  deeds  he  may  ascertain  whether  the  property  men- 
tioned in  them  is  the  property  against  which  his  search  is  directed.  The  loss  of  time  and  expense 
caused  by  the  former,  creates  an  almost  insuperable  bar  to  the  making  of  searches  in  this  manner  ; 
and  if  the  latter  course  be  adopted,  the  search  no  longer  possesses  the  character  of  a  search  against 
lands  made  by  means  of  an  index  of  lands. 

If  such  an  index  could  be  made  workable,  it  would  enable  an  effectual  search  to  be  made  against  iodexrfiaj^« 
lands  without  relying  on  the  names  of  the  owners,  and  afford,  when  desired,  a  means  ot  checking110  p 
a  search  made  by  an  index  of  persons.     But  we  do  not  think  an  index  of  lands  can  be  compiled 
with  the  requisite  degree  of  accuracy,  or  even  thrown  into  a  form  to  be  profitably  used  for  either 
of  those  objects. 

In  these  circumstances  we  have  considered  it  our  duty  to  consider  whether  a  different  form  of  Parish  index 
index,  attaining  these  objects,  but  free  from  many  of  the  defects  in  an  index  of  lands,  might  notpiopose  * 
advantageously  be  substituted  for  it,  and  we  suggest  one  which  may  be  called  a  Parish  Index. 

This  index  should  be  compiled  by  extracting  from  the  presentment  book  of  each  county  the  Mode  of  eon- 
running  numbers  which  denote  the  entries  of  deeds  affecting  all  lands  situated  in  the  county,  andsluotmglt' 
arranging  them  under  separate  headings,  according  to  the  parish  in  which  the  lands  lie,  so  as  to 
form  an  index  to  all  entries  in  the  presentment  book  of  all  lands  in  each  parish.  In  order  to  at- 
tain another  object,  which  will  be  immediately  explained,  the  running  numbers  in  each  parish 
should  not  follow  each  other  in  a  merely  chronological  order,  but  should  again  be  sub-divided 
and  classified,  according  to  the  names  of  the  persons  by  whom  the  deeds  were  granted.  Such  an 
index  we  think  would  be  beneficial  in  affording  not  only  the  means  of  direct  search  against  lands, 
where. such  a  search  was  desired,  but  also  a  much  shorter  mode  of  making  a  search,  by  means  of 
the  names  of  persons,  than  exists  at  present. 

The  following  is  a  specimen  of  the  form  of  the  proposed  parish  index,  applicable  to  the  parishes  Speoimeu  form 
of  Clarendon  and  St.  Catherine,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex  :

If  necessary  the  names  of  the  persons  to  whom  the  deeds  were  granted  could  be  also  arranged 
alphabetically  in  the  same  index. 

This  index  could  be  compiled  with  the  greatest  ease  and  accuracy  if  the  name  of  the  parish 
were  uniformly  contained  in  the  deeds  to  be  recorded.     Some  deeds  we  are  aware  do  not  at  pre- 
sent mention  the  parish,  but  if  the  suggestions  in  regard  to  those  cases,  which  we  made  in  an  earlier  See  page  15 
part  of  this  report,  were  adopted,  the  deed  could  be  indexed  in  all  the  parishes  in  which  the  lands 6upra' 
are  supposed  to  lie,  without  incumbering  the  indices,  and  the  object  of  providing,  by  means  of 
parish  indices,  a  certain  guide  to  all  recorded  deeds  affecting  lands  would  be  attained. 

As  to  the  method  of  using  the  proposed  parish  index,  we  shall  consider  it,  first,  as  a  means  of  Method  of 
search  against  lands,  irrespective  of  names  of  owners,  and  secondly,  as  affording  means  of  search  ^Vl'jn'|,':.'in 
against  owners,  conducted  by  an  index  of  persons. 

For  the  first  purpose  the  searcher  would  require  to  examine  in  the  printed  copy  of  the  present-  istfor  a  search 
ment  book,  all  the  entries  distinguished  by  running  numbers  in  the  parish  index,  without  paying  against  lauds, 
any  attention  to  the  classification  under  the  names  of  persons.  In  some  cases  this  would  un- 
doubtedly require  much  time  and  labour  ;  but  we  are  satisfied  that  on  an  average  no  more  time 
and  labour  would  be  required  than  for  a  search  under  fhe  existing  system.  On  the  whole  it  ap- 
pears to  us  that  when  a  search  directly  against  lands  is  required,  the  parish  index  would  not  be 
found  more  cumbrous  than  the  present  index  of  persons,  while  it  would  be  much  more  certain. 

For  the  second  purpose — a  search  against  persons — great  facility  and  much  saving  of  time  2nd  for  a  search 
would  be  afforded  by  the  proposed  parish  index  in  making  a  search  in  the  sub-index  of  persons.  a^st  Pei'~

under  the  name  of  the  person  searched  against.  In  this  way  his  search  would  be  limited  to  the 
entries  under  that  name  in  one  parish  only,  in  place  of,  as  at  present,  in  the  whole  island.  To 
illustrate  the  saving  that  would  thus  be  effected  we  might  refer  to  the  number  of  deeds  affecting 
lands  in  the  county  of  Surry  registered  during  the  year  1868.  The  total  number  in  the  county  was 
two  hundred  and  fifty-two.  The  county  includes  four  parishes.  In  Kingston  parish  the  number  was 
one  hundred  and  forty-six  ;  in  St.  Andrew's  parish,  including  Port-Royal,  sixty-three  ;  while  in 
the  parish  of  St.  Thomas,  including  St.  David's,  there  were  only  twenty-seven-;  and  in  the  parish 
of  Portland,  including  the  old  parish  of  St.  George,  there  were  not  more  than  sixteen. 

For  the  number  of  deeds  affecting  land  throughout  the  whole  island,  applicable  to  each  county 
and  parish,  registered  in  1808  and  1869,  we  beg  to  refer  to  the  table  appended  to  this  report. 

There  would  thus  be  obtained  by  the  proposed  index  a  separate,  and  by  no  means  unimportant 
advantage,  sufficient,  in  our  opinion,  to  recommend  its  immediate  adoption.  In  fact,  by  its 
means  the  same  facilities  would  be  secured,  even  in  a  search  in  the  index  of  persons,  as  would 
result  from  the  sub-division  of  the  whole  registers   into  parishes  instead  of  into  counties. 

Had  it  been  possible  to  fix  upon  any  equally  well  known  and  well  defined  sub-division  of  land 
•of  smaller  extent  than  a  parish,  we  would  certainly  have  based  our  proposed  index  upon  it ;  as  it 
is  material  to  the  object  in  view  that  the  area  of  search  should  be  narrowed  as  much  as  possi- 
ble. 

Although  we  believe  that  the  parish  index  will  be  much  more  frequently  resorted  to  than  the 
general  county  index  of  persons,  we  recommend  that  the  county  registers  should  be  indexed 
'separately  in  the  usual  way.  We  think  that  the  general  index  of  persons  for  each  county  register 
is  indispensable  as  a  means  of  consulting  these  registers  where  the  names  of  the  lands  or  of  the 
parishes  are  unknown  to  the  searchers,  and  that  its  compilation  ought  to  be  continued. 

The  duty  of  abridging  the  descriptions  of  lands  for  insertion  in  the  presentment  book  and  of 
indexing  the  deeds  registered,  which  we  consider  essential  to  afford  adequate  facilities  for  search, 
is  a  delicate  one,  which  ought  only  to  be  entrusted  to  an  intelligent  and  experienced  professional 
man,  or  officials  carefully  trained  to  the  work.  These  officials,  when  well  trained,  might  be  ap- 
pointed official  searchers.  At  present  we  have  no  professional  or  official  searchers.  We  are  of 
opinion  that  the  Island  Secretary  should  be  bound  to  furnish  searches  to  all  parties  when  required. 

In  connexion  with  the  existing  system  of  search,  we  have  already  noticed  that  considerable  risk 
of  error  lurks  under  the  present  mode  of  obtaining  a  search,  and  that  some  remedy  ought  to  be 
provided. 

To  provide  against  the  dangers  which  may  thence  arise,  we  recommend  that  in  future,  an  in- 
struction or  memorandum  for  search  be  sent  to  the  Island  Secretary  by  the  person  desiring  to 
obtain  the  search,  and  that  the  Mand  Secretary  or  the  Chief  Clerk  should  make  the  search  and 
issue  his  certificate  of  search,  The  memorandum  for  search  should  not  only  contain  a  description 
of  the  property  as  given  in  the  title  deeds,  but  specify  the  names  and  descriptions  of  all  the  per- 
sons whose  acts  or  deeds  may  have  affected  it  during  the  periods  for  which  the  search  is  to  be 
made  ;  and  further,  that  the  certificate  issued  by  the  searcher  should  embody  in  it  this  memoran- 
dum for  search  so  that  in  all  subsequent  transactions  parties  who  accept  the  search  may  know 
from  the  search  itself  the  precise  instructions  under  which  it  was  made,  including  in  particular 
the  names  of  the  persons  who  had  been  searched  against. 

With  reference  to  this,  we  quote  the  form  of  the  certificate  of  search  which  is  used  in  Ireland  for 
what  is  there  termed  a  negative  search  ;  and  we  recommend  the  adoption  in  this  island  of  a  simi- 
lar memorandum  or  requisition  for  search,  and  of  a  similar  certificate  with  such  alterations  as  our 
practice  renders  necessary — the  date  at  which  the  search  should  commence  being  fixed  by  the 
conveyancer  •: —

of  the  acts  of  Robert  Johnstone,  John  Johnson,  and  Sir  James  Johnson,  from  the  20th 
December,  1S10  ;  against  Charles  Bagot,  from  1st  October,  1831  ;  and  against  Robert  Jackson 
from  1st  January,  1836,  up  to  the  time  of  making  certificate,  affecting  the  lands  of  Crobally, 
otherwise  Crowbally,  otherwise  Croaghbally  ;  and  of  Knockdu,  otherwise  Crockdue,  otherwise 
Black  Mountain  in  the  Barony  of  Knocktoper,  in  the  county  of  Kilkenny,  except  memorials 
relating  to  tenants'  leases.

We  avail  ourselves  of  this  opportunity  of  drawing  your  Excellency's  attention  to  some 
provisions  of  the  English  act  for  facilitating  the  proof  of  title  to  and  conveyances  of  real 
It  is  provided  that  when  a  proprietor  is  desirous  that  his  title  should  be  registered,  there  shall 


after  certain  procedure,  be  entered  in  a  book  called  the  Register  of  Estates,  a  description  of  the 
land  and  in  another  book  called  the  Record  of  Title,  a  record  of  the  rights  held  in  such  land  with 
the  names  of  the  parties  holding  the  same  ;  and  in  a  third  book  called  the  Register  of  Incum- 
brances, an  account  of  all  charges  and  incumbrances  affecting  the  land.  Every  subsequent  trans- 
fer of  this  land  is  to  be  entered  in  the  Record  of  Title,  and  every  charge  or  incumbrance  in  the 
Twister  of  incumbrances,  the  land  in  each  book  being  distinguished  by  a  "  particular  number. 
Bisection  eighteen  it  is  provided  that  the  Registrar  shall,  upon  request,  deliver  a  land  certificate 
which  shall  certify  whether  such  land  is  registered  with  or  without  an  indefeasible  title,  and  shall 
contain  all  such  particulars  as  are  material  or  useful  for  the  purpose  of  manifesting  the  exact 
nature  of  such  owners'  estate  and  interest.  The  land  certificate  to  be  issued  would  therefore  con- 
tain—1,  the  description  of  the  lands  with  all  the  entries  relating  thereto  ;  2,  all  transmission  ot  the 
lands  as  appearing  from  the  entries  in  the  record  of  title  ;  and  3,  all  incumbrances  affecting  the 
lands  as  appearing  in  the  register  of  incumbrances  ;  and  all  future  conveyances  or  mortgages  ot 
such  land  are  to  be  exhibited  to  the  Registrar  and  to  be  certified- by  him  on  the  certificate  of  title 
as  having  been  recorded.  .

There 
would  in  such  a  case  be  nothing  to  prevent  the  concealment  or  destruction  of  the  fraudulent 
deed  of  which  a  copy  has  thus  been  set  up  and  used.  On  the  other  hand  if  the  deed  were  re- 
tained in  the  Secretary's  Office,  purchasers  or  lenders  could  not  be  expected  to  be  satisfied  with 
the  exhibition  of  mere  office  copies ;  for  it  might  be  that  the  original  deed  was  invalid  from  being D£g*« 
altered  or  erased  in  substantial  parts  after  execution  or  from  other  causes,  or  be  objectionable 
from  want  of  proper  stamps,  none  of  which  irregularities  would  appear  m  the  office  copy.

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We  think  provision  should  be  made  for  the  devolution  of  the  registered  title  on  death  of  regis- 
tered owner,  and  for  the  amendment  if  not  abolition  of  the  doctrine  of  notice,  in  cases  of  "" 
gistered  interests. 

Why  solicitors  should  persist  in  writing  their  deeds  in  lines  three  quarters  of  a  yard  long  upon 
pages  three  quarters  of  a  yard  square,  it  is  difficult  to  conceive.  It  is  impossible  for  them  to  con- 
trive a  form  of  document  more  inconvenient  in  preparation,  in  reading,  in  stowage,  or  in  preser- 
vation. 

In  Scotland  the  practice  of  engrossing  deeds,  book-wise  was  introduced  in  1696,  and  has  com- 
pletely superseded  the  ancient  and  inconvenient  practice  of  writing  on  square  yards  of  paper  or 
of  skin.  And  we  think  that  a  similar  practice  might  be  adopted  in  Jamaica  with  great  advantage 
to  all  persons  concerned. 

And  lastly,  we  would  also  suggest  that  in  any  future  revision  of  the  sources  of  the  public  St 
revenue,  it  is  well  worthy  of  consideration  whether  the  stamp  duties  payable  upon  deeds,  agree- 
ments not  under  seal,- and  other  documents  should  not  be  considerably  reduced.  At  present  the 
duties  payable  on  conveyances,  leases  or  agreements  relative  to  the  sale  or  lease  of  land  are  so 
high  that  the  object  of  the  stamp  act  is  in  the  great  majority  of  cases  defeated.  No  stamp  duty 
should  be  levied  on  office  copies  of  deeds.  Most  of  the  deeds  of  which  office  copies  may  be  re- 
quired are  liable  to  heavy  stamp  duties,  and  it  appears  to  us  to  be  unjust  and  against  public 
policy  to  subject  such  deeds  to  an  additional  stamp  duty  when  an  office  copy  is  required.  It 
would  become  a  tax  on  registration,  which  is  impolitic  in  itself  and  not  a  legitimate  source  of 
revenue. 

SUMMAEY.   _         _     • 
The  chief  recommendations  we  suggest  are  the  following,  viz. :  that —  Sn 

1.  One  register  be'  kept  for  each  county  and  an  additional  register  for  lands  in  one  or 
more  counties  with  relative  presentment  books. 

2.  Indices  of  parishes,  and  of  persons  be  kept  for  each  county  register. 

3.  Printed  copies  of  the  file  or  presentment  book  and  indices  should  be  periodically  transmitted 
to  the  Clerks  of  the  District  Courts,  and  these  records  should  be  open  to  the  public  on  pay- 
ment of  a  reasonable  fee. 

4.  The  Island  Secretary's  Office  be  a  register  for  the  preservation  of  deeds  and  other  docu- 
ments as  well  as  for  publication  ;  and  that  the  office  copies  of  such  deeds  as  may  be  registered 
for  preservation  be  receivable  in  evidence.  The  original  deeds  in  all  cases  to  be  left  in  custody 
of  the  Island  Secretary. 

5.  The  use  of  official  searchers  whose  certificate  should  be  framed  on  the  form  of  the  certificate 
of  search  which  is  used  in  Ireland  for  what  is  there  termed  a  negative  search. 

6.  The  Governor,  in  Privy  Council,  should  be  empowered  to  regulate  from  time  to  time 
the  financial  details  of  registration  and  searching,  and  in  particular  the  emoluments  of  the  officers 
employed  in  the  office  and  the  fees  to  be  paid  for  registration,  for  extracts  or  office  copies  of  the 
records  therein,  and  for  searches.  Provision  should  also  be  made,  that  the  surplus  income,  if  any, 
arising  from  such  fees  should  be  applied  to  registration  or  searching  purposes,  or  in  reduction  of 
fees. 

7.  The  Island  Secretary  be  paid  by  salary,  and  the  fees  received  by  him  be  paid  into  the 
Treasury.

The  grievance  complained  of  by  the  grand  jury  of  Montego  Bay  is  not  caused  from  carelessness 
in  the  striking  of  the  jury,  but  from  the  small  number  of  justices  returned  by  the  clerk  of  the 
peace  for  Saint  James  and  Trelawny  as  being  eligible  to  serve  as  special  jurors. 

The  ninth  section  of  Law  48  of  1869  says,  "  the  ratio  of  specialjurors  to  common  jurors  re- 
spectively taken  from  such  parishes  or  portions  of  parishes  as  aforesaid,  shall  in  each  such  panel 
be  as  nearly  as  possible  as  three  to  five." 

The  number  of  justices  returned  for  Trelawny  is  ten,  and  for  Saint  James  twelve.  The  law 
requires,  as  in  schedule  B.  that  in  striking  the  panel  for  the  Montego  Bay  court  there  be"  taken 
from  the  list  for  Trelawny  twenty-two  in  the  ratio  of  fifteen  from  the  common  jury  list,  and 
seven  from  the  special  jury  list  and  in  like  numbers  and  proportions  from  the  list  for  Saint  James, 
consequently  when  seven  are  taken  from  ten  returned  for  Trelawny  there  only  remain  three 
justices  for  Trelawny,  and  in  like  manner  when  seven  are  taken  from  twelve  returned  for  Saint 
James  there  only  remain  five  Justices  for  Saint  James  to  serve  for  the  next  court.     It  is  manifest 
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theiefore  that  to  make  up  the  required  number  four  justices  from  Trelawny  and  two  from  St 
James,  who  had  served  on  the  previous  court,  must  again  be  empannelled.  The justices  of

The  grand  jury  at  the  Montego  Bay  circuit  court  lately  presented  the  hardship  they  suffer  in 
consequence  of  having  very  frequently  to  attend  as  grand  jurors.  They  stated  that  sevLlTrors 
had  been  summoned  on  that  occasion,  who  had  served  at  the  last  preceding  courtTTnd  they 
concluded  that  due  care  had  not  been  taken  by  the  provost  marshal  in  summoning  the  jurors  S 
provort  marshal,  however,  has  shown  that  the  fault  is  not  with  him.  The  law  requires  seven 
special  ■ jurymen  to  be  returned  from  Trelawny  j  but  as  there  are  only  ten  special  jurymen  avail- 
able in  Trelawny,  four  always  must  serve  for  two  courts  running.  Indeed  eVery  special  iuryman 
must  serve  twice  a-year,  and  one  must  serve  at  all  three  courts  in  the  year.  In  Saint  James 
there  being  twelve  special  jurymen,  the  case  is  nearly,  though  not  quite  as  bad.

It  is  suggested  that  if  the  system  of  a  public  prosecutor  were  introduced,  with  the  abolition  of 
grand  juries  criminal  justice  would  be  better  administered,  at  less  inconvenience  to  special  iurv- 
men,  than  it  is  now ;  for  it  would  be  easy  with  this  arrangement  to  provide  here,  as  is  done  in

In  Jamaica  the  practice  of  the  criminal  law  is  so  far  in  advance  of  what  it  is  in  England  that 
the  attorney-general  does  act  to  some  considerable  extent  as  a  public  prosecutor;  and  by  a  late 
change  deputies  of  the  attorney-general  conduct  public  criminal  prosecutions  in  the  circuit  court 
at  the  public  charge.

I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  your  excellency's  communication,  dated  the  19th  instant  on- 
the  subject  of  grand  Junes  and  the  expediency  of  their  abolition,  and  the  principle  upon  which 
special  and  common  juries  are  constituted. 

I  cannot  doubt  that  the  time  has  arrived  when  grand  juries  may  safely  be  dispensed  with  Ori 
ginally  no  doubt  they  acted  as  a  check -a  more  or  less  efficient  check— upon  the  incompetency 
or  over-zeal  of  magistrates  and  their  clerks  ;  but  other  safeguards  have  latterly  been  provided 
Now,  when  an  improper  prosecution  is  instituted,  the  attorney-general,  or  one  of  his  assistants' 
may,  by  entering  a  noolleprosequc,  or  refusing  to  conduct  the  case,  always  frustrate  the  proceeding 

The  institution  has  simply  drifted  down  from  the  early  times  of  the  colony  and  scarcely  now 
serves  any  purpose  of  general  utility.  Grand  juries  still  occasionally  make  presentments  to  the- 
court,  but  I  cannot  see  that  it  would  be  any  public  loss  if  they  abstained.  Perhaps  their  sole  re- 
naming advantage  is  the  opportunity  they  afford  the  circuit  judge  in  his  charge  of  drawing 
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public  attention  to  the  increase  or  decrease  of  crime  with  reference  to  the  cause,  or  of  explaining 
and  illustrating  the  principles  of  the  administration  of  criminal  justice.  It  is  scarcely  worth 
while,  however,  to  keep  up  an  otherwise  obsolete  institution  merely  for  the  sake  of  an  incidental 
benefit  attending  it.  '  * 

If  the  grand  jury  were  abolished,  a  better  educated  class  of  persons  would  immediately  be 
made  available  to  serve  on  the  petty  jury.  This  would  be  an  undoubted  advantage.  At  present 
a  very  inferior  class  often  sit  to  decide  issues  of  the  utmost  gravity,  with  results  which  have  been 
'pronounced  a  scandal  to  the  administration  of  justice.  To  raise  the  standard  of  qualification 
would  tend  to  correct  this  state  of  things.  The  intermingling  of  classes  in  the  jury-box  might 
not  altogether  prevent  perverse  verdicts,  but  it  would  certainly  reduce  their  number.  The  pre- 
judices of  one  class  would  temper  those  of  another,  and  right  would  have  a  greater  chance  of 
prevailing. 

I  ought  to  mention  that  there  is  at  present  an  objection  on  the  part  of  many  persons  of  the 
upper  grade,  on  social  grounds,  to  serve  as  petty  jurors.  They  think  it  derogatory  to  their  station. 
But  this  feeling,  I  am  confident,  would  disappear  with  the  institution  which  was  the  occasion  of 
it.  So  long  as  there  are  two  kinds  of  juries,  one  above  another,  to  serve  on  the  inferior,  may,  to 
a  certain  extent,  imply  social  inferiority.     Eeduce  them  to  one,  and  all  meet  on  a  common 

Now'that  the  number  of  circuit  courts  is  diminished  and  grand  jurors  have  greater  distances  to 
travel,  the  duty  has  become  by  no  means  a  light  one.  I  have  no  doubt  the  great  majority  of 
those  who  are  subject  to  it  would  welcome  the  legislative  consideration  of  their  case. 

Whatever  decision  the  government  comes  to  upon  the  subject  under  observation,  I  think  an 
alteration  is  called  for  in  the  present  quorum  of  grand  juries.  Before  the  recent  jury  amendment 
law  it  was  nine,  which  is  a  very  good  number ;  but  for  some  reason,  which  I  never  could  under- 
stand, it  was  changed  by  that  law  to  twelve.  At  the  circuit  court  referred  to  in  your  excellency's 
circular,  fifteen  gentlemen  attended,  many  from  a  great  distance,  and  probably  at  considerable 
personal  inconvenience,  to  despatch  apiece  of  business  which  required  rather  less  than  an  hour 
for  its  transaction.  .  . 

A  change  is  also,  as  it  seems  to  me,  demanded  in  the  number  of  petty  jurors,  which  that  law 
obliges  to  attend,  which  is  far  more  than  is  wanted. 

With  regard  to  "  the  principle  upon  which  special  and  common  juries  are  constituted,  the 
imperial  jury  act  of  last  session  (33  and  34  Victoria,  chapter  77)  may  probably  be  perused  by 
your  excellency  with  advantage.  I  confess,  however,  that  in  one  respect  I  would  not  go  so  far 
as  that  act,  I  would  not  remunerate  petty  jurors.  I  think  it  would  only  increase  the  expense  of 
obtaining  legal  redress  without  securing  any  more  satisfactory  results  than  at  present.  To  per- 
form unremunerated  public  duty  confers  a  just  self-respect  upon  a  man  and  is  part  of  his  educa- 
tion as  a  citizen.  .   . 

On  the  other  hand  I  feel  bound  to  state  that  I  have  no  strong  opinion  on  the  subject  one  way 

or  the  other.  ,..,.,  •     •  i     •  « 

Your  excellency  does  not  state  in  what  precise  respect  yon  think  the  principle  in  question 
"  susceptable  of  anendment,"  but  if  you  hold  that  the  qualification  for  common  jurors  might  ad- 
vantageously be  raised,  I  agree  in  the  opinion.  I  think  there  is  material  in  the  island  for  a  suffi- 
cient common  jury  panel  without  descending  below  a  certain  grade  iu  society. 

Complaints— well-founded  complaints— are  rife  in  every  parish  m  the  island,  that  particular 
jurors  are  summoned  to  serve  over  aud  over  again  out  of  their  turn.  I  cannot  doubt  that  this  in- 
convenience might  be  remedied.  .  .     ,  ,        -,    ,    ,      ,         .u 

Several  years  ago  I  suggested  to  the  government  that  the  municipal  boards  (who  have  the 
making  out  of  the  jury  lists)  should  be  required  to  take  cognizance  of  every  circuit  judge's  certi- 
ficate "allowing  the  claim  to  exemption  from  service  as  a  juror  on  the  ground  of  age  ot  otherwise. 
The  Government  considerately  issued  a  circular  on  the  subject ;  but  scarcely  any  attention  has 
beenpaid  to  it.  My  present  recommendation  would  be  that  the  municipal  boards  should  be  in- 
structed to  keep  a  list,  to  be  called  "  The  Jury  Exemption  List,"  or  some  such  title,  upon  which 
should  be  entered  the  names  of  all  persons,  certified  by  a  judge,  to  be  no  longer  under  obligation 
to  serve  as  jurors.     The  contents  of  such  list  would  then  be  discontinued  on  the  jury  list. 

In  the  preceding  paragraph  I  have  used  the  expression,  "  instructed"— the  better  phrase  would 
be  "  required  by  law."  I  have  found  in  practice  that  there  is  always  somebody  in  the  municipal 
board  who  thinks  he  knows  better  than  the  judge  what  behoves  to  be  done. 

The  clerks  of  petty  sessions  also  who  compile  the  list  of  justices  for  the  special  jury  list  (see 
the  recent  jury  regulation  law,  section  5)  should  be  required  to  keep  a  similar  list  of  exemptions 
so  far  as  respects_;MstoceA'  of  the  peace. 

The  second  remedy  for  the  above-mentioned  inconvenience  would  be,  that  the  provost-marsnai, 
or  whoever  in  the  said-to-be-contemplated  abolition  of  that  functionary,  succeeds  to  the  duty 
which  he  now  executes,  should  summon  from  the  jury  list  in  rotation,  summoning  no  individual 
juror  more  than  once  a  year,  unless  all  the  jurors  on  the  list  have  been  already  summoned  during 
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the  year  (see  the  imperial  act  already  referred  to,  section  19) ;  and  should  incur  a  penalty  if  he 
neglects  to  do  so. 

There  is  nothing  in  the  nature  of  things  to  make  the  administration  of  our  jury  laws  a  special 
grievance  to  the  subject  if  official  persons  would  only  do  their  duty. 

As  the  power  which  stops  a  criminal  prosecution  always  incurs  more  or  less  responsibility  by 
the  act,  I  am  of  course  taking  for  granted,  in  my  observations  in  the  second  paragraph,  that  the 
attorney-general  and  his  assistants  are,  by  the  possession  of  the  requisite 'degree  of  official  courage 
persons  qualified  to  exercise  such  a  power. 

Should  anything  else  occur  to  me  upon  the  above  subject  I  shall  take  the  liberty  of  a 
your  excellency  of  it.   In  the  meantime

MR.  JUSTICE  CARGILL  TO  SIR  J.  P.  GRANT.

Before  replying  to  your  excellency's  circular  of  the  19th  December,  I  wished  to  give  it  con-  «„„,.,  w 
sideration,  as  it  related  to  questions  of  great  importance.  ^97. 

_  Although  the  parochial   circuit  courts  were  intended  entirely  for  the  relief  of  jurymen,  ever 
since  their  institution  in  1S50,  the  complaints  by  and  concerning  juries  have  been  incessant.  The  w™,  „„„  „ 
first  law  required  in  every  parish  a  panel  of  forty  jurors,   of  whom  fifteen  were  to  be  from  the  sec.  io.    P     ' 
special  jury  list.    In  the  parishes  of  Vere,  Clarendon,  St.  Davids's,  Portland,  and  St.  George's  the 
number  of  special  jurors  was  soon  seen  to  be  insufficient,  of  which  the  attorneys  took  advantage 


by  challenging  the  array ;  and  at  those  courts,  after  two   successive  terms,  the  < 
necessarily  allowed,  and  the  criminal  business  entirely  suspened. 

An  act  was  then  passed  repealing  part  of  the  first  act,  and  enacting  that  where  there  were  not  21  Vic  can  25 
fifteen  jurors  on  the  special  jury  list,  the  whole  number  should  be  taken,  and  the  deficiency  made  "«• 1,  2,3.  ' ' 
up  from  the  common  jury  list.    The  special  jurors  thus  served  every  court.    I  see  that  law  48  of 
1869,  section  nine,  fixes  the  ratio  of  special  to  common  jurors  as  three  to  five,  which  is  unneces- 
sarily large,  as  not  more  than  twelve  to  fifteen    are  required  for  a  grand  jury,  even  in  a  capital 
felony.   It  might  now  be  enacted  that  not  more  that  one-third  of  the  names  on  the  special  jury  see  u  vie 
list  should  be  taken  for  each  court,  which  would  prevent  any  juror  being  called  upon  to  serve  caP-  32  sec- 19> 
more  than  once  in  each  year.  I10,,v  repealed. 

There  are,  however,  other  defects  to  be  cured,  such  as  names  being  improperly  retained  on  the 
jury  lists,  and  respectable  persons  being  placed  low  down,  and  others  less  qualified  high  up  oil 
the  panel,  which  cause  discontent  and  inconvenience.  As  a  remedy,  I  suggest  that  so  soon  as 
the  jury  lists  are  prepared  by  the  municipal  boards,  on  or  before  the  10th  of  January  in  each 
year,  a  copy  should  be  publicly  affixed  in  each  court-house.  Notice  might  then  be  given  to  the 
municipal  board  of  any  persons  improperly  omitted,  or  of  any  persons  on  the  list  being  perma- 
nently exempt  or  disqualified  ;  and  should  an  objection  thus  made  not  be  allowed  by  the  munici- 
pal board,  an  appeal  might  lie  to  the  judge  at  the  first  circuit  court  held  afterwards,  who  might 
decide  the  question. 

I  come  now  to  the  important  question  raised  by  your  excellency  as  to  the  abolition  of  grand 
juries ;  and  I  may  say  that  I  should  regard  their  abolition  with  perfect  favour  in  all  cases  not 
capital,  and  without  alarm  even  in  capital  felonies;  but  your  excellency  will  no  doubt  consider 
how  far  public  feeling  in  England  and  in  this  colony  will  favour  total  suppression.     In  the  event 
of  their  partial  or  total  abolition,  it  would  of  course  be  necessary  to  provide  a  sufficient  safeguard 
against  improper    prosecutions,  whether  public  or  private ;  but  this    will  be  matter  of  detail 
should  your  excellency  decide  on  the  measure.     With  regard  to  the  duties  of  the  attorney-o-ene- 
ral,  your  excellency  is  no  doubt  aware  of  the  first  report  of  the  commissioners  of  legal  enquiry 
(Jamaica  J  827),  which  says  "  With  respect  to  all  criminal  prosecutions,  the  office  is  co-extensive  !§?■  quettioa 
with  that  of  the  lord  advocate  of  Scotland.    All  indictments  are  preferred  by  him."  The  attorney-      ' 
general  says,  "  all  indictments,  even  at  the  instance  of  individuals,  are  preferred  by  him."     It  will  tanly-glt'ai 
only  be  necessary  to  confirm  and  perhaps  extend  this  to  the  "  assistants  to  the  attorney-general."  Paee229. 
With  regard  to  the  qualifications  of  special  and  common  jurors,  it  would  appear  from  an  expired  32  Geo.  3.  cap. 
law,  thatan  exhibit  list  containing  the  names  of  all  white  persons  not  exempted  was  formerly  sent 17- 
to  the  chief-justice,  who  decided  what  persons  were  respectively  qualified.     The  exemptions  were  fe|aalS24  Ge°' 
probably  those  allowed  according  to  English  law.     Although  not  exactly  within  the  scope  of  ^W-  '' 
your  excellency's  enquiry,  I  ask  permission  to  make  one  other  suggestion.     By  an  act  lately 
passed  in  England,  jurors,  whether  special  or  common,   in  civil  cases  are  to  be  paid  so  much  ner 
diem.  *  L 

I  do  not  desire  this  ;  but  may  not  common  juries  be  got  rid  of  in  civil  cases  ?  The  experience 
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which 


of  the  district  courts  says  they  may.  In  default  or  undefended  causes,  a  jury  is 
hears  no  more  of  the  case  than  the  judge's  direction,  "  your  verdict  will  be  for  so  much  !"  Besides, 
in  three-fourths  of  the  ordinary  contested  causes,  there  is  no  important  disputed  fact  or  conflict 
of  evidence,  and  these  might  safely  be  left  to  the  judge,  subject  to  the  review  of  the  supreme  court. 
In  some  cases  I  am  quite  aware  that  a  jury  may  be  desirable,  either  to  the  suitors  or  for  the 
assistance  of  the  judge,  and  in  these  I  would  allow  a  special  jury,  to  be  taken  from,  the  panel  then  in 
attendance  at  the  court.  The  law  of  the  twenty-eighth  George  third,  chapter  one,  "  to  make  the 
service  on  special  juries  more  equal  and  easy"  may  be  considered  by  your  excellency.  Each  juror 
sworn  should  be  allowed  half  a  guinea  for  each  cause  in  which  he  may.  sit,  or  half  a  guinea  a  day 
in  any  cause  lasting  more  than  one  day.  This  would  be  a  further  relief  to  the  jurors,  if  agreeable 
to  your  excellency's  views.

THE  CHIEF  JUSTICE  TO  SIR  J.  P.  GRANT. 

Kingston,  30th  December,  1870. 
SlE, 

1.  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  excellency's  circular  despatch  of  the 
19th  instant,  No.  4297,  relating  to  the  present  working  of  the  grand  jury  system  in  this  island;, 
and  mentioning  suggestions  for  the  improvement  of  the  administration  of  criminal  justice,  upon 
which  my  opinion  is  desired. 

2.  Owing  to  the  importance  of  the  subject,  I  deferred  my  reply  until  I  had  an  opportunity  of 
communicating  with  my  colleagues,  and  I  am  happy  to  think  that  in  general  we  are  agreed.  For 
my  part,  having  regard  to  the  difficulties  and  inconveniences  experienced  here  from  the  very 
limited  number  of  grand  jurors  now  available,  and  the  almost  insuperable  obstacles  in  the  way  of 
any  satisfactory  enlargement  of  the  area  of  selection  in  the  altered  condition  of  society,  I  feel  satis- 
fied that  the  most  effectual  remedy  for  the  evils  complained  of  would  be  the  abolition  of  the  in- 
stitution altogether,  and  the  establishment  in  its  place  of  a  public  prosecutor.  By  this  means  the 
general  body  of  jurors,  upon  whom  devolves  the  very  important  duty  of  trying  criminal  cases,. 
would  receive  a  large  accession  from  the  most  intelligent  and  influential  portion  of  the  community, 
thereby  improving  their  status  and  position,  and  at  the  same  time  the  burden  of  service  might,  I 
think,  easily  be  rendered  less  onerous  upon  individuals.  Nor  do  I  believe  that  the  change  would 
in  the  slightest  degree  remove  any  real  safeguard  or  protection  to  which  the  subject  is  entitled. 
I  feel  the  less  hesitation  in  expressing  these  views,  as  I  am  not  without  some  experience  of  their 
practical  operation,  having  held,  in  another  colony,  where  the  criminal  business  is  much  heavier 
than  here,  the  office  of  publice  prosecutor  without  a  grand  jury  for  fourteen  years,  and  I  think  I 
may  point  with  confidence  to  British  Guiana  as  an  instance  of  the  successful  working  of  the 
system. 

3.  There  the  names  of  the  special  and  common  jurors  are  entered  together  alphabetically  in 
one  list,  from  which  the  panels  for  the  criminal  courts  are  struck  ;  but  I  thiuk  that  the  plan, 
adopted  in  Scotland,  to  which  your  excellency  has  referred,  would  be  still  better,  as  it  ensures  a 
fixed  proportion  of  special  jurors  upon,  every  panel.  I  would  however  go  further,  and  venture  to 
suggest  that  some  moderate  qualification  in  the  shape  of  property  or  income,  or  the  payment  of 
taxes,  should  be  required  in  the  case  of  common  jurors,  as  is  done  in  England  and  those  of  the- 
colonies  of  which  I  have  any  knowledge.  Here  every  one  who  is  able  to  read  and  write  is,. 
between  certain  ages,  qualified  to  be  a  juror,  and  inability  to.  attend  "by  means  of  poverty"  con- 
stitutes the  only  exemption..  From  my  short  experience  of  the  working  of  this  law  I  cannot  say 
that  I  consider  it  satisfactory,  and  I  think  it  would  be  better  to  establish  a  fixed  standard  of' 
qualification  than  to  leave  the  question  open  in  the  vague  way  it  is  at  present,  leading  to  incon- 
venient applications  for  exemption  on  circuit,  and.  sometimes  imposing  disagreeable  inquiries, 
into  the  private  circumstances  of  individuals. 

4.  But,  whatever  may  become  of  this  suggestion,  there  is  one  great  defect,  as  it  seems-  to  me,, 
in  the  existing  jury  law.  I  allude  to  the  want  of  some  provision,  for  giving,  due  publicity  to  the- 
names  of  persons  returned  as  liable  to  serve  as  jurors,,  and  for  securing,  the  effectual  revision  of 
the  lists,  so  as  to  ensure  their  correctness,.  I  wouhisuggest  that  the  provost  marshal's. list  of  jurors, 
should  be  published  in.  the  "  Gazette,"  or  in  such  other  manner  as  might  be  deemed  most  conve- 
nient, and  that  they  should  be  periodically  revised  by  a  judge  in  open. court  after  due  notice.  In 
British  Guiana  these  revising  courts  are  regularly  held,  and  the  lists  are  then  corrected  by  strik- 
ing out  the  names  of  those  who  ought  not  to  have  been  returned,  or  who  are  entitled  to.  exemp- 
tion, and  by  adding  those  who  ought  to  have  been  inserted  therein.  I. think  some  such  practice' 
might  be  adopted  with  advantage  here,  and  probably  the  best  plan  would  be  to  have  the  jury 
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lists  revised  by  the  judges  on  their  respective  circuits.  I  would  also  beg  leave  to  recommend 
that  when  the  circuit  courts  are  fixed,  the  panels  should  be  returned  on  a  simple  precept  from 
the  judge,  as  is  the  case  now  in  England,  I  believe  ;  for  the  requirement  of  the  seventh  section  of 
the  jury  law  that  the  clerk  of  the  supreme  court  is  to  make  out  writs  of  venire  facias  for  each  of 
the  succeeding  circuit  courts,  at  least  seven  days  before  term,  renders  it  necessary  then  to  fix  the 
days  for  holding  such  courts,  which  seems  inconsistent  with  the  intention  of  section  eight  of  law 
No.  2  of  1870,  and  I  have  found  it  inconvenient  in  practice. 

5.  Upon  the  establishment  of  the  office  of  public  prosecutor,  and  reserving  the  question  of  cri- 
minal informations  for  further  consideration,  I  am  of  opinion  that  no  person  should  be  liable  to  be 
brought  to  trial,  for  any  indictable  offence,before  a  jury,  unless  there  has  been  in  the  first  instance 
an  information  on  oath,  and  depositions  have  been  duly  taken  and  the  accused  duly  committed 
for  trial  or  held  to  bail  according  to  law.  I  conceive  that  in  every  case  the  preliminary  investi- 
gation before  the  magistrate,  both  in  support  of  the  charge  and  in  favour  of  the  accused,  if  he 
desires  to  call  witnesses,  should  be  of  the  most  searching  and  complete  character,  and  that  the 
public  prosecutor  should  be  armed  with  all  necessary  powers  to  see  that  these  requirements  are 
strictly  fulfilled.  In  order  to  secure  to  prisoners  the  full  advantage  of  any  evidence  they  may 
wish  to  offer,  I  would  suggest  that  the  beneficial  provisions  under  this  head  of  Mr.  Kussell  G-ur- 
ney's  act  (thirty  and  thirty-first  Victoria,  chapter  thirty-five,)  intituled  "  An  act  to  remove  some 
defects  in  the  administration  of  the  criminal  law,"  should  be  introduced,  and  I  think  they  would 
appropriately  accompany  the  establishment  of  a  department  of  public  justice,  thereby  affording 
to  the  officer,  whose  duty  it  would  be  to  prosecute,  the  fullest  materials  for  enabling  him  to  form 
his  judgment  upon  each  case  referred  to  him. 

.  6.  Concurrently  with  the  appointment  of  a  public  prosecutor,  it  seems  tome  to  follow  that 
private  prosecutions  should  not  be  allowed,  except  in  certain  cases  which  do  not  concern  the  pub- 
lic, such  as  libels  upon  individuals  and  misdemeanors  of  a  private  nature.  Even  in  such  cases, 
however,  I  think  that  the  preliminary  inquiry  before  a  magistrate  should  be  requisite,  so  as  to  show 
a  prima  fade  case,  and  to  prevent  anything  like  oppression  on  the  part  of  vindictive  parties,  and 
it  is  only  in  cases  where  the  public  functionary  declined  to  prosecnte  on  the  ground  that  the 
interests  of  justice  did  not  require  his  interference,  that  I  would  permit  private  individuals  to 
intervene. 

7.  With  the  foregoing  safeguards*  it  appears  to  me  that  the  rights  and  liberties  of  the  subject 
would  be  fully  secured  without  the  intervention  of  a  grand  jury,  that  the  class  of  persons  to  sit 
upon  criminal  trials  would  be  much  improved,  and  that  the  inconveniences  and  hardships  now- 
experienced  by  individual  jurors  would  be  in  a  great  measure  removed'.

Report  of  the  postmaster  for  Jamaica  for  1869-70. 
THE  POSTMASTER  FOE  JAMAICA  TO  THE  COLONIAL  SECKETAKY. 


Sir, 


General  Post-Office,  Jamaica,  12th  January,  1871; 


I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  third  annual  report  on  the  post-office  department,  together  with 
the  under-mentioned  returns  for  the  financial  year  1869-70. 

1.  Statement  of  the  actual  amount  of  postal  revenue  collected  and  lodged  to  the  credit  of 

the  public  during  1869-70,  as  compared  with  the  preceding  twelve  month. 

2.  Keturn  of  the  general  revenue  and  expenditure  of  the  general  post-office  for  the  financial 
year  ended  30th  September,  1870. 

3.  Statement  of  the  transactions  of  the  money  order  branch  during  1869-70. 

4.  Statement  of  the  transactions  of  the  returned  letter  branch  for  the  six  months  ended  30th 
September,  1S70. 

The  cash  statement  No.  1  shews  that  the  collection  for  the  year  under  report  amounted  to 
£12,969  2s.  2d.,  as  against  £12,765  0s.  2d.  in  the  preceding  yean 

The  increased  expenditure  will  be  found  under  the  heads  of  conveyance  of  mails  and  propor- 
tion of  postage  due  to  United  Kingdom. 

The  money  order  business,  as  shewn  in  return  3,  fell  off  during  the  year  under  report.  The 
total  credit  to  Jamaica,  on  account  of  commissions,  being  only  £381  12s.,  as  against  £448  14s;  7d; 
in  1868-69. 
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A  return,  No.  4,  shewing  the  transactions  of  the  returned  letter  branch,  is  now  for  the  first 
time  submitted.  This  return  only  covers  six  months,  the  present  classified  form  of  record  not 
having  been  in  use  for  the  whole  year. 

In  items  of  public  interest  during  the  year  1869-70,  the  post-office  records  are  comparatively 

A  post-office  was,  on  the  1st  October,  1870,  established  at  Siloah,  in  the  Nassau  district  of  the 
parish  of  St.  Elizabeth,  and  the  post-office  at  St.  David's,  Gayle,  and  Clarendon  had  to  be  tem- 
porarily closed  during  part  of  the  year,  failing  the  services  of  a  postmaster. 

Representation  from  this  colony  having  been  made  as  to  the  public  inconvenience,  and  indeed 
as  regards  the  country  districts,  the  positive  grievance  sustained  in  consequence  of  the  irregular 
departure  of  the  second  homeward  steamer  in  the  month,  which,  according  to  contract,  was 
timed  to  leave  Jamaica  on  the  24th  of  the  month,  but  which,  as  a  fact,  could  not  even  reach  Ja- 
maica from  Colon  until  the  following  day,  (this  department  however,  governed  by  the  time-table, 
being  obliged  to  bring  back  the  return  packet  express  unnecessarily  early,  thus  depriving  country 
districts  of  opportunity  for  correspondence,)  the  imperial  department  altered  the  time-table  of 
the  royal  mail  steam  packet  company,  fixing  the  morning  of  the  25th  as  the  time  of  departure 
from  Jamaica— an  alteration  which  has  worked  satisfactorily. 

Commencing  in  December,  1869,  the  railway  was  made  available  for  the  conveyance  of  the 
country  mails. 

The  only  further  improvement  effected  worthy  of  note  was  the  extension,  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  financial  year,  of  the  increment  system  of  salaries  to  the  officers  and   subordinate 
staff  of  the  general  post-office,  who  were  at  the  same  time  duly  classified.

I  have  the- honor  to  submit  herewith,  for  the  consideration  of  his  excellency  the  governor,  the- 
annual  educational  schedules,  showing  the  statistical  results  of  the  government  inspection  of  the 
elementary  schools  of  the  island  for  the  year  1870  ;  together  with  the  following  remarks  thereon, 
which,  like  the  first  short  reports  of  the  last  two  years,  may  be  regarded  as  a  preliminary  report ;. 
to  be  followed  shortly  by  a  fuller  and  more  extended  account  of  the  work  and.  prospects  of  educa- 
tion generally  during  the  present  year.. 

All  the  schools  that  came  again  under  inspection  appear  in  the  tabulated  forms  arranged,  like 
last  year,  parochially,  for  the  purpose  of.  convenient,  reference,  and  for  showing  comparative 


In  addition, to  these  representations  of  each  school  in  parochial  order  the  usual  summaries  are 
also  annexed,  consisting  of  a.  synopsis  of  all  the- results  displayed,  parochially  ;  a  denominaiio?ial 
sammary,  showing  the  grants  in  aid  awarded  to.  each  religious  denomination  respectively  ;  and 
the  comparative  summary,  in  which  may  be  seen  the  numerical  results  of  the  last  three  years,  during 
which  the  new  regulations  have  been  in  force. 

A  much  larger  number  of  applications  for  government  aid  to  schools  came  in  this  year  than 
in  any  previous  year,  which  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  liberal  encouragement  which  has  been, 
offered  to  schools  by  the  government  for  the  last  few  years ;  the  abandonment  of  certain  objections, 
to,  government  aid,  on  religious  grounds,  that  had  been,  entertained  by  some  of  the  societies ;,  and! 
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the  assistance  afforded  by  the  government  to  several  managers  at  the  Beginning  of  the  year  in  the- 
shape  of  "  opening  grants." 

The  inspectors  on  starting,  had  three  hundred  and  seventy-one  schools  on  the  list  to  enquire 
about,  but  during  the  inspection  a  few  were  found  closed,  and  some  others  not  ready  for  exami- 
nation. Finally  three  hundred  and  twenty-nine  schools  have  been  examined  this  year  and  re- 
ported upon,  making  an  increase  of  sixty-seven,  as  compared  with  last  year.  This  increase 
necessitated  the  employment  of  another  assistant,  and  the  Rev.  Acheson  Findlay,  who  has  been 
for  many  years  familiar  with  school-work,  was  engaged  for  the  purpose. 

The  county  of  Cornwall,  and  a  portion  of  Middlesex,  were  assigned  to  assistants  Wood  and 
Plummer ;  the  former  taking  the  southern  parishes,  and  the  latter  the  northern  mainly,  till  they 
both  met  in  Montego  Bay.  The  remaining  portion  of  Middlesex,  and  a  part  of  Surry,  were  given.' 
to  Mr.  Findlay,  while  I  took  the  eastern  parishes. 

Owing  to  the  unusually  heavy  and  continuous  rains,  and  the  badness  of  the  roads  in  conse- 
quence, the  work  of  inspection  this  year  has  been  attended  with  greater  difficulty  than  heretofore, 
besides  being  considerably  retarded  ;  so  that  it  could  scarcely  be  completed  in  time,  although  the 
work  extended  over  seven  months  and-a-half. 

On  this  account  the  sending  in  of  the  annual  reports  has  been  delayed  to  a  later  period  than 
was  intended. 

The  "  opening  grants"  offered  by  the  government  to  school  managers  in  the  early  part  of 
the  year,  to  enable  them  to  open'new  schools  in  destitute  districts,  were  eagerly  sought  by 
managers  from  all  parts  of  the  island,  and  proved  yery  serviceable. 

In  the  mouth  of  May,  the  amount  allowed  (,£1250)  for  these  opening  grants  was  distributed 
among  fifty-three  applicants  in  various  sums,  ranging  from  £10  to  £35,  according  to  the  different 
and  peculiar  necessities  of  the  several  localities,  ia  which  it  was  proposed  to  open  these  new 
schools. 

This  well-timed  assistance  of  the  government  has  had  the  effect  of  enabling  twenty-four  schools, 
to  commence  and  advance  sufficiently  in  their  operation  as  to  come  under  inspection  this  year, 
and  thus  to  obtain  admission  on  the  present  list  for  annual  grants  at  the  end  cf  the  year.  Five 
others  to  commence  operations,  though  not  quite  ready  for  inspection ,  and  of  helping  most  of 
the  remaining  twenty-four  to  be  in  such  a  forward  condition  with  their  buildings,  &c.  as  to  be- 
ready  to  begin  operations  early  in  1871. 

A  greater  number  of  these  schools  would  have  been  ready  for  inspection,  this  year  but  for  the 
difficulty  of  procuring  proper  teachers.  This  has  been,  and  still  continues  to,  be,  a  serious  ob- 
stacle in  the  way  of  increasing  the  number  of  schools,  so  as  to  meet  the  necessities,  of  the  popula- 
tion, as  the  supply  of  teachers  at  present  is  far  below  the  demand. 

But  it  is  hoped  that  the  recent  means  adopted  by  the  government  at  the  Mico  and  at  Stony 
Hill,  with  other  agencies  of  a  similar  kind  at  work  to  increase  the  number  of  trained  teachers, 
will,  ere  long,  remedy  this  deficiency. 

Considering  the  somewhat  unusual  difficulties  the  schools  have  had  to  contend  with  this  year, 
on  account  of  the  incessant  rains,,  which  have  greatly  interfered  with  the  regular  attendance  of 
the  pupils,  the  schools,  taken  as  a  whole,  have  made  a  very  fair  advance,  as  will  be- partly  seen, 
from  the  tabulated  results  in  the  summaries. 

Some  schools  it  is  true  have  only  barely  maintained  the  position,  they  occupied  on  the  lists  last 
year,  while  a  few  (happily  only  a  few)  have  fallen  a  few  marks  below  their  former  positions.;, 
but  the  majority  have  advanced  at  least  a  few  marks  shewing  steady  if  not  rapid  progress ;.  and,, 
by  thus  bettering  their  position  somewhat,  will  stand  fair  for  promotion  next  year.  And  between 
thirty  and  forty  have  risen  to  higher  classes  than  those  they  were  in  last  year. 

The  number  that  have  "passed,'*  or  satisfied  the  government  requirements  according  to  the- 
regulations,  are  classed  as  follows :,

This  total  of  two  hundred  and  forty-five  "  passed"  schools  compared  with  the  total  of  schools 
examined,  shows  almost  exactly  the  same  percentage  as  last  year,  namely  seventy-four,  or  nearly 
three-fourths.  But  the  second  class  schools  have  increased  to  nearly  twice  as  many  as  last  year  ;; 
and  are  ten  per  cent,  of  the  whole  inspected  ;  while  last  year  the  seconds,  were  only  seven  per 
cent.     This  fact  furnishes  one  clear  indication  of  a  fair  and  steady  advance. 

The  increase  this  year  in  the  number  of  schools  entered  on  the  government  list  for  aid  is  con- 
siderable, being  eighty-one,  or  ninety  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  inspected.  Last  year  the- 
per  cent,  of  aided  schools  was  a  little  over  eighty-two.  And  it  is  pleasing  to  observe,  that  thej 
only  decrease  that  appears  in  the  present  report  is  a  decrease  of  failures.. 
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The  percentage  of  failures  during  the  first  year  under  the  regulations  was  about  thirty-five  • 
last  year  seventeen  ;  -while  this  year  it  is  only  about  nine. 

At  this  rate  of  reduction  we  may  reasonably  hope  soon  to  have  no  failures  to  report. 

For  the  same  reasons  that  were  given  in  my  reports  of  the  last  two  years,  and  which  need  not 
be  repeated  here,  it  is  still  deemed  advisable  to  recommend  the  usual  half  grants  to  the  class  of 
schools  designated  in  the  reports  "  exceptionals."  For  it  may  be  allowed,  as  previously  stated, 
that  though  they  do  not  come  quite  up  to  the  government  requirements,  they  effect  some  little 
good,  and  are  in  most  cases  in  a  fair  way  to  attain  to  higher  grades,  if  encouraged  for  a  time  by  some 
pecuniary  assistance. 

This  expectation  of  them  has  been  so  far  pretty  fully  realized  during  the  last  two  years  ;  for 
several  of  them  have  attained,  at  subsequent  examinations,  to  the  third  class,  and  one  or  two 
even  to  the  second  class.  Their  number  on  this  year's  list  is  greater  by  thirty-two  than  last  year, 
and  is  accounted  for  by  the  circumstances  of  several  of  the  schools  that  received  "  opening  grants" 
coming  under  inspection  after  being  but  a  short  time  in  operation,  and  other  new  schools  beino- 
submitted  for  examination  for  the  first  time  this  year. 

It  is  hoped  that  a  large  proportion  of  these  schools,  if  not  all,  will  attain  to  at  least  the  third 
class  requirements  of  the  government  next  year. 

While  the  annual  grants  have  of  course  increased  on  account  of  the  greater  number  of  schools 
on  the  list,  it  is  rather  remarkable  that  the  general  average  to  each  school  is  almost  the  same  as 
last  year.

Increase  this  year 

This  increase,  which  is  a  little  over  thirty-one  per  cent,  upon  last  year's  grant,  would  have 
been  higher  but  for  the  prevailing  rains,  which  had  the  effect  of  lowering  the  attendances,  and 
consequently  of  reducing  the  grants  on  capitation.  And  in  this  connection  it  may  be  worthy  of 
note,  if  only  as  an  illustration  of  the  liberal  and  progressive  tendency  of  the  government  scheme, 
that  the  grants  this  year  are  very  nearly  double  what  they  were  for  the  same  purpose  in  the 
first  year  (1868),  under  the  new  regulations. 

By  a  glance  at  the  parochial  and  denominational  summaries  it  will  be  seen  that  the  increase 
in  the  grants  this  year  is  pretty  uniformly  distributed  over  all  the  parishes  as  well  as  among  the 
religious  societies.  The  only  parochial  exception  is  the  unfortunate  parish  cf  St.  Thomas,  in  which 
a  decrease  appears,  and  which,  for  many  years,  has  been  very  backward  in  educational  matters. 

The  fact  that  the  government  grants  are  thus  being  distributed  among  all  the  parishes  and 
denominations  clearly  shows  that  the  interest  in  education  is  gradually  extending  throughout 
the  whole  island,  and  through  all  the  different  religious  societies  as  well. 

The  figures  moreover  in  these  summaries,  relatively  viewed,  may  be  regarded  as  a  tolerably 
correct  index  of  the  various  degrees  of  intelligence,  social  condition,  as  well  as  the  interest  taken 
in  education  in  each  of  the  respective  parishes. 

As  one  illustration  of  this,  it  may  perhaps  be  sufficient  to  cite  the  contrast  that  appears  in  the 
figures  attached  to  the  parishes  of  Manchester  and  St.  Thomas,  the  former  showing  an  increase 
(the  highest  of  any  parish  this  year)  of  £193,  8s.,  and  the  latter,  a  decrease  of  £36  3s. 

Now  this  happens  to  accord  strikingly  with  the  difference  that  still  exists  in  the  moral  and 
social  condition  of  these  two  parishes.  The  people  of  Manchester  being  generally  regarded  as 
about  the  most  enlightened  and  well-behaved,  while  the  people  of  St.  Thomas  bear  the  character 
of  being  the  reverse. 

At  the  same  time  it  might  naturally  be  supposed  that  the  knowledge  of  this  fact,  with  refer- 
ence to  St.  Thomas,  would  operate  in  such  a  manner  as  to  result  in  a  much  larger  amount  being 
sought  from  government  for  educational  purposes,  to  help  in  raising  the  people  from  their  low- 
condition.  But  at  present  it  is  not  so  ;  although  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  such  will  not  be  the  case 
much  longer.     Still,  in  justice  to  St.  Thomas,  it  is  but  fair  to  remark,  that  the  people  there  have 
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not  enjoyed  the  same  educational  and  other  advantages  as  have  fallen  to  the  lot  of  some  of  the 
more  favoured  parishes,  such  as  Manchester  and  St.  Elizabeth,  which  have  had  the  benefit  of  the 
labours  of  a  number  of  good  and  faithful  instructors  for  a  great  many  years. 

But  this  only  further  illustrates  the  difference  that  may  be  produced  in  the  condition  of  a 
people  by  the  prevalence  of  educational  influences. 

Taking  a  general  survey  of  the  whole  educational  work  of  the  year  among  the  elementary 
schools,  and  making  due  allowance  for  the  various  difficulties  and  hindrances  that  have  stood  in 
the  way,  it  seems  pretty  evident  that,  if  no  very  rapid  and  remarkable  progress  can  be  recorded, 
yet  there  are  clear  indications  of  a  steady  advance,  and  a  healthy  though  gradual  growth ;  that 
give  promise  of  still  further  and  continuous  progress,  and  the  ultimate  establishment  of  a  proper 
.educational  structure  upon  a  firm  and  solid  basis. 

The  indications  of  such  growth  most  apparent  are,  the  increasing  interest  in  education  which 
is  gradually  being  diffused  throughout  the  island  ;  the  desire  manifested  by  school  managers  and 
teachers  to  obtain  further  practical  knowledge  on  all  that  appertains  to  the  business  of  school- 
keeping,  with  a  view  to  attain  to  higher  degrees  of  efficiency  in  their  schools,  and  the  wholesome 
spirit  of  emulation  that  prevails  among  the  various  educational  agencies  at  work,  as  well  as  the 
advances  made  by  several  sehools  this  year,  from  lower  to  higher  classes,  as  has  been  already 
mentioned.

General  report  of  the  government  school  inspection  in  1870. 

MR.  SAVAGE  TO  THE  COLONIAL  SECRETARY. 

School  Inspector's  Office,  March  13th,  1871. 


Adopting  the  course  that  has  heen  pursued  for  the  last  few  years  relative  to  the  annual 
school  reports,  I  have  now  the  honor  to  submit  the  general  report  of  schools  for  1 870,  which  is 
intended  as  a  supplement  to  my  first  short  report  forwarded  to  the  government,  with  the  statis- 
tical schedules,  on  the  14th  of  last  December.

1.  It  has  heen  already  shown  that  there  has  heen  a  pretty  large  increase  in  the  number  of 
schools  placed  on  the  government  list  for  inspection  in  1S70,  as  compared  with  previous  years. 
Still  the  number  is  far  below  what  it  ought  to  be,  when  the  whole  population  of  the  island  is 
taken  into  consideration. 

2.  If  to  the  total  number  of  three  hundred  and  twenty-nine  schools  inspected,  about  two 
hundred  more  be  added  for  endowed  and  private  schools  not  regularly  inspected,  we  shall  have 
about  five  hundred  and.  thirty  as  representing  all  the  schools  of  the  island,  which,  for  a  rough 
calculation,  may  be  accepted  as  approximately'  correct,  Assuming  again  that  the  above  two 
hundred  schools  contain  on  books,  say  about  9,000  pupils 
which,  added  to  the  number  on  the  government  list                    -  .                 25,961 

we  have  -  -  -  34,961 

as  about  the  total  number  of  children  receiving  education  throughout  the  island  at  the  present 

time 

Now,  looking  at  the  census  of  1861,  we  find  the  number  of  children  between  the  ages  of  five 
and  fifteen  returned  as  one  hundred  and  ten  thousand,  five  hundred  and  eighteen  ;  which  may  be 
regarded  as  the  number  of  children  that  ought  to  attend  the  schools.  But  allowing  the  odd  ten 
thousand  five  hundred  and  eighteen  for  the  little  ones  between^e  and  seven,  who  may  be  thought 
too  young  to  go  to  school — though,  on  the  other  hand,  many  remain  at  school  beyond  the  age  of 
fifteen — we  have  at  least  some  one  hundred  thousand  children  who  should  be  going  to  school,  of 
which  the  thirty-four  thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixty-one  already  mentioned  as  actually  attend- 
ing school,  is  only  somewhat  over  one-third  of  the  number  availing  themselves  of  the  means  'of 
instruction.  And  there  are  good  reasons  for  supposing  that  when  the  census  of  1871  shall  be 
taken,  the  proportion  of  children  not  attending  will  appear  still  greater,  as  it  is  generally  believed 
that  the  population  has  increased  since  1861 ;  so  that  the  above  calculations  may  be  fairly  con- 
sidered as  rather  under  than  over-rated. 

3.  The  main  causes  of  this  relatively  small  number  of  children  attending  the  schools  as  yet 
(although  there  has  been  much  improvement  of  late),  will  be  found  in  the  indifference  to,  and 
want  of  appreciation  of  the  advantages  of  education  that  still  exists  among  many  of  the  parents  ; 
arising  from  ignorance  of  the  value  and  importance  of  it,  and  also  in  the  very  prevalent  desire  of 
the  parents  to  make  use  of  the  labour  of  their  children  at  a  very  early  age.  Some  other  trifling 
causes  may  operate  in  particular  districts,  but  these  two  are  the  chief  ones  throughout ;  and  the 
latter  probably,  operates  far  more  strongly  against  the  schools  than  the  former,  and  is  the  most 
difficult  to  deal  with,  on  account  of  the  plea  of  poverty  that  is  always  attached  to  it.  In  fairness 
however  to  the  parents  it  must  be  allowed  that  in  many  districts  there  are  no  schools  as  yet  to 
which  they  can  send  their  children. 

4.  The  "  opening  grants,"  which  were  very  acceptable  to  many  parties  who  were  desirious  of 
establishing  schools  in  some  of  these  destitute  districts,  have  proved  very  serviceable  in  helping 
to  remedy  this  defflciency ;  and  no  doubt  these  grants  will  have  the  same  beneficial  effects  this 
year  likewise.  Thus  it  is  hoped  that  by  helping  the  managers  to  increase  the  number  of  their 
schools  year  by  year,  the  whole  island  may,  after  a  while,  be  adequately  supplied  with  proper 
means  of  instruction. 

5.  During  our  tour  of  inspection  we  have  noted  (as  far  as  practicable  whilst  rapidly  passing 
through)  the  districts  that  appear  to  be  most  destitute  of  school  provision,  and  have  pointed 
them  out  to  school  managers,  who,  in  several  instances,  have  turned  their  attention  to  these 
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places,  with  the  object  of  commencing  school  operations  therein  as  soon  as  they  should  have 
sufficient  means  to  enable  them  to  do  so. 

While  numerous  populous  localities  are  to  be  found  throughout  the  island,  chiefly  along  the 
slopes  and  intervening  hollows  of  the  great  central  range  of  mountains  running  from  east  to  west, 
that  are  still  unsupplied  with  proper  schools,  we  have  found  soirie  places  much  more  neglected 
than  others,  where  the  people  appear  sadly  benighted  and  debased,  while  their  children  are 
evidently  growing  up  in  gross  and  dangerous  ignorance. 

Portions  of  the  interior  of  St.  Thomas  may  be  again  menti6ned,  as  in  previous  reports,  as  one 
of  these  places ;  notably,  the  very  locality  where  the  outbreak  of  1865  originated,  where  as  yet 
the  people  are  as  destitute  of  schools  as  they  were  then,  although  attempts  have  been'  made  to 
establish  one  or  two.  One  promising  school,  in  an  important  and  populous  centre  of  this  neigh- 
bourhood, has  been  allowed  to  die  out  during  the  year,  through  the  indifference  and  negligence 
of  the  manager. 

There  is  however  some  prospect  of  one  or  two  being  set  in  operation  during  the  coming  year 
in  these  and  other  neglected  parts  of  St.  Thomas.  Parts  of  Portland,  along  the  northside  of  the 
Blue  Mountain  range,  as  well  as  portions  of  the  sea  board,  some  districts  of  St.  Mary,  the  moun- 
tains in  the  interior  of  St.  Catherine  (old  St.  Dorothy  chiefly),  and  all  along  the  interior  borders 
of  Clarendon,  St.  Ann,  Trelawny  and  St.  James,  as  far  as  Hanover,  may  also  be  mentioned  as 
parts  of  the  country  where  schools  are  still  needed. 

The  extensive  isolation  of  many  of  these  places,  remotely  situated  in  the  interior  far  from  any 
town,  market,  or  post  office,  together  with  bad  roads  and  dangerous  rivers,  that  render  them 
almost  inaccessible  at  times,  and  the  absence  of  any  thing  like  decent  or  refined  society,  have  no 
doubt  tended  greatly  to  deter  missionaries  and  teachers  from  settling  in  their  midst.  And  yet  . 
they  are  the  very  places  that  need,  above  all  others,  the  civilizing  influences  of  religious  instruc- 
tion, and  the  Scripture  teaching  of  the  schools,  removed  as  they  are  from  all  the  advantages  en- 
joyed by  more  favoured  localities.  The  people,  thus  left  to  themselves  in  their  sad  ignorance, 
often  become  the  easy  prey  and  dupes  of  some  wily  and  unscrupulous  leaders  (morally  blind 
leaders  of  the  blind),  who  trade  upon  their  ignorance  and  superstition  for  the  gratification  of 
their  own  vile  purposes,  and  thus  lead  them  into  all  sorts  of  mischief.  This  has  been  a  fruitful 
source  of  many  of  the  troubles  of  the  peasantry  of  the  "  back-lands,"  as  those  localities  are 
called ;  and  it  will  be  a  good  day  for  Jamaica  when  pious  and  devoted  missionaries  arid  teachers 
can  be  induced  to  locate  themselves  permanently  in  the  midst  of  these  benighted  places,  to  be- 
come real  and  continuous  centres  of  light  and  moral  power.  Hitherto  many  of  them  have  been 
regarded  as  mere  out-stations  to  the  large  and  more  conveniently  situated  stations  along  the  main 
roads,  and  only  visited  occasionally,  perhaps  once  a  month  or  so,  by  the  minister,  which  is  an 
insufficient  means  of  instruction  of  itself. 

S.  The  opening  grants  have  already  helped  in  some  measure  to  the  introduction  of  a  little  light 
into  some  of  these  dark  spots,  and  will  no  doubt  be  a  further  assistance  in  that  direction.  But 
after  all,  though  the  desired  improvements  cannot  be  worked  out  without  some  pecuniary  means, 
yet  the  greatest  want  is — good,  faithful  and  reliable  teachers,  who  will  settle  down  and  live 
among  the  people — to  be  their  true  guides  and  instructors  on  all  occassions.  The  agents  re- 
quired for  this  important  work  are  true-hearted  men,  of  sound,  good  and  honest  principles,  ra- 
ther than  of  high  intellectual  culture  ;  but  it  often  happens  unfortunately,  that  while  money  can 
procure  almost  any  thing,  it  cannot  always  procure  this  class  of  men.  And  it  is  this  fact  that 
constitutes  one  of  the  greatest  difficulties  in  the  way  of  extending  and  multiplying  the  benefits 
of  education  in  Jamaica. 

.  9.  The  attendances  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  the  number  of  pupils  on  the  books,  ap- 
pear somewhat  lower  than  last  year,  being  only  about  fifty-six  per  cent.,  or  a  little  over  one-half. 
This  no  doubt  is  mainly  attributable  to  the  unusually  heavy  and  continuous  rainfall  that  occurred 
in  all  parts  of  the  island.  Numerous  other  causes  are  continually  operating  to  lessen  the  attend- 
ance, which  has  always  been  low,  as  compared  with  the  number  on  the  books,  and  is  a  constant 
source  of  complaint  with  managers  and  teachers,  who  generally  ascribe,  and  justly  so  in  many 
■instances,  the  backwardness  of  their  schools  to  the  great  irregularity  in  the  attendance  of  their 
pupils.  Three-fourths,  or  at  least  two-thirds,  is  considered  the  lowest  proportion  that  Ought  to 
be  in  attendance. 

Various  plans  have  been  suggested  to  remedy  this  defect,  and  particularly  some  scheme  of 
compulsory  education:  But  to  those  best  acquainted  with  the  country  and  the  people,  this  appears 
hopelessly  impracticable.  The  most  natural  and  healthy  way  of  effecting  the  purpose  appears  to 
me  to  be  the  improvement  of  the  schools  themselves,  so  as  to  present  greater  attractions,  and 
more  obvious  advantages  to  the  parents  and  pupils.  Attraction  in  this  instance  is  manifestly  to 
be  preferred  to  compulsion ;  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  observe  that  this  means  is  now  becoming 
better  understood,  and  is  beginning  to  tell  favorably  upon  the  attendance  in  many  of  the  schools, 
And  there  is  every  reason  to  suppose  that  when  the  parents  see  more  clearly  than  they  do  at 
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present  the  real  practical  bearing  of  education  upon  their  children's  future  welfare,  the  attendr 
ance  will  become  much  more  regular  than  heretofore. 

10.  The  payment  of  school  fees  seems  to  vary  much  in  different  localities ;  and  this  difference 
appears  to  be  mainly  affected  by  the  ability  of  the  parents  to  pay,  the  quality  of  the  schools  and 
the  persevering  strictness  of  some  of  the  managers  and  teachers  in  demanding  payment. 

In  the  parish  of  Hanover,  where  the  well-to-do  peasantry  cultivate  their  own  little  freeholds, 
and  are  comparatively  independent,  the  school  fees  are  the  higest  of  any  parish  on  the  schedules^ 
showing  on  an  average  about  .£18  per  school,  or  about  7s.  (seven  shillings)  per  pupil  per 
annum,  when  taken  in  connection  with  the  average  attendance  ;.  and  nearly  twopence  per 
week  for  each  pupil  all  round,  without  allowing  for  two  or  more  children  of  the  same  family, 
which  is  somewhat  above  the  minimum  named  in  the  government  regulations.  St.  Ann  and  Tre- 
lawny  come  next,  with  nearly  the  same  results.;  the  latter  however,  for  individual  pupils,  being 
the  highest  or  about  8s.  per  annum.  St.  Elizabeth,  which  has  the  largest  number  of  schools  on 
the  list,  appears  about  the  lowest  in  fees,  being  about  £8  per  school,  and  3s.  for  each  pupil  for 
the  year.  This  is  easily  accounted  for  from  the  fact,  that  a  great  many  of  the  schools  of  that  pa^ 
rish  were,  until  very  recently,  free  schools;  and  the  people  are  only  now  learning  to  contribute 
towards  the  education  of  their  children.  The  parishes  of  St.  Catherine  and  St.  Mary  are  also  lows. 
probably  from  the  same  cause.  In  all  cases  much  depends  upon  the  determination  of  the  mana- 
gers to  insist  upon  payment.  Taking  the  whole  amount  collected  by  all  the  schools  for,  the  year, 
viz  :  £3785  7s.  Od.  in  connection  with  the  number  of  schools  inspected,  we  have  an  average  of 
about  £11  10s.  Od.  collected  for  each  school  for  the  year;  and  when  the  average  attendance  re- 
ported, viz:  fourteen  thousand  six  hundred. and  nine  is  taken  into  account,  we  have  a.litte  over 
5s.  2d.  (five  shillings  and  twopence)  paid  on  an  average  for  each  pupil. 

Then  allowing  forty-five  weeks  for  the  school  year  (after  deducting  for  holidays),  the  amount, 
per  week  for  each  pupil  is  very  nearly  a  penny  half-penny  (1|.),  so  that  when  the  number  of 
children  of  the  same  family  is  also  considered,  there  can  be  do  doubt  but  that  the  fees,  taken  as  a, 
whole,  come  up  to  the  government  requirements., 

11.  It  may,  afford,  some  little  interest  to  glance  for  a  moment  at  the  distribution  of  the  "  grants 
in  aid"  for  the  year,  as  regards  the  various  proportions  to  each  religions  denomination,  and  the- 
general  average,  &c.  It  will  be  seen  that  with  two  exceptions  only,  every  denomination  received 
an  increase  to  their  grants,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  The  church  of  England,  by 
having  the  highest  number  of  schools  on  the  list,  obtained  the  largest  increase. 

The  average  grants  to  each  school  of  the  several  denominations  vary  from  £15  to  £20,  while  it 
is  noticable  that,  each  of  these  averages  show  a  remarkably  uniform  advance  of  about  a  pound  or 
two  upon  last  year's  grants.. 

The  general  average  to  each  school  inspected  is  a  trifle  over  £17  3  6s.  Od.,  which,  if  it  were  the 
actual  amount  in  every  case,  would  have  to  be  supplemented  with  at  least  as  much  again  from  school 
fees,  private  contributions,  or  society  grants  to  meet  the  current  expenses  of  the  schools  ;  while, 
in  a  great  many  instances,  twice  as  much,  and  in  a  few  cases  three  times  as  much,  would  be 
needed  in  addition  to  the  government  grants  for  that  purpose.. 

Supposing  the  mean  of  these  supplementary  grants  to  be  taken  at  £25,  which  must  bere'o-arded 
as  rather  a  low  estimate  when  all  the  schools,  are  included,  then  we  have  the  three  hundred  and. 
twenty-nine  schools  inspected,  supported  as  follows  : 

By.  grants  from  societies,  private  contributions,  and  school  fees  £8,225 

By  government  grants  -.  .,.  5' 857 

Total  ,  £14,082 

or  about  £43  nearly  as, the  average  cost  of  each  school,  exclusive  of  a  few  schools,  like  the  Mico, 
in  which  high  salaries  are  paid  to  the  teachers. 

Then  looking  at  the  matter  from  another  point  of  view,  so  as  to  estimate  the  amount  contri- 
buted by  the  government  towards  each  individual  pupil  of  these  schools,  we  have,  by  dividing 
the  £5S57  by  the  average  attendaqc  (fourteen  thousand  six  hundred  and  nine),  the  sum  of  about 
eight  shillings  (8s.),  paid  by  the  government  direct,  for  the  education  of  each  child  for  the  year. 
And  when  all  the  expenses  of  the  educational  department  are  included  (which  were  £91 S9  10s. 
for  the  year,  see  estimates  of  actual  expenditure,)  and  the  pupils  of  the  normal  and  model  schools 
being  also  added,  the  amount  contributed  by  the  government  towards  the  education  of  each 
pupil  per  annum,  appears  to  be  about  twelve  shillings  and  fivepence. 

12.  In  reviewing  the  actual  work  done  in  the  schools  during  the  year,  and  summing  up  its 
results,  it  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  record  a,  fair,  and,  as  already  stated  in  the  first  report/ steady 
advance  that  inspires  hopefulqess  for  the  future..  But  whatever  improvements  have  been  thus 
far  discernible  in  the  important  work  of  intellectual  and  moral  instruction  of  the  rising  genera- 
tion, the  amount  of  progress  made,  to  be  fairly  appreciable,  must  be  measured  in  view  of  the 
past  low  mental  status  of  the  masses— the  very  defective  machinery,  of  education— and  especially 
the  very  erroneous  views  entertained  by  many  who  had  the  education  of  the  people  in  their  hands.

Thus  the  estimate,  as  mentioned  last  year,  is  a  comparative  one,  and  not  strictly  bearing  reference 
to  the  recognized  and  well  established  principles  of  education  that  prevail  in  some  highly  fa- 
voured countries,  which  have  had  the  benefit  of  centuries  of  mental  culture.  And  our  improve- 
ments in  these  respects  will  have  to  be  thus  relatively  measured  for  many  years  to  come. 

When  it  is  borne  in  mind  that  it  is  only  the  present  generation  that  has  been  allowed  to  have 
any  of  the  benefits  of  education,  and  that  the  wretchedly  imperfect  attempts  to  impart  instruc- 
tion in  vogue  during  the  last  thirty  years,  accomplished  next  to  nothing  ;  while  the  most  ridicu- 
lous misconceptions  as  to  the  nature  and  purpose  of  education  prevailed  amongst  even  the  very 
agents  and  directors  of  the  movement,  it  may  be  fairly  claimed,  for  the  present  scholastic  insti- 
tutions, feeble  as  some  yet  are,  that  they  are  a  very  fair  and  creditable  advance  on  the  past. 

But  as  yet  soul-stirring  education  in  Jamaica  is  scarcely  more  than  a  youthful  agency,  stepping 
forward  into  the  dawning  consciousness  of  a  growing  power  that  must,  in  'the  nature  of  things, 
grow  stronger  and  better,  with  repeated  exercise  and  experience. 

13.  And  here  I  would  repeat  what  has  often  been  said  before,  that  o'f  all  the  numerous  hin- 
drances that  have  impeded  the  work  of  education  in  its  highest  sense,  none  have  been  'so  deadening 
and  persistent,  as  the  old  rote  system — that  mixture  of  sounds  and  symbols  without  sense,  that 
crushes  out  all  intellectual  life,  like  the  effects,  in  the  vegetable  world,  of  some  destructive  pa- 
rasite ;  and  that  still  clings  most  tenaciously  to  many  of  our  schools. 

Few  things  appear  more  difficult  to  eradicate  from  the  popular  mind  'than  the  erroneous  im- 
pression, almost  universally  entertained,  respecting  the  effect  that  loud  and  repeated  vocalizations 
of  the  school  lessons  have  upon  the  learners.  Despite  all  that  has  been  said  against  this  fallacy 
of  mere  word-repeating,  many  teachers  still  cling  to  it,  in  some  respects  with  a  sort  of  vague  hope 
that  it  may  do  their  pupils  some  little  good  sometimes,  and  it  may  be  hereafter ;  while  it  affords 
them  in  the  meanwhile  a  certain  degree  of  satisfaction.  For  there  is  evidently  a 'good  deal  of 
fascination  about  it,  and  it  must  be  admitted  that  in  a  few  cases,  such  as  in  learning  the  arithme- 
tical tables  for  instance,  some  benefit  may  be  derived  therefrom. 

The  busy  hum  of  numerous  voices  loudly  repeating  their  lessons,  falls  pleasantly  upon  the 
teacher's  ears,  because  he  fancies  that  it  is  an  indication  of  diligence  and  progress  ;  and  sometimes 
it  almost  appears  a  pity  to  deprive  him  of  what  little  comfort  he  derives  from  the  system,  although 
it  is  evidently  fallacious.  But  faithfulness  requires  us  to  look  into  it,  and  we  have  had  at  times 
to  perform  the  ungracious  task  of  showing,  that  beneath  all  the  loud  display  of  empty  sounds, 
there  has  scarcely  been  a  single  thought  at  work  to  set  the  minds  of  the  learners  in  motion. 

Many  teachers  have  yet  to  learn  that  one  minute  of  quiet  thought  is  far  more  valuable  as  an 
educational  process,  than  hours  of  meaningless  word-repeating.  Keal  quiet,  close  thinking,  which 
of  course  lies  at  the  root  of  all  mental  culture,  is  not  yet  sufficiently  understood,  and  much  less 
the  means  that  are  necessary  to  secure  it.  Nor  is  the  important  fact  as  clearly  and  fully  realized 
as  it  should  be,  that  there  can  be  no  real  educationul  impulse  or  progress  m  any  exercise,  without  a 
fresh  and  distinct  mental  effort  at  every  attempt. 

Hence  it  is  found  that  children  are  often  allowed  to  go  on  for  hours  at  a  time,  repeating  the 
same  set  of  word  lessons,  which  obviously  can  have  little  or  no  mental  effect,  because  the  words 
so  repeated  are  merely  strung  together  in  the  memory  as  a  chain  of  jingling  sounds,  without  having 
any  ideas  attached  to  them  to  arouse  the  mind  into  action,  or  to  induce  the  least  mental  effort. 

But  it  must  be  allowed  that  since  the  schools  have  begun  to  improve,  this  practice  is  by  no 
means  so  common  as  it  used  to  be,  while  in  some  of  the  best  schools  it  is  not  to  be  found  at  all. 
In  fact  it  is  the  absence,  more  or  less  of  rote,  and  the  waking  up  to  intellectual  life,  that  consti- 
tutes the  main  difference  between  the  superior  and  the  inferior  schools. 

And  it  may  reasonably  be  expected  that  by  repeatedly  directing  attention  to  these  important 
points  during  the  usual  examinations,  as  well  as  in  the  school  reports  and  otherwise,  the  defects 
still  existing  in  many  of  the  schools  will  ultimately  be  remedied,  although  it  will  doubtless  take 
considerable  time  to  get  rid  of  long  and  fondly  cherished  popular  fallacies. 

Of  the  prospect  of  this  gradual  improvement  we  have  now  pretty  good  Assurances,  derived 
from  the  fact  that  within  the  last  few  years  several  erroneous  practices  have  already  been  aban- 
doned for  more  enlightened  and  successful  methods  of  school  tuition. 

14.  In  last  year's  report  much  attention  was  directed  to  the  importance  of  blending  the  in- 
struction derived  from  things  or  real  objects  of  nature  with  that  of  signs  'and  pictures,  but  it  does 
not  appear  that  much  advance  has  been  made  during  the  year  in  this  direction.  The  reasons  of 
this  are  obvious — the  want  of  tact  and  ability  on  the  part  of  the  majority  of  the  teachers  in  dealing 
with  subjects  of  general  knowledge,  ana  the  narrow  and  limited  circle  of  their  acquirements.  In 
few  things  do  the  teachers  generally  exhibit  greater  deficiency  than  in  the  power  of  delivering 
simple,  interesting,  and  practical  lessons  to  their  pupils  on  common  things — the  phenomena  of 
nature,  the  elements  of  science,  and  such  like  subjects. 

The  attempts  made  are  frequently  such  dull,  heavy  and  awkward  lectures,  as  are  not  at  all 
calculated  to  interest  or  enlighten  the  minds  of  children,  instead  of  the  lively  intellectual  conver- 
sations which,  in  the  hands  of  clever  teachers,  become  the  means  of  diffusing  a  spirit  of  enquiry 
4x 
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and  close  observation,  and  an  atmosphere  of  general  intelligence  throughout,  the  school.  In  men- 
tioning this  defect  it  is  but  fair  to  the  teachers  to  admit,  that  their  work.  is.  beset  with  many  dif- 
ficulties, and  they  often  meet  serious  hindrances  in  their  efforts  to  attain,  to. that  state  of  mental 
culture  and  extensive  acquaintance  with  subjects  of  general  knowledge*  that  are  necessary  to 
qualify  them  for  this  part  of  their  work. 

One  difficulty  is  the  smallqess  of  their  pay,  as  a  rule,  which  is  hardly  sufficient  to  furnish  them 
with  a  bare  subsistence  ;  thus  leaving  them  without  any  means  to  purchase  suitable  books  with 
which  to  replenish  their  stock  of  knowledge,  and  extend  their  range  of  thought.  Very  few  can 
boast  of  having  even  small  libraries,  while  many  have  nothing  more  than  a  scanty  supply  of  or- 
dinary school  text-books,  which  do  not  furnish  sufficiently  diversified  mental  aliment  to  sustain  a 
vigorous  intellectual  life,  or  to  keep  the  teachers  posted  up  with  the  advancing  thought  of  the  day. 

It  would  be  a  great  boon  to  the  teachers  if  small  circulating  libraries,  containing  choice  and 
suitable  works,  were  established  in  some  of  the  most  central  districts  of  the  island,  to  which 
teachers  and  educated  youths  could  have  easy  access.  Something  of  this  sort  has  been  com- 
menced at  the  government  model  school  in  Bath,  by  Mr.  Elworthy,  and  is  beginning  to  be  very 
useful. 

Another  difficulty  that  some  teachers,  especially  of  the  small  schools  of  the  interior,  have  to  en- 
counter is,  that  they  are  obliged  to  spend  the  hours  before  and  after  school  time  in  some  other 
work,  so  as  to  supplement  their  scanty  pay  with  sufficient  to  support  themselves  and  family  de- 
cently ;  thus  they  have  little  time  to  devote  to  reading  for  the  improvement  of  their  minds. 
When  the  stipends  of  the  teachers  can  be  increased,  so  as  to  lessen  their  struggles  for  subsistence, 
and  give  them  a  more  comfortable  and  independent  position,  that  their  wants,  both  bodily  and 
mentally  may  be  better  supplied,  a  great  and  rapid  improvement  in  the  common  schools  will  no 
doubt  be  observable.  Not  effected  so  much,  perhaps,  by  the  present  teachers,  as  by  a  superior 
class  of  men,  who.  would  be  then  induced  to  engage  in  the  work  for  higher  remuneration  than  is 
at  present  afforded., 

15.  A  few  cases  of  disagreement  have  occurred  this  year  between  managers  and  teachers  with 
regard  to  the  matter  of  stipends,  and.  more  particularly  the  amounts  that  the  latter  were  to  re- 
ceive from  the  government  grants,  which  were  referred  to  me  for  adjustment.  From  these  cases 
it  appears  very  desirable  that  their,  should  be  a  written  agreement  entered  into  between  the  ma- 
nagers and  teachers  on  all  occasions,  so  as  to  prevent  any  future  misunderstanding  and  unplea- 
santness. And  we  have  been  urging  this  necessary  arrangement  upon  both  parties  since,  and 
hope  soon  to  find  the  engagements  entered  into  between  all  parties,  based  on  a  clearer  and  bet  j 
ter  understanding.  .  . 

These  apparently  trivial  points  are  alluded  to  because  they  have  an  important  bearing  upon  the 
work  of  popular  education  ;  and  help,  with  other  explanations,  to  show  in  some  measure,  why  it 
does  not  progress  more  rapidly.  At  the  same  time  it  is  hoped,  that, by  thus  pointing  out  from 
time  to  time  the  defects  that  still  exist,  and  the  difficulties  that  beset  the  work,  means  may  be  . 
gradually  devised  to  effect  their  removal. 

16.  Another  important  point  connected  with  the  management  of  the  common  schools  deserves, 
to  be  particularly  noted— namely.  _ 

The  nature  and  extent  of  the  MORAL  training  earned  on  simultaneously  with  the  work  of  in- 
struction. Thus  far  it  cannot  be  said  that  much  has  been  accomplished  in  this  department, 
which,  while  so  important,  is  doubtless  by  far  the  most  difficult,  and  at  the  same  time  the  least 
undertood  branch  of  a  teacher's  work. 

Proper  moral  training  involves  not  only  a  deep  acquaintance  with  mental,  science  and  human 
nature,  but  the  possession  also  of  high  moral  character  in  the  teachers  themselves.  And  when 
the  past  history  of  the  colony  is  duly  considered,  the  long  dreary  years  of  oppression  during 
which  all  the  nobler  and  finer  feelings  of  the  human  heart  were  trampled  upon  and  degraded,  it 
cannot  br  m  hut  for  much  surprise  thai  the  higher  education  of  the  moral  feelings,  and  the  pro- 
per development  of  character,  has  progressed  so, little  as  yet.  Moreover,  in  attempting  to  form 
an  estimate  of  the  moral  aspect  of  affairs,  either  in  the.  schools  or  among,  society  at  large  at  the 
present  time,  it  is  particularly  instructive  to  look,  at  the  conditions  under  which  the  bulk  of 
those  who,  as  heads  of  families,  educators,  or  in  other  positions  of  influence  in  society,  were 
brought  up. 

Their  parents— .the  generation  that,  has  now  nearly  passed. away— wer„efpr  the  most  part  slave?,, 
mere  woods  and  chattels  in  the  hands  of  their  owners,  and  tutored  to  obedience  and  submission 
s.olelyby  brute  force,  frequently  of  the  most  cruel  description.  When, they  became  free,  it  was 
not  to  be  expected  that  th'ey  would,  as  heads  of  families,  exercise  any  other  force  or  controlling, 
influence  over  their  children  than  that  under  which  they  had  been  themselves  trained.  Tothein 
such  a  thing  as  moral  suasion  was  utterly  unknown,  while  brute  force,  the  only  thing  they  did  un- 
derstand, was  found  to  be  quite  unsuitable  to  the  altered  condition  of  freedom  as  a  means  of ' 
■.-Dimno-,  although  it  did  secure  under  the  severe  restrictions  of  slavery,  a  certain  amount  of  dis-

And  these  moral  defects  have  naturally  extended  to  schoolmasters  in  their  capacity  of  trainers 
of  the  young.  Consequently  we  very  rarely  find  the  masters  appealing  to  higher  mot  ves  than 
d7e,oflZh  T^f  t0  Cultiy?e+those  P™Per  filings  and  dispositions  based  upon  he  prin- 
c  pies  of  tiuth  and  righteousness,  that  are  necessary  to  constitute  good  and  upright  characters 
On  the  contrary,  the  inspectors  are  often  made  the  unwilling  spectators  of  m&harshTess  and 
unnecessary  seventy  on  the  part  of  some  of  the  teachers,  wU  evidently  seem  to  t aSne  that 
there  cannot  possibly  be  any  other  means  of  inducing  their  pupils  to  behave  properly  tlSnbv  an 
appeal  to  brute  force,  or  the  frequent  application  of  the  cane  or  strap.  P    P     7  *

inspection,  unless  he  remained  for  weeks  together  in  the  school,  which  nevertheless  forms a m 
portant  part  of  the  work  of  an  educator,  and  is  comprehended  in  the  term  moralVlZ  -such 
as  the  cultivation  of  good  dispositions,  steady  habits,  and  the  gradual  growth  and  formation  of 
character.  This  wholly  depends  upon  the  personal  character  and  moral  influence  of  the  teacher 
and  ib  often  as  much  affected  by  his  conduct  out  of  school  as  in  it,  which  cannot  very  well  come 
under  inspection.  And  it  is  here  that  the  services  of  good  faithful  managers  produce  thetestT 
suits,  by  their  personal  influence  over  the  teachers,  combind  with  a  careful  and  constant  super- 
vision of  their  work,  which  makes  it  very  desirable  ever  to  retain  their  services  P

The  strong  dislike  of  most  of  the  parents  to  their  children  being  employed  by  the  teachers  in', 
any  sort  of  manual  labour  is  still  the  principal  difficulty.

be  taught,  among  other  things,  how  to  make  money,  and  be  at  the  same  time  trained  into  indus- 
trious habits.  As  one  means  by  which  this  might  be  accomplished  it  has  been  suggested  that 
each  school  should  confine  itself  to  the  cultivation  and  preparation  of  some  one  or  two  products  ; 
or  it  may  be  manufactured  articles,  on  as  large  a  scale  as  possible,  and  then  divide  whatever 
profits  may  be  made  thereby  among  the  teachers  and  pupils  proportionally. 

This  is  being  partially  done  by  the  few  who  attempt  to  carry  out  the  industrial  system,  but  as 
yet  the  whole  scheme  has  to  be  more  fully  and  extensively  worked  out.  It  is  however  somewhat 
encouraging  to  observe  that  there  are  but  few  managers  now  who  do  not  see  the  importance  and 
desirability  of  introducing  some  branch  of  manual  labour  into  their  schools,  and  are  only  deterred 
from  doing  so  by  the  various  difficulties  that  stand  in  the  way,  while  a  few  are  determined  to 
make  fresh  attempts  this  year,  even  though  they  should  not  succeed. 

Perhaps  when  the  planters,  as  a  class,  and  others  who  employ  large  numbers  of  children  on 
•their  works,  some  of  whom,  it  is  gratifying  to  observe,  are  now  beginning  to  take  a  practical  in- 
terest in  the  education  of  their  labourers,  shall  see  it  to  be  their  duty  to  provide  some  education 
for  the  young  in  their  employment,  and  shall  take  up  the  matter  from  the  labour-side  of  the 
question— labour  first,  school  second,  this  problem  of  industrial  education  will  be  in  a  fair  way  to 
a  successful  solution.  Every  estate  and  plantation,  where  large  numbers  of  labourers  are  em- 
ployed, ought  certainly  to  have  its  own  school  as  a  necessary  appendage  of  the  establishment, 
like  the  factories  of  England  ;  and  in  these  there  should  be  no  difficulty  in  carrying  out  the  in- 
dustrial training  that  is  required.  Some  provision  should  also  now  be  made  for  the  instruction 
of  the  Coolies,  who  have  hitherto  been  entirely  neglected,  but  whose  numbers  are  constantly 
increasing.  . 

18.  The  four  government  model  schools  were  examined,  as  already  reported,  and  their  opera- 
tions'tested  by  the  government  standards  in  the  usual  way.  Bath  and  Port  Antonio  were  taken 
by  myself,  and  Falmouth  and  Montego  Bay  by  my  assistants,  John  J.  Wood  and  Charles  Plum- 

With  respect  to  the  Falmouth  school,  I  regret  very  much  that  the  report  cannot  be  otherwise 
than  very  unsatisfactory.  After  a  careful  examination,  on  the  26th  of  September,  by  the  two 
inspectors,  they  could  not  assign  to  it  more  than  thirty-four  marks;  thus  giving,  to  it  the  rank 
of  only  an  ordinary  third  class,  inferior  in  position  to  many  of  the  common  schools,  while  the  at- 
tendance had  declined  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  to  so  low  a  figure  as  thirty-five.  The  mas- 
ter of  this  school  resigned  his  appointment  on  the  31st  of  December. 

This  second  failure  of  the  Falmouth  school  has,  I  am  soiry  to  say,  thrown  much  discredit  upon 
the  efforts  of  the  government  to  supply  a  superior  class  of  schools.  As  however  it  was  resolved 
to  give  the  Falmouth  school  another  trial,  Mr.  William  M.  Griffith  was  removed  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  (1871),  from  Montego  Bay  to  take  charge  of  it. 

Much  disappointment  has  also  been  felt  with  regard  to  the  operations  of  the  Montego  Bay 

From  the  very  encouraging  prospects  that  attended  the  opening  of  the  school,  and  the  favora- 
ble manner  in  which  it  appeared  to  be  received  by  the  Montego  Bay  community,  high  hopes 
were  entertained  of  a  large  and  successful  government  school  being  quickly  established  in  that 
locality.  But  these  hopes  have  not  been  realized,  for  the  attendance  which  in  May,  1869,  was 
one  hundred  and  sixty-one  became  reduced  to  thirty-eight  in  the  last  quarter  of  1870. 

The  school  was  examined  on  the  2 1st  of  September  by  the  two  assistant  inspectors,  and  re- 
ported as  having  attained  to  forty-five  marks,  according  the  government  standards,  which  gave 
to  it  the  position  of  second  class,  and  indicated  some  improvement  in  the  management,  as  com- 
pared with  the  previous  year,  when  it  ranked  as  third  class  only.  Still  a  higher  degree  of  effi- 
ciency was  expected,  considering  the  ability  of  the  teacher,  and  the  superior  advantages  at  his 
command,  in  the  way  of  excellent  appliances  and  a  good  school-room. 

When  the  Falmouth  school  became  vacant,  through  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Healy,  and  it  was 
seen  that  the  attendance  at  the  Montego  Bay  school  had  so  much  decreased  as  to  make  it  advisa* 
ble  to  discontinue  operations  there,  Mr.  Griffith  was  removed  to  Falmouth  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
where  it  is  hoped  he  will  be  more  successful. 

And  in  thus  closing  this  school  the  appliances  have  been  handed  over,  on  loan,  to  the  Wes- 
leyans,  who  are  about  to  establish  a  good  school  at  the  Montego  Bay  barracks,  in  which  no  doubt 
a  very  good  use  will  be  made  of  them. 

The  Bath  school  has  had  to  struggle  against  several  difficulties  this  year,  that  have  greatly  in- 
terf'eied  with  the  attendance  of  pupils.  Particularly  the  heavy  and  continuous  rains,  which 
prevailed  at  intervals  throughout  the  year,  and  which  had  the  effect  of  frequently  interrupting  its 
operations.  •  , 

Ou  the  21st  of  July  I  visited  the  school  for  inspection,  and  found  seventy-one  pupils  present. 
The  appliances,  of  which  there  is  now  a  very  good  supply,  appeared  neatly  arranged  and  kept 
in  good  order,  and  the  whole  aspect  of  the  school-room,  improved  by  sundry  decorations  of  the 
master,  presented  a  very  pleasing  appearance. 
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Allowing  for  the  serious  interruptions  already  mentioned,  the  results  of  the  examination,  as 
measured  by  the  government  standards,  seemed  very  fair,  showing  that  the  master  had  been  dili- 
gently and  faithfully  applying  himself  to  his  work. 

The  number  of  marks  obtained  was  fifty-four,  which,  under  the  circumstances,  may  be  allowed 
to  give  his  school  a  position  among  the  first  class,  although  wanting  a  couple  of  marks,  especially 
if  the  character  of  the  work  done,  together  with  the  teacher's  earnestness,  be  more  prominently 
kept  in  view  than  what  has  been  accomplished  as  yet,  owing  to  the  hindrances  already  alluded  to. 

Two  things  were  particularly  observable  in  Mr.  El  worthy's  management,  namely  a  large  de- 
gree of  conscientious  painstaking  in  his  efforts  to  instruct  his  pupils,  and  a  quiet,  easy  command, 
that  seemed  to  secure  ready  and  cheerful  obedience  and  good  order. 

The  exercises  performed  on  paper  by  the  apprentice,  who  was  examined  separately,  also  bore 
evidence  of  good  training. 

With  the  object  of  carrying  out  the  suggestion  offered  in  my  last  year's  report,  respecting  the 
formation  of  "  school  museums,"  Mr.  Elworthy  has  been  industriously  collecting  a  variety  of 
common  objects  for  the  instruction  of  his  pupils  in  general  knowledge,  and  has  already  formed 
the  nucleus  of  a  small  museum,  that  promises  to  be  of  great  use  to  his  school.  He  has  also  esta- 
blished a  small  lending  library,  in  order  to  create  and  encourage  habits  of  reading  among  his  own 
pupils,  and  the  people  of  Bath  and  the  surrounding  districts,  which  is  also  likely  to  do  good. 

Taking  a  general  view  of  the  development,  thus  far,  of  thiseffoit  of  the  government  to  establish 
a  superior  school,  as  a  model  to  others,  I  think  there  is  a  reasonable  prospect  of  ultimate  suc- 
cess as  to  the  realization  of  the  original  intentions  of  the'government,  provided  it  be  not  hindered 
by  denominational  opposition. 

But  of  the  possible  effects  of  this  all-powerful  denominational  influence  I  must  say  I  have  my 
fears,  as  many  circumstances  have  recently  transpired  that  seem  plainly  to  indicate  that  the  co- 
lony is  not  yet  ripe  for  purely  undenominational  schools. 

The  large  and  commodious  barracks  at  Port  Antonio,  together  with  the  entire  premises  at- 
tached, having  been  granted  by  his  excellency  the  governor  for  school  purposes,  another  new- 
model  school  was  commenced  there  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and  Mr.  George  Bouse,  formerly 
teacher  of  the  Mount  Holstein's  industrial  school,  was  appointed  the  master  and  the  appliances  of 
the  Port  Maria  school,  then  recently  closed,  were  transferred  thereto. 

On  the  23rd  of  June  I  visited  the  school  which  had  then  been  in  operation  about  five  months, 
and  found  seventy  (70)  pupils  in  attendance,  who  were  examined  in  the  usual  way. 

My  first  impression,  on  visiting  the  school,  was  the  admirable  adaptability  of  both  the  buildings 
and  premises  to  such  a  purpose.  Abundance  of  excellent  accommodation  is  afforded  in  the  large 
substantial  buildings,  which  are  also  very  cool  and  pleasant,  being  so  situated  as  to  enjoy  the  ad- 
vantage of  the  fresh  sea  breezes  that  are  almost  constantly  blowing.  Probably  there  never  have 
been  better  or  more  suitable  buildings  and  premises  devoted  to  school  purposes  in  Jamaica. 

In  stating  the  results  of  the  examination  I  would  remark,  that  looking  more  to  the  methods  of 
tuition  employed  by  the  teacher,  and  his  general  management,  than  to  the  amount  of  work  ac- 
complished— for  there  had  not  been  sufficient  time  to  do  much  as  yet— the  operations  may  be 
fairly  considered  as  first  class,  although  the  number  of  marks  (fifty-three)  were  a  few  below  the 
number  required  to  constitute  that  class,  on  account  of  the  very  rudimentary  state  of  the  attain- 
ments of  many  of  the  pupils  up  to  the  time  of  inspection. 

The  discipline  and  moral  tone  of  the  school  seemed  particularly  good,  showing  clearly  the  great 
power  a  well-trained  and  long  experienced  teacher  can  exercise  over  his  pupils  by  mere  moral 
means,  when  these  are  judiciously  applied. 

At  the  time  of  my  visit  I  found  twenty  (20)  boarders  in  the  establishment,  residing  with  the 
master,  and  all  taking  their  meals  at  his  table. 

Every  evening,  before  retiring,  these  boarders  are  exercised  in  a  little  reading,  recitation,  sing- 
ing and  religious  instruction,  which  is  well  calculated  to  enlighten  and  expand  their  minds,  and 
to  improve  their  characters-.  The  moral  influence  that  appeared  to  be  thus  exercised  I  regard  as 
a  most  valuable  feature  of  the  institution,  that  is  likely  to  bear  good  fruit  hereafter. 

The  school  is  also  industrial,  and  conducted  in  this  respect  on  the  voluntary  principle.  All  the 
pupils  T3?ho  voluntarily  join  the  industrial  classes  have  their  school  fees  remitted,  while  the  rest 
pay  the  usual  rates.  About  two-thirds  of  those  present,  when  the  school  was  inspected,  belonged 
to  the  working  classes,  which  were  daily  engaged  in  various  kinds  of  manual  labour  some  at- 
tending to  the  cultivation  of  a  portion  of  the  school  land,  while  others  helped  the  work-masters  in 
repairing  the  buildings,  and  making  school  furniture,  &c. 

The  two  young  men  appointed  by  the  government  about  the  middle  of  the  year,  as  work-masters^ 
have  proved  very  servicable  in  directing  the  labour  of  the  pupils,  and  in  repairing  and  improving 
the  buildings. 

The  girls  are  also  taught  sewing  by  a  competent  mistress,  employed  by  the  master  at  his  own 
expanse.  A  small  supply  of  necessary  materials  was  furnished  to  this  department,  at  the  time  of 
my  visit,  to  start  it  into  operation,  which  has  proved  of  great  use  to  the  girls. 

Altogether  I  look  upon  this  school  as  about  the  most  hopeful  and  promising  of  all  the  government 
4  Y 
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schools,  and  one  that  is  likely  to  prove  a  great  blessing  to  the  hitherto  neglected  parish  of  Port- 
land. 

19.  The  demand  for  teachers  has  greatly  increased  of  late,  as- might  have  been  expected  from 
the  annually  increasing  government  grants  to  schools,  the  help  afforded  by  the  opening  grants  to 
commence  new  schools,  and  the  general  interest  awakend  in  education  ;  and  at  the  present  time, 
this  demand  is  probably  greater  than  it  ever  was  before. 

Several  managers  have  been  unable  to  commence  the  school  operations  they  have  desired  for 
want  of  teachers. 

When  however  the  additional  means  that  have  been  recently  provided  by  the  government  for 
the  training  of  scnoolmasters  at  the  Mico  institution  and  at  Stoney  Hill  shall  have  been  sufficient, 
time  in  operation,  in  connection  with  all  the  other  training  colleges  that  have  at  present  their 
full  complement  of  students,  this  demand  for  teachers  will,  to  a  certain  extent,  be  supplied. 

As  however  the  schools  appear  to  be  rapidly  increasing  in  number,  it  may  be  necessary,  after 
a  while,  to  further  augment  the  means  of  training  proper  teachers  for  them..  But  I  am  of  opinion 
that  for  the  present  the  government  should  wait  to  see  the  full  results  of  the  action  already  taken 
in  this  direction  before  attempting  any  thing  more. 

Mr.  Martin,  the  superintendent  of  the  Mico,  reports,  with  regard  to  the  nine  government 
students  who  were  admitted  into  that  institution  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  that "  their  dili- 
gence, progress,  and  quiet  orderly  conduct  have  been  uniformly  good." 

In  December  they  were  examined  according  to  the  usual  custom,  when  it  appeared  that  two 
passed  as  "  good,"  seven  "  fair,"  and  one  "  moderate,"  which  may  be  regarded  on  the  whole  as 
satisfactory.  For  the  want  of  third  year  students  the  superintendent  had  to  put  four  of  these 
government  students  into  the  juvenile  school  as  pupil  teachers,  to  fill  up  positions  requiring  a 
considerable  amount  of  ability  and  patience,  and  was  pleased  to  find,  after  a  residence  of  only  three 
months  in  the  institutiou,  that  they  had  given  satisfaction  to  the  master  of  the  juvenile  school. 

For  1S71  all  have  returned  into  the  institution,  after  the  vacation,  as  second  year  students,  and 
about  five  of  them  may  be  ready  to  go  out  as  teachers  at  the  end  of  next  term. 

The  principal  of  the  government  trainiug  college  at  Stony  Hill,  the  Rev.  H.  P.  C.  Melville,  also 
reports  that  the  students  under  his  care  passed  a  very  fair  examination  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
afteronly  about  five  months'  instruction,  showing  that  the  Normal  master,  Mr.  Cox,  had  been 
pushing  them  on  with  their  studies. 

One  student  had  to  be  dismissed  for  insubordination,  and  the  discipline  thus  exercised  seems 
to  have  had  a  good  moral  effect  upon  the  institution. 

The  vacancy  was  quickly  filled,  and  arrangements  are  now  being  made  for  the  reception  of 
three  more  students,  which  will  raise  the  total  number  to  fifteen  for  the  present,  while  the  full 
complement  is  to  be  eighteen  after  awhile. 

The  large  commodious  buildings  on  the  South  side  of  the  barracks  fornerly  used  as  officers' 
quarters  and  mess-room,  seem  to  be  very  suitable  for  the  purpose  of  a  Normal  college,  to  which 
they  are  now  devoted,  and  their  situation,,  on  an  elevated  mountain  ridge,  whence  they  command 
a  migmficent  view,  renders  them  very  pleasent  and  salubrious. 

The  students  have  the  advantage  of  school  practise  in  an  elementary  school,  lately  established 
by  Mr.  Melville  for  the  people  of  Stony  Hill,  in  a  portion  of  the  old  hospital,  as  well  as  in  the 
reformatory  school,  and  when  I  visited  the  institution  in  November  I  found  them  so  engaged  for 
a  portion  of  every  day.  The  rest  of  their  time  seemed  to  be  well  occupied  in  various  studies  and 
industrial  pursuits. 

•jO.  In  taking  a  general  survey  of  elementary  school  education  throughout  the  island,  at  the- 
end  of  the  third  years'  inspection,  under  the  new  regulations,  it  becomes  plainly  evident,  that. 
some  definite  progress  has  been  made  during  these  three  last  years— sufficient  at  least  to  mark 
a  distinct  epoch  in  the  history  of  the  common  school  efforts  of  this  island,  and  of  such  a  character- 
as  to  inspire  some  confidence  in  the  final  results  being  decidedly  beneficial  to  the  whole  colony. 

Moreover  it  is  satisfactory  to  note,  alter  a  pretty  close  examination  of  the  educational  agencies- 
at  work,  that  as  a  whole  they  appear  to  be  gradually  settling  down  upon  a  better  and  more  solid 
basis  ;  and  on  that  account  are  more  satistactory  than,  any  showy  displays,  the  fruit  of  some 
sudden  impulse,  that  for  awhile  might  raise  high  expectations,  and  afterwards  collapse  when  th& 
excitement  that  sustained  them  was  removed. 

Many  who  take  an  interest  in  education  are  now  beginning  to  see  more  clearly  the  defects  that 
have  heretofore  prevailed,  and  what  is  really  required  in  the  common  schools  to  make  them 
practically  efficient  and  successful  ;  and  with  this  knowledge,  the  first  essential  step  towards  im- 
provement, are  striving,  as  far  as  they  are  able,  to  apply  such  remedial  measures  as  are  likely  in 
time  to  produce  the  best  results. 

Much  evidently  remains  to  be  done  yet,  as-  all  know,  but  it  may  be  confidently  stated  that  a 
fair  commencement  has  been   made  ;  and  that  the  increased  activity  of  the  last  three  years,  if 
only  regarded  as  the  first  rough  ploughing  of  the  soil,  has  had  the  effect  of  preparing  the  way  for- 
much  better  and  more  abundant  fruits  than  have  yet  been  realized.

Twelve  boys  have  been  sent,  by  order  of  the  governor,  to  the  botanical  gardens,  to  be  em- 
ployed under  the  superintendent,  Mr.  Thompson.

Six  boys  and  two  girls  have  absconded,  and  have  not  been  re-captured. 

Four  boys  and  one  girl  have  died. 

There  are  in  the  institution  at  the  present  time  one  hundred  and  eighty-eight  boys  and  seventy- 
six  girls.  J 

The  barracks  at  Stony  Hill  having  had  some  necessary  repairs  completed,  the  boys  were  re- 
moved into  residence  on  25th  October,  and,  the  girls  followed  on  23rd  November,  1869. 

This  removal  gave  promise  of  considerable  and  decided  advantage. 

The  greater  distance  from  Kingston  removed  much  temptation  to  abscond  and  intercourse- 
with  children  and  others  in  the  town  was  prevented.  The  more  seasonable  character  of  the- 
district  would  also  afford  a  more  remunerative  return  for  industrial  pursuits.  The  accommodation, 
and  the  suitableness  of  the  buildings  were  also  more  satisfactory  than  those  previously  inhabited! 
The  water  supply  was  sufficient ;  and,  as  it  is  afforded  by  two  springs   situated  close  to  the 


i  boys  and  girls  were  respectively  domiciled,  the  occasion 


north  and  south  barracks  in  which  the 
of  undesirable  intercourse  was  avoided. 

At  the  time  of  moving  into  these  barracks,  while  only  such  repairs  were  effected  as  to  make 
them  weather  proof,  they  were  surrounded  and  overgrown  with  rank  vegetation  and  thick  jungle 
To  clear  away  this  was  the  first  object.  The  boys  worked  readily  and  well,  and  by  the  end  of 
the  year,  cultivation  of  vegetables  was  progressing.  The  season  of  the  year  was  favourable,  and 
a  fair  crop  of  potatoes  and  garden  esculents  was  established.  The  potatoe  succeeded  remarkably 
well,  and  it  only  remained  for  us  to  ascertain  the  particular  seasons  adapted  to  the  successful 
growth  of  the  different  vegetables.  Our  efforts  in  this  direction  were  only  tentative,  as,  we  had 
no  positive  knowledge  of  the  general  character  of  the  seasons  in  this  locality,  or  of  the  particular 
plants  that  were  best  adapted  for  the  soiL  A  successful  commencement  however  gave  good 
hope  for  the  future. 

On  the  21st  December  two  tradesmasters  arrived  for  the  institution— a  master  carpenter  and 
master  cooper.  It  was  not  possible  to  make  their  services  at  once  profitable  in  the  sense  of  pe- 
cuniary income,  but  having  been  liberally  supplied  with  the  necessary  tools  by  the  government 
they  went  steadily  to  work  for  the  instruction  of  the  boys.  They  were  allowed  to  select  for 
themselves  twelve  boys  each  for  their  respective  trades.  Six  boys  of  either  trade  were  required 
to  attend  the  school  for  educational  purposes  on  alternate  days,  so  that  their  book  learning  was 
made  to  run  equally  with  their  trade  learning. 

The  tradesmasters  were  allowed  to  reject,  after  reasonable  trial,  such  boys  as  shewed  an  evident 
incompetency  for  learning  his  trade,  and  to  make  a  fresh  selection  to  supply  the  places  of  such 
rejected  scholars.  Although  there  was  evidenced  a  great  desire  upon  the  part  of  the  boys  to  learn 
a  trade,  yet  rejection  after  trial  by  the  tradesmasters  was  not  uncommon..    Cases  of  singular  in,- 
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ability  to  realize  the  use  and  object  of  a  particular  tool  or  mechanical  operation  have  occurred 
as  I  suppose  they  occur  everywhere,  and  the  principle  of  selection  was  plainly  necessary  in  these 


e  are  required  to  educate  and  not  to  create  mechanical  aptitude. 

I  must  ask  permission  here  to  be  allowed  to  refer  to  my  letter  to  the  honorable  colonial  sec- 
retary, of  28th  June,  1869,  No.  14.  I  wrote  as  follows  :— "  There  is  a  point  of  view  in  which 
this  further  detention  and  compulsory  instruction  are  just  and  reasonable.  Suppose  two  boys, 
convicted  of  stealing,  one  at  the  age  of  eight  and  the  other  of  fourteen  years  :  Under  the  law  as 
it  now  stands,  the  sentence  would  be  in  the  one  case  seven  years  in  the  other  only  one  year's 
detention  for  the  same  offence.  This  is  cartaiuly  unequal,  and  indeed  aggravated,  from  the  con- 
sideration that  the  boy  of  fourteen  years  of  age  with  one  year's  detention,  must  be  held  morally 
and  intellectually  a  greater  offender  than  the  boy  of  eight,  who  is  sentenced  to  seven  years'  de- 
tention. The  younger  boy,  with  his  longer  sentence  must  be  considered  to  derive  greater  ad- 
vantage from  the  reformatory— a  greater  opportunity  for  acquiring  better  habits  of  thought 
and  action.  But  should  the  elder  boy,  guilty  of  an  equal  offence,  be  sent  back  to  the  world  with  so 
disproportionate  an  advantage,  not  to  say  so  much  less  a  punishment,  I  think  the  benefits  and 
punishment  would  be  better  equalized  if  boys  committed  to  the  reformatory  before  the  a°-e  of 
thirteen  years  were  allowed  the  option  of  learning  a  trade  after  the  expiration  of  their  period  of 
detention  ;  but  that  boys  committed  after  the  age  of  thirteen  years  should  be  legally  bound  and 
compelled  to  continue  in  the  reformatory,  and  learn  such  a  trade  as  should  be  suited  to  their  abili- 
ties. Cases  have  occurred  where  boys  have  shown  great  aptitude  for  learning  a  trade,  but  havin" 
attained  their  age  of  fifteen  years  the  law  released  them  ;  and,  against  their  own  desire,  their  pa^ 
rents  have  remove  them  without  even  the  prospect  of  giving  them  the  opportunity  of  completing 
their  knowledge  of  the  trade."  With  the  possibility  before  us  of  so  much  being  done  for  the  co- 
lony in  the  matter  of  these  trades,  I  must  beg  respectfully  to  press  upon  the  government  the 
subject  in  my  letter,  to  which  I  have  referred,  if  in  that  or  any  other  way  it  might  be  possible  to 
save  the  risk  ot  making  the  introduction  of  tradesmasters  less  advantageous  than  it  might  be. 

In  order  to  keep  the  tradesmasters  constantly  employed  it  had  to  be  considered  that  the  first 
efforts  of  boys  at  the  trades  could  not  be  remunerative  ;  and  to  meet  this  I  cut  down  such  trees 
on  the  premises  as  could  in  any  way  be  turned  to  account  for  their  earliest  experiments.  But 
there  was  the  further  consideration  that  the  tradesmasters  themselves  could  and  ought  to  do  more 
than  simply  instruct  the  boys.  Their  own  work  was  necessary  both  as  an  essential  illustration 
to _ the  boys  of  their  respective  trades,  and  to  profitably  employ  their  unoccupied  time.  To  do 
this  I  had  to  purchase  imported  staves,  hoops,  rivets,  boards,  &c,  which  were  not  contemplated 
in  the  year's  estimates,  but  I  had  no  doubt  that  the  correctness  of  my  action  .would  be  apparent 
to  the  government.  Their  work  in  this  way  of  course  could  not  be  measured  as  the  work  of  a 
tradesman  wholly  employed.  The  necessary  supervision  of  the  boys  would  largely,  though  not 
entirely  exhaust  the  tradesmaster's  time.  In  the  first  instance  I  had  to  supply  all  the  demands 
of  the  neighbourhood  for  articles  they  could  produce.  These  demands  were  of  course  small  in 
this  locality.  But  I  used  their  labour  for  supplying  such  furniture  as  was  required  for  the  institu- 
tion itself,  keeping  of  course  an  inventory  of  such  things  as  were  made,  which  are  government 
property.     Those  boys  who  have  been  able  to  give  continuous  application  have  very  fairly  pro- 


In  making  the  foregoing  remark  of  "  being  able  to  give  continuous  application,"  I  have  in- 
dicated what  has  been  during  this  year  a  harrassing  impediment  to  the  industry  of  this  institution, 
and  to  myself  a  painful  and  depressing  source  of  care  and  anxiety.  I  refer  to  what,  if  not  en- 
tirely yet  very  approximately,  may  be  called  an  epidemic.  The  disease  has  already  been  the  sub- 
ject of  enquiry  by  the  government,  so  that  it  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  re-call  the  description  of  it. 

I  cannot  escape  however  from  the  melancholy  account  of  the  manner  in  which  the  affection 
crippled  our  industry.  Early  in  February,  1 SC59,  just  three  months  after  our  removing  into  these 
buildings,  the  first  case  of  ongchia  occurred.  It  rapidly  increased,  not  dangerous  in  character, 
or  apparently  very  painful,  yet  quite  incapacitating  the  patient  for  labour.  Soon  after  the  appear- 
ance of  the  disease  the  head  gardener  became  a  victim.  After  struggling  against  it  for  some  time, 
and  bravely  continuing  his  work  in  spite  of  it,  he  was  at  last  compelled  to  yield  to  it,  and  left  us 
to  return  to  his  home  for  his  domestic  comforts  and  cares. 

Ten,  twenty,  thirty,  till  the  number  reached  one  hundred  and  fifty-eight,  had  to  be  withdrawn 
from  labour  and  submit  to  medical  treatment.  And  during  this  time,  in  the  absence  of  the  head 
gardener— a  most  valuable  and  reliable  man— I  had  to  submit  to  the  perfunctory  services  of 
others  which  was  embarassing  as  well  as  annoying.  Added  to  this  the  season  of  the  year,  which 
was  most  unfavourable  for  gardening,  had  to  be  passed  through. 

I  desire  to  refrain  from  recounting  our  trials,  but  I  cannot  omit  the  fact,  that  removed  so  far 
from  Kingston  the  girls'  department  lost  their  income  for  clothes-washing  (which  however  I  am 
now  making  arrangements  to  renew,  notwithstanding  the  distance)  ;  and  the  poultry  yard,  which 
was  under  their  charge,  was  visited  with  a  disease  common  in  this  country,  and  so  fatal  as  to  for- 
bid any  enlargement  of  this  source  of  profit  for  the  present. 
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I  forbear  to  continue  this  catalogue  of  distress,  but  not  overcome  by  the  disappointment  of  so 
many  hopes,  which  were  bright  at  the  time  of  our  entering  these  barick I.  I  cSTmvself  hat

EMPLOYMENT. 
The  prisoners  in  the  general  penitentiaries  and  district  prisons  have  been  employed  in  the 
usual  way — the  latter  on  the  roads,  and  those  in  the  general  penitentiaries  as  detailed  below. 

BRICK  AND  LIME  BURNING-. 

There  has  been  a  small  increase  in  the  number  of  bricks  made  this  year  over  last  year,  four 
hundred  and  forty-nine  thousand  three  hundred  and  twenty-three  against  four  hundred  and 
twenty-seven  thousand  three  hundred  and  thirty-three  of  all  kinds — an  increase  of  twenty-one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  ninety. 

The  lime  kilns  also  shew  an  increase  in  the  yield,  twenty-six  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
seventy-two  and  a-half  bushels  were  turned  out— an  increase  of  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
ninety-eight  bushels  over  last  year. 

The  value  of  the  productive  labour  from  the  above  two  sources  was  .£2124  13s.  7d. — an 
increase  of  £177  7s.  over  the  previous  year. 

QUARRY. 

As  it  is  likely  to  be  not  only  a  source  of  emolument  to  the  penitentiary  but  also  a  great  advan- 
tage to  the  shipping  coming  to  Kingston,  requiring  good  and  clean  ballast,  I  would  take  this 
opportunity  of  suggesting  that  all  possible  means  should  be  used  to  facilitate  the  putting  it  oh 
board  of  vessels  either  in  the  harbour  or  at  the  quarry.  To  do  so  more  wharf  accommodation  is 
required  for  the  storing  of  ballast.  A  tramway,  or  wire  railway  from  the  quarry  to  the  end 
of  the  wharf,  and  a  small  steam  tug  to  tow  the  boats  up  to  the  quarry  from  the  penitentiary  in 
the  early  morning  when  it  is  almost  always  calm,  and  from  which  cause  much  valuable  time  is 
now  lost.  I  do  not  think  these  additions  to  our  working  gear  would  be  very  costly,  they  would" 
soon  re-pay  any  outlay  by  the  saviDg  of  labour  and  the  despatch  given  to  our  boats  a 
taking  ballasti 
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During  this  year  the  quantity  of  stones  and  ballast  delivered  from  the  quarry  was  sixteen  thou- 
sand one  hundred  and  sixty-seven  tons — an  increase  of  two  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty- 
one  tons  over  last  year.

WASHING. 

The  earnings  from  this  source  shew  a  decrease  of  £100  12s.  5d.,  being  £354  0s.  3d.  against 
£454  12s.  7d.  the  previous  year.  There  were  seventy-nine  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty 
pieces  washed  for  the  public  hospital  and  military,  and  sixty-seven  thousand  five  hundred  and 
eighty-two  pieces  for  the  prison  ;  in  all  one  hundred  and  forty-six  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
twenty-two  pieces,  six  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty-two  pieces  were  repaired  or  mended. 

This  work  is  done  by  the  women,  the  daily  average  number  of    whom  was  fifty,   1868-1869 
forty-seven. 
CONVICT  LABOUR  OUT  OF  THE  PRISON.— On  Roads,  Streets.  Palisadoes,  &c.  &c. 

The  productive  labour  on  this  account  was  £966  10s. — an  increase  of  £554  12s.  8d.  over  the 
previous  year. 

TREADMILL  AND  SHOT  DRILL. 

The  treadmill  has  been  constantly  at  work  during  the  year.  I  find  the  effects  of  it  on  the 
prisoners  is  very  unequal,  some  prisoners  taking  their  turn  on  it  without  seeming  to  feel  it,  whilst 
to  others  it  is  what  it  was  intended  to  be — real  hard  labour,  that  quickens  the  breath,  and  opens 
the  pores. 

There  are  forty-eight  prisoners  at  work  daily  on  the  mill,  in  two  relays  of  twenty-four  each  ; 
they  have  a  course  of  fifteen  minutes  on  the  treadmill,  and  fifteen  minutes  off,  so  that  each  spell 
is  on  the  mill  for  five  and  a-half  hours  a  clay. 

There  is  a  mill  attached.to  the  treadmill  for  grinding  corn,  which  I  was  in  hopes  at  one  time 
would  have  ground  sufficient  corn  into  meal  to  supply  Kingston,  but  I  am  sorry  to  say  it  only 
grinds  enough  for  the  supply  of  the  prison. 

Shot  drill  has'only  been  used  by  direction  of  the  military  authorities  on  their  own  prisoners. 

In  regard  to  the  supposition  that  grinding  corn  by  hand-mills  is,  hard  labour,  I  beg  to  say, 
that  with  the  mills  used  in  the  district  prisons,  it  is  not  by  any  means  so  ;  with  the  common 
mills  in  use  two  average  prisoners  can  in  two  hours  prepare  a  bushel  of  corn  fit  for  use,  and 
it  may  have  to- go  through  the  mill  more  than  once  to  make  it  sufficiently  fine. 

FISHERY. 
Since  the  seine  was  brought  into  operation  on  the  9th  November,  1869,  the  amount  of  fish 
caught  to  the  30th  September,  1870,  has  been  fourteen  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eighty-eight 
pounds,  all  of  which  has  gone  into  consumption  in  the  prison. 

EXPENDITURE  AND  EARNINGS. 

The  gross  expenses  of  the  general  penitentiaries  have  been  for  the  year  ending  30th  Septero- 
'ber,  1870,  £10,253  lis.  6d.  the  daily  average  number  of  prisoners  having  been  four  hundred  and 
forty-one,  or  £19  ]  9s.  3d.  for  each  prisoner  per  annum,  or  13.126  per  day.  The  cost,  after  de- 
ducting earnings,  is  £8  Is.  9d.  per  annum,  or  5d.319  per  day  for  each  prisoner — a  decrease  of 
£1  lis.  lOd.  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

The  cost  of  diet  has  been  £5  17s.  9d.  per  annum,  or  3d. 874  a  day  for  each  prisoner  ;  the  cost 
for  the  previous  year  was  £6  17s.  Id.  per  annum,  or  4.507  per  day.  The  cost  of  superintendence 
has. been  £9  5s.  9d.  per  annum,  or  6d.3  07,per  day.  The  cost  the  previous  year  was  £.8  15s..  8<L, 
per  map  per  annum,  or  5d.576  per  day.

Since  my  last  report  the  gaol  has  been  altered  so  as  to  accommodate  forty  prisoners  from  the 
St.  Catherine's  district  prison,  about  that  number  sleeping  there  every  night.  The  superin- 
tendent's and  the  matron's  quarters  have  been  finished,  but  the  hospital,  the  most  required  of 
all,  is  not  yet  completed. 

The  expenditure  for  the  year  ending  30th  September,  1870,  was  £718  10s.  8d.,  making  the 
cost  of  each  prisoner  £26  12s.  2fd.  per  annum,  or  17d.5.00  per  diem— a  decrease,  as  compared 
with  the  previous  year  of  .=£3  13s.  per  annum  each  prisoner.

The  results  of  these  short  term  prisons,  so  far,  has  not  been  very  satisfactory,  unless  they  are 
acting  as  a  deterrent,  and  fines  are  paid  in  place  of  going  to  prison.  This  was  so  at  Black  River, 
but  how  it  is  now  I  have  not  the  means  of  knowing. 

To  make  these  short  term  prisons  useful  a  longer  term  of  sentence  should  be  allowed,  say  for 
sixty  days  or  ninety  days,  but  even  this  would  not  ensure  their  usefulness,  so  long  as  the  forty- 
fifth  clause  of  the  twentieth  Victoria,  chapter  eleven,  remains  as  it  is,  which  prohibits  a  prisoner 
from  being  worked  outside  the  walls  of  a  prison  when  under  an  alternative  sentence,  thus  prac- 
tically doing  away  with  the  sentence,  as  the  only  labour  we  have  for  prisoners  in  the  district 
prisons  and  short  term  prisons  is  outside  the  walls.  I  do  not  see  that  the  prisoner,  sentenced 
under  an  alternative  sentence,  would  suffer  any  wrong  (if  the  clause  were  amended),  as  he  would 
still  be  in  a  better  position  than  the  prisoner  sentenced  to  hard  labor,  as  he  could  at  any  time 
pay  his  fine  and  be  discharged,  but  until  then  he  should,  in  my  humble  opinion,  be  made  to  carry 
out  the  other  part  of  the  sentence — hard  labour,  either  in  or  outside  the  prison  walls,  as  may  be 
required  of  him. 

There  are  two  places  where  short  term  prisons  are  much  wanted,  if  they  can  be  put  on  a 
satisfactory  footing — Port  Antonio  and  Saint  Ann's  Bay,  particularly  the  former  place,  as  pri- 
soners for  short  sentences  have  to  be  sent  a  long  distance  to  Port  Maria. 

From  the  1st  January,  1870,  the  district  prisons,  gaols,  and  short  term  prisons  have  been 
supplied  with  food  without  the  intervention  of  a  contractor.  I  am  glad  to  say  the  result  has  been 
very  satisfactory,  although  it  has  thrown  much  extra  work,  trouble,  and  responsibility  on  the 
superintendents  of  the  different  prisons.  They  have  given  their  aid  to  its  introduction  in  a  most 
proper  spirit.  Provisions  of  all  kinds,  native  and  foreign,  have  been  exceptionally  dear  during 
the  above  period.  The  difference  in  the  contract  prices  for  the  cost  of  food,  and  what  it  has  cost 
without  their  intervention,  is  as  foollows  :

I  have  the  honor  to  hand  you  my  seventh  annual  report  as  chaplain  to  the  general  penitentiaries. 
During  the  period  extending  from  the  1st  October,  1869,  to  the  30th  September,  1870,  three 
hundred  and  sixty-five   days,   I   have  been  enable  to  do  fall  duty  on  three  hundred  and  thirty 
days. 

Of  the  remaining  thirty-rfive  days  I  was  absent  on  twenty-one  days  with  special  leave  of  ab- 
sence from  government,  and  on  fourteen  days  I  was  kept  from  duty  by  unavoidable  causes  at  the 
commencement  of  the  year  ;  but  from  the  7th  oi  March  until  the  ]  1th  of  September,  inclusive, 
when  my  last  leave  commenced,  I  was  enabled  to  do  full  duty  every  day  without  a  break, 
performing  Divine  service  in  each  chapel,  and  saying  prayers  in  each  hospital  and  visiting  the 
dark,  model,  and  other  cells  whenever  defaulters  were  confined  in  them. 

I  regret  that  my  compulsory  attendance  at  the  lunatic  asylum,  at  midday  on  Sunday,  hinders 
me  from  saying  prayers  in  the  hospitals  on  that  day,  in  doing  which  I  cannot  but  think  I  should 
be  far  more  usefully  employed  than  in  saying  a  form  of  prayer  before  unfortunate  persons  whom 
God  in  His,  wisdom  has  seen  fit  to  deprive  of  the  power  of  joining  in  prayer. 
In  this  period  ol  three  hnndred  and  thirty  days  I  have  performed  :

I  find  that  I  have  preached  ninety-eight  sermons,  mostly  extempore,  and  written  one  hundred 
and  sixty-one  letters  and  seventeen  petitions  for  prisoners. 

Having  given  this  account  of  my  year's  work  I  beg  most  respectfully  to  suggest  that  some 
alteration  should  be  made  in  the  seventh  rule  about  the  treadmill.  As  that  rule  now  stands,  it 
precludes  some  forty-eight  prisoners  from  attending  daily  prayers,  though  they  are  being  ottered 
up  within  one  hundred  yards  of  them.  This  seems  a  great  pity,  and  the  more  so  as  the  class  of 
men  who  are  working  the  mill  are  either  those,  who,  from  their  offences  against  God  and  man, 
most  need  the  benefit  of  prayer ;  or  those  who,  on  leaving  prison,  one  would  wish  to  carry 
away  not  solely  an  impression  of  its  primitive  and  perhaps  hardening  character,,  but  somewhat 
also  of  any  reformatory  and  softening  influence  it  may  afford. 

It  is  a  great  source  of  regret  to  me  that  a  large  gang  of  prisoners  should  be  kept  at  the  pali- 
sadoes  for  many  weeks  together — Sundays  included— .without  any  means  of  grace  whatever.  I  am 
sure  this  ought  not  to  be. 

If  it  is  absolutely  impossible  to  bring  this  gang  over  every  Saturday  night,  I  will  most  gladly 
go  over  to  the  palisadoes  and  give  these  prisoners  a  special  service  whenever  the  authorities  shall 
direct,  if  they  will  place  the  officers'  boat  at  my  disposal. 

I  desire  to  speak,  with  the  most  humble  gratitude  to  Almighty  God,  who  orders  all  hearts,  of 
the  affectionate  kindness  and  attention  I  have  received  from  all  the  poor  prisoners  under  my 
charge. 

I  trust  that  God's  blessing  may  rest  upon  the  little  1  can  do— though  I  strive  that  that  little  shall 
be  my  all— and  that  He  may  be  pleased  to  allow  my  work  to  increase  His  glory  and  save  souls  for 
Christ.

We  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  your  Excellency  the  following  report  on  the  form  of  the 
official  assignees'  accounts  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  supreme  court,  and  on  the  official 
records  made  over  by  the  ex-official  assignee  for  the  counties  of  Surry,  Middlesex,  and  Cornwall 
to  his  successors  m  office,  into  which  matters  we  have  inquired,  according  to  the  instructions  for 
our  guidance  laid  down  in  your  Excellency's  minute,  dated  the  24th  Febuary  last. 

2.  The  persons  who,  at  one  time  or  another,  since  1847,  have  held  the  appointment  of  official 
assignee,  and  whose  accounts  come  within  the  range  of  this  inquiry,  are  these,  viz.  :

3.  Of  the  official  assignees  under  the  act  eleventh  Victoria,  chapter  twenty-eight,  Messrs 
Vernon,  Philipson,  Bravo,  Espeut,  and  Carter,  filed  all  their  accounts  in  the  form  of  debtor  and 
■creditor  summaries  of  the  moneys  received  and  the  moneys  paid  in  respect  of  realized  assets ;  with 
very  rare  exceptions,  no  particulars  of  information  were  given  as  to  the  receipts,  of  which  usuallv 
monthly  accounts  appear  •  and,  for  the  most  part,  the  payments  were  classed  under  the  general 
heads  of  "Dividends  paid,"  »  Law  charges,"  and  «  Assignees'  commission  ,•"  for  each  estate  there 
was  a  separate  account  of  that  sort.  Annexed  are  copies  of  one  of  each  of  these  officers'  ac- 
counts, selected  indiscriminately. 

4.  Mr.  Hutchings  filed  his  accounts  in  the  form  of  tabulated  summaries  of  the  gross  amount  of 
ins  receipts  the  gross  amount  of  his  commission,  and  the  gross  amount  of  his  other  payments  in 
respect  of  the  realized  assets  of  each  estate.     Annexed  are  copies  of  his  last  two  accounts. 

b.  All  the  accounts  filed  have  been  sworn  to,  as  required  by  law. 

6.  By  section  sixteen  of  the  act  eleventh  Victoria,  chapter  twenty-eight,  it  is  required  that  the 
accounts  filed  by  an  official  assignee  shall  be  those  "kept  from  day"  to  day  ofall  moneys  2 
caved  and  paid  and  of  everything  done  in  the  matter  of  any  insolvent's  estate  vested  in  him  " 
and  that  they  shall  contain  a  "true  and  particular  statement  of  the  estate,  and  effects  of  such  in- 
solvent collected  by  such  assignee,  and  of  all  payments  made  by  him,  and  of  all  expenses 
claimed  by  him  m  respect  thereof."  The  filed  accounts  above-mentioned  do  not  furnish  aPda  ly 
recoid  of  the  transactions,  nor  the  particulars  of  each  item  of  receipt  and  payment,  and  therefore 
in  essential  points  of  form,  they  wholly  fail  to  fulfil  the  requirements  of  the  law.  They  are  be-

7.  Of, the  official  assignees  under  law  34  of  1S68,  Messrs.  Lynch,  Shaw,  Facey,  Di<mum

8.  Mr.  Allwood  filed,  on  the  31st  January,  an  account  of  sums  received  and  sums  paid  by  him

9;  ?\l t^  twenty-third  section  of  law  34  of  1S6S,  the  clerk  of  the  supreme  court  is  required  to 
s3nd  to  the  treasurer,  within  twenty  days  after  the  recording  of  every  Official  assignee's  Account 
■an  abstract  thereof  certified  by  him.  Inasmuch  as,  until  the  31st  January,  1871  no  such 
accounts  had  been  filed  in  his  office  from  the  time  when  law  34  of  1S6S  came  into  force  occf 
nwf  n°t  earlier  arise  for  the  clerk  of  the  supreme  court  to  give  effect  to  the  section  in 
question  ;  but  since  he  has  not  sent  to  the  treasurer  abstracts  of  the  two  accounts  that  have  been 
filed  and  since,  ostensibly  m  pursuance  of  that  section,  he  has  sent  the  two  abstractlof  in- 
solvents' schedules  of  their  liabilities  and  assets,  whereof  copies  are  annexed     " 


it  is  obvious 
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that  he  has  failed'  to  comprehend  the  nature  of  the  documents  required.  The  abstracts  in 
question  were  obtained  by  us  from  the  treasurer  upon  the  occasion  of  our  visiting  him  to  inspect 
the  accounts  kept  in   the  treasury  ledgers  of  moneys  ^deposited  and  withdrawn  by  official  as- 


10.  Mr.  Russell,  the  present  clerk  of  the  supreme  court,  states  that  so  far  as  he  is  aware  no 
general  order  concerning  the  form  of  these  accounts  has  ever  been  promulgated  by  the  supreme 
court,  and  that  no  cognizance  of  any  one  of  them  has  ever  been  taken  by  the  judges,  except  upon 
some  specific  and  formal  motion  founded  on  affidavit,  or  otherwise,  calling  for  the  intervention  of 
the  court  in  that  particular  case. 

11.  Mr.  March,  the  ex-clerk  of  the  supreme  court,  virtually  concurs  with  Mr.  Russell  in  the 
foregoing  statement.  He  adds,  that  when  first  in  office  as  clerk,  he  called  the  attention  of  the 
chief-justice,  Sir  Joshua  Rowe,  to  the  loose  way  in  which  some  of  these  accounts  were  filed,  but 
after  conferring  with  the  other  judges,  Sir  Joshua  stated  that  the  clerk's  duty  was  merely  minis- 
terial, to  receive  and  file  the  accounts,  and  that  if  the  creditors  were  satisfied  and  made  no  com- 
plaint the  judges  had  no  power  of  interfering.     Annexed  is  Mr.  March's  letter  to  us. 

12.  As  regards  his  own  accounts  Mr.  Hutchings  admits  unreservedly  that  they  do  not  fulfil  in 
form  the  requirements  of  the  law.  In  explanation  he  states  that  he  could  not  have  filed  them  in 
the  required  form  because  he  did  not  employ  any  clerk  to  assist  him  ;  with  the  exception  of  a 
little  that  was  done  for  him  at  different  times  by  his  son,  the  entire  work  of  account  keeping  was 
done  by  himself.  He  adds  that  to  every  judge  of  the  supreme  court,  since  1847,  it  has  been  per- 
fectly well  known  in  what  form  his  accounts  were  filed,  and  that  no  objection  to  that  form  has 
ever  been  made. 

13.  With  the  exception  of  certain  account  books  kept  by  insolvents,  prior  to  the  occurrence 
of  their  insolvency,  and  certain  of  the  schedules  of  liabilities  and  assets  filed  by  insolvents  no 
documents  in  the  nature  of  official  accounts  or  records  have  been  made  over  by  Mr.  Hutchings 
to  any  of  his  successors  in  office. 

14.  No  lists  of  the  books  and  schedules  so  made  over  to  the  official  assignees  for  the  Kingston 
and  Mandeville  districts  have  been  furnished  to  us  by  those  officers  ;  those  made  over  to  the  offi- 
cial assignee  for  the  Kingston  district  are  stated  to  be  in  number  about  720.  Annexed  are  lists 
of  those  made  over  to  the  official  assignees  for  the  Spanish  Town,  Falmouth,  and  Montego  Bay 
districts  respectively.  None  have  been  made  over  to  the  official  assignee  for  the  Port.  Antonio 
district.  We  have  not  yet  received  from  the  judges  of  the  St.  Ann's  Bay  and  Savanna-la-Mar 
districts  respectively,  any  reply  to  our  circular  letter  addressed  to  them  as  well  as  to  the  other 
judges  on  the  21st  ultimo,  copy  herewith,  and  therefore  we  do  not  know  what,  if  any,  docu- 
ments of  the  kind  may  have  been  made  over  to  the  official  assignees  for  those  districts. 

15.  Mr.  Hutchings  has  stated  to  us  that  he  did  not  originally  contemplate  making  over  to  his 
present  successors  in  office  any  of  the  account  books  in  which  are  recorded  his  cash  transactions 
as  official  assignee,  and  this  indeed  appears  in  his  correspondence  with  the  official  assignees  for 
the  Kingston,  Spanish  Town,  Falmouth  and  Mandeville  districts,  copies  herewith  ^  he  lias  re.- 
garded  those  books  as  his  own  property,  and  has  been  advised  to  retain  possession  of  them,  on 
the  ground  that  such  possession  is  desirable  for  his  own  security.  Now,  however,  he  is  perfectly 
willing  and  ready  to  hand  them  over  to  any  person  duly  authorised  to  receive  them. 

16.  As  it  is  evident  that  these  account  books  are  the  only  records  in  existence,  whence,  under 
the  actual  circumstances  of  the  case,  any  information  of  practical  utility  could  be  obtained  con- 
cerning the  insolvents'  estates  not  yet  wound  up,  in  the  management  of  which  Mr.  Hutchings 
has  been  engaged,  we  have  carefully  inspected  them. 

17.  They  consist  of  :

2.  Journal  >    in    ordinary  mercantile  form. 

3.  Ledger  > 

4.  Assets  book,  containing  some  information  about  each  item  of  the  probable  assets  of  each- 
insolvent's  estate,  included  in  the  statements  required  to  -be  furnished  under  section  12. 
of  the  1 1  Victoria,  chapter  28. 

5.  Dividends  book,  containing  particulars  of  each  dividend  payable  to  each  creditor. 

6.  Abstract  book,  containing  copies  of  all  the  accounts  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the 
supreme  court. 

IS.  The  form  of  every  one  of  these  books  is  simple  and  intelligible,  they  have  been  kept  iu 
an  orderly  manner,,  and  the  cash  book,  journal,  ledger,  and  abstract  book  have  been  completely 
written  up  to  the  date  when  Mr.  Hutchings  retired  from  office.  The  assets  book,  and  the 
dividends  book  have  not  been  completely  written  up,  but  as  to  all  essentials  the  failing  informa- 
tion can  doubtless  be  obtained  from  the  other  books,  and  the  rests  might  probably  be  obtained 
from  miscellaneous  documents  that  Mr.  Hutchings.  rep  resents  as  being  readily  available.  Such 
entries  as  we  selected  indiscriminately  were  easily  traced  through  the  series  of  books,. and. the. 
closing  balance  was  found  to.  agree  with  the  balance  of  cash  lodged  in  the  treasury. 
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19.  We  are  of  opinion  that  without  the  help  of  personal  explanations  furnished  by  Mr.  Hutch- 
ings  these  account  books,  supposing  them  to  be  materially  correct,  are  sufficient  to  afford  to  any 
competent  successor  of  his  in  office  the  information  requisite  to  enable  such  successor  to  proceed 
with  the  winding  up  of  -any  estate  formerly  vested  in  Mr.  Hutchings,  whereof  the  acoounts  have 
not  yet  been  closed. 

20.  In  presence  of  the  fact  that  Mr.  Hutchings  has  now  expressed  his  willingness  a'nd  readiness 
to  make  over  to  any  person,  duly  authorised  to  receive  them,  all  those  account  books,  we  consi- 
der that  it  is  not  necessary  for  us  to  enter  into  the  question  as  to  the  soundness  or  otherwise  of 
his  opinion  respecting  his  right  of  property  in  them.  We  apprehend,  however,  that  in  case  of 
its  being  contemplated  to  make  these  books  available  for  the  use  of  existing  official  assignees,  a 
question  of  law  may  arise  as  to  the  authority  they  possess,  seeing  that  they  are  not  the  accounts 
alone  recognised  by  law  in  the  sixteenth  section  of  the  act  11  Victoria,  chapter  28,  but  as  persons 
not  learned  in  the  law  we  are  unable  to  enter  into  that  question.  Excepting  such  a  question  of 
law,  which  might  possibly  arise,  we  do  not  anticipate  any  practical  difficulties  to  be  overcome  in 
the  use  of  these  books,  considering  that  if  the  material  correctness  of  the  entries  in  them  is  such 
as  to  us  there  seems  reasonable  cause  for  expecting  that  it  will  be  found  to  be  their  real  value  in 
the  hands  of  any  intelligent  and  skilful  accountant,  will  be  as  great  as  it  would  have  been  in  those 
of  Mr.  Hutchings  himself. 

21.  As  a  matter  of  detail  it  needs  to  be  mentioned  that  Mr.  Hutchings  properly  kept  only  one 
set  of  books  and  that  it  must  necessarily  be  made  over  complete,  if  made  over  at  all,  to  some  one 
of  his  successors  in  office.  If  this  one  were  the  official  assignee  for  the  Kingston  district,  proba- 
bly no  great  amount  of  labour  would  be  entailed  upon  him  in  the  way  of  furnishing  to  others, 
from  time  to  time,  the  necessary  extracts  containing  information  as  to  estates  requiring  to  be 
wound  up  by  them.
